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SECOND  OPIUM  CONFERENCE 

CONVENTION  AND  PROTOCOL 

Signed  at  Geneva,  19th  February,  1925 

Albania,  Germany,  Austria,  Belgium,  Brazil,  the  British  Empire, 
Canada,  the  Commonwealth  of  Australia,  the  Union  of  South  Africa, 
New  Zealand,  the  Irish  Free  State  and  India,  Bulgaria,  Chile,  Cuba, 
Denmark,  Spain,  France,  Greece,  Hungary,  Japan,  Latvia,  Luxemburg, 
Nicaragua,  the  Netherlands,  Persia,  Poland,  Portugal,  the  Kingdom  of 
the  Serbs,  Croats  and  Slovenes,  Siam,  Sudan,  Switzerland,  Czechoslovakia 
and  Uruguay, 

Taking  note  of  the  fact  that  the  application  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Hague  Convention  of  January  23,  1912,  by  the  Contracting  Parties  has 
produced  results  of  great  value,  but  that  the  contraband  trade  in  and  abuse  of 
the  substances  to  which  the  Convention  applies  still  continue  on  a  great  scale; 

Convinced  that  the  contraband  trade  in  and  abuse  of  these  substances 
cannot  be  effectually  suppressed  except  by  bringing  about  a  more  effective 
limitation  of  the  production  or  manufacture  of  the  substances,  and  by 
exercising  a  closer  control  and  supervision  of  the  international  trade,  than  are 
provided  for  in  the  said  Convention; 

Desirous  therefore  of  taking  further  measures  to  carry  out  the  objects  aimed 
at  by  the  said  Convention  and  to  complete  and  strengthen  its  provisions; 

Realizing  that  such  limitation  and  control  require  the  close  co-operation  of 
all  the  Contracting  Parties; 

Confident  that  this  humanitarian  effort  will  meet  with  the  unanimous 
adhesion  of  the  nations  concerned: 

Have  decided  to  conclude  a  Convention  for  this  purpose. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  have  accordingly  appointed  their  Plenipo- 
tentiaries, who,  after  communicating  their  full  powers,  found  in  good  and  due 
form,  have  agreed  as  follows: 

CHAPTER  I. — DEFINITIONS 
Article  1 

The  Contracting  Parties  agree  to  adopt  the  following  definitions  for  the 
purposes  of  the  present  Convention: 

Raw  Opium. — "  Raw  opium  "  means  the  spontaneously  coagulated  juice 
obtained  from  the  capsules  of  the  Papaver  somniferum  L.,  which  has  only  been 
submitted  to  the  necessary  manipulations  for  packing  and  transport,  whatever 
its  content  of  morphine. 

Medicinal  Opium. — "  Medicinal  opium "  means  raw  opium  which  has 
undergone  the  processes  necessary  to  adapt  it  for  medicinal  use  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  national  pharmacopoeia,  whether  in  powder  form 
or  granulated  or  otherwise  or  mixed  with  neutral  materials. 

Morphine. — "  Morphine  "  means  the  principal  alkaloid  of  opium  having 
the  chemical  formula  Ci7H19N03. 
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Diacetylmorphine. — "  Diacetylmorphine  99  means  diacetylmorphine  (dia- 
morphine,  heroin)  having  the  formula  C21H23NO5. 

Coca  Leaf. — "  Coca  leaf  "  means  the  leaf  of  the  Erythroxylon  Coca  Lamark 
and  the  Erythroxylon  novo-granatense  (Morris)  Hieronymus  and  their  varieties, 
belonging  to  the  family  of  Erythroxylaceae  and  the  leaf  of  other  species  of  this 
genus  from  which  it  may  be  found  possible  to  extract  cocaine  either  directly  or 
by  chemical  transformation. 

Crude  Cocaine. — "Crude  cocaine  "  means  any  extract  of  the  coca  leaf  which 
can  be  used  directly  or  indirectly  for  the  manufacture  of  cocaine. 

Cocaine. — "Cocaine"  means  methyl-benzoyl  lsevo-ecgonine  (W  D20°  =  — 
16°4  in  20  per  cent  solution  of  chloroform),  of  which  the  formula  is  C17H2iN04. 

Ecgonine. — "  Ecgonine  "  means  lsevo-ecgonine  (Cod  D20°  =  —  45°6  in  5  per 
cent  solution  of  water),  of  which  the  formula  is  C9H15N03  H20,  and  all  the 
derivatives  of  laevo-eegonine  which  might  serve  industrially  for  its  recovery. 

Indian  Hemp. — "  Indian  hemp  "  means  the  dried  flowering  or  fruiting  tops 
of  the  pistillate  plant  Cannabis  sativa  L.  from  which  the  resin  has  not  been 
extracted,  under  whatever  name  they  may  be  designated  in  commerce. 

CHAPTER  IL— INTERNAL  CONTROL  OF  RAW  OPIUM  AND  COCA 

LEAVES 

Article  2 

The  Contracting  Parties  undertake  to  enact  laws  and  regulations  to  ensure 
the  effective  control  of  the  production,  distribution  and  export  of  raw  opium, 
unless  laws  and  regulations  on  the  subject  are  already  in  existence;  they  also 
undertake  to  review  periodically,  and  to  strengthen  as  required,  the  laws  and 
regulations  on  the  subject  which  they  have  enacted  in  virtue  of  Article  1  of  the 
Hague  Convention  of  1912  or  of  the  present  Convention. 

Article  3 

Due  regard  being  had  to  the  differences  in  their  commercial  conditions,  the 
Contracting  Parties  shall  limit  the  number  of  towns,  ports  or  other  localities 
through  which  the  export  or  import  or  raw  opium  or  coca  leaves  shall  be 
permitted. 

CHAPTER  III.— INTERNAL  CONTROL  OF  MANUFACTURED  DRUGS 

Article  4 

The  provisions  of  the  present  Chapter  apply  to  the  following  substances: 

(a)  Medicinal  opium; 

(b)  Crude  cocaine  and  ecgonine; 

(c)  Morphine,  diacetylmorphine,  cocaine  and  their  respective  salts; 

(d)  All  preparations  officinal  and  non-officinal  (including  the  so-called 
anti-opium  remedies)  containing  more  than  0-2  per  cent  of  morphine 
or  more  than  0*1  per  cent  of  cocaine; 

(e)  All  preparations  containing  diacetylmorphine 

(/)  Galenical  preparations  (extract  and  tincture)  of  Indian  hemp; 
(g)  Any  other  narcotic  drug  to  which  the  present  Convention  may  be 
applied  in  accordance  with  Article  10. 

Article  5 

The  Contracting  Parties  shall  exact  effective  laws  or  regulations  to  limit 
exclusively  to  medical  and  scientific  purposes  the  manufacture,  import,  sale, 
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distribution,  export  and  use  of  the  substances  to  which  this  Chapter  applies. 
They  shall  co-operate  with  one  another  to  prevent  the  use  of  these  substances 
for  any  other  purposes. 

Artice  6 

The  Contracting  Parties  shall  control  all  persons  manufacturing,  import- 
ing, selling,  distributing  or  exporting  the  substances  to  which  this  Chapter 
applies,  as  well  as  the  buildings  in  which  these  persons  carry  on  such  industry 
or  trade. 

With  this  object,  the  Contracting  Parties  shall: 

(a)  Confine  the  manufacture  of  the  substances  referred  to  in  Article  4  (6), 
(c)  and  (g)  to  those  establishments  and  premises  alone  which  have 
been  licensed  for  the  purpose. 

(b)  Require  that  all  persons  engaged  in  the  manufacture,  import,  sale, 
distribution,  or  export  of  the  said  substances  shall  obtain  a  License  or 
permit  to  engage  in  these  operations; 

(c)  Require  that  such  persons  shall  enter  in  their  books  the  quantities 
manufactured,  imports,  exports,  sales  and  all  other  distribution  of  the 
said  substances.  This  requirement  shall  not  necessarily  apply  either 
to  supplies  dispensed  by  medical  practitioners  or  to  sales  by  duly 
authorized  chemists  on  medical  prescriptions,  provided  in  each  case 
that  the  medical  prescriptions  are  filed  and  preserved  by  the  medical 
practitioner  or  chemist. 

Article  7 

The  Contracting  Parties  shall  take  measures  to  prohibit,  as  regards  their 
internal  trade,  the  delivery  to  or  possession  by  any  unauthorized  persons  of 
the  substances  to  which  this  Chapter  applies. 

Article  8 

In  the  event  of  the  Health  Committee  of  the  League  of  Nations,  after 
having  submitted  the  question  for  advice  and  report  to  the  Permanent  Com- 
mittee of  the  Office  international  d'Hygiene  publique  in  Paris,  finding  that 
any  preparation  containing  any  of  the  narcotic  drugs  referred  to  in  the  present 
Chapter  cannot  give  rise  to  the  drug  habit  on  account  of  the  medicaments 
with  which  the  said  drugs  are  compounded  and  which  in  practice  preclude 
the  recovery  of  the  said  drugs,  the  Health  Committee  shall  communicate  this 
finding  to  the  Council  of  the  League  of  Nations.  The  Council  will  communi- 
cate the  finding  to  the  Contracting  Parties,  and  thereupon  the  provisions  of 
the  present  Convention  will  not  be  applicable  to  the  preparation  concerned. 

Article  9 

Any  Contracting  Party  may  authorize  the  supply  to  the  public  by  chemists, 
at  their  own  discretion,  as  medicines,  for  immediate  use  in  urgent  cases,  of  the 
following  opiate  officinal  preparations:  tincture  of  opium,  Sydenham  laudanum 
and  Dover  powder.  The  maximum  dose,  however,  which  may  be  supplied  in 
such  cases  must  not  contain  more  than  25  centigrammes  of  officinal  opium,  and 
the  chemist  must  enter  in  his  books  the  quantities  supplied,  as  provided  in 
Article  6  (c). 

Article  10 

In  the  event  of  the  Health  Committee  of  the  League  of  Nations,  after 
having  submitted  the  question  for  advice  and  report  to  the  Permanent  Com- 
mittee of  the  Office  international  d'Hygiene  publique  in  Paris,  finding  that  any 
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narcotic  drug  to  which  the  present  Convention  does  not  apply  is  liable  to 
similar  abuse  and  productive  of  similar  ill-effects  as  the  substances  to  which 
this  Chapter  of  the  Convention  applies,  the  Health  Committee  shall  inform 
the  Council  of  the  League  accordingly  and  recommend  that  the  provisions 
of  the  present  Convention  shall  be  applied  to  such  drug. 

The  Council  of  the  League  shall  communicate  the  said  recommendation 
to  the  Contracting  Parties.  Any  Contracting  Party  which  is  prepared  to 
accept  the  recommendation  shall  notify  the  Secretary-General  of  the  League, 
who  will  inform  the  other  Contracting  Parties. 

The  provisions  of  the  present  Convention  shall  thereupon  apply  to  the 
substance  in  question  as  between  the  Contracting  Parties  who  have  accepted 
the  recommendation  referred  to  above. 

CHAPTER  IV. — INDIAN  HEMP 
Article  11 

1.  In  addition  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  V  of  the  present  Convention, 
which  shall  apply  to  Indian  hemp  and  the  resin  prepared  from  it,  the  Con- 
tracting Parties  undertake: 

(a)  To  prohibit  the  export  of  the  resin  obtained  from  Indian  hemp  and 
the  ordinary  preparations  of  which  the  resin  forms  the  base  (such 
as  hashish,  esrar,  chiras,  djamba)  to  countries  which  have  prohibited 
their  use,  and,  in  cases  where  export  is  permitted,  to  require  the 
production  of  a  special  import  certificate  issued  by  the  Government 
of  the  importing  country  statiifg  that  the  importation  is  approved 
for  the  purposes  specified  in  the  certificate  and  that  the  resin  or 
preparations  will  not  be  re-exported; 

(b)  Before  issuing  an  export  authorization  under  Article  13  of  the  present 
Convention,  in  respect  of  Indian  hemp,  to  require  the  production  of 
a  special  import  certificate  issued  by  the  Government  of  the  importing 
country  and  stating  that  the  importation  is  approved  and  is  required 
exclusively  for  medical  or  scientific  purposes. 

2.  The  Contracting  Parties  shall  exercise  an  effective  control  of  such  a 
nature  as  to  prevent  the  illicit  international  traffic  in  Indian  hemp  and 
especially  in  the  resin. 

CHAPTER  V.-OONTROL  OF  INTERNATIONAL  TRADE 

Article  12 

Each  Contracting  Party  shall  require  a  separate  import  authorization 
to  be  obtained  for  each  importation  of  any  of  the  substances  to  which  the 
present  Convention  applies.  Such  authorization  shall  state  the  quantity  to 
be  imported,  the  name  and  address  of  the  importer  and  the  name  and  address 
of  the  exporter. 

The  import  authorization  shall  specify  the  period  within  which  the 
importation  must  be  effected  and  may  allow  the  importation  in  more  than  one 
consignment. 

Article  13 

1.  Each  Contracting  Party  shall  require  a  separate  export  authorization 
to  be  obtained  for  each  exportation  of  any  of  the  substances  to  which  the 
present  Convention  applies.  Such  authorization  shall  state  the  quantity  to  be 
exported,  the  name  and  address  of  the  exporter  and  the  name  and  address  of 
the  importer. 
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2.  The  Contracting  Party,  before  issuing  such  export  authorization,  shall 
require  an  import  certificate,  issued  by  the  Government  of  the  importing 
country  and  certifying  that  the  importation  is  approved,  to  be  produced  by 
the  person  or  establishment  applying  for  the  export  authorization. 

Each  Contracting  Party  agrees  to  adopt,  so  far  as  possible,  the  form  of 
import  certificate  annexed  to  the  present  Convention. 

3.  The  export  authorization  shall  specify  the  period  within  which  the 
exportation  must  be  effected,  and  shall  state  the  number  and  date  of  the  import 
certificate  and  the  authority  by  whom  it  has  been  issued. 

4.  A  copy  of  the  export  authorization  shall  accompany  the  consignment, 
and  the  Government  issuing  the  export  authorization  shall  send  a  copy  to  the 
Government  of  the  importing  country. 

5.  The  Government  of  the  importing  country,  when  the  importation  has 
been  effected,  or  when  the  period  fixed  for  the  importation  has  expired,  shall 
return  the  export  authorization,  with  an  endorsement  to  that  effect,  to  the 
Government  of  the  exporting  country.  The  endorsement  shall  specify  the 
amount  actually  imported. 

6.  If  a  less  quantity  than  that  specified  in  the  export  authorization  is 
actually  exported,  the  quantity  actually  exported  shall  be  noted  by  the  com- 
petent authorities  on  the  export  authorization  and  on  any  official  copy  thereof. 

7.  In  the  case  of  an  application  to  export  a  consignment  to  any  country 
for  the  purpose  of  being  placed  in  a  bonded  warehouse  in  that  country,  a 
special  certificate  from  the  Government  of  that  country,  certifying  that  it 
has  approved  the  introduction  of  the  consignment  for  the  said  purpose,  may 
be  accepted  by  the  Government  of  the  exporting  country  in  place  of  the  import 
certificate  provided  for  above.  In  such  a  case,  the  export  authorization  shall 
specify  that  the  consignment  is  exported  for  the  purpose  of  being  placed  in  a 
bonded  warehouse. 

Article  14 

For  the  purpose  of  ensuring  the  full  application  and  enforcement  of  the 
provisions  of  the  present  Convention  in  free  ports  and  free  zones,  the  Con- 
tracting Parties  undertake  to  apply  in  free  ports  and  free  zones  situated  within 
their  territories  the  same  laws  and  regulations,  and  to  exercise  therein  the 
same  supervision  and  control,  in  respect  of  the  substances  covered  by  the  said 
Convention,  as  in  other  parts  of  their  territories. 

This  Article  does  not,  however,  prevent  any  Contracting  Party  from  apply- 
ing, in  respect  of  the  said  substances,  more  drastic  provisions  in  its  free  ports 
and  free  zones  than  in  other  parts  of  its  territories. 

Article  15 

1.  No  consignment  of  any  of  the  substances  covered  by  the  present  Con- 
vention which  is  exported  from  one  country  to  another  country  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  pass  through  a  third  country,  whether  or  not  it  is  removed  from  the 
ship  or  conveyance  in  which  it  is  being  conveyed,  unless  the  copy  of  the  export 
authorization  (or  the  diversion  certificate,  if  such  a  certificate  has  been  issued 
in  pursuance  of  the  following  paragraph)  which  accompanies  the  consignment 
is  produced  to  the  competent  authorities  of  that  country. 

2.  The  competent  authorities  of  any  country  through  which  a  consignment 
of  any  of  the  substances  covered  by  the  present  Convention  is  permitted  to  pass 
shall  take  all  due  measures  to  prevent  the  diversion  of  the  consignment  to  a 
destination  other  than  that  named  in  the  copy  of  the  export  authorization  (or 
the  diversion  certificate)  which  accompanies  it,  unless  the  Government  of  that 
country  has  authorized  that  diversion  by  means  of  a  special  diversion  certificate. 
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A  diversion  certificate  shall  only  be  issued  after  the  receipt  of  an  import  certifi- 
cate, in  accordance  with  Article  13,  from  the  Government  of  the  country  to 
which  it  is  proposed  to  divert  the  consignment,  and  shall  contain  the  same  par- 
ticulars as  are  required  by  Article  13  to  be  stated  in  an  export  authorization, 
together  with  the  name  of  the  country  from  which  the  consignment  was  origin- 
ally exported.  All  the  provisions  of  Article  13  which  are  applicable  to  an  export 
authorization  shall  be  applicable  equally  to  the  diversion  certificate. 

Further,  the  Government  of  the  country  authorizing  the  diversion  of  the 
consignment  shall  detain  the  copy  of  the  original  export  authorization  (or  diver- 
sion certificate)  which  accompanied  the  consignment  on  arrival  in  its  territory, 
and  shall  return  it  to  the  Government  which  issued  it,  at  the  same  time  notifying 
the  name  of  the  country  to  which  the  diversion  has  been  authorized. 

3.  In  cases  where  the  transport  is  being  effected  by  air,  the  preceding  pro- 
visions of  this  Article  shall  not  be  applicable  if  the  aircraft  passes  over  the  terri- 
tory of  the  third  country  without  landing.  If  the  aircraft  lands  in  the  territory 
of  the  said  country,  the  said  provisions  shall  be  applied  so  far  as  the  circum- 
stances permit. 

4.  Paragraphs  1  to  3  of  this  Article  are  without  prejudice  to  the  provisions 
of  any  international  agreement  which  limits  the  control  which  may  be  exercised 
by  any  of  the  Contracting  Parties  over  the  substances  to  which  the  present  Con- 
vention applies  when  in  direct  transit. 

5.  The  provisions  of  this  Article  shall  not  apply  to  transport  of  the  sub- 
stances by  post. 

Article  16 

A  consignment  of  any  of  the  substances  covered  by  the  present  Convention 
which  is  landed  in  the  territory  of  any  Contracting  Party  and  placed  in  a  bonded 
warehouse  shall  not  be  withdrawn  from  the  bonded  warehouse  unless  an  import 
certificate,  issued  by  the  Government  of  the  country  of  destination  and  certifying 
that  the  importation  is  approved,  is  produced  to  the  authorities  having  jurisdic- 
tion over  the  bonded  warehouse.  A  speeial  authorization  shall  be  issued  by  the 
said  authorities  in  respect  of  each  consignment  so  withdrawn  and  shall  take  the 
place  of  the  export  authorization  for  the  purpose  of  Articles  13,  14  and  15  above. 

Article  17 

No  consignment  of  the  substances  covered  by  the  present  Convention  while 
passing  in  transit  through  the  territories  of  any  Contracting  Party  or  whilst 
being  stored  there  in  a  bonded  warehouse  may  be  subjected  to  any  process  which 
would  alter  the  nature  of  the  substances  in  question  or,  without  the  permission 
of  the  competent  authorities,  the  packing. 

Article  18 

If  any  Contracting  Party  finds  it  impossible  to  apply  any  provision  of  this 
Chapter  to  trade  with  another  country  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  such  country 
is  not  a  party  to  the  present  Convention,  such  Contracting  Party  will  only  be 
bound  to  apply  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  so  far  as  the  circumstances  permit. 

CHAPTER  VI.— PERMANENT  CENTRAL  BOARD 
Article  19 

A  Permanent  Central  Board  shall  be  appointed  within  three  months  from 
the  coming  into  force  of  the  present  Convention. 

The  Central  Board  shall  consist  of  eight  persons  who,  by  their  technical 
competence,  impartiality  and  disinterestedness,  will  command  general  confidence. 
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The  members  of  the  Central  Board  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Council  of 
the  League  of  Nations. 

The  United  States  of  America  and  Germany  shall  be  invited  each  to  nominate 
one  person  to  participate  in  these  appointments. 

In  making  the  appointments,  consideration  shall  be  given  to  the  importance 
of  including  on  the  Central  Board,  in  equitable  proportion,  persons  possessing  a 
knowledge  of  the  drug  situation,  both  in  the  producing  and  manufacturing  coun- 
tries on  the  one  hand  and  in  the  consuming  countries  on  the  other  hand,  and 
connected  with  such  countries. 

The  members  of  the  Central  Board  shall  not  hold  any  office  which  puts  them 
in  a  position  of  direct  dependence  on  their  Governments. 

The  members  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  five  years,  and  they  will  be 
eligible  for  reappointment. 

The  Central  Board  shall  elect  its  own  President  and  shall  settle  its  rules  of 
procedure. 

At  meetings  of  the  Board,  four  members  shall  form  a  quorum. 
The  decision  of  the  Board  relative  to  Articles  24  and  26  shall  be  taken  by 
an  absolute  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  the  Board. 

Article  20 

The  Council  of  the  League  of  Nations  shall,  in  consultation  with  the  Board, 
make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  the  organization  and  working  of  the  Board, 
with  the  object  of  assuring  the  full  technical  independence  of  the  Board  in  carry- 
ing out  its  duties  under  the  present  Convention,  while  providing  for  the  control 
of  the  staff  in  administrative  matters  by  the  Secretary-General. 

The  Secretary-General  shall  appoint  the  secretary  and  staff  of  the  Board 
on  the  nomination  of  the  Board  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Council. 

Article  21 

The  Contracting  Parties  agree  to  send  in  annually  before  December  31st,  to 
the  Permanent  Central  Board  set  up  under  Article  19,  estimates  of  the  quantities 
of  each  of  the  substances  covered  by  the  Convention  to  be  imported  into  their 
territory  for  internal  consumption  during  the  following  year  for  medical,  scientific 
and  other  purposes. 

These  estimates  are  not  to  be  regarded  as  binding  on  the  Government 
concerned,  but  will  be  for  the  purpose  of  serving  as  a  guide  to  the  Central  Board 
in  the  discharge  of  its  duties. 

Should  circumstances  make  it  necessary  for  any  country,  in  the  course  of 
the  year,  to  modify  its  estimates,  the  country  in  question  shall  communicate  the 
revised  figures  to  the  Central  Board. 

Article  22 

1.  The  Contracting  Parties  agree  to  send  annually  to  the  Central  Board,  in 
a  manner  to  be  indicated  by  the  Board,  within  three  (in  the  case  of  paragraph 
(c),  five)  months  after  the  end  of  the  year,  as  complete  and  accurate  statistics 
as  possible  relative  to  the  preceding  year,  showing: 

(a)  Production  of  raw  opium  and  coca  leaves; 

(6)  Manufacture  of  the  substances  covered  by  Chapter  III,  Article  4  (6), 
(c)  and  {g)  of  the  present  Convention  and  the  raw  material  used  for 
such  manufacture.  The  amount  of  such  substances  used  for  the  manu- 
facture of  other  derivatives  not  covered  by  the  Convention  shall  be 
separately  stated; 
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(c)  Stacks  of  the  substances  covered  by  Chapters  II  and  III  of  the  present 
Convention  in  the  hands  of  wholesalers  or  held  by  the  Government  for 
consumption  in  the  country  for  other  than  Government  purposes; 

(d)  Consumption,  other  than  for  Government  purposes,  of  the  substances 
covered  by  Chapters  II  and  III  of  the  present  Convention; 

(e)  Amounts  of  each  of  the  substances  covered  by  the  present  Convention 
which  have  been  confiscated  on  account  of  illicit  import  or  export;  the 
manner  in  which  the  confiscated  substances  have  been  disposed  of  shall 
be  stated,  together  with  such  other  information  as  may  be  useful  in 
regard  to  such  confiscation  and  disposal. 

The  statistics  referred  to  in  paragraphs  (a)  to  (e)  above  shall  be  communi- 
cated by  the  Central  Board  to  the  Contracting  Parties. 

2.  The  Contracting  Parties  agree  to  forward  to  the  Central  Board,  in  a 
manner  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Board,  within  four  weeks  after  the  end  of  each 
period  of  three  months,  the  statistics  of  their  imports  from  and  exports  to  each 
country  of  each  of  the  substances  covered  by  the  present  Convention  during  the 
preceding  three  months.  These  statistics  will,  in  such  cases  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Board,  be  sent  by  telegram,  except  when  the  quantities  fall  below  a 
minimum  amount  which  shall  be  fixed  in  the  case  of  each  substance  by  the 
Board. 

3.  In  furnishing  the  statistics  in  pursuance  of  this  Article,  the  Governments 
shall  state  separately  the  amounts  imported  or  purchased  for  Government 
purposes,  in  order  to  enable  the  amounts  required  in  the  country  for  general 
medical  and  scientific  purposes  to  be  ascertained.  It  shall  not  be  within  the  com- 
petence of  the  Central  Board  to  question  or  to  express  any  opinion  on  the 
amounts  imported  or  purchased  for  Government  purposes  or  the  use  thereof. 

4.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Article,  substances  which  are  held,  imported,  or 
purchased  by  the  Government  for  eventual  sale  are  not  regarded  as  held, 
imported  or  purchased  for  Government  purposes. 

Article  23 

In  order  to  complete  the  information  of  the  Board  as  to  the  disposal  of 
the  world's  supply  of  raw  opium,  the  Governments  of  the  countries  where  the 
use  of  prepared  opium  is  temporarily  authorized  shall,  in  a  manner  to  be 
prescribed  by  the  Board,  in  addition  to  the  statistics  provided  for  in  Article  22, 
forward  annually  to  the  Board,  within  three  months  after  the  end  of  the  year, 
as  complete  and  accurate  statistics  as  possible  relative  to  the  preceding  year 
showing: 

(1)  The  manufacture  of  prepared  opium,  and  the  raw  material  used  for 
such  manufacture; 

(2)  The  consumption  of  prepared  opium. 

It  is  understood  that  it  shall  not  be  within  the  competence  of  the  Board  to 
question  or  to  express  any  opinion  upon  these  statistics,  and  that  the  provisions 
of  Article  24  are  not  applicable  to  the  matters  dealt  with  in  this  Article,  except 
in  cases  where  the  Board  may  find  that  illicit  international  transactions  are 
taking  place  on  an  appreciable  scale. 

Article  24 

1.  The  Central  Board  shall  continuously  watch  the  course  of  the  inter- 
national trade.  If  the  information  at  its  disposal  leads  the  Board  to  conclude 
that  excessive  quantities  of  any  substance  covered  by  the  present  Convention 
are  accumulating  in  any  country,  or  that  there  is  a  danger  of  that  country 
becoming  a  centre  of  the  illicit  traffic,  the  Board  shall  have  the  right  to  ask, 
through  the  Secretary-General  of  the  League,  for  explanations  from  the  country 
in  question. 
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2.  If  no  explanation  is  given  within  a  reasonable  time  or  the  explanation 
is  unsatisfactory,  the  Central  Board  shall  have  the  right  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  Governments  of  all  the  Contracting  Parties  and  of  the  Council  of  the 
League  of  Nations  to  the  matter,  and  to  recommend  that  no  further  exports  of 
the  substances  covered  by  the  present  Convention  or  any  of  them  shall  be  made 
to  the  country  concerned  until  the  Board  reports  that  it  is  satisfied  as  to  the 
situation  in  that  country  in  regard  to  the  said  substances.  The  Board  shall  at  the 
same  time  notify  the  Government  of  the  country  concerned  of  the  recommenda- 
tion made  by  it. 

3.  The  country  concerned  shall  be  entitled  to  bring  the  matter  before  the 
Council  of  the  League. 

4.  The  Government  of  any  exporting  country  which  is  not  prepared  to  act 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Central  Board  shall  also  be  entitled  to  bring  the 
matter  before  the  Council  of  the  League. 

If  it  does  not  do  so,  it  shall  immediately  inform  the  Board  that  it  is  not 
prepared  to  act  on  the  recommendation,  explaining,  if  possible,  why  it  is  not 
prepared  to  do  so. 

5.  The  Central  Board  shall  have  the  right  to  publish  a  report  on  the 
matter  and  communicate  it  to  the  Council,  which  shall  thereupon  forward  it 
to  the  Governments  of  all  the  Contracting  Parties. 

6.  If  in  any  case  the  decision  of  the  Central  Board  is  not  unanimous,  the 
views  of  the  minority  shall  also  be  stated. 

7.  Any  country  shall  be  invited  to  be  represented  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Central  Board  at  which  a  question  directly  interesting  it  is  considered. 

Article  25 

It  shall  be  the  friendly  right  of  any  of  the  Contracting  Parties  to  draw  the 
attention  of  the  Board  to  any  matter  which  appears  to  it  to  require  investiga- 
tion, provided  that  this  Article  shall  not  be  construed  as  in  any  way  extending 
the  powers  of  the  Board. 

Article  26 

In  the  case  of  a  country  which  is  not  a  party  to  the  present  Convention, 
the  Central  Board  may  take  the  same  measures  as  are  specified  in  Article  24, 
if  the  information  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  leads  it  to  conclude  that  there 
is  a  danger  of  the  country  becoming  a  centre  of  the  illicit  traffic ;  in  that  case 
the  Board  shall  take  the  action  indicated  in  the  said  Article  as  regards  notifica- 
tion to  the  country  concerned. 

Paragraphs  3,  4  and  7  of  Article  24  shall  apply  in  any  such  case. 


Article  27 

The  Central  Board  shall  present  an  annual  report  on  its  work  to  the  Coun- 
cil of  the  League.  This  report  shall  be  published  and  communicated  to  all 
the  Contracting  Parties. 

The  Central  Board  shall  take  all  necessary  measures  to  ensure  that  the 
estimates,  statistics,  information  and  explanations  which  it  receives  under 
Articles  21,  22,  23,  24,  25  or  26  of  the  present  Convention  shall  not  be  made 
public  in  such  a  manner  as  to  facilitate  the  operations  of  speculators  or  injure 
the  legitimate  commerce  of  any  Contracting  Party. 
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CHAPTER  VII— GENERAL  PROVISIONS 
Article  28 

Each  of  the  Contracting  Parties  agrees  that  breaches  of  its  laws  or  regu- 
lations by  which  the  provisions  of  the  present  Convention  are  enforced  shall 
be  punishable  by  adequate  penalties,  including  in  appropriate  cases  the  confis- 
cation of  the  substances  concerned. 

Article  29 

The  Contracting  Parties  will  examine  in  the  most  favourable  spirit  the 
possibility  of  taking  legislative  measures  to  render  punishable  acts  committed 
within  their  jurisdiction  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  or  assisting  the  commis- 
sion in  any  place  outside  their  jurisdiction  of  any  act  which  constitutes  an 
offence  against  the  laws  of  that  place  relating  to  the  matters  dealt  with  in  the 
present  Convention. 

Article  30 

The  Contracting  Parties  shall  communicate  to  one  another,  through  the 
Secretary-General  of  the  League  of  Nations,  their  existing  laws  and  regulations 
respecting  the  matters  referred  to  in  the  present  Convention,  so  far  as  this  has 
not  already  been  done,  as  well  as  those  promulgated  in  order  to  give  effect  to 
the  said  Convention. 

Article  31 

The  present  Convention  replaces,  as  between  the  Contracting  Parties,  the 
provisions  of  Chapters  I,  III  and  V  of  the  Convention  signed  at  The  Hague 
on  January  23,  1912,  which  provisions  remain  in  force  as  between  the  Con- 
tracting Parties  and  any  States  Parties  to  the  said  Convention  which  are  not 
Parties  to  the  present  Convention. 

Article  32 

1.  In  order  as  far  as  possible  to  settle  in  a  friendly  manner  disputes  aris- 
ing between  the  Contracting  Parties  in  regard  to  the  interpretation  or  applica- 
tion of  the  present  Convention  which  they  have  not  been  able  to  settle  through 
diplomatic  channels,  the  parties  to  such  a  dispute  may,  before  resorting  to  any 
proceedings  for  judicial  settlement  or  arbitration,  submit  the  dispute  for  an 
advisory  opinion  to  such  technical  body  as  the  Council  of  the  League  of 
Nations  may  appoint  for  this  purpose. 

2.  The  advisory  opinion  shall  be  given  within  six  months  commencing 
from  the  day  on  which  the  dispute  has  been  submitted  to  the  technical  body, 
unless  this  period  is  prolonged  by  mutual  agreement  between  the  parties  to  the 
dispute.  The  technical  body  shall  fix  the  period  within  which  the  parties  are 
to  decide  whether  they  will  accept  the  advisory  opinion  given  by  it. 

3.  The  advisory  opinion  shall  not  be  binding  upon  the  parties  to  the  dis- 
pute unless  it  is  accepted  by  each  of  them. 

4.  Disputes  which  it  has  not  been  found  possible  to  settle  either  directly 
or  on  the  basis  of  the  advice  of  the  above-mentioned  technical  body  shall,  at 
the  request  of  any  one  of  the  parties  thereto,  be  brought  before  the  Permanent 
Court  of  International  Justice,  unless  a  settlement  is  attained  by  way  of  arbi- 
tration or  otherwise  by  application  of  some  existing  convention  or  in  virtue  of 
an  arrangement  specially  concluded. 

5.  Proceedings  shall  be  opened  before  the  Permanent  Court  of  Interna- 
tional Justice  in  the  manner  laid  down  in  Article  40  of  the  Statute  of  the  Court. 

6.  A  decision  of  the  parties  to  a  dispute  to  submit  it  for  an  advisory 
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opinion  to  the  technical  body  appointed  by  the  Council  of  the  League  of 
Nations,  or  to  resort  to  arbitration,  shall  be  communicated  to  the  Secretary- 
General  of  the  League  of  Nations  and  by  him  to  the  other  Contracting  Parties, 
which  shall  have  the  right  to  intervene  in  the  proceedings. 

7.  The  parties  to  a  dispute  shall  bring  before  the  Permanent  Court  of 
International  Justice  any  question  of  international  law  or  question  as  to  the 
interpretation  of  the  present  Convention  arising  during  proceedings  before  the 
technical  body  or  arbitral  tribunal,  decision  of  which  by  the  Court  is,  on  the 
demand  of  one  of  the  parties,  declared  by  the  technical  body  or  arbitral  tribunal 
to  be  necessary  for  the  settlement  of  the  dispute. 

Article  33 

The  present  Convention,  of  which  the  French  and  English  texts  are  both 
authentic,  shall  bear  to-day's  date  and  shall  be  open  for  signature  until  the 
30th  day  of  September,  1925,  by  any  State  represented  at  the  Conference  at 
which  the  present  Convention  was  drawn  up,  by  any  Member  of  the  League  of 
Nations,  and  by  any  State  to  which  the  Council  of  the  League  of  Nations  shall 
have  communicated  a  copy  of  the  Convention  for  this  purpose. 

Article  34 

The  present  Convention  is  subject  to  ratification.  The  instruments  of 
ratification  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Secretary-General  of  the  League  of 
Nations,  who  shall  notify  their  receipt  to  the  Members  of  the  League  which  are 
signatories  of  the  Convention  and  to  the  other  signatory  States. 

Article  35 

After  the  30th  day  of  September,  1925,  the  present  Convention  may  be 
acceded  to  by  any  State  represented  at  the  Conference  at  which  this  Conven- 
tion was  drawn  up  and  which  has  not  signed  the  Convention,  by  any  Member 
of  the  League  of  Nations,  or  by  any  State  to  which  the  Council  of  the  League 
of  Nations  shall  have  communicated  a  copy  of  the  Convention  for  this  purpose. 

Accession  shall  be  effected  by  an  instrument  communicated  to  the  Secretary- 
General  of  the  League  of  Nations  to  be  deposited  in  the  archives  of  the  Secre- 
tariat. The  Secretary-General  shall  at  once  notify  such  deposit  to  all  the 
Members  of  the  League  of  Nations  signatories  of  the  Convention  and  to  the 
other  signatory  States. 

Article  36 

The  present  Convention  shall  not  come  into  force  until  it  has  been  ratified 
by  ten  Powers,  including  seven  of  the  States  by  which  the  Central  Board  is  to 
be  appointed  in  pursuance  of  Article  19,  of  which  at  least  two  must  be  perman- 
ent Members  of  the  Council  of  the  League.  The  date  of  its  coming  into  force 
shall  be  the  ninetieth  day  after  the  receipt  by  the  Secretary-General  of  the 
League  of  Nations  of  the  last  of  the  necessary  ratifications.  Thereafter,  the 
present  Convention  will  take  effect  in  the  case  of  each  Party  ninety  days  after 
the  receipt  of  its  ratification  or  of  the  notification  of  its  accession. 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  18  of  the  Covenant  of  the 
League  of  Nations,  the  Secretary-General  will  register  the  present  Convention 
upon  the  day  of  its  coming  into  force. 

Article  37 

A  special  record  shall  be  kept  by  the  Secretary-General  of  the  League  of 
Nations  showing  which  of  the  Parties  have  signed,  ratified,  acceded  to  or 
denounced  the  present  Convention.  This  record  shall  be  open  to  the  Contract- 
ing Parties  and  the  Members  of  the  League  at  all  times;  it  shall  be  published 
as  often  as  possible,  in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Council. 
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Article  38 

The  present  Convention  may  be  denounced  by  an  instrument  in  writing 
addressed  to  the  Secretary-General  of  the  League  of  Nations.  The  denuncia- 
tion shall  become  effective  one  year  after  the  date  of  the  receipt  of  the  instrument 
of  denunciation  by  the  Secretary-General,  and  shall  operate  only  in  respect  of 
the  Contracting  Party  which  makes  it. 

The  Secretary-General  of  the  League  of  Nations  shall  notify  the  receipt  of 
any  such  denunciations  to  all  Members  of  the  League  of  Nations  signatories  of 
or  adherents  to  the  Convention  and  to  the  other  signatory  or  adherent  States. 

Article  39 

Any  State  signing  or  acceding  to  the  present  Convention  may  declare,  at 
the  moment  either  of  its  signature,  ratification  or  accession,  that  its  acceptance 
of  the  present  Convention  does  not  include  any  or  all  of  its  colonies,  overseas 
possessions,  protectorates,  or  overseas  territories  under  its  sovereignty  or 
authority,  or  in  respect  of  which  it  has  accepted  a  mandate  on  behalf  of  the 
League  of  Nations,  and  may  subsequently  accede,  in  conformity  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Article  35,  on  behalf  of  any  such  colony,  overseas  possession,  protec- 
torate or  territory  excluded  by  such  declaration. 

Denunciation  may  also  be  made  separately  in  respect  of  any  such  colony, 
overseas  possession,  protectorate  or  territory,  and  the  provisions  of  Article  38 
shall  apply  to  any  such  denunciation.

PROTOCOL 

The  undersigned,  representatives  of  certain  States  signatory  to  the  Conven- 
tion relating  to  Dangerous  Drugs  signed  this  day,  duly  authorized  to  that  effect; 

Taking  note  of  the  Protocol  signed  the  eleventh  day  of  February  one- 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-five  by  the  representatives  of  the  States 
signatory  to  the  Agreement  signed  on  the  same  day  relating  to  the  Use  of 
Prepared  Opium: 

Hereby  agree  as  follows: 

I 

The  States  signatory  to  the  present  Protocol,  recognizing  that  under  Chapter 
I  of  the  Hague  Convention  the  duty  rests  upon  them  of  establishing  such  a 
control  over  the  production,  distribution  and  exportation  of  raw  opium  as  would 
prevent  the  illicit  traffic,  agree  to  take  such  measures  as  may  be  required  to 
prevent  completely,  within  five  years  from  the  present  date,  the  smuggling  of 
opium  from  constituting  a  serious  obstacle  to  the  effective  suppression  of  the 
use  of  prepared  opium  in  those  territories  wThere  such  use  is  temporarily 
authorized. 

II 

The  question  whether  the  undertaking  referred  to  in  Article  I  has  been 
completely  executed  shall  be  decided,  at  the  end  of  the  said  period  of  five  years, 
by  a  Commission  to  be  appointed  by  the  Council  of  the  League  of  Nations. 

Ill 

The  present  Protocol  shall  come  into  force  for  each  of  the  signatory  States 
at  the  same  time  as  the  Convention  relating  to  Dangerous  Drugs  signed  this  day. 
Articles  33  and  35  of  the  Convention  are  applicable  to  the  present  Protocol. 

1  Where  the  use  of  prepared  opium  has  not  yet  been  suppressed  and  it  is  desired  to  import 
raw  opium  for  the  manufacture  of  prepared  opium,  the  certificate  should  be  to  the  effect  that 
the  raw  opium  to  be  imported  is  required  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  prepared  opium 
for  use  under  Government  restrictions  pending  complete  suppression,  and  that  it  will  not  be 
re-exported.

T1THEREAS  in  and  by  an  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  passed  in  the 
n  session  thereof  holden  in  the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  years  of  Our 
Reign,  chaptered  sixty-five  and  intituled:  "An  Act  respecting  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  Canada,"  it  is  recited  that  it  has  been  found  expedient  to  revise, 
classify  and  consolidate  the  public  general  statutes  of  Canada  passed  since 
the  date  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada  of  1906;  and  that  such  revision, 
classification  and  consolidation  are  being  made  by  Commissioners  appointed 
under  the  authority  of  an  Order  of  Our  Governor  General  in  Council  bearing 
date  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  December,  1923;  and  that  it  is  expedient  to 
provide  for  the  incorporation  therewith  of  the  public  general  statutes  passed 
during  the  said  session  and  subsequent  thereto,  and  for  giving  the  force  of  law 
to  the  body  of  the  Revised  Statutes  to  result  from  such  incorporation. 

And  Whereas  it  is  thereupon  by  the  said  Act,  among  other  things  in  effect 
enacted  as  follows: — - 

That  so  soon  as  the  said  Commissioners  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  report- 
in  writing  the  completion  of  the  said  consolidation,  including  therein  such  Acts 
or  parts  of  Acts  passed  during  the  said  session  and  subsequent  thereto  as  the 
Governor  General  upon  the  said  report  may  deem  advisable  so  to  be  included, 
the  Governor  General  may  cause  a  printed  Roll  thereof,  attested  under  his 
signature  and  that  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Parliaments  to  be  deposited  in  the  office 
of  such  Clerk;  and  that  such  Roll  shall  be  held  to  be  the  original  of  the  said 
statutes  so  revised,  classified  and  consolidated; 

And  that  there  shall  be  appended  to  the  said  Roll  a  Schedule  A,  similar  in 
form  to  Schedule  A  appended  to  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1906;  and 
that  the  Commissioners  may  include  in  the  said  Schedule  all  Acts  and  parts 
of  Acts  which,  though  not  expressly  repealed,  are  superseded  by  the  Acts  so 
consolidated,  or  are  inconsistent  therewith,  and  all  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts 
which  were  for  a  temporary  purpose,  the  force  of  which  is  spent; 

And  that  the  said  Commissioners  in  consolidating  the  said  statutes  and  in 
incorporating  therewith  the  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  passed  subsequent  thereto 
and  selected  for  inclusion  therein  as  above  provided  may  make  such  alterations 
in  their  language  as  are  requisite  in  order  to  preserve  a  uniform  mode  of 
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expression,  and  may  make  such  minor  amendments  as  are  necessary  to  bring 
out  more  clearly  what  they  deem  to  be  the  intention  of  Parliament  or  to 
reconcile  seemingly  inconsistent  enactments,  or  to  correct  clerical  or  typo- 
graphical errors;  but  the  marginal  notes  thereon,  the  reference  to  former  enact- 
ments at  the  foot  of  the  sections,  and  the  explanatory  notes  and  tables  inserted 
by  the  Commissioners,  shall  form  no  part  of  the  said  statutes,  and  shall  be 
held  to  have  been  inserted  for  convenience  only,  and  may  be  corrected  or 
omitted ; 

And  that  the  Governor  in  Council,  after  such  deposit  of  the  said  Roll  may, 
by  proclamation,  declare  the  day  on,  from  and  after  which  the  same  shall  come 
into  force  and  have  effect  as  law,  by  the  designation  of  "  The  Revised  Statutes 
of  Canada,  1927"; 

And  that  on,  from  and  after  such  day,  the  same  shall  accordingly  come 
into  force  and  effect  as,  and  by  designation  of,  "  The  Revised  Statutes  of 
Canada,  1927,"  to  all  intents  as  if  the  same  were  expressly  embodied  in  and 
enacted  by  the  said  Act  to  come  into  force  and  have  effect  on,  from  and  after 
such  day; 

And  that  on,  from  and  after  such  day,  all  the  enactments  in  the  several 
Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  such  Schedule  A  mentioned  shall  stand  and  be  repealed 
to  the  extent  mentioned  in  the  third  column  of  the  said  Schedule  A,  and  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  section  six  and  seven  of  the  said  Act; 

And  Whereas  Our  said  Commissioners,  so  appointed  as  aforesaid,  have 
completed  the  said  consolidation  and  have  included  therein  certain  Acts  and 
parts  of  Acts  passed  during  the  sessions  of  the  said  Parliament  held  respectively 
in  the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth,  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth,  the  sixteenth  and 
seventeenth  and  the  seventeenth  sessions  of  Our  Reign,  and  have  reported  in 
writing  the  completion  of  the  said  consolidation; 

And  Whereas  Our  Governor  General  in  Council  has  approved  of  and 
deems  advisable  the  inclusion  of  the  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  so  included  as 
aforesaid ; 

And  Whereas  Our  Governor  General  has  caused  a  printed  Roll  of  the 
said  consolidation,  attested  under  His  signature  and  that  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
Parliaments,  to  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  said  Clerk  of  the  the  Parliaments; 

And  Whereas  there  is  appended  to  the  said  Roll  a  Schedule  A  conforming 
to  the  prescription  of  the  said  Act; 

And  Whereas  Our  said  Commissioners  have  otherwise  complied  with  the 
provisions  of  the  said  Act; 

Now  Know  Ye  that,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our  Privy  Council  for 
Canada,  We  do,  by  these  presents,  proclaim  and  declare  that  on,  from  and  after 
the  first  day  of  February,  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  twenty-eight,  the  said  Roll  so  attested  and  deposited  shall  come  into  force 
and  have  effect  as  law  by  the  designation  of  "  The  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada, 
1927."

Sir, — At  the  instance  of  the  Danish  Consul  General  at  Montreal  my  Gov- 
ernment has  drawn  the  attention  of  the  Icelandic  Government  to  the  fact  that 
various  Foreign  Governments  have  informed  the  Canadian  Authorities  as  to 
which  extent  and  under  which  conditions  their  Consular  Officers  are  authorized 
to  receive  property  left  by  citizens  of  their  country,  who  have  died  in  Canada, 
as  well  as  to  receive  property  in  Canada  inherited  by  their  citizens. 

In  reply  hereto  the  Icelandic  Government  has  requested  my  Government 
to  cause  that  a  similar  notification  be  made  on  behalf  of  Iceland. 

In  accordance  with  the  correspondence  referred  to  I  am  therefore  instructed 
by  my  Government  to  ask  you  to  be  kind  enough  to  make  known  to  the  Canadian 
Authorities  that  as  far  as  Icelandic  citizens  are  concerned  the  Danish  Consul- 
General  at  Montreal  and  the  Danish  Consuls  at  Halifax,  Vancouver  and  Win- 
nipeg are  authorized  to  receive  and  give  acquittance  for  property  of  any  kind, 
including  sums  derived  from  life  insurance  or  under  Compensations  Acts,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  heirs  are  not  present  or  represented  by  a  dirly  author- 
ized person. 

I  would  feel  extremely  grateful  if  I  may  anticipate  information  about  any 
steps  you  may  be  kind  enough  to  take  with  a  view  to  making  the  requested 
notification.

Sir, — The  Netherlands  Consul  General  at  Montreal  has  drawn  the  attention 
of  my  Government  to  the  fact  that  various  foreign  Governments  have  informed 
the  Canadian  Authorities  to  what  extent  and  under  what  conditions  their  Con- 
sular Officers  are  authorized  to  receive  property  left  by  citizens  or  subjects  of 
their  country  who  have  died  in  Canada,  as  well  as  to  receive  property  in  Canada, 
inherited  by  their  citizens  or  subjects. 

In  connection  with  the  above  I  venture  to  request  you  to  be  so  kind  as  to 
notify  His  Majesty's  Government  in  Canada  of  the  following. 

The  Netherland  Consular  Officers  are  generally  ex  officio,  authorized  to 
take  all  those  steps  necessary  for  the  safekeeping  and  administration  of  property 
left  by  inheritance  to  which  they  are  entitled  by  the  legal  stipulations  in  force 
in  the  place  of  their  residence.  If,  therefore,  a  Netherland  Consular  Officer  in 
Canada  is  requested  to  take  charge  of  the  inheritance  of  a  Netherland  subject 
in  the  absence  of  the  inheritors  or  their  representatives  against  a  safeguarding 
receipt,  the  said  Netherland  Consular  Officer  is  fully  authorized  to  comply  with 
such  request.

1.  The  benefit  of  the  intermediate  tariff  is  hereby  extended  to  products  orig- 
inating in  and  coming  from  the  Republic  of  Cuba,  provided  that  such  products 
are  imported  direct. 

In  order  to  secure  the  advantages  aforesaid,  such  products  shall  only  be 
deemed  to  be  imported  direct  when  conveyed  without  transhipment  from  a  port 
of  the  Republic  of  Cuba  or  from  a  port  of  a  country  enjoying  the  benefit  of  the 
preferential  or  intermediate  tariff  into  a  sea  or  river  port  of  Canada. 

2.  This  arrangement  shall  remain  in  force  for  the  term  of  one  year  from 
the  date  hereof  unless  a  permanent  trade  convention  is  concluded  earlier.

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UNITED  STATES  FISHING  VESSELS  ON  PACIFIC  COAST 
(Order  in  Council,  P.C.  2351,  15  Deo.,  1927.) 

THE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister 
of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  advise  that  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries 
be  authorized  to  issue  licenses  to  United  States  fishing  vessels  on  the  Pacific  coast 
of  Canada  which  will  permit  them  to  enter  any  port  in  British  Columbia  during 
the  calendar  year  1928,  for  any,  or  all,  of  the  following  purposes, — 

1.  To  purchase  bait,  ice,  nets,  lines,  coal,  oil,  provisions  and  all  other  sup- 
plies and  outfits. 

2.  To  ship  crews. 

3.  To  land  their  catches  without  the  payment  of  duty,  and, — 

(a)  Tranship  them  in  bond  to  any  port  in  the  United  States; 

(6)  Sell  them  in  bond  to  such  local  dealer  or  dealers  as  may  be 
properly  authorized  therefor  by  the  Minister  of  National  Revenue,  which 
dealers  shall  export  the  same  in  compliance  with  the  bonding  require- 
ments ; 

(c)  Sell  them  for  use  in  Canada  on  payment  of  the  duty. 
The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  vessel.

FISHERIES  REGULATIONS 

SPECIAL  FISHERY  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  PROVINCE  OF  PRINCE 

EDWARD  ISLAND 

(Adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  May  11,  1927,  P.C.  837.) 

DEFINITIONS 

"  Minister  "  shall  mean  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

"  Angling  "  shall  mean  the  taking  of  fish  with  hook  and  line  held  in  the 
hand,  or  hook  and  line  and  rod,  the  latter  held  in  the  hand,  but  shall  not  include 
set  lines  or  lines  tied  to  a  boat. 

"  Gill-net "  shall  mean  a  net  that  catches  fish  by  enmeshing  them,  but 
which  does  not  enclose  an  area  of  water. 

"  Trap-net "  shall  mean  an  apparatus  that  is  so  set  as  to  enclose  an  area 
of  water,  into  which  area  fish  are  guided  by  a  leader  and  find  entrance  through 
an  opening  or  openings. 

"  Weir  "  differs  from  a  "  Trap-net "  in  that  it  is  constructed  of  brush  and 
twine  or  wire-netting. 

"  Bag-net "  is  an  apparatus  that  catches  fish  without  enmeshing  them.  It 
consists  of  a  bag  attached  to  stakes,  and  floats  with  the  tide  or  current. 

"  Purse-seine  "  is  a  net  weighted  at  the  bottom  and  mounted  with  rings 
through  which  a  line  is  run;  also  it  is  floated  at  the  top  and  cast  from  a  boat  so 
as  to  enclose  an  area  of  water.  It  is  then  closed  at  the  bottom  by  the  aforesaid 
line  through  the  rings  so  as  to  form  a  purse  or  bag. 

"  Fishery  officer  "  shall  mean  such  officer  having  authority  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

"  Close  season  "  shall  mean  a  specified  period  in  which  fish  may  not  legally 
be  taken. 

Sec.  1 — Bait 

The  minister  may  authorize  the  issue  of  special  permits  to  take  bait  for 
the  bona  fide  purpose  of  deep-sea  fishing,  for  any  specified  time  during  the 
weekly  close  time. 
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Sec.  2 — Certificates 

All  packages  of  fish  legally  taken  during  the  legal  fishing  season  for  such 
fish,  and  offered  for  shipment  during  the  close  season  for  catching  such  fish,  shall 
either  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  from  a  fishery  officer,  or  by  a  statutory 
declaration  by  the  shipper  certifying  that  such  fish  were  legally  taken,  or  such 
certificate  may  be  attached  to  the  shipper's  way-bill.  This  certificate  shall  state 
the  number  of  packages  in  the  shipment  together  with  the  name  or  names  of 
the  kind  or  kinds  of  fish  contained  in  such  shipment. 

Sec.  3. — Clams — Soft-Shell,  Long-Neck  or  Squirt  Clams 

The  export  of  soft-shell,  long-neck  or  squirt  clams  (Mya  Arenaria)  in  a  raw 
state  taken  in  the  Province  of  Prince  Edward  Island  from  the  first  day  of  May 
to  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  4. — Cod 

No  person  shall  carry  on  cod-fishing  with  seines  at  a  less  distance  than  one- 
half  mile  from  any  fishing  grounds  where  fishing  boats  are  anchored  and  fisher- 
men are  actually  engaged  in  fishing  for  codfish  with  hooks  and  lines. 

Sec.  5. — Eel  Fishing 

No  one  shall,  during  the  months  of  September,  October  and  November,  in 
each  year,  fish  for  eels  with  a  spear  and  torch  or  other  artificial  light,  in  any 
waters  frequented  by  salmon  or  trout. 

Sec.  6. — Explosives — Use  of  Prohibited 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  procure  or  have  in  his 
possession  on  board  of  any  boat  or  vessel  or  elsewhere,  any  dynamite  or  other 
explosive  material,  with  the  intention  of  using  or  attempting  to  use,  or  allowing 
or  permitting  the  same  to  be  used,  or  attempted  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
catching  or  killing,  or  attempting  to  catch  or  kill  any  kind  of  fish. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  put  or  place,  or  have 
upon  or  in  any  boat  or  vessel  engaged  or  employed  or  intended  to  be  engaged  or 
employed  in  fishing,  any  dynamite  or  other  explosive  material. 

3.  In  case  any  such  dynamite  or  other  explosive  shall  be  found  or  proved  to 
be  or  to  have  been  in  or  upon  any  such  boat  or  vessel  the  master  and  the  owner 
thereof  shall  each  be  liable  for  the  penalty  provided  for  a  breach  of  the  last 
preceding  regulation,  as  well  as  any  other  person  or  persons  who  may  have  put 
or  placed  such  dynamite  or  other  explosive  upon  or  in  the  said  boat  or  vessel  or 
had  the  same  in  possession  therein. 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  at  any  time,  to  have  in 
possession  any  fish  or  portion  of  any  fish,  that  have  been  killed  by  means  of 
explosives. 

Sec.  7. — Fines  and  Forfeitures. — Disposal  of 

1.  When  penalties  are  imposed,  or  articles  are  confiscated  following  a 
prosecution  by  a  fishery  officer  employed  by  the  Department  of  Marine  and 
Fisheries,  the  whole  of  the  proceeds  of  such  prosecution  and  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  such  confiscated  articles  shall  be  paid  to  the  Receiver  General  for 
Canada,  through  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

2.  When  penalties  are  imposed  and  when  articles  are  confiscated  under  the 
Fisheries  Act  following  complaints  laid  by  fishery  officers  whose  salaries  and 
expenses  are  paid  by  the  Provincial  Government,  the  proceeds  of  such  penalties 
and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  confiscated  articles  shall  be  paid  to  the 
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Provincial  Government,  on  the  understanding  that  all  expenses  incurred  in  such 
prosecutions  that  are  not  paid  by  the  defendants,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Provincial 
Government. 

3.  When  the  prosecutor  is  not  a  fishery  officer  of  any  Government,  a  moiety 
of  the  penalty  levied  together  with  the  costs  taxed  to  him  in  respect  thereof, 
shall  be  paid  to  him,  and  the  other  moiety  shall  be  paid  to  the  Receiver  General 
for  Canada  through  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

Sec.  8. — Gaspereau 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  gaspereau  in  the  ponds  at  Blooming 
point  and  point  de  Roche,  in  the  county  of  Queens,  except  with  gill-nets,  and  no 
fishing  of  any  kind  shall  be  permitted  in  any  of  the  channels  connecting  these 
ponds  with  the  gulf  of  St.  Lawrence  or  in  the  ponds  within  fifty  yards  on  either 
side  of  the  entrance  to  such  channels;  provided  that  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  prevent  the  operation  of  eel  weirs  in  such  channels,  which  weirs  must  be 
so  set  as  to  admit  of  the  free  passage  of  other  fish. 

2.  When  in  the  opinion  of  the  fishery  officer  for  the  district,  gaspereau 
fishing  is  unduly  harmful  to  any  other  fishery  he  may  order  gaspereau  fishing 
operations  to  cease  at  any  time. 

Sec.  9. — Herrings 

1.  No  seines  shall  be  drawn  or  any  nets  set  within  six  hundred  feet  of  any 
weir  or  trap-net. 

2.  Fishing  for  herrings  in  the  manner  known  as  "  driving  "  with  torches, 
flambeaux  or  other  artificial  light  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  10. — Lobsters 
(See  Special  Lobster  Fishery  Regulations.) 

Sec.  11. — Non-Tidal  Waters 
The  use  of  nets  in  non-tidal  waters  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  12. — Oysters 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  oysters  on  public  beds  except  under 
license  from  the  minister.    The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  fifty  cents. 

2.  All  boats  fishing  for  oysters  on  public  beds  shall  have  a  number,  corre- 
sponding with  that  of  the  license,  legibly  marked  or  painted  on  the  bow  of  the 
boat,  in  white  coloured  letters  on  a  black  ground.  Such  letters  shall  be  at  least 
eight  inches  in  length. 

3.  From  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  November  to  the  twentieth  day  of  Septem- 
ber in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  fish  for,  catch  or 
kill  oysters  on  public  beds,  and  from  the  first  day  of  July  to  the  thirty-first  day 
of  August,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  fish  for, 
catch  or  kill  oysters  on  leased  areas. 

4.  (a)  No  person  shall  on  public  beds  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  round 

oysters  of  a  less  size  than  three  inches  in  diameter  of  shell,  nor  any 
long  oysters  measuring  less  than  three  and  a  half  inches  of  outer  shell. 
(b)  Round  oysters  of  a  less  size  than  three  inches  in  diameter,  and  long 
oysters  measuring  less  than  three  and  a  half  inches  on  the  outer  shell, 
that  may  be  accidentally  caught  on  public  beds,  shall  be  returned  to 
the  bed  from  which  they  were  taken  alive,  at  the  cost  and  risk  of  the 
person  so  fishing,  on  whom  in  every  case  shall  devolve  the  proof  of 
actual  liberation. 
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(c)  The  minister  may  grant  permission  to  the  lessees  of  private  oyster 
areas  to  fish  for  and  catch  at  any  season  of  the  year,  on  certain  natural 
reefs  in  the  said  Province,  to  be  specified  in  said  permission,  a  desig- 
nated quantity  of  unculled  oysters,  for  the  purpose  of  stocking  leased 
areas. 

5.  Fishing  for  oysters  is  prohibited  on  Sunday,  and  from  sunset  to  sunrise 
on  any  other  day  of  the  week. 

6.  No  person  shall  dig  mussel-mud  within  two  hundred  yards  from  any 
live  oyster  bed,  and  then  only  at  such  place  or  places  as  are  prescribed  in  writing 
by  a  fishery  officer. 

7.  The  use, 'for  taking  oysters  on  public  oyster  beds,  of  quahaug  rakes, 
drags  or  tongs  operated  by  purchase  power,  or  tongs  or  rakes  other  than  the 
ordinary  ones  now  in  use  in  oyster  fishing  is  prohibited. 

8.  Each  consignment  of  oysters  imported  into  Canada,  whether  in  the  shell 
or  in  bulk,  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  by  a  competent  authority,  that 
will  be  satisfactory  to  the  Department  of  Health,  that  will  show  that  the  oysters 
contained  therein  are  a  safe  food  product. 

Sec.  13. — Possession  of  Fish  in  Close  Season 

1.  No  one,  without  lawful  excuse,  the  proof  whereof  shall  lie  on  him,  shall 
fish  for,  buy,  sell  or  have  in  his  possession,  any  fish,  or  portion  of  any  fish, 
during  a  time  when  fishing  for  such  fish  is  prohibited  by  law.  (See  section  29 
of  the  Fisheries  Act.) 

2.  Any  violation  of  the  above  regulation  shall  render  the  offender  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  in  default  of  payment,  to 
imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  twelve  months,  or  to  both.  (See  section 
82  of  the  Fisheries  Act.) 

Sec.  14. — Prohibitions 

The  introduction  of  non-indigenous  or  non-native  fish  into  the  waters  of  the 
province  except  by  special  permission  of  the  Minister  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  15. — Quahaugs  or  Hard-Shell  Clams 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for  or  catch  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  except  under 
license  from  the  minister.   The  fee  on  each  such  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  from 
the  first  of  November  in  each  year  to  the  tenth  day  of  May  following,  both  days 
inclusive  and  from  the  first  day  of  July  to  the  fourteenth  day  of  August  in  each 
year,  both  days  inclusive. 

'3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  hard-shell  clam  or  quahaug  of  a 
less  size  than  one  and  three-quarter  inches  in  length  on  the  outer  shell,  and  any 
hard-shell  clam  or  quahaug  of  a  less  size  than  one  and  three-quarter  inches 
in  length  that  may  be  accidentally  caught,  shall  be  forthwith  returned  to  the 
water  alive  and  uninjured  by  the  person  catching  it;  Provided  that  the  minister 
may  authorize  the  taking  of  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  of  less  size  for  purposes 
of  replanting  for  the  development  of  hard-shell  clam  or  quahaug  culture. 

4.  The  use  of  rakes  for  catching  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs,  having  teeth 
less  than  one  and  one-quarter  inches  apart,  is  prohibited. 

5.  Fishing  for  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  in  bays,  harbours  and  other 
waters  where  oysters  are  taken,  shall  be  permitted  only  on  areas  set  apart  and 
marked  out  by  the  local  fishery  officers  for  the  respective  districts  in  which  such 
fishing  is  prosecuted. 

6.  Fishing  for  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  on  Sunday  is  prohibited. 
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Sec.  16. — Salmon 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  salmon  otherwise  than  with  gill-nets, 
drift-nets,  trap-nets  or  pound-nets  or  by  angling. 

2.  The  mesh  of  salmon  drift-nets  or  gill-nets,  and  the  leaders  of  salmon 
trap-nets  or  pound-nets  shall  not  be  less  than  five  inches  extension  measure,  when 
in  use. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  salmon  with  nets  of  any  kind  from  the 
eleventh  day  of  September,  in  each  year,  to  the  last  day  of  February  following, 
both  days  inclusive. 

4.  From  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  of 
every  Saturday  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the  cloek  in  the  forenoon 
of  every  Monday,  all  salmon  fishing  gill-nets,  drift-nets,  pound  and  trap-nets, 
used  for  catching  salmon,  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted  as  to  admit  of  the  free 
passage  of  fish  through,  by  or  out  of  such  apparatus,  or  be  so  effectively  closed 
as  to  completely  obstruct  and  prevent  the  entrance  of  fish  into  such  apparatus. 

5.  The  number  of  salmon  to  be  taken  by  any  one  person  in  one  day  by 
angling  shall  not  exceed  five. 

6.  Fishing  for  and  catching  salmon  by  angling  shall  be  permissible  from 
the  twenty-fourth  day  of  May  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  October  in  each  year, 
both  days  inclusive. 

?.  In  angling  for  salmon  no  one  shall  use  any  kind  of  bait  other  than 
artificial  flies. 

8.  No  person  shall  use  a  dam  for  the  purpose  of  so  regulating  the  retention 
or  discharge  of  water  as  to  facilitate  the  catching  of  salmon,  either  by  suddenly 
closing  or  opening  the  dam  or  in  any  other  manner  whatever. 

9.  No  salmon,  or  grilse,  weighing  less  than  three  pounds,  nor  any  "  spent " 
salmon,  so-called,  shall  be  retained  or  kept  out  of  the  water.  If  such  under- 
sized salmon  or  grilse,  or  any  "  spent  "  salmon  be  caught  inadvertently,  it  shall, 
if  possible,  be  returned  alive  and  uninjured  to  the  water  from  which  it  was 
taken  by  the  person  catching  it. 

10.  The  use  of  torches  or  other  artificial  lights  in  fishing  for  or  catching 
salmon,  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  17. — Scallops 

1.  No  one  shall  engage  in  scallop  fishing  nor  shall  any  one  leave  any  port 
or  place  in  the  province  to  fish  for  scallops,  either  inside  or  outside  territorial 
waters,  except  under  license  from  the  minister.  The  fee  on  each  such  license 
shall  be  one  dollar. 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for  scallops  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  August  to  the 
thirtieth  day  of  September,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  scallop  measuring  less  than  four 
inches  in  diameter  across  the  widest  portion  of  tire  outer  shell,  and  any  scallop 
of  a  less  size  that  may  be  taken  accidentally  shall  be  returned  alive  and  unin- 
jured to  the  bed  from  which  it  was  taken  by  the  person  catching  it. 

4.  The  meshes  of  scallop  rake  bags  shall  consist  of  wire  rings  of  not  less 
than  four  inches  in  diameter. 

5.  The  waste  portion  of  scallops  shall  not  be  thrown  overboard  from  boats 
on  the  scallop  fishing  grounds. 

6.  The  practice  known  as  "  floating  "  or  "  soaking  "  scallop  meat  in  fresh 
water  is  prohibited. 
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Sec.  18. — Smelts 

1.  Fishing  for  smelts  otherwise  than  with  gill-nets,  bag-nets  or  hook  and 
line  is  prohibited. 

2.  (a)  No  one  shall  fish  for  smelts  with  a  gill-net  or  bag-net,  except  under 

license  from  the  Minister. 
(6)  The  fee  on  a  smelt  gill-net  shall  be  one  dollar, 
(c)  The  fee  on  a  smelt  bag-net  shall  be  one  dollar. 

3.  Smelts  gill-nets  and  bag-nets  shall  have  a  mesh  of  not  less  than  one 
and  one-quarter  inches  extension  measure,  when  in  use.  The  use  of  leaders 
on  bag-nets  is  prohibited. 

4.  Smelt  gill-net  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  fifteenth  of  October  in 
each  year,  to  the  fifteenth  of  February,  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

5.  Smelt  bag-net  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  hour  of  eight  o'clock 
in  the  forenoon  of  the  first  December  in  each  year  to  the  fifteenth  of  February 
following,  both  days  inclusive. 

6.  Smelt  bag-nets  or  gill-nets  shall  not  be  set  or  used  within  fifty  yards  from 
each  other  across  a  river,  nor  within  one  hundred  yards  of  each  other  up  and 
down  a  river,  but  the  local  fishery  officer  may  in  any  instance  require  such 
greater  distance  between  nets  across  or  up  and  down  a  river  as  he  may  consider 
necessary. 

7.  Smelt  gill-nets  or  bag-nets  shall  not  be  set  in  the  spans  of  bridges  nor 
within  one  hundred  yards  thereof. 

8.  All  smelt  nets  shall  be  legibly  marked,  by  a  tag  or  float  attached  thereto, 
with  the  full  name  of  the  owner  or  operator  of  the  net,  which  tag  or  float  can  be 
readily  seen  at  all  stages  of  the  water  without  raising  the  net. 

9.  From  six  o'clock  on  Saturday  afternoon  in  each  week,  to  six  o'clock  on 
Monday  forenoon  following,  smelt  gill-nets  and  bag-nets  shall  be  so  raised  or 
adapted  as  to  admit  of  the  free  passage  of  smelts  through,  by  or  out  of  such 
gill-nets  or  bag-nets.  During  this  weekly  close  season  smelt  fishing  by  any 
means  for  purposes  of  trade  or  barter  is  prohibited. 

10.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  smelts  from  the  first  day  of  April 
to  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

11.  No  one  shall  prepare  to  fish  with  bag-nets  by  either  cutting  holes  in  the 
ice  or,  or  in  connection  with  fishing  purposes  or  by  placing  rigging  of  any 
kind  for  fishing,  before  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  day  on  which  bag- 
net  fishing  may  legally  begin. 

12.  All  persons  opening  holes  in  the  ice  for  the  purpose  of  smelt  fishing 
shall  cause  the  same  to  be  marked  with  four  evergreen  bushes  at  least  six  feet 
in  height,  when  the  holes  are  not  in  use. 

Sec.  19. — Trawlers  Prohibited 

1.  The  use  or  operation  of  vessels  known  as  trawlers,  operating  "  beam," 
"  otter,"  or  other  trawls  of  a  similar  nature  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish,  is 
prohibited  within  the  territorial  waters  of  Canada. 

2.  The  master  of  every  steam  trawler,  at  any  port  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard 
of  Canada,  shall,  before  departure,  come  before  the  collector  of  customs  or  other 
proper  officer  and  deliver  to  him  a  report  outwards  under  his  hand  of  the 
destination  of  such  vessel,  stating  her  name,  country  and  tonnage,  the  port  of 
registry,  the  name  of  the  master,  the  country  of  the  owners  and  the  number  of 
the  crew,  and  such  other  particulars  as  are  demanded  by  such  officer. 

The  report  outwards  shall  also  contain  a  declaration  to  the  effect  that  the 
master  of  the  steam  trawler  in  consideration  of  the  clearance  granted  by  the 
officer  of  customs,  undertakes  and  agrees,  for  one  year  after  clearance  (a)  to 
restrict  all  fishing  operations  by  such  steam  trawler  to  waters  which  are  at 
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least  twelve  miles  distant  from  the  nearest  shore  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard  of 
Canada,  between  the  first  day  of  May  and  the  thirty-first  day  of  December; 
(6)  and  also  to  refrain  from  all  fishing  operations  by  such  trawler  in  waters  of 
Chedabucto  and  St.  Peter's  bay  within  a  line  drawn  from  Cranberry  Island  light 
to  Green  Island  light  during  the  month  of  January. 

The  penalties  and  procedure  prescribed  for  contravention  of  Customs 
Regulations  made  by  the  Governor  in  Council  shall  apply  in  respect  of  such 
steam  trawler  and  the  master  thereof,  for  non-compliance  with  the  undertaking 
prescribed  by  this  regulation. 

Sec.  20.— Trout 

1.  No  person  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  any  speckled  trout,  or  any 
other  kind  of  trout,  from  the  first  day  of  October  in  each  year  to  the  thirty-first 
day  of  March  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

2.  No  one  shall  at  any  time  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  trout  by  other  means 
than  angling.   "  Jigging  "  for  trout  is  strictly  prohibited. 

3.  Fishing  for  any  kind  of  trout  through  the  ice  is  prohibited. 

4.  The  sale,  purchase  or  export  of  speckled  trout,  no  matter  where  procured, 
is  prohibited,  provided,  however,  that  any  non-resident  fishing  in  waters  of  the 
province  may  upon  leaving  the  province  take  away  the  lawful  catch  of  two  days' 
fishing,  if  the  shipment  is  accompanied  by  a  certificate  to  that  effect  from  either 
the  local  fishery  officer  in  whose  district  the  fish  were  caught,  or  from  the  local 
station  agent  adjacent  to  the  locality  in  which  they  were  caught. 

5.  No  single  package  of  such  trout  shall  exceed  twenty-five  pounds  in 
weight,  nor  shall  any  person  be  permitted  to  ship  more  than  one  package  during 
the  season. 

6.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  in  any  of  the  waters  of  the  province, 
in  one  day  by  angling,  or  shall  carry  away  a  greater  number  of  speckled  trout 
or  brook  trout  than  in  the  aggregate  shall  weigh  more  than  ten  pounds,  and  no 
greater  number  than  thirty  speckled  trout  or  brook  trout,  though  said  number 
weigh  less  than  ten  pounds. 

7.  The  use  of  a  torch  or  other  artificial  light  in  fishing  for  or  catching 
trout  is  prohibited. 

8.  Provided  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to  the  breeding  or 
rearing  of  trout  of  any  kind  by  private  enterprise  for  commercial  purposes, 
and  provided  further  that  no  one  shall  engage  in  the  breeding  or  rearing  of 
trout  for  commercial  purposes,  except  under  permit  from  the  minister,  and 
under  rules  that  may  be  prescribed  by  the  minister. 
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SPECIAL  FISHERY  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  PROVINCE  OF  NEW 

BRUNSWICK 

(Adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  May  11,  1927,  P.C.  837) 

DEFINITIONS 

"  Minister  n  shall  mean  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

"  Angling  "  shall  mean  the  taking  of  fish  with  hook  and  line  held  in  the 
hand,  or  hook  and  line  and  rod,  the  latter  held  in  the  hand,  but  shall  not  include 
set  lines  or  lines  tied  to  a  boat. 

"  One  day  "  shall  mean  from  sunrise  to  sunset. 

"  Non-resident "  shall  mean  any  person  domiciled  in  the  province  for  a 
period  of  less  than  six  months.

"  Gill-net "  shall  mean  a  net  that  catches  fish  by  enmeshing  them,  but 
which  does  not  enclose  an  area  of  water. 

"  Trap-net  "  shall  mean  an  apparatus  that  is  so  set  as  to  enclose  an  area 
of  water,  into  which  area  fish  are  guided  by  a  leader  and  find  entrance  through 
an  opening  or  openings. 

"  Weir  "  differs  from  a  "  Trap-net "  in  that  it  is  constructed  of  brush  and 
twine  or  wire  netting. 

"  Bag-net  "  is  an  apparatus  that  catches  fish  without  enmeshing  them.  It 
consists  of  a  bag  attached  to  stakes,  and  floats  with  the  tide  or  current. 

"  Drag-seine  "  is  a  net  weighted  at  the  bottom  and  floated  at  the  top,  cast 
from  a  boat  so  as  to  enclose  a  space  of  water  between  it  and  the  shore,  and  is 
then  drawn  towards  shore. 

"  Purse-seine  "  is  a  net  weighted  at  the  bottom  and  mounted  with  rings 
through  which  a  line  is  run;  also  it  is  floated  at  the  top  and  cast  from  a  boat  so 
as  to  enclose  an  area  of  water.  It  is  then  closed  at  the  bottom  by  the  aforesaid 
line  through  the  rings,  so  as  to  form  a  purse  or  bag. 

"  Fishery  officer  "  shall  mean  such  officer  having  authority  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

"  Fishery  guardian  99  shall  mean  a  guardian  employed  by  authority  of  the 
minister. 

"  Close  season  99  shall  mean  a  specified  period  in  which  fish  may  not  legally 
be  taken. 

"  Trout "  shall  include  char,  speckled  trout,  salmon  trout,  gray  trout  and 
ouananiche  or  landlocked  salmon. 

Sec.  1 — Bass 

1.  No  person  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  striped  bass  from  the  first  day 
of  April  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  November  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive; 
always  provided  that  nothing  contained  in  this  regulation  shall  prevent  any 
person  from  catching  or  killing  bass  by  means  of  angling,  at  any  time.  The 
burden  of  proof  of  lawful  capture  by  angling  during  the  closed  season  for  other 
methods  of  bass  fishing  shall  devolve  on  the  possessor  or  seller  of  any  such  fish. 

2.  Bass  shall  not  be  fished  for,  caught  or  killed  by  means  of  seines.  The 
meshes  of  bass  gill-nets  shall  not  be  less  than  five  inches,  extension  measure, 
when  in  use. 

3.  No  bass  measuring  less  than  twelve  inches  in  length  from  the  tip  of  the 
nose  to  the  end  of  the  tail,  whether  caught  by  angling  or  otherwise,  shall  be 
retained.  All  bass  under  the  aforesaid  length  shall  be  immediately  returned  to 
the  water  alive  and,  if  possible,  uninjured  by  the  person  catching  it. 

4.  (a)  No  person  shall  fish  for  bass  with  a  net  or  nets  without  a  license 

from  the  Minister. 
(b)  The  fee  for  such  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

5.  All  persons  opening  holes  through  the  ice  for  the  purpose  of  taking  bass 
shall  cause  the  same  to  be  marked  with  four  evergreen  bushes,  each  six  feet  in 
height. 

6.  From  the  time  of  low  wrater  nearest  six  o'clock  on  Saturday  afternoon, 
of  each  week,  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  on  Monday  morning 
following,  all  bass  nets  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted  as  to  permit  of  the  free 
passage  of  fish  through,  by  or  out  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2 — Certificates 

1.  All  packages  of  fish  legally  taken  during  the  legal  fishing  season  for  such 
fish,  and  offered  for  shipment  during  the  close  season  for  catching  such  fish,  shall 
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be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  from  a  fishery  officer,  or  by  a  statutory  declara- 
tion by  the  shipper  certifying  that  such  fish  were  legally  taken  or  such  certifi- 
cate or  declaration  may  be  attached  to  the  shipper's  waybill.  Such  certificate  or 
declaration  shall  state  the  number  of  packages  in  the  shipment,  together  with  the 
name  or  names  of  the  kind  or  kinds  of  fish  contained  in  such  shipment. 

Sec.  3 — Clams — Soft-Shell,  Long-Neck  or  Squirt  Clams 

1.  The  export  of  soft-shell,  long-neck  or  squirt  clams  (my a  arenaria)  in  a 
raw  state  taken  in  the  provinces  of  Quebec,  New  Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia,  or 
Prince  Edward  Island,  from  the  first  day  of  May  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  June 
in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  is  prohibited. 

2.  In  the  counties  of  Charlotte  and  St.  John  no  one  shall  dig  for  such  clams 
without  a  permit  issued  by  authority  of  the  minister. 

Sec.  4 — Cod 

1.  No  person  shall  carry  on  codfishing  with  seines  at  a  less  distance  than 
one-half  mile  from  any  fishing  grounds  where  fishing  boats  are  anchored,  and 
where  fishermen  are  actually  engaged  in  fishing  for  codfish  with  hooks  and  lines. 

Sec.  5 — Eel  Fishing 

1.  During  the  months  of  September,  October  and  November,  in  each  year> 
no  one  shall  fish  for  eels,  with  a  spear  and  torch  or  other  artificial  light,  in  any 
waters  frequented  by  salmon  or  trout. 

Sec.  6 — Explosives  Prohibited 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  procure  or  have  in  his 
possession  on  board  of  any  boat  or  vessel  or  elsewhere  any  dynamite  or  other 
explosive  material  with  the  intention  of  using  or  attempting  to  use  or  allowing 
or  permitting  the  same  to  be  used  or  attempted  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
catching  or  killing  or  attempting  to  catch  or  kill  any  kind  of  fish. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  put  or  place  or  have 
upon  or  in  any  boat  or  vessel  engaged  or  employed  or  intended  to  be  engaged  or 
employed  in  fishing  any  dynamite  or  other  explosive. 

3.  In  case  any  such  dynamite  or  other  explosive  shall  be  found  or  proved 
to  be  or  to  have  been  in  or  upon  any  such  boat  or  vessel,  the  master  and  the 
owner  thereof  shall  each  be  liable  to  the  penalty  provided  for  a  breach  of  the 
last  preceding  regulation,  as  well  as  any  other  person  or  persons  who  may  have 
put  or  placed  such  dynamite  or  other  explosive  upon  or  in  the  said  boat  or 
vessel  or  had  the  same  in  possession  therein. 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  at  any  time,  to  have  in 
possession  any  fish  or  portions  of  any  fish,  that  have  been  killed  by  means  of 
explosives. 

Sec.  7 — Fines  and  Forfeitures — Disposal  of 

1.  When  penalties  are  imposed,  or  articles  are  confiscated  following  a  prose- 
cution by  a  fishery  ofiicer  employed  by  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries 
the  whole  of  the  proceeds  of  such  prosecution  and  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
such  confiscated  articles  shall  be  paid  to  the  Receiver  General  for  Canada 
through  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 
part  i — c§ 
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2.  When  penalties  are  imposed  and  when  articles  are  confiscated  under  the 
Fisheries  Act  following  complaints  laid  by  fishery  officers  whose  salaries  and 
expenses  are  paid  by  the  Provincial  Government,  the  proceeds  of  such  penalties, 
and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  confiscated  articles  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Provincial  Government,  on  the  understanding  that  all  expenses  incurred  in  such 
prosecutions  that  are  not  paid  by  the  defendants,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Provincial 
Government. 

3.  When  the  prosecutor  is  not  a  Fishery  Officer  of  any  Government,  a  moiety 
of  the  penalty  levied  together  with  the  costs  taxed  to  him  in  respect  thereof, 
shall  be  paid  to  him,  and  the  other  moiety  shall  be  paid  to  the  Receiver  General 
for  Canada  through  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

Sec.  8 — Gaspereau 

1. 4  Gaspereau  fishing  by  means  of  gill-nets,  weirs  and  pound-nets  or  trap- 
nets  shall  be  permissible  from  the  first  day  of  March  until  the  twenty-fifth  day 
of  June  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  except  in  the  Miramichi  river  where 
such  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  May  to  the 
twenty-fifth  of  June  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  gaspereau  from  the  time  of 
low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  of  Saturday  afternoon  of  each  week  until  the  time 
of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  Monday  following. 

3.  The  mesh  of  nets  to  be  used  for  the  catching  of  gaspereau  shall  not  exceed 
three  and  one-half  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

4.  When  in  the  opinion  of  the  fishery  officer  for  any  district,  gaspereau  fish- 
ing is  unduly  harmful  to  any  other  fishery,  he  may  prohibit  gaspereau  fishing 
operations  at  any  time  before  the  closing  date  set  forth  in  these  regulations. 

Sec.  9. — Herrings 

1,.  No  net  or  nets  of  any  kind  or  description  for  the  capture  of  herring  shall 
be  set  or  used  within  one  thousand  feet  of  any  weir  under  license. 

2.  Fishing  for  herrings  in  the  manner  known  as  "driving"  with  torches, 
flambeaux  or  other  artificial  lights  is  prohibited. 

3.  No  weir  shall  be  built,  set  or  used  for  the  purpose  of  catching  herring 
except  under  the  authority  of  an  annual  license  from  the  minister,  and  before 
a  license  shall  be  granted  the  applicant  therefor  shall  make  a  statutory  declara- 
tion, setting  forth  the  name  or  names  of  the  actual  owner  or  owners  of  such  weir; 
or  of  the  person  or  persons  for  whose  benefit  such  weir  is  to  be  operated,  as  well 
as  to  the  nationality  of  such  owner  or  owners,  or  person  or  persons. 

4.  From  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  every 
Saturday  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  every 
Monday,  all  herring  weirs,  seines  or  set-nets  or  other  apparatus  used  for  catch- 
ing herring,  whether  under  license  or  not,  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted  as  to 
admit  of  the  free  passage  of  fish  through,  by  or  out  of  such  apparatus,  or  shall 
be  so  effectively  closed  as  to  completely  obstruct  and  prevent  the  entrance  of 
fish  into  such  apparatus,  whether  under  license  or  not;  provided  that  herring 
gill-nets  for  the  taking  of  bait  for  bona  fide  purpose  of  deep-sea  fishing  may 
be  set,  under  permission  of  the  fishery  officer,  for  a  specified  time  during  the 
weekly  close  period. 

Sec.  10. — Lobsters 
(See  Special  Lobster  Fishery  Regulations) 
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Sec.  11. — Non -tidal  Waters 

1.  The  use  of  nets  in  non-tidal  waters,  except  under  a  permit  from  the 
minister,  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  12. — Oysters 

1.  No  person  shall  fish  for  or  catch  oysters  on  public  beds  except  under 
license  from  the  minister.   The  fee  for  such  license  shall  be  fifty  cents. 

2.  All  boats  fishing  for  oysters  on  public  beds  shall  have  a  registration 
number  corresponding  with  that  of  the  license  legibly  marked  or  painted  on  the 
bow  of  the  boat,  in  white  letters  on  a  black  ground,  and  the  initial  letter  of  the 
port  to  which  such  boat  belongs,  such  letters  to  be  at  least  eight  inches  in  length. 

3.  From  the  first  day  of  December  to  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  September 
in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  fish  for,  catch  or  kill 
oysters  on  public  beds,  and  from  the  first  day  of  July  to  the  thirty-first  day  of 
August  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  fish  for,  catch 
or  kill  oysters  on  leased  areas. 

4.  (a)  No  person  shall,  on  public  beds,  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  round 

oysters  of  a  less  size  than  three  inches  in  diameter  or  shell,  nor  any 
long  oysters  measuring  less  than  three  and  one-half  inches  on  the  outer 
shell. 

(b)  Round  oysters  of  a  less  size  than  three  inches  in  diameter,  and  long 
oysters  measuring  less  than  three  and  one-half  inches  on  the  outer  shell, 
that  may  be  accidentally  caught  on  public  beds,  shall  be  returned  alive, 
to  the  bed  from  which  they  were  taken  at  the  cost  and  risk  of  the 
person  so  fishing,  on  whom,  in  every  case,  shall  devolve  the  proof  in 
actual  liberation. 

(c)  The  minister  may  grant  permission  to  the  lessees  of  private  oyster 
areas  to  fish  for  and  catch  at  any  season  of  the  year,  on  certain  natural 
reefs,  to  be  specified  in  said  permission,  a  designated  quantity  of 
unculled  oysters,  for  the  purpose  of  stocking  leased  areas. 

5.  Fishing  for  oysters  is  prohibited  on  Sunday,  and  from  sunset  to  sunrise 
on  any  other  day  of  the  week. 

6.  No  person  shall  dig  mussel-mud  within  two  hundred  yards  from  any 
live  oyster  bed,  and  then  only  at  such  place  or  places  as  are  prescribed  in  writ- 
ing by  a  fishery  officer. 

7.  The  use,  for  taking  oysters  on  public  oyster  beds  of  quahaug  rakes, 
oyster  drags  or  dredges,  tongs  operated  by  purchase  power,  or  tongs  or  rakes 
other  than  the  ordinary  ones  now  in  use  in  oyster  fishing  is  prohibited. 

8.  That  portion  of  the  Narrows  at  the  back  of  Indian  island,  Richibucto 
bay,  extending  from  a  line  drawn  across  the  Narrows  at  right  angles  from  the 
cattle  fence  on  the  mainland  shore  near  Gaspereau  creek  northwardly  to  a 
straight  line  drawn  across  the  said  Narrows  at  right  angles  from  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  on  the  mainland  shore,  covering  a  linear  distance  of  approxi- 
mately four  hundred  yards,  is  set  apart  for  the  natural  and  artificial  propaga- 
tion of  oysters. 

9.  Each  consignment  of  oysters  imported  into  Canada,  whether  in  the  shell 
or  in  bulk,  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  by  a  competent  authority, 
that  will  be  satisfactory  to  the  Department  of  Health,  that  will  show  that  the 
oysters  contained  therein  are  a  safe  food  product. 

Sec.  13. — Pollock 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  pollock  by  means  of  spears  or  grapnel 
or  gaff  hooks;  provided  that  the  use  of  a  gaff  in  hook  and  line  fishing  is  per- 
missible. 
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2.  The  capture  of  young  pollock,  less  than  eighteen  inches  in  length, 
measured  from  the  point  of  the  nose  to  the  end  of  the  tail,  in  herring  weirs  is 
prohibited,  and  all  such  young  pollock  that  may  be  accidentally  taken  in  such 
weirs  shall  be  liberated  therefrom  alive  and  uninjured. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for  or  catch  pollock  with  gill-nets  having  meshes  less 
than  five  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

4.  From  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  every 
Saturday,  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  every 
Monday,  all  pollock  nets  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted  as  to  permit  the  free 
passage  of  fish  through  by  or  out  of  the  same. 

5.  The  use  of  purse-seines  having  meshes  of  not  less  than  two  inches  exten- 
sion measure  is  permitted  for  the  capture  of  pollock;  provided  that  no  such 
purse-seine  fishing  operations  shall  be  permissible  within  one  mile  of  any  weir, 
trap-net  or  other  stationary  fishing  appliance  operated  under  license. 

Sec.  14. — Possession  of  Fish  in  Close  Season 

1.  No  one,  without  lawful  excuse,  the  proof  whereof  shall  lie  on  him,  shall 
fish  for,  buy,  sell  or  have  in  his  possession,  any  fish,  or  portion  of  any  fish 
during  a  time  when  fishing  for  such  fish  is  prohibited  by  law.  (See  section  29 
of  the  Fisheries  Act.) 

2.  Any  violation  of  the  above  regulations  shall  render  the  offender  liable 
to  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  in  default  of  payment, 
to  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  twelve  months,  or  to  both.  (See 
section  82  of  the  Fisheries  Act.) 

Sec.  15. — Prohibitions 

1.  Angling  through  the  ice  in  the  non-tidal  waters  is  prohibited  except 
under  a  permit  from  the  minister. 

2.  The  introduction  of  non-indigenous  or  non-native  fish  into  the  waters 
of  the  province  except  by  special  permission  of  the  minister  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  16. — Quahaugs  or  Hard-shell  Clams 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for  or  catch  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  except  under 
license  from  the  minister.    The  fee  for  each  such  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  from 
the  first  of  November,  in  each  year,  to  the  tenth  day  of  May  following,  both 
days  inclusive,  and  from  the  first  day  of  July  to  the  fourteenth  day  of  August 
in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  hard-shell  clam  or  quahaug  of  a 
less  size  than  one  and  three-quarter  inches  in  length  on  the  outer  shell,  and 
any  hard-shell  clam  or  quahaug  of  a  less  size  than  one  and  three-quarter 
inches  in  length  that  may  be  accidentally  caught,  shall  be  forthwith  returned 
to  the  water  alive  and  uninjured  by  the  person  catching  it;  provided  that  the 
minister  may  authorize  the  taking  of  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  of  a  less 
size  for  the  purposes  of  replanting  for  the  development  of  hard-shell  clam  or 
quahaug  culture. 

4.  The  use  of  rakes  for  catching  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs,  having  teeth 
less  than  one  and  one-quarter  inches  apart,  is  prohibited. 

5.  Fishing  for  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  in  bays*  harbours  and  other 
waters  where  oysters  are  taken,  shall  be  permitted  only  on  areas  set  apart  and 
marked  out  by  the  local  fishery  officers  for  the  respective  districts  in  which  such 
fishing  is  prosecuted. 

6.  Fishing  for  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  on  Sunday  is  prohibited. 
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Sec.  17. — Salmon 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  salmon  otherwise  than  with  gill-nets, 
drift-nets,  trap-nets  or  pound-nets  or  weirs  or  by  angling. 

2.  (a)  The  mesh  of  salmon  gill-nets  and  trap-nets  shall  not  be  less  than 

five  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use,  provided  that  in  the 
Miramichi  waters  the  leaders  of  trap-nets  may  consist  of  net  of  not 
less  than  four  and  three-quarter  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use, 
until  the  year  1929  inclusive,  after  which  time  all  parts  of  the  nets 
of  such  traps  shall  not  be  less  than  five  inches,  extension  measure, 
when  in  use. 

(b)  The  mesh  of  a  dip-net  used  in  removing  salmon  from  a  trap-net, 
pound-net  or  weir  shall  not  be  less  than  five  inches,  extension  measure, 
when  in  use. 

3.  No  one  shall  engage  in  salmon  net  fishing,  nor  shall  any  one  leave  any 
port  or  place  in  Canada  to  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  salmon  with  a  gill-net,  drift-net, 
or  trap-net  or  pound-net,  either  inside  or  outside  territorial  waters  adjacent  to 
the  province  of  New  Brunswick,  except  under  license  from  the  minister. 

4.  The  fee  on  such  license  in  the  Miramichi  river  and  bay  district  shall 
be  at  the  rate  of  three  cents  per  fathom  of  net  used,  but  in  any  instance  it 
shall  not  be  less  than  one  dollar. 

5.  Before  any  salmon  net  license  is  granted,  the  owner  or  person  interested 
in  such  net  shall  make  a  statutory  declaration,  setting  forth  the  name  of  the 
owner,  the  length  of  the  net,  and  its  intended  location,  to  be  filed  with  the  local 
fishery  officer,  who,  if  no  valid  objection  exists,  may,  in  accordance  with 
instructions  from  the  minister  issue  a  fishery  license  for  the  same. 

6.  All  salmon  nets  shall  have  the  name  of  the  owner  or  owners,  and  the 
number  of  the  license  legibly  marked,  on  tags  of  wood  or  metal,  one  tag  shall 
be  attached  to  each  end  of  each  net,  and  such  tag  shall  be  preserved  on  such 
nets  during  the  fishing  season,  in  such  manner  as  to  be  visible  without  taking 
up  the  net  or  nets;  and  any  net  used  without  such  tag  shall  be  liable  to 
forfeiture. 

7.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  salmon  with  nets  of  any  kind  in 
tidal  waters  from  the  first  day  of  September  in  each  year  to  the  last  day  of 
February  following,  both  days  inclusive;  provided  that  in  the  tidal  waters  of 
the  St.  John  river,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  salmon  with  nets  of  any 
kind  from  the  sixteenth  day  of  August  in  each  year  to  the  last  day  of  February 
following,  both  days  inclusive. 

8.  From  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon 
of  every  Saturday  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the  clock  in  the 
forenoon  of  every  Monday  all  salmon  fishing  gill-nets,  drift-nets,  pound  or 
trap-nets  or  weirs  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted  as  to  admit  of  the  free  passage 
of  fish  through,  by  or  out  of  such  apparatus,  or  be  so  effectively  closed  as  to 
completely  obstruct  and  prevent  the  entrance  of  fish  into  such  apparatus;  except 
in  the  St.  John  river  and  tributaries,  where  such  nets  shall  be  raised  from  six 
o'clock  Saturday  afternoon  until  six  o'clock  Monday  morning  following. 

9.  Fishing  for  and  catching  salmon  by  angling  shall  be  permissible  from 
the  twenty-fourth  day  of  May  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  September  in  each  year, 
both  days  inclusive,  excepting  in  the  waters  of  the  Restigouche  river  and  its 
tributaries  where  such  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  first  of  April  to 
the  fifteenth  of  August  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive;  provided  that  in 
the  Upsalquitch  and  Quatawamkedgwick  rivers  and  their  branches  and  the 
portion  of  the  Restigouche  river  in  front  of  and  above  the  mouth  of  the 
Quatawamkedgwick  river  such  angling  shall  be  permissible  from  the  first  of 
May  to  the  thirty-first  of  August  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive;  provided 
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further  that  the  Inspector  of  Fisheries  for  a  district  may  grant  permission  to 
fish  for  and  catch  salmon  by  angling  before  the  opening  of  the  regular  season, 
but  not  before  the  end  of  March  in  each  year,  in  any  stream  or  portion  of  any 
stream  where  he  finds  that  the  salmon  at  such  time  are  in  good  condition  for 
food. 

10.  The  number  of  salmon  that  may  be  taken  in  any  one  week  by  an 
angler  shall  not  exceed  thirty. 

11.  In  angling  for  salmon  no  one  shall  use  any  kind  of  bait  other  than 
artificial  flies. 

12.  No  person  shall  use  a  dam  for  the  purpose  of  so  regulating  the  retention 
or  discharge  of  water  as  to  facilitate  the  catching  of  salmon,  either  by  suddenly 
closing  or  opening  the  dam,  or  in  any  other  manner  whatsoever. 

13.  No  salmon  or  grilse  weighing  less  than  three  pounds,  round  weight, 
nor  any  "  spent "  salmon,  so-called,  shall  be  retained  or  kept  out  of  the  water. 
If  such  undersized  salmon,  grilse,  or  "  spent "  salmon,  be  caught  inadvertently 
it  shall,  if  possible,  be  returned  alive  and  uninjured  to  the  water  from  which 
it  was  taken  by  the  person  catching  it. 

14.  The  use  of  torches  or  other  artificial  lights  in  fishing  for  or  catching 
salmon  is  prohibited. 

15.  The  use  of  salmon  drift-nets  shall  not  be  permissible  in, — 
(a)  Chaleur  bay; 

(6)  In  the  portion  of  Miramichi  bay  westward  of  a  straight  line  drawn 
from  the  lighthouse  at  Escuminac  point  to  the  eastern  side  of 
Tabusintac  gully; 

(c)  In  the  St.  John  river  or  its  expansions,  above  the  reversible  falls. 

Sec.  18. — Salmon  Net  Fishing  St.  John  River  and  Southwest  Miramichi 

River 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  under  the  following  restrictions  and  conditions  to  fish 
for  and  catch  salmon  by  means  of  ordinary  salmon  gill-nets  in  that  part  of  the 
St,  John  river  which  extends  from  the  head  of  tide  up  to  Grand  falls,  and  in 
that  part  of  the  Southwest  Miramichi  river  from  the  head  of  tide  at  Renouse 
river  to  Hayes  bar,  in  York  county: — 

(a)  A  special  permit  must  first  be  obtained  from  the  minister. 
(6)  Such  special  permit  shall  be  issued  only  to  such  applicants  as  are 
British  subjects,  who  are  settlers  occupying  lands  along  the  shores  of 
the  portion  of  the  St.  John  river  and  the  Southwest  Miramichi  river 
above  described. 

(c)  Such  special  permits  shall  convey  to  the  authorized  holder  thereof  the 
privilege  of  limited  net  fishing  for  salmon  during  the  first  fifteen  days 
of  June,  July  and  August,  subject  to  the  regular  weekly  close  time. 

(d)  The  .length  of  net  used  shall  not  exceed  thirty  fathoms. 

(e)  The  holder  of  such  special  permit  shall  also  be  subject  to  any  condi- 
tions which  may  from  time  to  time  be  embodied  therein. 

(/)  The  said  special  permits  shall  be  accepted  by  the  residents  occupying 
lands  on  the  portion  of  the  river  described,  on  the  distinct  understand- 
ing that  a  violation  of  any  of  the  above  regulations  or  conditions 
embraced  in  the  said  special  permits  will  involve  immediate  cancella- 
tion of  permit,  and  ineligibility  of  the  offender  for  a  similar  permit 
for  a  period  of  one  year. 

(g)  All  salmon  nets  shall  have  the  name  of  the  owner  or  owners,  and  the 
number  of  the  license  legibly  marked,  on  tags  of  wood  or  metal,  one 
tag  shall  be  attached  to  each  end  of  each  net,  and  such  tag  shall  be 
preserved  on  such  nets  during  the  fishing  season,  in  such  manner  as  to 
be  visible  without  taking  up  the  net  or  nets;  and  any  net  used  without 
such  tag  shall  be  liable  to  forfeiture. 
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Sec.  19. — Scallops 

1.  No  one  shall  engage  in  scallop  fishing  nor  shall  anyone  leave  any  port 
or  place  in  the  province  to  fish  for  scallops,  either  inside  or  outside  territorial 
waters,  except  under  license  from  the  Minister. of  Marine  and  Fisheries.  The 
fee  on  each  such  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for  scallops  from  the  first  day  of  June  to  the  fifteenth 
day  of  October  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  scallops  measuring  less  than  four 
inches  in  diameter  across  the  widest  portion  of  the  outer  shell,  and  any  scallop 
of  a  less  size  that  may  be  taken  accidentally  shall  be  returned  alive  and  unin- 
jured to  the  bed  from  which  it  was  taken  by  the  persons  catching  it. 

4.  The  meshes  of  scallop  rake  bags  shall  consist  of  wire  rings  of  not  less 
than  four  inches  in  diameter. 

5.  The  waste  portion  of  scallops  shall  not  be  thrown  overboard  from  boats 
on  the  scallop  fishing  grounds. 

6.  The  practice  known  as  "  floating  "  or  "  soaking  "  scallop  meat  in  fresh 
water  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  20.— Shad 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for  shad  except  under  license  from  the  Minister.  The  fee 
for  such  a  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

2.  (a)  In  tidal  waters  shad  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  sixteenth 

day  of  May  until  the  twentieth  day  of  June  in  each  year,  both  days 
inclusive,  provided  that  in  the  waters  of  the  bay  of  Fundy  and  its  tidal 
tributaries  fishing  for  shad  shall  be  permissible  from  May  sixteenth  to 
September  thirtieth  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  provided  further 
that  in  the  St,  John  river  and  its  tidal  tributary  waters,  including  St. 
John  harbour,  shad  fishing  shall  be  permissible  only  from  May  ninth 
to  June  twentieth  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 
(b)  In  the  tidal  waters  of  the  St.  John  river  and  its  tributaries,  no  shad  net 
shall  exceed  thirty  fathoms  in  length,  and  in  these  waters  not  more  than 
two  nets  shall  be  licensed  in  any  one  family;  provided  that  if  the 
Minister  deem  such  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  fishery  he  may 
require  that  not  more  than  one  net  shall  be  licensed  in  any  one  family. 

3.  Except  in  that  portion  of  the  St.  John  river  below  Grand  falls,  where 
shad  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  sixteenth  day  of  May  to  the  twentieth 
day  of  June  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  fishing  for  shad  is  prohibited  in 
all  non-tidal  waters. 

4.  From  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  of 
Friday  in  each  week  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the  clock  in  the 
forenoon  of  each  Monday  following  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for,  catch  or  kill 
shad  except  in  the  waters  of  St.  John  harbour,  where  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish 
for,  catch  or  kill  shad  from  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the  clock  in  the 
afternoon  of  Saturday  in  each  week  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the 
clock  in  the  forenoon  of  each  Monday  following. 

5.  The  mesh  of  shad  gill-nets  or  drift-nets  shall  not  be  less  than  five  inches, 
extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

6.  In  the  non-tidal  waters  of  the  St.  John  river,  no  gill-net  shall  exceed 
thirty  fathoms  in  length,  nor  shall  any  such  net  extend  more  than  one-third  of 
the  distance  across  the  river,  at  the  place  where  it  is  set.  The  number  of  nets 
in  such  waters  shall  be  limited  to  one  to  each  family. 

7.  In  the  tidal  waters  of  the  Miramichi  river,  no  gill-net  shall  exceed  thirty 
fathoms  in  length,  nor  shall  any  such  net  extend  more  than  one-third  of  the 
distance  across  the  river,  at  the  place  at  which  it  is  set. 

8.  The  use  of  seines  for  the  catching  of  shad  is  prohibited. 
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9.  All  shad  nets  must  have  attached  thereto  a  wood  or  metal  tag  on  which 
the  number  of  the  license  and  name  of  the  licensee  shall  be  plainly  marked  in 
such  manner  as  to  be  readily  examined  by  a  fishery  officer. 

10.  When  in  the  opinion  of  the  fishery  officer  for  the  district,  shad  fishing 
is  unduly  harmful  to  any  other  fishery,  he  may  prohibit  shad  fishing  operations 
at  any  time  before  the  closing  date  specified  in  these  regulations. 

Sec.  21. — Smelts 

1.  Fishing  for  smelts,  otherwise  than  with  gill-nets,  bag-nets,  hook  and  line 
or  spearing  is  prohibited. 

2.  (a)  No  one  shall  fish  for  smelts  with  a  gill-net  or  bag-net,  except  under 

license  from  the  minister. 

(b)  The  fee  for  a  smelt  gill-net  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

(c)  The  fee  for  a  smelt  bag-net  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

3.  Smelt  gill-nets  and  bag-nets  shall  have  a  mesh  of  not  less  than  one  and 
one-quarter  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

4.  Smelt  gill-net  fishing  shall  be  permissible  only  from  the  fifteenth  of 
October,  in  each  year  to  the  fifteenth  of  February  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

5.  Smelt  bag-net  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  first  of  December  in 
each  year  to  the  fifteenth  of  February  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

6.  Smelt  bag-nets  or  gill-nets  shall  not  be  set  or  used  within  fifty  yards 
from  each  other  across  a  river,  nor  within  one  hundred  yards  of  each  other  up 
and  down  a  river,  but  the  local  fishery  officer  may  in  any  instance  require  such 
greater  distance  between  either  nets  across  or  up  and  down  a  river  as  he  may 
consider  necessary. 

7.  Smelt  gill-nets  or  bag-nets  shall  not  be  set  in  the  spans  of  bridges,  nor 
within  one  hundred  yards  of  such  spans. 

8.  From  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  on  Saturday  afternoon, 
in  each  week,  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  on  Monday  morning, 
following,  smelt  gill-nets  and  bag-nets  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted  as  to  admit 
of  the  free  passage  of  smelts  through,  by  or  out  of  such  gill-nets  or  bag-nets. 
During  this  weekly  close  season  smelt  fishing  by  any  means  for  purposes  of  trade 
or  barter  is  prohibited. 

9.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  smelts  from  the  first  day  of  March 
to  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

10.  The  mouths  of  smelt  bag-nets  used  in  that  portion  of  the  Miramichi 
river  above  a  straight  line  drawn  across  the  river  from  Oak  Point  wharf  on  the 
north  side  to  the  eastern  boundary  of  Peter  Loggie's  property  at  Point  au  Car 
on  the  south  side,  shall  not  be  wider  than  thirty-three  feet.  The  mouths  of  such 
nets  used  below  the  said  line  shall  not  be  wider  than  one  hundred  feet. 

11.  No  one  shall  prepare  to  fish  with  bag-nets  by  either  cutting  holes  in  the 
ice  for,  or  in  connection  with  fishing  purposes,  or  by  placing  rigging  of  any  kind 
for  fishing,  before  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  day  on  which  bag-net 
fishing  may  legally  begin. 

12.  All  persons  opening  holes  through  the  ice  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
smelts  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  marked  with  four  evergreen  bushes  at  least 
six  feet  in  height,  when  the  holes  are  not  in  use. 

13.  When  considered  advisable  by  the  fishery  officer  for  any  smelt  fishing 
district,  he  may  specify  the  location  of  each  net. 

14.  All  smelt  bag-nets,  when  set,  shall  have  a  wood  or  metal  tag  so  attached 
as  to  be  plainly  visible,  and  marked  with  the  license  number  and  name  of  the 
licensee. 
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Sec.  22. — Sturgeon 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for  sturgeon  except  under  license  from  the  minister. 
The  fee  for  such  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

2.  No  other  than  a  British  subject  shall  be  eligible  for  a  license. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  sturgeon  from  the  first  day  of 
June  to  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

4.  The  meshes  of  all  nets  used  for  catching  sturgeon  shall  not  be  less  than 
thirteen  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

5.  All  sturgeon  nets  shall  have  attached  thereto  a  wood  or  metal  tag  on 
which  the  number  of  the  license  and  the  name  of  the  licensee  shall  be  legibly 
marked  in  such  manner  as  to  be  readily  examined  by  a  fishery  officer. 

6.  No  sturgeon  measuring  under  four  feet  in  length  shall  be  fished  for, 
caught  or  killed,  but  if  caught,  shall  be  liberated  alive.  The  measurement  shall 
be  made  from  the  extreme  point  of  the  nose  to  the  tip  of  the  tail. 

Sec.  23. — St.  John  Harbour — License  Exception 

As  the  harbour  of  St.  John  is  owned  by  the  city,  any  provision  ,in  these 
regulations  that  require  a  license  to  authorize  fishing  shall  not  apply  to  the 
harbour  of  St.  John  so  far  only  as  the  requirement  of  a  license  is  concerned. 

Sec.  24. — Trawlers  Prohibited 

1.  The  use  or  operation  of  vessels  known  as  trawlers  operating  "  beam 

u  otter  "  or  other  trawls  of  a  similar  nature  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish,  is 
prohibited  within  the  territorial  waters. 

2.  The  master  of  every  steam  trawler,  at  any  port  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard 
of  Canada,  shall,  before  departure,  come  before  the  collector  of  customs  or  other 
proper  officer  and  deliver  to  him  a  report  outwards  under  his  hand  of  the  des- 
tination of  such  vessel,  stating  her  name,  country  and  tonnage,  the  port  of  regis- 
try, the  name  of  the  master,  and  country  of  the  owners  and  the  number  of  the 
crew,  and  such  other  particulars  as  are  demanded  by  such  officer. 

The  report  outwards  shall  also  contain  a  declaration  to  the  effect  that  the 
master  of  the  steam  trawler  in  consideration  of  the  clearance  granted  by  the 
officer  of  customs,  undertakes  and  agrees,  for  one  year  after  clearance,  (a)  to 
restrict  all  fishing  operations  by  such  steam  trawler  to  waters  which  are  at  least 
twelve  miles  distant  from  the  nearest  shore  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard  of  Canada, 
between  the  first  day  of  May  and  the  thirty-first  day  of  December;  (6)  and 
also  to  refrain  from  all  fishing  operations  by  such  trawler  in  waters  of  Cheda- 
bucto  and  St.  Peter's  bay  within  a  line  drawn  from  Cranberry  island  light  to 
Green  island  light  during  the  month  of  January. 

The  penalties  and  procedure  prescribed  for  contravention  of  Customs  Regu- 
lations made  by  the  Governor  in  Council  shall  apply  in  respect  of  such  steam 
trawler  and  the  master  thereof,  for  non-compliance  with  the  undertaking  pre- 
scribed by  this  regulation. 

Sec.  25. — Trap-nets  or  Pound-nets 

1.  No  seine  shall  be  drawn  nor  any  net  set  within  two  hundred  and  fifty 
yards  of  any  trap-net  or  pound-net,  nor  shall  any  trap-net  or  pound-net  be  set 
or  placed  nearer  to  another  trap-net  or  pound-net  under  license  than  two 
hundred  and  fifty  yeards. 

2.  All  trap-nets  or  pound-nets  shall  have  a  tag  so  attached  as  to  be  plainly 
visible,  bearing  the  name  of  the  licensee  and  the  number  of  his  license.  Any 
such  nets  not  so  marked  shall  be  subject  to  seizure  and  confiscation. 
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3.  The  distance  to  obtain  between  trap-nets  or  pound-nets  shall  be  measured 
from  the  trap-net  or  pound-net  twine  nearest  the  next  adjoining  trap-net  or 
pound-net  twine. 

4.  No  trap-net  or  pound-net  shall  be  operated  except  under  license,  and, 
except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  the  fee  for  which  shall  be  one  dollar. 

Sec.  26. — Trout  and  Land-locked  Salmon 

1.  No  on  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  trout  of  any  kind,  or  land-locked 
salmon  from  the  first  day  of  October  in  each  year  to  the  thirty-first  day  of 
March  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

2.  No  one  shall  at  any  time  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  trout  by  other  means 
than  angling.   Jigging  for  trout  is  strictly  prohibited. 

3.  Fishing  for  trout  of  any  kind,  or  for  land-locked  salmon  through  the 
ice  is  prohibited. 

4.  Except  in  loch  Lomond,  St.  John  county,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or 
kill,  in  any  of  the  waters  of  the  province,  in  one  day,  by  angling,  or  shall  carry 
away  a  greater  number  of  trout  than  in  the  aggregate  shall  weigh  more  than 
ten  pounds,  and  no  greater  number  than  thirty  trout,  though  said  number  weigh 
less  than  ten  pounds. 

5.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  in  loch  Lomond,  St.  John  county,  in 
one  day,  by  angling,  or  shall  carry  away  a  greater  number  of  brown  or  eastern 
speckled  trout  than  twelve  in  the  aggregate,  and  no  one  shall  retain  any  brown 
trout  that  is  less  than  twelve  inches  in  length.  Any  brown  trout  that  is  less 
than  twelve  inches  in  length  that  may  be  caught,  shall  be  immediately  returned 
to  the  water  alive  and  uninjured  by  the  person  catching  it. 

6.  (a)  No  one  shall  receive,  ship,  transport  or  have  in  possession  for  thd 

purpose  of  shipping  or  transporting  out  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
any  trout;  provided  that  any  person  may  so  ship  such  trout  caught 
by  him  for  sport,  to  the  extent  of  twenty-five  pounds  in  weight,  if  the 
shipment  is  accompanied  by  a  certificate  to  that  effect  from  either  the 
local  fishery  officer  in  whose  district  the  fish  were  caught,  or  from  the 
local  station  agent  adjacent  to  the  locality  in  which  they  were  caught, 
or  is  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the  official  license  or  permit  issued  to 
the  person  making  the  shipment. 
(6)  No  single  package  of  such  trout  shall  exceed  twenty-five  pounds  in 
weight,  nor  shall  any  person  be  permitted  to  ship  more  than  one  pack- 
age during  the  season. 

7.  The  use  of  a  torch  or  other  artificial  light  in  fishing  for  or  catching  trout 
is  prohibited. 

8.  Provided  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to  the  breeding  or 
rearing  of  trout  of  any  kind  by  private  enterprise  for  commercial  purposes,  and 
provided  further  that  no  one  shall  engage  in  the  breeding  or  rearing  of  trout  for 
commercial  purposes,  except  under  permit  from  the  minister,  and  under  rules 
that  may  be  prescribed  by  the  minister. 

Sec.  27.— Weirs 

1.  The  distance  between  weirs  shall  not  be  less  than  one  thousand  feet. 

2.  No  herring  or  other  weir  shall  be  operated  except  under  license  from  the 
minister,  the  fee  for  which  shall  be  one  dollar. 

Sec.  28. — Seines 

No  herring  seines  shall  be  set  or  operated  except  under  license  from  the 
Minister. 
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Sec.  29. — Whitefish — Baker  Lake 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  whitefish  in  Baker  lake  otherwise  than 
with  gill-nets. 

2.  The  length  of  a  whitefish  gill-net  shall  not  exceed  thirty-five  fathoms, 
and  the  mesh  thereof  shall  not  be  less  than  three  inches  extension  measure.  The 
depth  of  such  net  shall  not  be  more  than  six  feet. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  whitefish  in  Baker  lake  with  a  gill- 
net,  except  under  license  from  the  minister.  The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be 
one  dollar. 

4.  Every  whitefish  gill-net  shall  have  the  name  of  the  licensee  and  the 
number  of  the  license  legibly  marked  on  a  piece  of  wood  or  metal,  which  shall 
be  attached  to  one  end  of  the  net. 

5.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  whitefish  from  the  first  day  of  October 
in  each  year  to  the  fourteenth  day  of  May  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

6.  The  use  of  nets  for  the  capture  of  fish  other  than  whitefish  shall  not  be 
permitted. 

7.  Whitefish  gill-nets  shall  be  so  set  that  the  cork-lines  thereof  shall 
remain  floating  on  the  surface  of  the  water,  or  the  same  to  be  marked  by  a 
buoy. 

8.  The  use  of  gill-nets  shall  be  permitted  from  six  o'clock  Tuesday  morning 
to  noon  on  Friday  of  each  week,  during  the  lawful  fishing  season. 

9.  Only  permanent  residents  owning  or  renting  land  fronting  Baker  lake 
shall  be  eligible  for  liceses  and  then  only  one  person  in  each  family  shall  be 
so  eligible. 

10.  Nets  shall  not  be  set  or  operated  in  water  that  is  less  than  eight  feet 
deep,  nor  shall  any  net  be  set  nearer  to  another  than  fifty  fathoms. 

11.  Should  trout  be  unavoidably  caught  in  a  whitefish  gill-net,  they  shall 
be  liberated  alive  and  uninjured  in  the  waters  from  which  they  were  taken. 

COUNTY  FISHERY  REGULATIONS 
Sec.  30. — County  of  Charlotte 
herring  fishing 

1.  No  weir  shall  be  set  or  placed  on  either  side  of  Cow  Passage  or  Cheney's 
passage,  in  the  island  of  Grand  Manan,  without  leaving  a  continuous  clear 
passage  or  channel  of  the  width  of  five  hundred  feet,  following  the  deepest 
water  of  the  same;  and  no  wing  belonging  to  or  used  therewith,  or  attached 
to  any  such  weir,  shall  extend  beyond  or  into  channels  of  the  said  passage,  or 
either  of  them,  so  as  to  diminish  the  said  width  of  five  hundred  feet. 

2.  In  no  case  shall  weifs  be  placed  nearer  each  other  than  one  thousand 
feet,  measured  in  a  straight  line  between  the  weirs. 

3.  The  fishery  officers  for  the  county,  or  any  of  them,  as  the  case  may  be, 
are  authorized  and  required,  in  the  event  of  a  violation  of  either  of  these  regu- 
lations, in  addition  to  the  penalties  imposed,  when  it  is  thought  necessary  by 
the  said  officers  in  their  respective  districts,  to  destroy  the  said  weirs,  or  wings 
belonging  to  them,  or  used  therewith  or  attached  to  them,  or  each  or  any  of 
them  or  such  portions  thereof  as  the  said  officers  in  their  respective  districts 
may  deem  necessary. 

4.  Herrings  shall  not  be  fished  for,  caught  or  killed  by  means  of  seines 
within  three  miles  of  shore. 
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Sec.  31. — County  of  Restigouche 

1.  The  extent,  position  and  usage  of  saimon  nets  set  from  middle  grounds 
or  islands  in  the  Restigouche  river,  below  Campbellton,  shall  be  determined  by 
the  local  fishery  officers,  in  such  manner  as  not  to  unduly  interfere  with  or 
impede  the  running  of  salmon. 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for  salmon  by  angling  from  nine  o'clock  in  the  even- 
ing of  every  Saturday  to  six  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  every  Monday. 

3.  No  fishing  stand  in  any  of  the  bays,  coves  and  harbours,  at  and  between 
Bontroming's  rocks  and  the  eastern  boundary  line  of  the  county  of  Restigouche 
shall  exceed  two  hundred  fathoms  of  bar-net,  nor  have  side-nets  of  greater 
length  than  twenty  fathoms. 

4.  Salmon  net  fishing  shall  not  be  permissible  in  the  Restigouche  river 
above  a  straight  line  drawn  from  the  Ferry  wharf  at  Campbellton,  New  Bruns- 
wick, to  the  Ferry  wharf  at  Cross  point,  Quebec. 

Sec.  32. — County  of  Gloucester 

1.  No  net  for  the  catching  of  any  kind  of  fish  shall  be  set  at  Tracadie 
South  gully,  commonly  called  Young's  gully,  below  Daniel  Cobb's  lower  line, 
towards  Peter  Ferguson's,  at  the  opposite  side;  and  no  such  net  shall  be  set  on 
the  northern  side  of  the  same  gully,  below  Thistle  point  and  John  McLaughlin's 
shore,  opposite  his  house  on  the  other  side. 

2.  No  net  whatever  shall  be  set,  nor  any  seine  or  drift-net  used  in  any  way 
to  impede  or  obstruct  the  free  passage  of  fish  into  the  Grand  lake,  so-called,  at 
Shippegan  island. 

3.  No  net  shall  be  set  or  seine  used  within  two  hundred  yards  on  either 
side  of  the  Little  Tracadie  river  bridges,  nor  within  two  hundred  yards  on  either 
side  of  the  bridges  over  the  South  river  of  Pokemouche. 

4.  All  nets  shall  be  set  from  the  shore  or  edge  of  the  channel  towards  the 
thread  of  the  river,  and  none  shall  be  set  upon  any  middle  ground. 

5.  When  any  fish  weir,  trap  or  other  stationary  device  shall  be  erected 
contrary  to  any  regulation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  fishery  overseer  to  pull 
down  and  demolish  such  weir,  trap  or  other  stationary  device. 

6.  No  fishing  other  than  by  angling  shall  be  permissible  in  Tetagouche, 
Middle,  Little,  Bass  or  Nepisiguit  rivers,  and  no  salmon  net  fishing  shall  be 
permissible  in  Bathurst  harbour  or  in  Nepisiguit  bay  above  a  straight  line 
drawn  from  a  point  just  above  the  salmon  fishing  stand  now  occupied  by  Mrs. 
David  and  George  Ronalds,  which  is  approximately  two  rods  east  of  the  easterly 
line  of  the  property  now  owned  by  Mr.  Frederick  K.  Ronalds,  to  a  point  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  bay  just  above  the  salmon  fishing  stand  now  occupied 
by  Mr.  James  J.  DeGrace,  which  is  approximately  six  hundred  yards  south- 
easterly of  the  most  southerly  salmon  fishing  stand  now  occupied  by  Mr.  Sidney 
DesBrisay,  and  off  what  is  now  known  as  the  Gagnion  property. 

7.  No  net  with  the  exception  of  smelt  bag-nets  shall  be  set  within  the 
harbour  of  Bathurst,  or  on  any  middle  ground,  flat  or  channel  between  the 
forks  of  the  Big  River  channel  and  Allston  and  Carron  points,  or  within  fifty 
fathoms  on  either  side  of  the  Big  River  bridge. 

gaspereau  fishing 

8.  All  nets  for  the  catching  of  gaspereau  in  the  rivers  of  Pokemouche  and 
Tracadie,  and  their  several  branches,  shall  be  set  with  the  stream  up  and  down 
the  river,  and  not  at  an  angle  with  the  stream;  provided,  nevertheless,  that 
from  the  first  day  of  August  until  the  first  day  of  December,  in  each  year,  nets 
for  the  catching  of  bass  may  be  set  at  an  angle  with  the  stream  or  current  of 
such  rivers. 
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9.  In  the.  river  Pokemouche  no  nets  for  the  catching  of  gaspereau  shall  be 
set  from  Etienne  Arseneau's  shore  to  river's  shore  so  as  to  impede  the  free 
course  of  fish  going  up  the  South  river. 

10.  Bass  or  gaspereau  shall  not  be  taken  in  the  river  of  Caraquet,  or  in 
Saint  Simon's  inlet,  by  seining;  and  no  seine  shall  be  used  for  the  catching  of 
bass  or  gaspereau  in  the  said  river  or  inlet. 

HERRING  FISHING 

11.  Between  the  first  day  of  July  and  the  first  day  of  November  in  each 
and  every  year  no  net  for  the  catching  of  herring,  or  any  other  fish,  shall  be 
moored  or  anchored  on  any  bank  or  shore,  or  any  part  of  any  bank  or  shore, 
in  the  Bay  Chaleur,  situated  between  Mizzonette  point  and  point  Miscou.  All 
nets  used  upon  these  banks,  or  any  part  of  them,  shall  be  fastened  to  boats 
or  other  craft,  and  not  otherwise. 


Sec.  33 — County  of  Northumberland 

1.  No  person  or  persons  shall,  under  any  pretence  whatsoever,  build,  make 
or  set  up  or  make  use  of  in  the  bay,  harbour  or  river  Miramichi,  or  any  of  its 
branches,  or  in  any  other  river  within  the  said  districts,  any  brush  or  wooden 
weir  or  weirs,  trap  or  traps,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  any  kind  of  fish. 

2.  No  net  whatever  shall  be  set  off  Fox  or  Portage  islands,  except  under 
special  license  from  the  minister,  nor  off  any  island,  middle  ground  or  shoal  in 
the  bay,  harbour  or  river  Miramichi  and  its  branches,  excepting  as  hereinafter 
permitted;  no  net  shall  be  set  from  the  western  extremity  of  Huckleberry  island 
to  the  lot  formerly  owned  by  Thomas  Inn,  now  or  lately  owned  by  the  estate  of 
Joseph  Cunard;  no  net  shall  be  set  along  the  south  shore,  in  said  space,  to  extend 
into  the  bay  more  than  two  hundred  fathoms  from  three  feet  of  water  at  low 
water.  From  the  lower  line  of  the  Lacey  lot,  to  the  eastern  line  of  the  lot  lately 
owned  by  John  Mark  Crank  Delesdernier,  at  the  mouth  of  Black  river,  no  net 
shall  extend  into  the  bay  more  than  two  hundred  fathoms;  from  thence  to  the 
point  au  Car  no  net  shall  extend  into  the  bay  more  than  two  hundred  fathoms; 
from  point  au  Car  to  the  lot  owned  by  Alexander  McDonald  no  net  shall  extend 
into  the  bay  more  than  three  hundred  fathoms  from  low  water;  a  base  line  to 
run  from  the  said  Alexander  McDonald's  lot  to  point  Cheval ;  no  net  shall  extend 
into  the  bay  more  than  three  hundred  fathoms  from  the  said  line;  from  point 
Cheval  to  the  upper  extremity  of  the  sand  beach  in  Nappan  bay,  no  net  shall

no  net  shall  extend  into  the  bay  more  than  two  hundred  fathoms  from  the  said 
line;  and  no  net  set  from  the  said  line  to  be  nearer  than  one  hundred  fathoms  to 
the  said  Green  point;  from  the  said  Green  point  to  within  forty  rods  of  the  site 
of  the  fish  shed,  formerly  occupied  by  James  Anderson,  and  now  or  formerly 
occupied  by  Murdock,  no  net  shall  be  set  to  extend  into  the  bay  more  than  one 
hundred  and  fifty  fathoms  from  low  water;  from  thence  to  the  lower  extremity 
of  East  point  no  net  shall  extend  into  the  river  more  than  eighty  fathoms  from 
low  water;  no  net  shall  be  set  off  East  point  to  extend  into  the  river  more  than 
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fifty  fathoms  from  low  water;  no  net  shall  be  set  off  Sheldrake  island  to  extend 
into  the  river  or  bay  more  than  sixty  fathoms  from  low  water;  no  net  shall  be 
set  off  Ha}^  island,  opposite  Neguac,  to  extend  into  the  bay  more  than  two 
hundred  fathoms  from  low  water;  from  thence  to  lot  No.  81,  formerly  owned 
by  the  late  James  Fraser,  deceased,  inclusive,  no  net  to  extend  into  the  bay  more 
than  three  hundred  fathoms  from  low  water;  and  no  net  shall  be  set  in  the  said 
space  more  than  two  hundred  fathoms  in  length;  from  thence  to  lot  No.  76, 
formerly  owned  by  James  Thorn,  deceased,  inclusive,  no  net  shall  extend  into 
the  bay  more  than  two  hundred  and  eight  fathoms  from  low  water;  a  base  line 
to  run  from  low  water  on  lot  No.  76  to  the  first  point  above  the  house  owned  by 
the  late  John  English,  deceased,  opposite  to  the  lower  end  of  Sheldrake  island, 
no  net  shall  extend  into  the  bay  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  fathoms  from 
the  said  line;  from  thence  to  the  lower  line  of  lot  No.  71  no  net  shall  extend  into

14  no  net  shall  extend  into  the  river  more  than  fifty  fathoms  from  low  water; 
from  thence  to  lot  No.  5  inclusive,  no  net  shall  extend  into  the  river  more  than 
forty-two  fathoms  from  low  water;  from  thence  to  lot  No.  1,  inclusive,  no  net 
shall  extend  into  the  river  more  than  fifty-five  fathoms  from  low  water;  from 
thence  along  the  north  shore  to  Oxford's  cove,  on  the  Northwest  Branch,  no  net

river  more  than  seventy  fathoms  from  low  water;  no  net  shall  be  set  from 
Beauherbert's  island  to  extend  into  the  river  more  than  thirty  fathoms  from 
low  water;  no  net  shall  be  set  in  the  Tickle  between  Beauherbert's  island  and 
Beauherbert's  point;  no  net  shall  be  set  in  front  of  the  burying  ground  on 
Beauherbert's  point,  on  either  branch;  no  net  shall  be  set  from  either  side  of 
the  Southwest  Branch,  from  Beauherbert's  point  on  the  western  shore,  and  Peter 
Foley's  lot  on  the  eastern  shore,  to  the  upper  line  of  the  lot  occupied  by  James 
Carnahan,  to  extend  into  the  river  more  than  forty  fathoms  from  low  water 
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mark,  excepting  from  the  lot  in  possession  of  David  Barron,  on  the  north  shore, 
towards  the  extremity  of  Barnaby's  island,  where  the  nets  shall  not  extend  over 
thirty  fathoms  from  low  water;  also,  excepting  the  place  known  as  Peter's 
point,  where  the  nets  shall  not  extend  into  the  river  more  than  thirty  fathoms 
from  low  water;  and  no  net  whatever  shall  be  set  from  Barnaby's  island  towards 
the  north  shore,  nor  from  the  lower  extremity  of  Barnaby's  island  towards  the 
south  shore,  either  from  the  said  island  or  mainland;  and  from  thence  upwards, 
to  the  lower  line  of  the  Barnaby  River  Mill  lot,  no  net  shall  be  set  on  either  side 
of  the  river,  from  Carnahan's  upper  line  aforesaid  to  the  mouth  of  Indian  Town 
brook  to  extend  into  the  river  more  than  thirty-five  fathoms  from  low  water;

the  river  Miramichi  and  its  branches;  no  net  shall  be  set  off  the  bar  beginning  at 
Knight's  Cove  and  extending  up  stream;  Provided  always,  that  no  net  is  to  be 
set  in  any  branches  of  the  river  Miramichi  by  virtue  of  these  regulations,  or  in 
any  other  river  within  the  said  district,  not  hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall 
extend  more  than  one-third  part  across  the  said  branch  or  river  anything  herein 
contained  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding;  and  provided  always,  that  where 
one-third  part  shall  include  or  take  in  more  than  one-third  of  the  main  channel, 
or  any  of  said  branches,  or  other  rivers  as  aforesaid,  no  net  whatever  shall  be 
set  on  the  channel  side  of  the  river,  and  no  nets  whatever  shall  be  set  inside  of 
any  base  lines  allowed  in  the  bay,  harbour,  river  or  branches  of  the  Miramichi, 
excepting  in  front  of  lot  formerly  owned  by  Robert  England,  deceased,  in  Nappan 
bay,  where  the  net  may  extend  into  the  river  in  front  of  the  said  lot  two  hundred 
fathoms  from  low  water,  and  the  lot  formerly  owned  by  Richard  Home,  deceased, 
where  the  net  may  extend  two  hundred  fathoms  from  low  water.  The  violation 
of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  regulation  shall  subject  the  party  offending  to 
a  penalty  as  provided  by  the  "  Fisheries  Act." 

3.  Net  fishing  for  herring  is  prohibited  within  three-quarters  of  a  mile 
to  the  westward  of  Lower  Neguac  gully  and  extending  down  three-quarters  of 
a  mile  to  the  eastward  of  Lower  Neguac  gully,  nor  within  three-quarters  of  a 
mile  from  the  shore  within  these  points.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  set 
any  nets  in  Neguac  bay  within  twenty  fathoms  of  any  other  net  set  for  the 
taking  of  herrings  in  Neguac  bay. 

Sec.  34. — County  of  Westmorland 

Smelt  bag-net  fishing  shall  be  permissible  in  the  Baie  Verte  and  Port  Elgin 
rivers  from  the  first  day  of  November  in  each  year  to  the  fifteenth  day  of 
January  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

Sec.  35. — Counties  of  St.  John,  Kings,  Queens,  Sunbury,  York,  Carleton 

and  Victoria 

1.  Except  in  that  portion  of  the  river  St.  John  extending  from  the  city  of 
St.  John  to  the  mouth  of  Belle  Isle  bay,  no  net  shall  exceed  thirty  fathoms  in 
length  and  sixty  meshes  in  depth,  nor  extend  more  than  thirty  fathoms  into  any 
river,  cove  or  creek,  nor  more  than  one-fourth  part  of  the  width  of  the  water 
between  the  shore  on  either  side  of  such  river,  cove  or  creek,  and  any  island 
or  sand  bar  in  such  river,  cove  or  creek. 
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2.  The  width  of  all  such  rivers,  coves  or  creeks,  where  there  are  any  islands 
or  sand  bars  shall  be  computed  from  the  opposite  shore  to  the  island  or  sand 
bar  to  where  the  waters  surrounding  the  said  islands  or  bars  are  three  feet  deep. 

3.  In  case  of  shallow  rivers,  where  the  water  is  not  three  feet  deep  or  more, 
no  net  or  other  encumbrance  shall  extend  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  width 
of  the  river  or  stream,  such  width  to  be  computed  from  the  one  shore  of  such 
river  or  stream  to  the  opposite  shore. 

4.  Each  weir  used  for  fishing  purposes  within  the  limits  of  the  harbour  of 
St.  John  shall  be  provided  with  a  fish-escape  of  such  pattern  as  may  be  approved 
by  the  minister. 

5.  The  tidal  boundary  of  the  St.  John  river  is  hereby  defined  as  at  a  line 
drawn  from  Crock's  point  or  Lunt's  ferry  to  the  opposite  shore. 
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SPECIAL  FISHERY  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  PROVINCE  OF  ONTARIO 
(Adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  May  11,  1927,  P.C.  837) 

DEFINITIONS 

"  Angling  "  shall  mean  the  taking  of  fish  with  hook  and  line  held  in  the 
hand,  or  hook  and  line  and  rod,  the  latter  held  in  the  hand,  but  shall  not  include 
set  lines  or  lines  tied  to  a  boat. 

"  One  day  "  shall  mean  from  official  sunrise  to  sunset — standard  time. 

"  Non-resident "  shall  mean  any  person  who  has  not  resided  in  the  province 
for  a  period  of  twelve  months  preceding  the  time  that  his  residence  becomes 
material  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

"  Snare  "  shall  mean  any  instrument  other  than  line,  rod  and  line,  night 
line,  spear,  and  the  following  forms  of  net,  namely,  seine,  pound-net,  gill-net, 
hoop-net,  roll-net  and  dip-net. 

"  Fishery  officer  "  shall  mean  any  officer  having  authoritjr  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Game  and  Fisheries  of  the  province  of  Ontario  or  the  Dominion  of 
Canada. 

"  Game  fish  "  shall  mean  large-  and  small-mouthed  black  bass,  maskinonge, 
salmon,  speckled  trout,  brown  trout  and  rainbow  trout. 

"  Closed  season "  shall  mean  a  specified  period  in  which  fish  may  not 
legally  be  taken. 

"  Commercial  fish  "  shall  mean  all  fish  other  than  game  fish. 

"  Commercial  fishing  "  shall  mean  the  taking  of  fish  for  sale,  other  than 
game  fish,  by  means  of  night  line,  spear,  and  the  following  forms  of  nets, 
namely,  seine,  pound-net,  gill-net,  hoop-net,  roll-net  and  dip-net. 

"Salmon  trout "  shall  mean  Cristivomer  namaycush,  Great  Lake  trout, 
Gray  trout,  or  Mackinaw  trout. 

"  Salmon  "  shall  mean  salmo  solar,  steelhead,  the  Atlantic  salmon,  ouana- 
niche  or  sebago  salmon. 

"  Extension  measure  when  in  use  "  shall  mean  the  distance  between  the 
extreme  angles  of  any  single  mesh,  and  such  measurements  shall  be  taken  after 
the  twine  has  been  saturated  in  water  and  extended  until  the  twine  is  taut, 
without  any  strain  whatsoever,  and  shall  be  between  and  inside  the  knots.  Any 
dispute  as  to  measurements  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Game  and 
Fisheries  of  the  province  of  Ontario,  and  the  sole  and  final  judge  of  such 
measurements  shall  be  the  Minister  of  the  said  department,  or  any  person  desig- 
nated by  him  for  such  purpose. 
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Sec.  1. — Angling 

1.  In  angling  no  one  shall  use  more  than  one  fishing  line  with  not  more 
than  four  hooks,  but  artificial  baits  of  three  small  hooks  in  a  gang  shall  be 
construed  as  one  hook  for  each  gang. 

Sec.  2. —  Angler's  License  or  Permit 

1.  Non-residents  of  the  province  shall  not  angle  for  or  take  any  fish  with- 
out first  having  obtained  an  angler's  license  or  permit  from  a  duly  authorized 
officer  of  the  Department  of  Game  and  Fisheries  of  the  province  of  Ontario. 

2.  An  angler's  license  or  permit  shall  be  non-transferable  and  shall  be  used 
only  by  the  person  whose  name  appears  thereon.  Each  holder  of  an  angler's 
license  or  permit  shall,  when  angling,  have  such  license  or  permit  on  his  or  her 
person  and  exhibit  same  when  called  upon  to  do  so  by  any  fishery  officer. 

Sec.  3. — Licenses  and  Permits 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  by  any  means  in  the  waters  of  the  Eugenia  Crown 
Game  Preserve,  in  lake  Nipigon,  Fraser  creek  or  that  portion  of  the  Nipigon 
river  lying  north  and  east  of  lake  Helen  in  the  district  of  Thunder  Bay,  except 
under  license  or  permit  from  an  authorized  officer  of  the  provincial  Department 
of  Game  and  Fisheries. 

2.  (a)  In  all  other  waters  of  the  province,  except  as  hereinafter  provided, 

no  one  shall  fish  by  any  means  other  than  angling  or  trolling,  or  shall 
take  clams  except  under  license  or  permit  from  an  authorized  officer 
of  the  provincial  Department  of  Game  and  Fisheries. 
(b)  In  all  areas,  excepting  the  counties  of  Victoria,  Peterborough,  North- 
umberland, Durham,  and  the  waters  of  the  river  Trent  in  any  county, 
residents  may  take  coarse  fish  between  sunrise  and  sunset  during  the 
months  of  April  and  May  by  means  of  dip-net  and  spear,  but  such  dip- 
net  shall  not  exceed  in  size  six  feet  square,  or  six  feet  in  diameter, 
without  a  license  or  permit,  provided  that  fish  so  taken  shall  not  be 
sold  or  bartered. 

Sec.  4. — Bass 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  or  take  large-mouthed  or  small-mouthed  black 
bass  otherwise  than  by  angling. 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  large-mouthed  or  small-mouthed 
black  bass  from  the  first  day  of  December  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  follow- 
ing, both  days  inclusive;  provided  that  the  close  season  for  black  bass  in  the 
waters  of  the  river  St.  Lawrence  and  the  Ottawa  river  shall  be  from  the  first 
day  of  December  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  June,  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  in  any  of  the  waters  of  the  province 
in  one  day  by  angling,  a  greater  number  than  eight  large-mouthed  or  small- 
mouthed  black  bass,  nor  shall  any  one  have  in  possession,  nor  take  away  at 
any  time,  a  greater  number  than  two  days'  legal  catch. 

4.  No  small  or  large-mouthed  black  bass  less  than  ten  inches  in  length  shall 
be  retained  or  kept  out  of  the  water,  or  had  in  possession,  without  lawful  excuse, 
but  any  one  who  takes  or  catches  any  such  fish  of  less  than  the  minimum 
measurement  (which  measurement  shall  be  from  the  point  of  the  nose  to  the 
centre  of  the  tail)  shall  immediately  return  such  fish  to  the  water  from  which  it 
was  taken  alive  and  uninjured. 

5.  The  sale,  purchase  or  export  of  large-mouthed  or  small-mouthed  black 
bass,  no  matter  where  procured,  is  hereby  prohibited,  provided,  however,  any 
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non-resident  angler  fishing  in  the  waters  of  the  province  under  a  license  or  per- 
mit may,  upon  leaving  the  province,  take  away  the  lawful  catch  of  two  days' 
fishing,  such  catch  to  be  accompanied  by  the  shipping  coupon  furnished  with, 
and  detached  from  his  or  her  license  or  permit. 

Sec.  5. — Maskinonge 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for  or  take  maskinonge  otherwise  than  by  angling. 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  maskinonge  from  the  first  day 
of  December  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  following,  both  days  inclusive;  pro- 
vided that  the  close  season  for  maskinonge  in  the  waters  of  the  river  St.  Law- 
rence and  the  Ottawa  river  shall  be  from  the  first  day  of  December  to  the 
fifteenth  day  of  June,  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  in  any  of  the  waters  of  the  province 
in  one  day  by  angling,  a  greater  number  than  four  maskinonge,  nor  shall  any 
one  have  in  possession,  nor  take  away  at  any  one  time  a  greater  number  than 
two  days'  legal  catch. 

4.  The  sale,  purchase  or  export  of  maskinonge,  no  matter  where  procured, 
is  hereby  prohibited:  Provided,  however,  that  any  non-resident  angler  fishing 
in  the  waters  of  the  province  under  a  license  or  permit  may  upon  leaving  tha 
province,  take  away  the  lawful  catch  of  two  days'  fishing,  such  catch  to  be 
accompanied  by  the  shipping  coupon  furnished  with  and  detached  from  his  or 
her  license  or  permit. 

Sec.  6. — Speckled  Trout,  Brown  Trotjt  and  Rainbow  Trout 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for  or  take  speckled  trout,  brown  trout  or  rainbow 
trout,  otherwise  than  by  angling. 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  speckled  trout  (salvelinus  fontin- 
alis)  or  brown  trout  (salmo  fario)  from  the  fifteenth  of  September  in  each  year 
to  the  thirtieth  day  of  April  next  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  in  any  of  the  waters  of  the  province 
in  any  one  day  by  angling,  a  greater  number  of  speckled  trout  or  brown  trout 
than  in  the  aggregate  shall  weigh  more  than  ten  pounds,  and  no  greater  number 
than  twenty  speckled  trout  or  brown  trout,  though  said  number  weigh  less  than 
ten  pounds,  and  no  one  shall  have  in  possession,  nor  take  away  at  any  one 
time,  a  greater  number  or  quantity  than  two  days'  legal  catch. 

4.  No  speckled  trout  or  brown  trout  less  than  seven  inches  in  length  shall 
be  retained  or  kept  out  of  the  water  or  had  in  possession  without  lawful  excuse, 
but  anyone  who  takes  or  catches  any  fish  of  less  than  the  minimum  measure- 
ment (which  measurement  shall  be  from  the  point  of  the  nose  to  the  centre  of 
the  tail)  shall  immediately  return  such  fish  to  the  water  from  which  it  was  taken, 
alive  and  uninjured. 

5.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  rainbow  trout  from  the  fifteenth  day 
of  September  in  each  year  to  the  first  day  of  June  next  following,  both  days 
inclusive. 

6.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  in  any  waters  of  the  province  in  one 
day,  nor  shall  carry  away  a  greater  number  than  five  rainbow  trout. 

7.  The  sale,  purchase  or  export  of  speckled  trout,  brown  trout  or  rainbow  j 
trout,  no  matter  where  procured,  is  hereby  prohibited,  provided  however,  that  I 
any  non-resident  fishing  in  waters  of  the  province  under  a  license  or  permit,  may  i 
upon  leaving  the  province,  take  away  the  lawful  catch  of  two  days'  fishing,  , 
such  catch  to  be  accompanied  by  the  shipping  coupon  furnished  with  and 
detached  from  his  or  her  license  or  permit. 
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Sec.  7. — Salmon  Trout,  Limit  or  Catch 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  in  any  waters  of  the  province  in  any- 
one day,  by  angling,  a  greater  number  than  five  salmon  trout,  nor  shall  any  one 
have  in  possession  nor  take  away  at  any  one  time  a  greater  number  than  two 
days'  legal  catch. 

Sec.  8. — Pickerel  (Dore) 

1.  In  the  waters  of  the  Great  Lakes,  Georgian  bay,  North  channel  and  con- 
necting waters,  there  shall  be  no  close  season  for  pickerel  (dore). 

2.  In  the  other  waters  of  the  province  to  the  southward  of  but  not  includ- 
ing French  river,  lake  Nipissing  and  Mattawa  river  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch 
or  kill  any  pickerel  (dore)  from  the  first  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  April,  in  each 
year,  both  days  inclusive,  and  in  the  other  waters  of  the  province  to  the  north 
and  northwest  of,  and  including  the  said  French  river,  lake  Nipissing  and  Mat- 
tawa river,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  pickerel  (dore)  from  the 
fifteenth  day  of  April  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  in  each  year,  both  days 
inclusive. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  in  any  of  the  waters  of  the  province 
in  one  day  by  angling,  a  greater  number  than  twelve  pickerel  (dore). 

4.  The  sale,  purchase  or  export  of  any  pickerel  (dore)  less  than  fifteen 
inches  in  length  (which  measurement  shall  be  from  the  point  of  the  nose  to  the 
centre  of  the  posterior  margin  of  the  tail)  is  hereby  prohibited. 

Sec.  9. — Whitefish  and  Salmon  Trout 

1.  In  the  Great  Lakes,  Georgian  bay,  North  channel  and  the  bay  of 
Quinte,  there  shall  be  no  close  season  for  whitefish  or  salmon  trout. 

2.  In  all  the  waters  of  the  province,  other  than  those  specified  in  clause  1 
of  this  section  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  whitefish  or  salmon  trout 
from  October  twenty-fifth  to  November  fifteenth  in  each  year,  both  days  inclu- 
sive; provided  that  there  shall  be  no  close  season  for  angling. 

Sec.  10. — Sturgeon 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  sturgeon  from  June  first  to  June 
thirtieth  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  in  all  waters  other  than  the  Great 
Lakes  and  other  waters  adjacent  to  the  international  boundary  line. 

Sec.  11. — Size  Limits 

No  one  shall  retain  or  take  out  of  the  water  without  lawful  excuse,  any 
species  of  fish  named  in  this  section,  below  the  minimum  length  and  weight 
stated  herein: — 

Blue  pickerel,  less  than  eleven  inches  in  length. 

Yellow  perch,  less  than  eight  inches  in  length. 

White  bass,  less  than  nine  inches  in  length. 

Sheep-head,  less  than  twelve  inches  in  length. 

Whitefish,  less  than  two  pounds  in  the  round. 

Carp,  from  lake  Erie  waters,  less  than  three  pounds  in  the  round. 

Trout,  less  than  two  pounds  in  the  round. 

Pickerel  (dore)  less  than  fifteen  inches  in  length. 

Sturgeon,  less  than  forty-two  inches  in  length,  except  in  the  waters  of  lake 
St.  Francis  and  the  Ottawa  river  where  the  minimum  length  shall  not 
be  less  than  thirty-six  inches. 

Ciscoes  or  herring,  from  the  waters  of  lake  Erie  and  lake  Ontario,  less  than 
eight  ounces. 

Ciscoes  or  herring  from  other  waters,  less  than  six  ounces. 
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For  the  purposes  of  measurement,  length  shall  mean  the  measurement  from 
the  point  of  the  nose  to  the  centre  of  the  tail  and  any  one  who  catches  any  of 
the  aforenamed  fish  of  less  weight  or  length  than  stated  herein,  shall  immedi- 
ately liberate  them  in  the  water,  alive  and  uninjured.  These  measurements  shall 
apply  without  any  allowance  made  for  shrinkage. 

Any  one  who  catches  ciscoes  or  herring  of  less  than  the  said  minimum 
weights  shall  liberate  them  in  the  water  alive  and  uninjured,  and  the  sorting 
shall  be  done  in  the  water  and  before  said  fish  are  removed  from  the  fishing 
implement  in  which  they  may  have  been  captured. 

Sec.  12. — Restriction,  Bay  of  Quinte 

No  one  shall  fish  with  nets  during  the  months  of  June,  July  and  August  in 
that  portion  of  the  waters  of  the  bay  of  Quinte  lying  westward  of  a  line  drawn 
from  Green  point,  in  the  county  of  Prince  Edward,  to  the  eastern  limit  of  the 
town  of  Deseronto,  in  the  county  of  Hastings.  That  portion  of  the  bay  of 
Quinte  westward  of  a  line  drawn  across  the  bay  from  Horse  point  on  the 
southern  shore  to  the  Lehigh  Cement  Works  wharf  opposite  on  the  northern 
shore  to  the  Belleville  Highway  bridge,  is  hereby  set  apart  and  reserved  for 
fishing  for  hatchery  purposes. 

Sec.  13. — Prohibitions 

1.  No  one  shall  use  artificial  lights  for  the  taking  of  fish  by  any  means. 

2.  No  one  shall  set  or  place  nets  other  than  hoop-nets,  dip-nets,  minnow 
seines  or  roll-nets,  in  any  river  or  creek,  or  within  one  thousand  yards  of  either 
side  of  the  entrance  thereto,  provided  that  this  prohibition  shall  not  apply  to 
carp  and  sucker  fishing,  nor  to  the  waters  of  the  Ottawa  river  and  lake  St. 
Francis  during  such  periods  as  the  province  of  Quebec  grants  gill-net  licenses 
in  the  said  river  and  lake. 

3.  In  gill-net  fishing,  no  one  shall  use  a  net  of  greater  depth  or  vertical 
width  than  one  hundred  meshes,  and  any  such  net  that  is  over  thirty -six  meshes 
deep  shall  be  known  as  a  "Bull-net."  Bull-nets  shall  be  used  only  in  the  waters 
of  lake  Erie  and  then  only  during  such  periods  as  any  one  state  of  the  United 
States  of  America  grants  similar  privileges  for  the  aforesaid  waters.  In  all 
other  waters  no  one  shall  use  a  gill-net  of  a  greater  depth  or  vertical  width  than 
thirty-six  meshes. 

4.  No  one,  without  lawful  excuse,  the  proof  whereof  shall  lie  on  him,  shall 
fish  for,  buy,  sell  or  have  in  his  possession  any  fish,  or  portion  of  any  fish,  during 
a  time  when  fishing  for  such  fish  is  prohibited  by  law. 

5.  No  one  shall  by  means  of  a  boat  or  other  floating  device  take  fish  by 
trolling  or  casting  in  the  counties  of  Victoria,  Peterborough  and  Durham  and 
the  inland  waters  of  the  county  of  Northumberland  during  the  closed  season  for 
the  taking  of  bass  or  maskinonge. 

Sec.  14 — Mesh  of  Nets 

1.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  section,  the  mesh  of  gill-nets 
used  for  the  catching  of  herring  shall  not  be  less  than  three  inches,  extension 
measure  when  in  use. 

2.  The  mesh  of  gill-nets  used  for  the  catching  of  herring  in  the  waters  of 
lake  Superior,  Georgian  bay,  North  channel  and  lake  Huron  shall  not  be  less 
than  two  and  one-half  inches  extension  measure  when  in  use,  except  in  waters 
less  than  eight  fathoms  deep,  where  mesh  of  two  and  one-quarters  inches  exten- 
sion measure  when  in  use,  may  be  permitted,  provided,  however,  that  gill-nets 
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having  a  mesh  of  not  less  than  one  and  one-half  inches  or  greater  than  two 
inches,  extension  measure  when  in  use,  may  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
bait  when  and  where  such  nets  will  not  take  immature  fish,  but  it  shall  be 
unlawful  to  barter,  sell  or  have  in  possession  for  such  purpose  any  fish  taken 
in  such  bait  nets. 

3.  All  gill-nets  used  for  catching  herring  in  lake  Erie  shall  be  what  are 
commonly  known  as  three-inch  mesh  nets,  that  is,  nets  in  the  meshes  of  which 
a  No.  30  U.S.  standard  plate  gauge  steel  rule  three  and  one^sixteenth  inches 
long,  as  stamped  and  authenticated  by  the  Department  of  Game  and  Fisheries, 
can  be  inserted  without  breaking  the  twine,  slipping  a  knot  or  bending  the  rule. 
Any  dispute  as  to  the  measurements  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Provincial 
Department  of  Game  and  Fisheries,  and  the  sole  and  final  judge  of  such 
measurements  shall  be  the  minister  of  the  said  department,  or  any  person 
designated  by  him  for  such  purpose. 

4.  The  mesh  of  gill-nets  used  for  the  catching  of  whitefish  or  salmon  trout 
shall  not  be  less  than  four  and  one-half  inches  extension  measure  when  in  use. 

5.  The  mesh  of  pound-nets  used  in  all  inland  waters  shall  not  be  less  than 
six  inches,  extension  measure  when  in  use,  in  the  leads  and  hearts,  and  not  less 
than  four  inches,  extension  measure  when  in  use,  in  the  crib  or  pot.  This 
applies  to  all  waters  other  than  those  adjacent  to  the  international  boundary 
line  or  to  interprovincial  waters. 

6.  The  mesh  of  gill-nets  for  the  taking  of  sturgeon  shall  not  be  less  than 
twelve  inches,  extension  measure  when  in  use,  except  in  inland  waters  where, 
when  circumstances  may  warrant,  the  Department  of  Game  and  Fisheries  of 
the  province  of  Ontario  may  authorize  the  use  of  gill-nets  not  less  than  ten 
inches,  extension  measure  when  in  use. 

Sec.  15. — Exception 

None  of  the  foregoing  regulations  shall  apply  to  fish  taken  by  any  means 
under  the  authority  given  by  the  provincial  Department  of  Game  and  Fisheries 
for  the  purpose  of  natural  or  artificial  rearing  of  fish  for  stocking  public  waters, 
or  for  experimental,  scientific  or  commercial  purposes. 
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SPECIAL  FISHERY  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  PROVINCES  OF 
SASKATCHEWAN  AND  ALBERTA  AND  THE  TERRITORIES 
NORTH  THEREOF 

(Adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  May  27,  1927,  P.C.  1034) 

The  following  regulations  shall  not  apply  to  waters  within  Forest  Reserves 
and  National  Parks,  as  such  waters  are  under  the  control  of  the  Minister  of 
the  Interior. 

INTERPRETATIONS 

"  Minister "  shall  mean  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

u  Angling  "  shall  include  trolling  and  shall  mean  the  taking  of  fish  with 
hook  and  line  held  in  the  hand,  or  with  hook  and  line  and  rod,  the  latter  held 
in  the  hand;  but  shall  not  include  set  lines  or  lines  tied  to  a  boat. 

"  One  day  "  shall  mean  from  sunrise  to  sunset. 

"  Non-resident "  for  the  purposes  of  angling  shall  mean  any  person  domi- 
ciled in  the  province  for  a  period  of  less  than  six  months. 

"  Inspector  of  Fisheries "  shall  mean  such  officer  having  authority  from 
the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 
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•  Fishery  Officer "  shall  mean  such  officer  having  authority  from  the 
Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

"  Fishery  Guardian  "  shall  mean  such  guardian  employed  by  authority  of 
the  Minister. 

"  Close  season  "  shall  mean  a  specified  time  during  which  fish  may  not  be 
taken. 

"  Domestic  License  "  shall  mean  a  license  that  authorizes  fishing  for  indi- 
vidual or  family  use,  but  not  for  trade  or  barter. 

"  Commercial  License  "  or  "  Fisherman's  License  "  shall  mean  a  license  that 
authorizes  the  catching  of  fish  for  sale  or  barter. 

"  Gill-net "  shall  mean  a  net  that  catches  fish  by  enmeshing  them,  but  which 
does  not  enclose  an  area  of  water. 

"  Extension  measure  when  in  use  "  shall  mean  the  distance  between  the 
extreme  angles  of  any  single  mesh,  and  such  measurement  shall  be  made  after 
the  twine  has  been  saturated  in  the  water  and  extended  until  the  twine  is  taut, 
without  any  strain  whatsoever,  and  shall  be  between  the  inside  of  the  knots. 

Sec.  1. — Angling 

1.  (a)  A  non-resident  shall  not  engage  in  angling  except  under  permit 
issued  by  authority  of  the  Minister.  The  fee  on  such  permit  shall  be 
five  dollars  for  the  season,  or  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  for  each  day. 

(6)  A  resident  of  the  province  may  angle  in  waters  of  the  province  of 
which  he  is  a  resident,  that  are  not  frequented  by  trout,  grayling  or 
Rocky  Mountain  whitefish  without  a  permit;  but  in  waters  frequented 
by  the  aforesaid  fish  or  any  of  them  no  one  may  engage  in  angling 
except  under  permit. 

(c)  Every  British  subject  or  resident  in  the  province  for  which  it  is  issued 
shall  be  eligible  for  an  angling  permit  to  fish  in  waters  frequented  by 
trout,  grayling  or  Rocky  Mountain  whitefish.  The  fee  on  such  permit 
shall  be  two  dollars.* 

(d)  Permittees  must  carry  their  permits  with  them  and  produce  them  at 
the  request  of  any  Fishery  Officer,  Fishery  Guardian  or  Forestry 
Officer. 

(e)  In  waters  in  that  portion  of  Alberta  northward  from  the  International 
boundary  line  to  and  including  the  Bow  River  and  its  tributaries,  no 
one  shall  fish  for.  catch  or  kill  any  trout  (other  than  lake  trout), 
grayling  or  Rocky  Mountain  whitefish  from  the  sixteenth  day  of  Octo- 
ber, in  each  year,  to  the  fourteenth  day  of  June  following,  both  days 
inclusive. 

(/)  In  the  Red  Deer  river  and  its  tributaries,  and  the  North  Saskatchewan 
river  and  its  tributaries,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  trout, 
grayling  or  Rocky  Mountain  whitefish  from  the  sixteenth  day  of 
September  in  each  year  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  following,  both 
days  inclusive. 

(g)  In  the  Athabasca  river  and  its  tributaries,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch 
or  kill  any  trout,  grayling  or  Rocky  Mountain  whitefish  from  the  first 
day  of  November  in  each  year,  to  the  fourteenth  day  of  June  follow- 
ing, both  days  inclusive. 

(h)  In  waters  frequented  by  lake  trout,  and  in  which  no  netting  is  allowed, 
no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  such  trout  from  the  sixteenth  day 
of  September  in  each  year  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  following,  both 
days  inclusive. 

*  By  arrangement  with  the  Department  of  the  Interior  permits  issued  by  authority  of 
the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  will  be  recognized  as  allowing  fishing  in  Forest  Reserve 
waters,  and  conversely,  permits  issued  by  authority  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  will  be 
recognized  as  allowing  fishing  outside  such  reserves. 
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(t)  In  the  waters  of  the  portion  of  Saskatchewan  northward  from  the 
International  Boundary  line  to  and  including  Cypress  lake  and  Battle 
and  Frenchman's  creeks,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  trout  of 
any  kind  other  than  lake  trout,  from  the  sixteenth  day  of  October  in 
each  year  to  the  fourteenth  day  of  June  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

2.  Size  Limits. —  (a)  No  cutthroat  trout,  rainbow  trout,  Loch  Leven  trout, 

Dolly  Varden  trout,  grayling  or  Rocky  Mountain  whitefish  less  than 
nine  inches  in  length  shall  be  retained  or  kept  out  of  the  water,  and 
any  one  who  takes  or  catches  such  fish  of  less  than  the  minimum 
measurement  named, — which  measurement  shall  be  from  the  point  of 
the  nose  to  the  centre  of  the  tail, — shall  return  such  fish  to  the  water 
from  which  it  was  taken,  alive  and  uninjured. 
(b)  No  lake  trout  less  than  fifteen  inches  in  length  shall  be  retained  or 
kept  out  of  the  water  and  any  one  who  takes  or  catches  such  fi.9h  of 
less  than  the  minimum  measurement  named, — which  measurement 
shall  be  from  the  point  of  the  nose  to  the  centre  of  the  tail, — shall 
return  such  fish  to  the  water  from  which  it  was  taken,  alive  and 
uninjured. 

3.  Per  Diem  Catch. —  (a)  No  one  shall,  in  one  day,  catch  and  retain  more 

than  twenty  cutthroat  trout,  rainbow  trout,  Loch  Leven  trout,  Dolly 
Varden  trout,  grayling  or  Rocky  Mountain  whitefish,  or  of  the  different 
species  named,  than  will  in  the  aggregate  amount  to  more  than  twenty 
fish. 

(b)  No  one  shall,  in  one  day,  catch  and  retain  more  than  ten  lake  trout. 

(c)  No  one  shall,  in  one  day,  catch  and  retain  more  than  twenty-five  perch 
or  goldeye  or  of  both  species  than  will  in  the  aggregate  number  more 
than  twenty-five  fish. 

(d)  No  one  shall,  in  one  day,  catch  and  retain  more  than  fifteen  pike  or 
pickerel,  or  of  the  different  species  named  than  will  in  the  aggregate 
number  more  than  fifteen. 

(e)  No  one  shall,  in  one  day,  catch  and  retain  more  than  five  bass. 

4.  Certain  Gear  Prohibited. — In  angling  or  trolling  for  cutthroat,  rainbow, 
Loch  Leven  or  lake  trout  a  gang  of  hooks  shall  not  be  used,  nor  shall  more 
than  three  hooks  be  used  on  any  line,  and  such  hooks  shall  be  a  sufficient  distance 
apart  to  prevent  a  fish  being  hooked  on  more  than  one  at  the  same  time. 

5.  Disgorgers  Required. —  (a)  Anyone  engaging  in  angling  for  trout,  gray- 

ling, Rocky  Mountain  whitefish  or  bass  must  be  equipped  with  an 
implement  known  as  a  "disgorger"  and  in  any  instance  where  the  hook 
is  swallowed  or  partially  so,  to  an  extent  that  will  make  its  removal 
difficult  shall  carefully  use  such  in  removing  the  hook  from  any  trout, 
grayling,  Rocky  Mountain  whitefish  or  bass  caught  that  is  to  be 
returned  to  the  water  alive. 

(b)  When  an  undersized  fish  is  hooked  the  angler  shall  draw  it  to  him 
without  removing  it  from  the  water  to  any  greater  extent  than  is 
necessary.  Before  grasping  it  to  remove  the  hook  he  shall  wet  his 
hand  or  preferably  have  on  his  hand  a  wet  cotton  or  woollen  glove. 
The  fish  shall  be  kept  in  the  water,  while  the  hook  is  being  removed, 
and  held  as  lightly  as  possible  so  as  to  avoid  injury  by  pressure.  When 
the  hook  is  in  the  lip  it  should  be  removed  by  turning  the  shank 
towards  the  hook,  and  when  it  is  swallowed  so  as  to  need  the  use  of  a 
"disgorger/'  such  should  be  placed  under  the  hook  and  moved  along 
it  so  as  to  push  the  hook  out,  the  line  being  held  just  taut  enough  to 
prevent  the  "disgorger"  slipping  off  the  hook. 
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Sec.  2. — Licenses 

1.  Except  as  provided  in  paragraph  (b)  of  subsection  1  of  section  1  hereof, 
no  one  shall  engage  in  fishing  until  he  has  procured  a  license  or  permit  issued 
by  authority  of  the  Minister. 

2.  No  one  other  than  a  British  subject  or  bona  fide  settler  in  the  province 
for  which  it  is  issued  or  in  the  Territories  north  thereof,  or  a  Canadian  company 
or  firm  having  its  head  office  in  such  province  or  territories  shall  be  eligible  for 
a  license. 

3.  Any  Indian  or  half-breed  resident  in  either  of  these  provinces  shall  be 
eligible  for  an  annual  fishing  permit,  which  shall  entitle  him  or  a  member  of  his 
family  to  fish  with  not  more  than  sixty  yards  of  gill-net  for  domestic  use,  but 
not  for  sale  or  barter.  Fishing  under  this  permit  for  necessary  daily  consump- 
tion may  be  carried  on  during  the  close  seasons  hereinafter  provided,  but  if  more 
fish  be  taken  in  any  one  day  during  any  such  close  season  than  are  needed  for 
consumption  of  the  permittee  and  his  family  that  day  the  net  shall  not  be  again 
placed  in  the  water  until  the  fish  taken  have  been  used;  but  during  any  such 
close  season  such  fishing  may  not  be  carried  on  in  any  area  that  may  be  defined 
by  a  Fishery  Officer.    Such  permit  shall  be  issued  free. 

4.  Fishing  under  a  license  or  permit  is  permitted  only  in  the  water  area 
specified  therein. 

5.  No  license  shall  be  transferred,  except  by  written  permission  of  the 
Inspector  of  Fisheries. 

6.  Fishing  with  apparatus  other  than  gill-nets,  baited  hooks  or  hoop  or 
pyke-nets,  or  by  angling,  shall  not  be  permissible,  except  in  the  waters  of  Lake 
Athabasca,  where  pound  or  trap-nets  may  also  be  used. 

7.  Where  the  use  of  hoop-nets  is  authorized,  the  leaders  or  wings  thereof 
shall  not  exceed  ten  feet  in  length,  and  where  the  use  of  fyke-nets  or  trap-nets 
is  authorized  the  leaders  or  wings  thereof  shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  yards 
in  length.   The  fee  for  a  fyke-net  or  trap-net  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

8.  (a)  Any  resident  who  is  a  British  subject  or  a  bona  fide  settler  shall  be 

eligible  for  a  domestic  license,  which  will  entitle  him,  or  a  member  of 
his  family  to  fish  with  not  more  than  sixty  yards  of  gill-net  or  with 
one  hoop-net  or  a  set  line  of  not  more  than  twenty  baited  hooks. 
(b)  Fish  caught  under  this  license  shall  be  for  home  consumption  only,  and 
not  for  sale  or  barter.  The  annual  fee  for  this  license  shall  be  two 
dollars. 

9.  A  fisherman's  license  will  entitle  the  licensee  to  fish  with  not  more  than 
three  hundred  yards  of  gill-net  in  the  waters  stated  in  the  license,  or  two  hoop- 
nets  or  a  set  line  having  not  more  than  two  hundred  hooks.  These  hooks  must 
be  baited.   The  fee  for  this  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

10.  A  commercial  license  will  entitle  the  licensee  to  fish  with  not  more  than 
six  hundred  yards  of  gill-net  in  the  waters  stated  in  the  license.  The  fee  for  this 
license  shall  be  ten  dollars.  Such  license  will  be  good  for  the  season, — summer 
or  winter  only, — for  which  it  is  issued. 

11.  Except  as  provided  by  subsection  eight  of  this  section,  n©  one  other 
than  the  licensee  shall  operate  a  gill-net,  hoop-net,  fyke-net,  trap-net  or  baited 
hooks. 

Sec.  3. — Marking  Boats  and  Nets 

1.  All  boats,  nets,  buoys  and  gangs  of  nets,  and  in  winter  fishing,  all  net- 
stakes,  which  stakes  shall  not  be  less  than  four  feet  above  the  ice,  shall  be 
legibly  numbered  with  the  number  of  the  license  under  which  they  are  being 
used.  Every  boat  shall  have  its  number  painted  in  black  on  a  white  ground* 
on  either  side  of  the  bow,  the  figure  or  figures  to  be  not  less  than  six  inches  in 
height.    The  number  on  the  buoys  shall  be  so  placed  that  it  may  be  readily 
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seen  without  raising  the  buoy  from  the  water.  The  number  on  the  nets  shall 
be  so  placed  that  it  may  be  readily  seen  when  the  nets  are  in  boxes  or  on  a 
reel,  and  the  number  on  net  stakes  shall  be  readily  legible  at  all  times.  All 
boats,  nets,  buoys  and  gangs  of  nets  in  summer  fishing,  and  in  winter  fishing 
all  nets  fastened  to  stakes  that  are  not  marked  as  above  required  may  be  seized 
and  confiscated. 

Sec.  4. — Sturgeon 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  sturgeon  otherwise  than  by  means  of 
gill-nets. 

2.  A  sturgeon  fishing  license  for  commercial  fishing  shall  authorize  the  use 
of  not  more  than  five  hundred  yards  of  gill-net.  The  fee  on  such  license  shall 
be  five  dollars. 

3.  A  sturgeon  fishing  license  or  permit  for  domestic  fishing  shall  authorize 
the  use  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  yards  of  gill-net. 

4.  The  mesh  of  a  sturgeon  gill-net  shall  not  be  less  than  twelve  inches 
extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

5.  No  sturgeon  weighing  less  than  eighteen  pounds  undressed  shall  be 
retained,  and  any  sturgeon  weighing  less  than  eighteen  pounds  undressed  shall 
be  immediately  returned  alive  and,  if  possible,  uninjured  to  the  waters  from 
which  it  was  taken  by  the  person  catching  it. 

6.  Penning,  tying  up,  or  tethering  sturgeon  is  prohibited. 

7.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  any  sturgeon  from  the  sixteenth 
day  of  February  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  November  in  each  year,  both  days 
inclusive. 

Sec.  5. — Limitation  of  Catch 

The  Minister  may,  from  time  to  time,  determine  the  total  quantity  of 
any  or  all  kinds  of  fish  that  may  be  taken  from  any  area  during  any  fishing 
season.   Such  determination  shall  be  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette. 

Sec.  6. — Lesser  Slave  Lake  and  Buffalo  Bay  Lake 

1.  Summer  fishing  for  commercial  purposes  in  Lesser  Slave  Lake  and 
Buffalo  Bay  Lake  shall  be  permissible  only  from  May  sixteenth  to  June 
twenty-fifth,  both  days  inclusive,  and  from  August  sixteenth  to  September 
thirtieth,  both  days  inclusive,  in  each  year,  unless  the  quantity  of  fish  that  may 
be  specified  by  the  Minister,  as  to  the  maximum  amount  that  may  be  taken 
from  the  aforesaid  waters  during  the  season,  is  taken  at  an  earlier  date.  If  such 
is  done  before  September  thirtieth  in  any  year  the  local  Fishery  Officer  shall 
order  that  all  nets  fished  under  such  licenses  be  forthwith  taken  out  of  the 
water,  and  all  such  nets  not  removed  immediately  following  such  order,  or  in 
the  absence  of  such  order  by  September  thirtieth,  shall  be  seized  and  confiscated, 
and  the  licensees  will  be  liable  to  the  penalties  provided  by  the  Fisheries  Act. 

2.  During  the  winter  fishing  season  fishing  for  commercial  purposes  shall 
be  permissible  in  the  following  areas  in  Lesser  Slave  Lake  only: — 

(a)  Sawridge  Area. — Commencing  at  a  point  on  the  shore  about  three  and 
one-half  miles  north  of  the  north  side  of  the  mouth  of  Slave  river, 
which  point  shall  be  marked  by  a  post  placed  there  by  direction  of 
the  Fishery  Officer,  and  running  in  a  southwesterly  direction  to  the 
northern  end  of  Dog  Island,  thence  along  the  west  shore  of  the  said 
Dog  Island  to  its  most  southerly  point,  thence  in  a  straight  line  due 
south  to  the  southern  shore  of  the  Lake. 

(b)  Auger  Bay  Area. — Inside  a  straight  line  from  Nine  Mile  Point  to  the 
eastern  side  of  the  mouth  of  Swan  River. 
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(c)  Wahpow  Area. — Inside  a  straight  line  drawn  from  the  west  side  of  the 
mouth  of  Swan  River  to  Wahpow  Point. 

(d)  Giroux  Bay  Area. — Inside  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Spruce  Point  to 
the  mouth  of  Drift  Pile  River. 

(e)  Sucker  Creek  Area. — Inside  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Shaw's  Point 
to  Little  Grassy  Point. 

3.  Hoop-nets,  fyke-nets  and  trap-nets  may  be  permitted  for  the  capture  of 
jackfish  and  coarse  fish  in  areas  specified  by  the  local  Fishery  Officer. 


Sec.  7. — Lac  La  Biche 

1.  Summer  fishing  for  commercial  purposes  in  Lac  la  Biche  shall  be 
permissible  only  from  May  sixteenth  to  June  twenty-fifth,  both  days  inclusive, 
and  from  August  sixteenth  to  September  thirtieth,  both  days  inclusive,  in  each 
year,  unless  the  quantity  of  fish  specified  by  the  Minister,  as  the  maximum 
amount  that  may  be  taken  from  the  aforesaid  waters  during  the  season,  is 
taken  at  an  earlier  date.  If  such  is  done  before  September  thirtieth  in  any 
year  the  local  Fishery  Officer  shall  order  that  all  nets  fished  under  such  licenses 
be  forthwith  taken  out  of  the  water,  and  all  such  nets  not  removed  immediately 
following  such  order,  or  in  the  absence  of  such  order  by  September  thirtieth, 
shall  be  seized  and  confiscated,  and  the  licensees  will  be  liable  to  the  penalties 
provided  by  the  Fisheries  Act. 


Sec.  8. — Lake  Athabasca 

1.  Summer  fishing  for  commercial  purposes  shall  be  permissible  in  the 
portion  of  Lake  Athabasca,  eastward  from  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Big 
Point  on  the  north  side  to  Burnt  or  Brule  Point  on  the  south  side,  only  from 
June  first  to  September  twentieth,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  and  in  the 
remainder  of  the  lake,  only  from  June  first  to  September  thirtieth,  in  each  year, 
both  days  inclusive. 

2.  Winter  fishing  for  commercial  purposes  in  Lake  Athabasca  shall  be 
permissible,  only  from  December  first  in  each  year  to  fifteenth  day  of  February 
following,  both  days  inclusive,  but  during  the  winter  fishing  season,  fishing 
shall  not  be  carried  on  in  that  portion  of  the  lake  westward  of  a  straight  line 
drawn  from  Big  Point  on  the  north  side  to  Burnt  or  Brule  Point  on  the  south 
side. 

3.  The  use  of  nets  having  meshes  of  less  than  five  and  one-half  inches, 
extension  measure,  when  in  use  shall  not  be  permissible  in  the  portion  of  the 
lake  eastward  of  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Big  Point  on  the  north  side  to 
Burnt  or  Brule  Point  on  the  south  side,  and  in  the  remainder  of  the  lake  the 
use  of  nets  having  meshes  of  less  than  four  and  one-half  inches,  extension 
measure  when  in  use,  shall  not  be  permissible. 

Provided  that  none  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  fishing 
operations  carried  on  by  the  local  permanently  resident  population  for  their 
food  requirements,  but  not  for  shipping  out  of  the  district. 

4.  Pound  or  trap-nets  shall  be  allowed  in  areas  specified*  by  the  Inspector 
of  Fisheries,  but  they  shall  not  be  set  nearer  either  side  of  the  mouth  of  any 
stream  than  five  hundred  yards  and  no  portion  of  one  pound-net  shall  be  nearer 
to  any  portion  of  another  than  fifty  feet.  The  fee  on  a  pound-net  license  shall 
be  fifteen  dollars. 
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Sec.  9. — Long  or  Last  Mountain  Lake 

1.  Commercial  fishing  shall  be  restricted  to  the  portion  of  the  lake  north- 
ward from  a  straight  line  drawn  across  the  lake  two  miles  south  of  the  north 
side  of  Township  Twenty-one  to  a  straight  line  drawn  across  the  lake  three 
miles  north  of  the  south  side  of  Township  Twenty-five. 

2.  No  net  fishing  for  any  purpose  shall  be  permissible  in  the  portion  of 
this  lake  known  as  the  Big  Arm  westward  of  a  straight  line  drawn  north  and 
south  between  sections  thirty-three  and  thirty-four,  Township  Twenty-five,  R.  24, 
W.  2nd  Meridian. 

Sec.  10. — Other  Waters 

Whether  summer  or  winter  fishing,  or  both,  shall  be  permitted  in  any 
waters  not  herein  otherwise  named,  may  be  determined  from  year  to  year  by 
the  Minister. 

Sec.  11. — Mesh  of  Nets 

1.  The  mesh  of  whitefish  or  lake  trout  gill-nets  shall  not  be  less  than  five 
and  one-half  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use,  provided  that  in  lakes 
where  the  fish  are  small,  owing  to  overcrowding,  the  Minister  may  authorize  the 
use  of  nets  of  smaller  mesh  until  the  fish  improve  in  size. 

2.  In  lakes  where  pickerel  or  perch  largely  abound,  gill-nets  having  meshes 
of  not  less  than  four  and  one-half  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use,  may 
be  permitted,  but  their  use  shall  be  restricted  to  portions  of  the  lakes  defined 
by  the  local  Fishery  Officer. 

3.  In  waters  wrhere  gill-net  fishing  for  tullibee  or  pike  (jackfish)  is  licensed 
such  nets  shall  have  meshes  of  not  less  than  three  and  three-quarter  inches, 
extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

4.  The  mesh  of  hoop-nets  or  fyke-nets  and  the  leaders  of  pound-nets  shall 
not  be  less  than  two  and  one-half  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

Sec.  12 — Close  Seasons 

1.  Whitefish,  Tullibee  and  Lake  Trout. —  (a)  In  waters  north  of  or  inter- 
sected by  the  54th  parallel  of  north  latitude  between  the  eastern 
boundary  of  Saskatchewan  and  the  109th  meridian,  and  in  waters 
north  of  or  intersected  by  the  55th  parallel  of  north  latitude  between 
the  109th  meridian  and  the  western  boundary  of  Alberta,  no  one  shall 
fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  whitefish,  tullibee  or  lake  trout  from  the 
first  day  of  October  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  November,  in  each  year, 
both  days  inclusive;  provided  that  in  unsettled  districts  where  no 
fishing  is  done  for  purposes  other  than  local  consumption,  this  close 
season  may  by  direction  of  the  Minister  be  modified  to  meet  changing 
conditions. 

(6)  In  all  other  portions  of  these  provinces,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or 
kill  any  whitefish,  tullibee  or  lake  trout  from  September  fifteenth  to 
December  fifteenth  following,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  pro- 
vided that  in  lakes  in  the  Qu-Appelle  Valley,  this  close  season  shall  be 
from  September  fifteenth,  in  each  year,  to  November  thirtieth  follow- 
ing, both  days  inclusive;  and  provided  further  that  in  Long  or  Last 
Mountain  Lake  this  close  season  shall  be  from  September  fifteenth  to 
December  thirty-first  following,  both  days  inclusive. 
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2.  Pike  (Jack fish),  Pickerel  (Dore),  Perch  and  Goldeyes.-(a)  No  one 

shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  pike  (jackfish),  pickerel  (dore),  perch 
or  goldeyes  from  the  first  day  of  April  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  May 
following,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

3.  Bass. —  (a)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  bass  from  the  first 

day  of  December,  in  each  year,  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  following, 
both  days  inclusive. 
(6)  No  bass"  less  than  ten  inches  in  length,  measured  from  the  point  of  the 
nose  to  the  centre  of  the  tail,  shall  be  retained.  Anyone  who  catches 
any  bass  of  less  than  the  minimum  measurement  shall  immediately 
return  such  fish  to  the  water  from  which  it  was  taken  alive,  and,  if 
possible,  uninjured. 

Sec.  13. — Fishing  Seasons 

1.  Winter  Fishing. — Winter  fishing  for  commercial  purposes  under  other 
than  Indian  or  half-breed  permits  and  domestic  licenses,  shall  commence  on 
the  expiry  of  the  close  season  for  whitefish,  tullibee  or  lake  trout  for  the  district 
and  shall  cease  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  February  in  each  year. 

2.  Summer  Fishing. — Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  the  summer 
fishing  season  shall  extend  from  the  sixteenth  day  of  May  to  the  fourteenth  day 
of  September,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive;  provided  that  in  lakes  in  which 
pike  (jackfish)  and  suckers  only  are  caught  fishing  may  be  continued  after 
September  fourteenth. 

Sec.  14. — Prohibitions 

1.  Fishing  by  means  other  than  with  gill-nets,  fyke-nets,  hoop-nets,  pound- 
nets,  trap-nets,  baited  hooks,  or  angling  is  prohibited. 

2.  The  introduction  of  non-indigenous  fish  alive  into  the  waters  of  these 
provinces,  except  by  special  permission  of  the  Minister,  is  prohibited. 

3.  The  use  of  spears,  lights,  firearms,  dynamite  or  other  explosive  material 
in  killing  fish  is  prohibited. 

4.  The  use  of  bare  unbaited  hooks  or  grapnels  is  prohibited. 

5.  No  river  or  creek  shall  be  obstructed  by  any  kind  of  dam  or  trap  for  the 
purpose  of  catching  or  killing  fish. 

6.  No  fishing  of  any  kind  is  permissible  in  Sunset,  Hamilton  and  Charron 
Lakes,  Saskatchewan,  until  August  seventeenth,  1927. 

7.  No  fishing  of  any  kind  is  permissible  in  Little  Fish  Lake,  located  on 
28-16  W.  4  Alberta,  or  in  Ministik  Lake,  Alberta,  until  October  first,  1927. 

8.  No  fishing  is  permissible  at  any  time  in  the  following  streams  in  Alberta, 
which  streams  are  set  apart  for  the  purpose  of  the  natural  propagation  of  fish: — 

Flat  Creek  or  Tongue  Creek,  a  tributary  of  the  Highwood  River; 
Sullivan  Creek,  a  tributary  of  Highwood  River; 

Pekisko  Creek,  a  tributary  of  Highwood  River,  as  well  as  all  tributaries 

of  Highwood  River  outside  of  the  Forest  Reserve. 
The  portion  of  the  north  and  south  forks  of  Fish  Creek  and  tributary 

waters,  Alberta,  that  are  outside  the  Forest  Reserve. 
The  portion  of  Bragg  Creek,  Alberta,  a  tributary  of  the  Elbow  River,  that 

is  outside  the  Forest  Reserve. 
That  part  of  Coal  Creek,  outside  the  Forest  Reserve,  in  townships  10  and 

11,  range  2,  and  that  part  of  Camp  Creek  outside  said  Reserve  and  in 

township  10,  range  3,  west  of  the  5th  meridian,  both  tributary  to  Old 

Man  River. 

Cow  Creek  or  Camp  Creek,  a  tributary  of  Todd  Creek  in  townships  8  and 
9,  ranges  1,  2  and  3,  west  of  the  5th  meridian. 
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AH  tributaries,  including  unnamed  creeks  of  the  Crows  Nest  river,  west  of 
Connelly  Creek  and  including  the  following: — 
Connelly  and  Rock  Creeks  in  townships  7  and  8,  ranges  2  and  3. 
Byron  Creek  in  township  7  and  Gold  Creek  and  tributaries  in  townships 
7  and  8,  range  3. 

Lyons  and  York  Creeks  in  township  7  and  Blairmore,  Pelletier,  Nez 
Pierce  and  McGillivray  Creeks  in  township  8,  range  4;  and  Allison 
Creek  in  township  8,  range  5;  all  west  of  the  5th  meridian. 

Beaver  Mines  Creek,  tributary  to  the  Castle  River  and  situated  in 
townships  5  and  6,  range  2,  west  of  the  5th  meridian;  Pine  Creek 
in  township  3,  ranges  29  and  30;  and  Cottonwood  Creek  in  town- 
ship 2,  ranges  29  and  30,  tributary  to  the  Waterton  or  Kootenay 
River. 

9.  No  fishing  of  any  kind  is  permissible  in  Cottage  Lake,  which  is  in  section 
30,  township  52,  range  1,  west  of  the  5th  meridian,  in  the  Parish  of  Stoney  Plain, 
Alberta  or  in  Lake  Mere  in  township  53,  range  1,  west  of  the  5th  meridian, 
County  of  West  Edmonton,  Alberta,  until  November  twentieth,  1928. 

10.  No  fishing  of  any  kind  is  permissible  in  Cypress  lake,  Sucker,  Battle, 
Frenchman  and  Davis  creeks  and  their  tributaries  until  June  sixteenth,  1929. 

11.  Until  July  first,  1930,  no  one  shall  fish  for  or  take  any  bass  in  Lac 
LaNonne  and  any  bass  that  may  be  accidentally  caught  there  within  this  period, 
while  fishing  for  other  fish,  shall  be  liberated  alive  and  uninjured  by  the  person 
catching  it. 

Sec.  15. — Keeping  Ice  Clean 

During  the  winter  fishing  season  each  fisherman  shall  be  responsible  for 
keeping  the  ice  about  his  net  holes  and  where  he  is  working  clean  from  fish  offal, 
unsaleable  fish  or  other  deleterious  substance.  Each  fisherman  shall,  each  day, 
either  remove  or  have  removed  from  the  ice  to  a  suitable  place  on  shore,  above 
high  water  mark,  all  such  offal  or  other  deleterious  substances,  or  he  shall,  each 
day,  place  or  have  it  placed  in  boxes  and  have  it  taken  ashore  and  there  pro- 
perly disposed  of  above  high  water  mark,  from  time  to  time,  but  in  every  case 
it  must  be  so  removed  and  disposed  of  within  five  days  of  the  end  of  the  fishing 
season,  and  daily  thereafter.  Any  fisherman  failing  to  comply  with  these 
requirements  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  provided  by  the  Fisheries  Act,  and  to 
have  his  license  cancelled  or  one  refused  him  for  the  following  winter  season. 

Sec.  16. — Preventing  Waste  of  Fish 

Should  a  fishery  officer  at  any  time  find  that  all  the  fish  being  produced  in 
any  lake  cannot  be  sold  in  the  fresh  fish  markets  or  placed  in  efficient  cold 
storage  he  may  stop  all  fishing  in  such  lake  for  such  time  as  he  deems  necessary 
to  enable  the  fish  that  may  thereafter  be  taken  to  be  sold  in  the  fresh  fish  markets 
or  placed  in  efficient  cold  storage. 

Sec.  17. — Time  of  Setting  Gear 

Running  lines,  used  for  the  setting  of  nets  in  fishing  through  the  ice,  shall  not 
be  placed  in  the  water  previous  to  twenty-four  hours  before  the  opening  date  for 
fishing  provided  by  these  regulations  for  the  area  in  which  such  running  lines  are 
being  used.

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SPECIAL  FISHERY  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  PROVINCE  OF 

MANITOBA 

(Adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  May  27,  1927,  P.C.  1034) 

The  following  regulations  shall  not  apply  to  waters  within  Forest  Reserves, 
as  such  waters  are  under  the  control  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior. 

INTERPRETATIONS 

"  Minister  "  shall  mean  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

"  Angling  "  shall  include  trolling  and  shall  mean  the  taking  of  fish  with 
hook  and  line  held  in  the  hand,  or  with  hook  and  line,  and  rod,  the  latter  held 
in  the  hand;  but  shall  not  include  set  lines  or  lines  tied  to  a  boat. 

"  One  day  "  shall  mean  from  sunrise  to  sunset. 

"  Non-resident  "  for  the  purposes  of  angling  shall  mean  any  person  domi- 
ciled in  the  province  for  a  period  of  less  than  six  months. 

"  Inspector  of  Fisheries  "  shall  mean  such  officer  having  authority  from  the 
Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

"  Fishery  Officer  "  shall  mean  such  officer  having  authority  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

"  Fishery  Guardian  "  shall  mean  such  guardian  employed  by  authority  of 
the  Minister. 

"  Close  Season  "  shall  mean  a  specified  time  during  which  fish  may  not  be 

taken. 

"  Domestic  License  "  shall  mean  a  license  that  authorizes  fishing  for  indi- 
vidual or  family  use  but  not  for  trade  or  barter. 

"  Commercial  License  "  shall  mean  a  license  that  authorizes  the  catching 
of  fish  for  sale  or  barter. 

"  Gill-net "  shall  mean  a  net  that  catches  fish  by  enmeshing  them,  but 
which  does  not  enclose  an  area  of  water. 

"  Extension  measure  when  in  use  "  shall  mean  the  distance  between  the 
extreme  angles  of  any  single  mesh,  and  such  measurement  shall  be  made  after 
the  twine  has  been  saturated  in  the  water  and  extended  until  the  twine  is  taut, 
without  any  strain  whatsoever,  and  shall  be  between  the  insides  of  the  knots. 

Sec.  1. — Angling 

1.  A  Non-resident  shall  not  engage  in  angling  except  under  permit  issued 
by  authority  of  the  Minister.  The  fee  on  such  permit  shall  be  five  dollars  for 
the  season,  or  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  for  each  day. 

2.  A  permittee  must  carry  his  permit  with  him,  and  shall  produce  and 
exhibit  it  when  called  upon  to  do  so  by  a  Fishery  Officer,  Fishery  Guardian  or 
Police  Officer. 

3.  Such  permit  is  not  transferable  and  shall  be  used  only  by  the  person 
whose  name  appears  thereon. 

4.  No  one,  whether  angling  under  a  permit  or  not,  shall  take  in  one  day 
more  fish  of  all  kinds  than  in  the  aggregate  shall  number  fifteen. 

Sec.  2. — Licenses 

1.  No  one  shall  engage  in  fishing,  except  a  resident  by  angling,  until  he  has 
procured  a  license  isued  by  authority  of  the  Minister. 

2.  No  one  other  than  a  resident  British  subject  or  bona  fide  settler  in  the 
province,  or  a  Canadian  company  or  firm  having  its  head  office  in  the  province 
shall  be  eligible  for  a  license. 
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3.  (a)  Any  resident  settler,  including  Indian,  shall  be  eligible  for  a  domestic 

license.  Such  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  one 
hundred  yards  of  gill-net,  or  one  dip-net,  or  not  more  than  fifty  baited 
hooks.  Gill-nets  used  under  such  license  must  comply  with  the  require- 
ment as  to  size  of  mesh,  for  commercial  fishing,  except  that  in  July 
and  August  nets  of  not  less  than  three  and  one-half  inches,  extension 
measure,  may  be  used  in  Lake  Winnipeg  under  domestic  license. 

(b)  Except  as  hereinafter  provided  fishing  under  domestic  license  may  be 
carried  on  at  any  season  of  the  year,  but  during  the  close  season  only 
to  the  extent  that  may  be  necessary  to  supply  the  food  requirements  of 
the  licensee  and  his  family.  Fish  caught  under  such  license  shall  not  be 
sold  or  bartered  and  the  proof  of  such  sale  or  barter  shall  be  cause  for 
the  cancellation  of  the  license,  and  the  licensee  shall  also  be  liable  to 
the  penalties  provided  by  the  Fisheries  Act. 

(c)  In  Lake  Manitoba  no  fishing  for  domestic  or  other  purposes  shall  be 
permissible  from  April  fifteenth  to  May  thirty-first  in  each  year,  both 
days  inclusive.  In  any  other  waters  of  the  Province  the  local  fishery 
officer  may  define  an  area  or  areas  in  which  fishing  under  domestic 
license  may  not  be  carried  on  during  the  close  season  prescribed  in  these 
regulations  for  any  species  of  fish. 

4.  No  license  shall  be  transferred,  except  by  written  permission  of  the 
Inspector  of  Fisheries. 

5.  A  commercial  license  for  dip-net  fishing  shall  authorize  the  use  of  one 
dip-net  for  the  capture  of  coarse  fish  not  protected  by  a  close  season.  The  fee  on 
such  license  shall  be  two  dollars. 

6.  Where  the  use  of  hoop  or  fyke-nets  is  authorized,  the  leaders  thereof  shall 
not  exceed  twenty-five  yards  in  length.  The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  five 
dollars. 

Sec.  3. — Marking  Boats  and  Nets 

All  boats,  nets,  buoys  and  gangs  of  nets,  and  in  winter  fishing,  all  net- 
stakes,  shall  be  legibly  numbered  with  the  number  of  the  license  under  which 
they  are  being  used.  Every  boat  shall  have  its  number  painted  in  black  on  a 
white  ground,  on  either  side  of  the  bow,  the  figure  or  figures  to  be  not  less  than 
six  inches  in  height.  The  number  on  the  buoys  shall  be  so  placed  that  it  may 
be  readily  seen  without  raising  the  buoys  from  the  water.  The  number  on  the 
nets  shall  be  so  placed  that  it  may  be  readily  seen  when  the  nets  are  in  boxes  or 
on  a  reel,  and  the  number  on  net-stakes  shall  be  readily  legible  at  all  times. 
All  boats,  nets,  buoys  and  gangs  of  nets  used  in  summer  fishing  and  in  winter 
fishing  all  nets  fastened  to  stakes  that  are  not  marked  as  above  required  may 
be  seized  and  confiscated. 

Sec.  4. — Lake  Winnipeg 

1.  (a)  Summer  Fishing  for  White  fish. — Summer  fishing  for  whitefish  in  lake 
Winnipeg  shall  be  permissible  under  tug,  sail-boat  and  motorboat 
licenses  only,  and  may  be  begun  on  June  first,  in  each  year,  and  continue 
until  August  fifteenth  inclusive  following,  unless  the  quantity  of  fish 
that  may  be  specified  by  the  Minister  as  the  maximum  amount  that 
may  be  taken  from  the  aforesaid  waters  during  the  season  is  taken  at 
an  earlier  date.  If  such  is  done  before  August  fifteenth  in  any  year 
the  Inspector  of  Fisheries  shall  forthwith  order  that  all  whitefish  nets 
be  taken  out  of  the  water,  and  all  nets  not  so  removed  immediately 
following  such  order,  or  in  the  absence  of  such  order,  on  August  fifteenth, 
shall  be  seized  and  confiscated  and  the  licensees  shall  be  liable  to  the 
penalties  provided  by  the  Fisheries  Act. 
part  i — eJ 
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(b)  A  tug  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  five  thousand 
yards  of  gill-net.   The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  fifty  dollars. 

(c)  A  sail-boat  or  motor-boat  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more 
than  three  thousand  yards  of  gill-net.  The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be 
ten  dollars. 

(d)  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  five  and  one-quarter  inches, 
extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

2.  Summer  Pickerel  Fishing. — Summer  fishing  for  pickerel  shall  be  permis- 
sible only  from  June  first  to  August  fifteenth  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive, 
and  shall  be  carried  on  only  in  the  portion  of  the  lake  that  is  south  of  a  line 
drawn  from  the  point  at  the  northern  side  of  Berens  Harbour  on  Berens  Island 
to  the  west  shore  of  the  lake  and  south  and  east  of  a  line  drawn  from  the 
northern  end  of  the  said  Berens  Island  to  Leaf  Point. 

3.  Fall  Pickerel  Fishing. — Fall  pickerel  fishing  shall  be  permissible  only 
from  August  sixteenth  to  November  tenth,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  and 
shall  be  restricted  to  the  portion  of  the  lake  southward  of  a  straight  line  drawn 
from  Flower  Point  due  west  magnetic  to  the  opposite  shore  of  the  lake ;  provided 
that  from  October  twenty-first  to  November  tenth  in  each  year,  both  days 
inclusive,  a  tullibee  net  may  be  used  under  a  pickerel  license;  provided  further 
that  when  tullibee  nets  are  used  during  the  aforesaid  period  they  shall  be  so 
submerged  that  the  lead  line  shall  be  on  the  bottom. 

4.  In  summer  and  fall  pickerel  or  tullibee  fishing  no  one  shall  be  permitted 
to  use  more  than  fifteen  hundred  yards  of  net. 

5.  No  nets  having  meshes  of  less  size  than  five  and  one-quarter  inches, 
extension  measure,  when  in  use,  shall  be  permitted  at  any  time  of  the  year  in 
fishing  in  the  portion  of  the  lake  that  is  north  of  the  line  drawn  from  the  northern 
side  of  Berens  Harbour  on  Berens  Island  to  the  western  shore  of  the  lake  and 
from  the  north  point  of  the  said  Berens  Island  to  Leaf  Point. 

6.  Tullibee  Fishing. —  (a)  The  mesh  of  a  net  for  catching  tullibee  shall  not 

be  less  than  three  and  one-half  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

(b)  No  one  shall  use  a  tullibee  net  in  fishing  for  commercial  purposes  from 
March  sixteenth  to  October  twentieth  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

7.  Summer  Catfish  Fishing. — Summer  fishing  for  catfish  for  commercial  pur- 
poses shall  be  restricted  to  the  period  from  June  first  in  each  year  to  October 
twentieth  following,  both  days  inclusive.  A  license  for  summer  catfish  fishing  in 
Lake  Winnipeg  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  yards  of 
gill-net  or  five  hundred  baited  hooks.  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less 
than  five  and  one-quarter  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use.  The  fee  on 
such  license  shall  be  three  dollars. 

8.  Winter  Fishing,  Lake  Winnipeg. —  (a)  Winter  fishing  in  Lake  Winnipeg 

shall  be  permissible  from  any  time  after  November  tenth,  in  each  year, 
that  the  ice  makes,  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  following,  inclusive. 
(6)  The  following  classes  of  licenses  may  be  issued  for  winter  fishing  in 
Lake  Winnipeg: — 

Class  1,  which  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  fifteen 
hundred  yards  of  gill-net.  The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

Class  2,  which  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  two 
thousand  five  hundred  yards  of  gill-net.  The  fee  on  such  license  shall 
be  ten  dollars. 

(c)  The  mesh  of  a  whitefish  gill-net  for  winter  fishing  shall  not  be  less 
than  five  and  one-quarter  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

(d)  The  mesh  of  a  pickerel,  goldeye  or  jackfish  gill-net  shall  not  be  less 
than  four  and  one-quarter  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 
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(e)  The  mesh  of  a  tullibee  gill-net  shall  not  be  less  than  three  and  one-half 

inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 
(/)  Tullibee  nets  shall  be  fished  only  in  areas  specified  by  the  Inspector 

of  Fisheries. 

Sec.  5. — Red  River 

1.  Gill-net  fishing  in  the  Red  River  for  jackfish  or  grass  pike  shall  be  per- 
missible from  any  time  after  November  tenth  that  the  ice  makes,  in  each  year, 
to  March  fifteenth  following,  inclusive. 

2.  A  license  for  such  fishing  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  five 
hundred  yards  of  net.   The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  two  dollars. 

3.  The  mesh  of  such  nets  shall  not  be  less  than  three  and  three-quarter 
inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

Sec.  6. — Buffalo  Bay 

Pound-nets  in  Buffalo  Bay  shall  not  be  set  nearer  either  side  of  the  mouth 
of  any  stream  than  five  hundred  yards,  and  no  portion  of  one  pound-net  shall 
be  nearer  to  any  portion  of  another  than  fifty  feet.  The  fee  on  a  pound-net 
license  shall  be  fifteen  dollars. 

Sec.  7. — Lake  Winnipegosis 

1.  Fishing  for  commercial  purposes  during  the  spring  or  summer  shall  not 
be  permissible  in  Lake  Winnipegosis. 

2.  (a)  Fall  pickerel  fishing  in  Lake  Winnipegosis  shall  be  permissible  from 

a  date  seven  weeks  before  the  first  Saturday  in  October,  and  may  be 
continued  until  the  first  Saturday  in  October,  inclusive,  unless  the  quan- 
tity of  fish  that  may  be  specified  by  the  Minister  as  the  maximum 
amount  that  may  be  taken  from  the  aforesaid  waters  during  the  season 
in  taken  at  an  earlier  date.  If  such  is  done  before  the  first  Saturday 
in  October  the  local  fishery  officer  shall  order  all  nets  to  be  removed 
from  the  water  forthwith.  Any  nets  that  are  not  removed  immediately 
following  such  order,  or  in  its  absence  on  the  first  Saturday  in  October, 
shall  be  seized  and  confiscated,  and  the  licensee  shall  also  be  liable  to 
the  penalties  provided  by  the  Fisheries  Act. 

(b)  Such  fishing  shall  be  carried  on  with  sail-boats,  motor-boats  and  skiffs 
only. 

(c)  A  pickerel  sail-boat  or  motor-boat  license  for  fall  fishing  in  Lake  Win- 
nipegosis shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  three  thousand  yards 
of  gill-net.   The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  ten  dollars. 

(d)  A  skiff  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  fifteen  hundred 
yards  of  gill-net.   The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

(e)  The  meshes  of  pickerel  gill-nets  shall  not  be  less  than  four  and  one- 
quarter  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

3.  (a)  Winter  Fishing,  Lake  Winnipegosis. — Winter  fishing  in  Lake  Win- 

nipegosis shall  be  permissible  from  any  time  after  November  tenth,  in 
each  year,  that  the  ice  makes,  to  March  fifteenth  following,  inclusive. 
(£>)  The  following  classes  of  licenses  may  be  issued  for  winter  fishing  in 
Lake  Winnipegosis: — 

Class  1,  which  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  fifteen 
hundred  yards  of  gill-net.   The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

Class  2,  which  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  two 
thousand  five  hundred  yards  of  gill-net.  The  fee  on  such  license  shall 
be  ten  dollars. 
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(c)  The  mesh  of  a  whitefish  gill-net  for  winter  fishing  shall  not  be  less 
than  five  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use,  and  the  mesh  of  a 
pickerel  gill-net  shall  not  be  less  than  four  and  one-quarter  inches, 
extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

Sec.  8. — Water  hen  Lake 

1.  Winter  fishing  only  shall  be  permissible  for  commercial  purposes  in 
Waterhen  Lake. 

2.  The  use  of  gill-nets  for  winter  fishing  in  Waterhen  Lake  shall  be  per- 
missible from  any  time  after  November  tenth,  in  each  year,  that  the  ice  makes, 
to  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  following,  inclusive. 

3.  (a)  A  whitefish  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  fifteen 

hundred  yards  of  gill-net.   The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars, 
(b)  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  five  inches,  extension 
measure,  when  in  use. 

4.  (a)  A  pickerel  license  for  Waterhen  Lake  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not 

more  than  fifteen  hundred  yards  of  gill-net.    The  fee  on  such  license 
shall  be  five  dollars. 
(b)  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  four  inches,  extension 
measure,  when  in  use. 

Sec.  9. — Lake  Manitoba 

1.  (a)  Fishing  in  Lake  Manitoba  for  commercial  purposes  shall  be 
restricted  to  the  winter  season.  Winter  fishing  shall  be  permissible 
from  any  time  after  November  tenth,  in  each  year,  that  the  ice  makes, 
until  March  fifteenth  following,  inclusive. 

(b)  The  following  classes  of  licenses  may  be  issued  for  winter  fishing  in 
Lake  Manitoba, — 

Class  1,  which  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  fifteen  hun- 
dred yards  of  gill-net.   The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

Class  2,  which  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  two  thou- 
sand five  hundred  yards  of  gill-net.  The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be 
ten  dollars. 

(c)  The  mesh  of  a  whitefish  gill-net  for  winter  fishing  shall  not  be  less 
than  five  and  one-quarter  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

{d)  The  mesh  of  pickerel,  jackfish,  tullibee  or  coarse  fish  gill-nets  shall 
not  be  less  than  three  and  three-quarter  inches,  extension  measure, 
when  in  use. 

Sec.  10. — Lake  St.  Martin 

1.  (a)  Fishing  in  Lake  St.  Martin  for  commercial  purposes  shall  be 
restricted  to  the  winter  season,  and  shall  be  permissible  from  any  time 
after  November  tenth  that  the  ice  makes  to  March  fifteenth  follow- 
ing, inclusive. 

(b)  A  whitefish  license  for  Lake  St.  Martin  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not 
more  than  fifteen  hundred  yards  of  gill-net.  The  fee  on  such  license 
shall  be  five  dollars. 

(c)  A  pickerel,  jackfish  or  coarse  fish  license  for  Lake  St.  Martin  shall 
authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  fifteen  hundred  yards  of  gill-net. 
The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

(d)  The  mesh  of  pickerel,  jackfish,  tullibee  or  coarse  fish  gill-nets  shall  be 
three  and  three-quarter  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use,  and 
the  mesh  of  a  whitefish  gill-net  shall  not  be  less  than  five  and  one- 
quarter  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use.    After  the  season  of 
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1926-27  the  use  of  nets  having  meshes  between  three  and  three-quarter 
inches  and  five  and  one-quarter  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in 
use,  shall  not  be  permissible. 

Sec.  11. — Lake  Dauphin 

1.  (a)  Fishing  in  Lake  Dauphin  for  commercial  purposes  shall  be  restricted 
to  the  winter  season  and  shall  be  permissible  from  any  time  after 
November  tenth,  in  each  year,  that  the  ice  makes,  to  March  fifteenth 
following,  inclusive. 

(6)  A  pickerel,  jackfish  or  coarse  fish  license  for  Lake  Dauphin  shall 
authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  fifteen  hundred  yards  of  gill-net. 
The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

(c)  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  four  inches  extension 
measure,  when  in  use. 

Sec.  12. — Moose  Lake 

1.  (a)  Summer  Fishing. — Summer  fishing  in  Moose  Lake  shall  be  permis- 

sible from  June  first  inclusive  in  each  year  until  September  fifteenth 
inclusive,  unless  the  quantity  of  fish  that  may  be  specified  by  the  Min- 
ister as  the  maximum  amount  that  may  be  taken  from  the  aforesaid 
waters  during  the  season  is  taken  at  an  earlier  date.  If  such  is  done 
before  September  fifteenth  in  any  year,  the  local  fishery  officer  shall, 
order  that  all  the  nets  be  forthwith  taken  out  of  the  water,  and  all  nets 
not  removed  immediately  following  such  order,  or  in  the  absence  of 
such  order,  on  September  fifteenth,  will  be  seized  and  confiscated,  and 
the  licensees  shall  also  be  liable  to  the  penalties  provided  by  the  Fish- 
eries Act. 

(6)  A  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  fifteen  hundred  yards 
of  gill-net.   The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

(c)  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  five  and  one-quarter 
inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

2.  (a)  Winter  Fishing. — Winter  fishing  in  Moose  Lake  shall  be  permissible 
from  any  time  after  November  tenth,  in  each  year,  that  the  ice  makes, 
to  March  fifteenth  following,  inclusive. 

(b)  A  license  for  winter  fishing  in  Moose  Lake  shall  authorize  the  use  of 
not  more  than  fifteen  hundred  yards  of  gill-net.  The  fee  on  such 
license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

(c)  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  five  and  one-quarter  inches, 
extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

Sec.  13. — Other  Waters 

1.  Whether  summer  or  winter  fishing  or  both  shall  be  permitted  in  any 
year  in  any  or  all  northern  waters  not  named  in  these  regulations  may  be  deter- 
mined from  year  to  year  by  the  Minister. 

2.  When  summer  fishing  in  any  such  area  is  permitted,  it  may  begin  on 
June  first,  in  each  year,  and  be  continued  until  the  total  quantity  of  fish  that 
may  be  authorized  to  be  taken  is  procured,  or  until  September  fifteenth  inclusive. 
If  the  total  quantity  specified  be  taken  before  September  fifteenth  in  any  year, 
the  local  fishery  officer  or  fishery  guardian  shall  order  that  all  nets  be  forthwith 
taken  out  of  the  water,  and  all  nets  not  removed  immediately  following  such 
order,  or  in  the  absence  of  such  order,  on  September  fifteenth,  shall  be  seized 
and  confiscated,  and  the  licensees  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  provided  by 
the  Fisheries  Act. 
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3.  When  winter  fishing  in  any  such  area  is  permitted,  it  may  begin  any 
time  after  November  tenth,  in  each  year,  that  the  ice  makes,  and  continues  until 
March  fifteenth  following. 

4.  (a)  A  license  for  summer  or  winter  fishing  in  any  such   area  shall 

authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  fifteen  hundred  yards  of  gill-net. 
The  fee  shall  be  five  dollars  for  a  license  for  either  season. 
(b)  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  five  and  one-quarter  inches, 
extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

Sec.  14. — Sturgeon 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  sturgeon  otherwise  than  by  means  of 
gill-nets  or  baited  hooks,  provided  that  after  the  season  of  1927  the  use  of  gill- 
nets  only  will  be  permissible. 

2.  A  sturgeon  license  for  commercial  fishing  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not 
more  than  five  hundred  yards  of  gill-net  or  for  the  season  of  1927  only  five 
hundred  baited  hooks.   The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

3.  A  sturgeon  license  for  domestic  fishing  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not 
more  than  one  hundred  yards  of  gill-net  or  for  the  season  of  1927  only  fifty 
baited  hooks. 

4.  The  mesh  of  a  sturgeon  gill-net  shall  not  be  less  than  twelve  inches, 
extension  measure,  when  in  use;  provided  that  during  the  seasons  of  1927  and 
1928  the  mesh  may  be  not  less  than  eleven  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in 
use. 

5.  During  the  season  of  1927  when  the  use  of  baited  hooks  is  permissible 
the  lines  to  which  they  are  attached  shall  be  fastened  to  the  back  line  at  • 
intervals  of  not  less  than  three  feet. 

6.  No  sturgeon  weighing  less  than  eighteen  pounds  undressed  shall  be% 
retained,  and  any  sturgeon  weighing  less  than  eighteen  pounds  undressed  that 
may  be  caught  shall  be  immediately  returned  alive  and,  if  possible,  uninjured 
to  the  waters  from  which  it  was  taken,  by  the  person  catching  it. 

7.  Sturgeon  fishing  for  commercial  purposes  shall  be  permissible  only  from 
the  date  after  November  tenth,  in  each  year,  that  the  ice  makes,  to  the  last 
day  of  February  following,  both  days  inclusive;  provided  that  in  an  area  for 
which  the  total  quantity  that  may  be  taken  in  any  season  is  specified  by  the 
Minister,  if  such  quantity  is  taken  in  any  such  area  before  the  last  day  of 
February  in  any  season,  the  local  fishery  officer  shall  then  order  all  fishing 
equipment  to  be  removed  from  the  water  forthwith.  Any  fishing  equipment 
that  is  not  removed  immediately  following  such  order,  or  in  its  absence  on  the 
last  day  of  February,  shall  be  seized  and  confiscated,  and  the  licensees  shall 
also  be  liable  to  the  penalties  provided  by  the  Fisheries  Act;  provided  that  in 
1927  only  sturgeon  fishing  may  also  be  carried  on  from  June  sixteenth  to 
October  fifteenth,  both  days  inclusive. 

8.  After  the  season  of  1927  sturgeon  fishing  will  not  be  permissible  in  Lake 
Winnipeg,  nor  in  its  tributaries  with  the  exception  of  the  Saskatchewan  river. 

Sec.  16. — Limitation  of  Catch 

The  Minister  may  determine  the  quantity  of  all  or  any  kinds  of  fish  that 
may  be  taken  during  any  season  from  any  water  area.  Such  determination 
shall  be  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette.  When  the  quantity  specified  for  any 
area  is  taken  in  such  area  all  nets  shall  be  removed  from  the  water  whether  or 
not  the  regular  fishing  season  has  expired. 
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Sec.  17. — Close  Season 

1.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or 
sell  any  pickerel  (dore),  perch  or  goldeyes  from  April  fifteenth  to  May  thirty- 
first,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive.  (Possession  in  close  season  without 
lawful  excuse  prohibited. — See  Fisheries  Act,  section  29.) 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  any  jackfish  or  pike  from  April 
fifteenth  to  May  fifteenth,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  except  where  their 
capture  is  permitted  with  hoop-nets  or  fyke-nets,  when  fishing  for  such  fish 
may  be  begun  when  the  ice  goes  out. 

3.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill 
or  sell  any  whitefish  or  lake  trout  from  September  fifteenth  to  November  tenth, 
in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive.  (Possession  in  close  season  without  lawful 
excuse  prohibited. — See  Fisheries  Act,  section  29.) 

Sec.  18. — Weekly  Close  Time 

Excepting  during  the  winter  season,  nets  or  baited  hooks  used  for  catching 
fish  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted  as  to  admit  of  the  free  passage  of  fish  through, 
by  or  out  of  the  same,  from  six  o'clock  on  every  Saturday  afternoon  to  six 
o'clock  on  every  following  Monday  forenoon. 

Sec.  19. — Keeping  Ice  Clean 

During  the  winter  fishing  season  each  fisherman  shall  be  responsible  for 
keeping  the  ice  about  his  net  holes  and  where  he  is  working  clean  from  fish 
offal,  unsaleable  fish,  or  other  deleterious  substances.  Each  fisherman  shall, 
each  day,  either  remove  or  have  removed  from  the  ice  to  a  suitable  place  on 
shore,  above  high-water  mark,  all  such  offal  or  other  deleterious  substances,  or 
he  shall  place  or  have  it  placed  in  boxes  and  have  it  taken  ashore  and  there 
properly  disposed  of  from  time  to  time.  Any  fisherman  failing  to  comply  with 
these  requirements  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  provided  by  the  Fisheries 
Act,  and  to  have  his  license  cancelled  or  one  refused  him  for  the  foillowing 
winter  season. 

Sec.  20. — Prohibitions 

1.  Fishing  with  apparatus  other  than  gill-nets,  dip-nets,  baited  hooks,  or 
hoop-  or  fyke-nets,  or  by  angling  shall  not  be  permissible,  except  in  the  waters 
of  the  Lake  of  the  Woods,  where  pound-nets  may  also  be  used. 

2.  The  use  of  spears,  bare  unbaited  hooks,  lights,  firearms,  dynamite  or 
other  explosive  material  in  catching  or  killing  fish  is  prohibited. 

3.  The  introduction  of  non-indigenous  fish  alive  into  the  waters  of  the 
province,  except  by  special  permission  of  the  Minister,  is  prohibited. 

4.  No  fishing  of  any  kind  is  permissible  in  the  portion  of  the  Red  River 
between  the  protection  boom  and  the  locks,  on  the  upper  or  south  side  of  the 
locks,  and  within  a  distance  of  five  hundred  yards  from  the  entrance  piers  at 
the  lower  end  of  the  lock  and  the  upper  end  of  the  lock  canal,  St.  Andrews 
Rapids,  provided  that  angling  may  be  conducted  in  this  latter  area  up  to  a 
point  on  each  shore  twenty-five  yards  distant  from  the  entrance  to  the  fishway. 

5.  No  river  or  creek  shall  be  obstructed  by  any  kind  of  dam  or  trap  for 
the  purpose  of  catching  or  killing  fish. 

6.  Commercial  summer  fishing  is  prohibited  in  the  following  areas  in  Lake 
Winnipeg,  and  waters  tributary  to  such  areas: — 

(a)  East  of  a  line  drawn  across  the  exit  of  Cross  Lake  to  a  line  drawn 
across  the  mouth  of  the  Great  Saskatchewan  River. 

(b)  The  waters  of  Limestone  Bay  inside  of  a  line  drawn  across  the  entrance 
of  the  bay  from  Limestone  Point  to  the  west  shore  of  the  lake. 
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7.  No  fishing  of  any  kind  is  permissible  in  West  Hawk  Lake,  township  9, 
range  17,  east  of  the  principal  meridian,  until  September  first,  1927. 

8.  Fishing  for  bass  in  Killarney  Lake  in  sections  33  and  34,  township  2, 
range  17,  west  of  the  1st  meridian,  and  sections  3,  4  and  8,  township  3,  range 
17,  west  of  the  1st  meridian,  shall  be  prohibited  until  January  first,  1929.  Any 
bass  that  may  be  accidentally  taken  during  this  prohibited  period  must  be  care- 
fully liberated  and  immediately  returned  to  the  water  by  the  person  catching  it. 

Sec.  21. — Time  of  Setting  Gear 

Running  lines,  used  for  the  setting  of  nets  in  fishing  through  the  ice,  shall 
not  be  placed  in  the  water  previous  to  twenty-four  hours  before  the  opening 
date  for  fishing  provided  by  these  regulations  for  the  area  in  which  such 
running  lines  are  being  used. 
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SPECIAL  FISHERY  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  PROVINCE  OF  BRITISH 

COLUMBIA 

(Adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  the  16th  February,  1928,  P.C.  2A6) 

The  following  regulations  shall  not  apply  to  waters  in  forest  reserves, 
which  are  under  the  control  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior. 

Definitions 

"Minister"  shall  mean  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

"Angling"  shall  mean  the  taking  of  fish  with  hook  and  line  held  in  the 
hand  or  hook  and  line  and  rod,  the  latter  held  in  the  hand,  but  shall  not  include 
trolling,  set  lines,  or  lines  tied  to  a  boat,  or  jigging,  or  any  equipment  that 
involves  the  use  of  more  than  one  line,  such  as  what  is  known  as  an  "otter." 

"One  day"  shall  mean  from  sunrise  to  sunset. 

"Non-resident"  shall  mean  any  person  domiciled  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia  for  a  period  of  less  than  six  months. 

"Gill-net"  or  "drift  net "  shall  mean  a  floating  gill-net  that  is  neither 
anchored  nor  staked,  but  that  floats  freely  with  the  tide  or  current. 

"Drag-seine"  is  a  net  weighted  at  the  bottom  and  floated  at  the  top,  cast 
from  a  boat  so  as  to  enclose  a  space  of  water  between  it  and  the  shore,  and  then 
drawn  ashore. 

"Purse-seine"  is  a  net  weighted  at  the  bottom  and  mounted  with  rings 
through  which  a  line  is  run;  also  it  is  floated  at  the  top  and  cast  from  a  boat 
so  as  io  enclose  an  area  of  water.  It  is  then  closed  at  the  bottom  by  the  afore- 
said line  through  the  rings,  so  as  to  form  a  purse  or  bag. 

"Trap  net"  or  "pound-net"  shall  mean  an  apparatus  that  catches  fish  with- 
ouv  enmeshing  them.  It  consists  of  a  leader  and  an  enclosure  with  a  bottom 
into  which  enclosure  the  fish  are  guided  by  the  leader.  It  may  be  either  staked 
or  floating. 

"Set-net"  is  a  net  that  is  anchored,  staked  or  otherwise  attached  to  the 
shore  or  bottom  or  to  an  anchored  boat,  buoy  or  other  float  so  as  to  prevent  it 
drifting  freely  with  the  current. 

"Lure"  shall  mean  any  spoon  or  other  bait  or  device  designed  to  attract 
fish  to  a  hook. 

"Jigging"  shall  mean  attempting  to  catch  a  fish  by  impaling  it  on  a  hook 
through  some  part  of  the  body  instead  of  inducing  the  fish  to  take  the  hook  into 
its  mouth,  as  in  "angling." 
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"Chief  Inspector"  shall  mean  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Fisheries  for  British 
Columbia  of  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

"Fishery  Officer"  shall  mean  such  officer  having  authority  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

"Fishery  Guardian"  shall  mean  such  guardian  employed  by  authority  ol 
the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

"Close  season"  shall  mean  a  specified  period  in  which  fish  may  not  legally 
be  taken. 

Sec.  1. — Angler's  Permit 

*1.  Non-residents  of  the  province  shall  not  angle  or  troll  for,  or  take  any 
sporting  fish  in  the  waters  of  the  Railway  Belt  without  first  having  obtained 
therefor  an  angler's  permit  issued  by  authority  of  the  Minister. 

2.  The  fee  on  such  permit  shall  be  ten  dollars  for  the  season,  or  at  the  rate 
of  one  dollar  for  each  day. 

3.  One  angler's  permit  only  shall  be  issued  to  an  applicant.  Such  permit 
shall  not  be  transferable  and  can  be  legally  used  only  by  the  person  whose  name 
appears  thereon. 

4.  A  permittee  shall  be  required  to  carry  his  permit  with  him  when  fishing 
thereunder,  and  to  exhibit  the  permit  when  called  upon  to  do  so  by  a  fishery 
officer  or  guardian. 

Sec.  2. — Angling  and  Trolling  for  Sport 

1.  In  angling  no  one  shall  use  more  than  one  rod  with  one  line  attached 
thereto,  or  in  trolling  otherwise  than  for  commercial  purposes,  if  there  is  one 
man  in  a  boat  he  shall  not  use  more  than  two  lines,  but  is  there  is  more  than 
one  man,  they  shall  not  use  more  than  one  line  each,  which  line  or  lines  need  not 
be  held  in  the  hand,  and  except  under  the  provisions  af  section  31  of  these  regu- 
lations no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  steelhead,  or  cutthroat,  rainbow 
or  dolly  varden  trout  or  trout  of  any  kind  in  non-tidal  waters,  otherwise  than 
by  angling  or  trolling. 

2.  In  trolling  otherwise  than  for  commercial  purposes,  no  one  shall  at  one 
time  use  more  than  one  lure  on  one  line. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  in  one  day,  by  angling  or  trolling,  for 
sport  or  by  both  means,  more  than  twenty-five  cutthroat,  rainbow,  dolly  varden 
trout,  salmon  trout,  Rocky  Mountain  whitefish,  Kamloops  trout,  or  eastern  brook 
trout,  or  of  the  different  species  named,  than  will  in  the  aggregate  amount  to 
more  than  twenty-five  fish,  and  no  one  shall,  in  any  one  day,  take  by  any  of 
the  means  above  mentioned,  more  than  twenty  small  mouth  or  large  mouth 
black  bass. 

4.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  in  one  day  by  angling  in  the  waters 
of  the  mainland  west  of  the  121st  meridian  and  south  of  a  line  running  due  east 
and  west  through  the  town  of  Clinton  more  than  three  steelhead. 

Sec.  3. — Abalone 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  buy  or  sell  any  abalone  that  measures 
less  than  three  and  one-half  inches  across  the  shortest  diameter  of  the  shell. 

2.  The  year  1929  and  every  third  year  thereafter,  shall  be  closed  years  for 
abalone  fishing. 

3.  The  fee  for  an  abalone  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

*  By  arrangement  with  the  Department  of  the  Interior  and  with  the  Provincial  Depart- 
ment of  Fisheries  of  British  Columbia,  permits  issued  by  officers  of  the  Department  of  Marine 
and  Fisheries  will  be  recognized  as  allowing  fishing  in  forest  reserve  waters,  and  in  the  non- 
tidal  waters  of  the  province  outside  the  Railway  Belt,  and  conversely  permits  issued  by  forest 
reserve  officers,  for  waters  in  such  reserves,  or  by  provincial  officers  for  non-tidal  waters  out- 
side the  Bailway  Belt,  shall  be  recognized  as  allowing  fishing  in  waters  of  the  Railway  Belt. 
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Sec.  4. — Bass 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  bass  in  Christina  Lake  or  Christina 
creek,  (from  the  first  day  of  April  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  in  each  year,  both 
days  inclusive. 

2.  In  the  waters  of  Vancouver  Island  and  the  Waters  of  the  islands  between 
Vancouver  Island  and  the  mainland  of  British  Columbia  no  one  shall  fish  for, 
catch  or  kill  any  bass  from  the  first  day  of  March  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  July 
in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

Sec.  5. — Clams 

1.  No  one  shall  retain,  buy  or  sell  any  clam  that  measures  less  than 
one  and  one-half  inches  across  the  longest  diameter  of  the  shell. 

2.  In  Districts  one  and  three  no  one  shall  dig  or  take  any  little  neck  clams 
from  February  first  to  March  thirty-first  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

3.  In  District  No.  2,  no  one  shall  dig  or  take  razor  clams  from  June  twentieth 
to  August  thirty-first,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

4.  In  Districts  one  and  three  no  one  shall  dig  or  take  any  butter  clams  from 
August  first  to  October  thirty-first  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

Sec.  6.— Cod 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  so-called  ling  cod  {Ophiodon 
elongatus)  in  the  waters  of  District  No.  1,  or  in  the  portion  of  the  waters  of 
District  No.  3  that  is  on  the  east  side  of  Vancouver  Island  during  January  and 
February  of  each  year. 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for  or  catch  by  any  means  any  of  the  so-oalled  ling 
cod  or  cod  embraced  in  the  genus  sebastodes  in  any  part  of  the  province  except 
under  license  from  the  Minister.   The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

Sec.  7. — Crabs 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  buy  or  sell  any  crab  that  measures  less 
than  six  and  one-half  inches  across  the  diameter  or  greatest  breadth  of  the  shell. 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  kill  or  injure  any  soft-shell  or  egg-bearing  crab, 
and  any  such  crab  that  may  be  accidentally  caught  shall  be  immediately  returned 
alive  and  uninjured  to  the  waters  from  which  it  was  taken  by  the  person  catch- 
ing it. 

3.  A  licensee  shall  at  all  times,  when  engaged  in  fishing,  carry  his  license  with 
him,  and  shall  on  demand  by  a  fishery  officer  or  guardian  produce  his  license  to 
such  fishery  officer  or  guardian. 

4.  Each  line  of  crab  traps  shall  be  marked  with  a  floating  tag  or  buoy  attached 
to  each  end  of  the  line.  There  shall  be  'legibly  painted  in  white  on  a  black 
ground  on  each  such  tag  or  buoy  the  initials  of  the  licensee,  and  the  number  of 
his  license. 

5.  The  fee  for  a  crab  fishery  license  shall  be  one  dollar;  but  no  license  shall 
authorize  the  use  of  more  than  nine  hundred  traps. 

6.  No  fisherman  shall  be  eligible  for  more  than  one  crab  fishery  license. 

7.  In  Districts  2  and  3,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  buy  or  sell  any  crab 
from  April  fifteenth  to  June  fifteenth  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

Sec.  8. — Close  Season 
(See  under  classes  of  fish  and  weekly  close  times.) 
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Sec.  9. — Cull  Fish 

All  halibut  and  other  deep-sea  fish  that  are  brought  to  the  port  of  Prince 
Rupert  for  sale  there,  and  that  are  rejected  by  the  buyers  as  being  unsuitable 
as  to  size  or  quality  and  that  are  locally  known  as  "culls"  shall,  if  they  are  sub- 
sequently sold  for  any  purpose  be  so  sold  only  with  the  knowledge  and  consent 
of  the  owner. 

Sec.  10. — Districts 

For  the  purposes  of  administration  the  province  shall  be  divided  into  three 
fisheries  districts,  viz.: — 

District  No.  1  shall  embrace  that  portion  of  the  coast  of  the  mainland  from 
the  southern  boundary  line  northward  to  and  including  Howe  Sound  and  all  the 
waters  tributary  to  this  portion  of  the  coast 

District  No.  2  shall  embrace  the  coast  and  waters  tributary  thereto  of  the 
mainland  from  Cape  Caution  northward  to  the  northerly  boundary  of  the  prov- 
ince, as  well  as  the  coasts  and  waters  of  the  islands  opposite  that  portion  of  the 
mainland  coast. 

The  following  subdivisions  in  this  district  shall  include  the  areas  described 
after  their  names, — 

Nass  River. — The  estuary  of  the  Nass  River,  as  well  as  Observatory  Inlet, 
to  a  straight  line  drawn  across  it  at  a  point  five  miles  up  said  inlet  from  North 
point,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Nass  River,  as  well  as  Portland  Inlet,  from  a  straight 
line  drawn  across  it  from  Tree  Point  on  Pearse  Island  to  Dogfish  Bay  on  the 
opposite  shore,  down  to  a  straight  line  drawn  from  the  northern  side  of  the 
entrance  to  Big  Bay  on  the  mainland,  to  the  most  northerly  point  on  Middle 
Dundas  Island,  and  thence  northwardly  to  Whitby  point  on  Dundas  Island. 

Skeena  River. — The  estuary  of  the  Skeena  River  and  adjacent  waters,  inside 
of  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Ryan  Point  on  the  mainland  to  the  most  southerly 
point  on  Melville  Island;  thence  in  a  straight  line  to  Reil  Point  on  Stephens 
Island;  thence  along  the  eastern  shore  of  Stephens  and  Prescott  Islands  to  the 
western  side  of  Refuge  Bay,  on  Porcher  Island;  thence  around  the  eastern  shore 
of  said  Island  to  Peninsular  Point;  thence  in  a  straight  line  to  Hill  Point  on  Pitt 
Island;  thence  easterly  to  fishing  boundary  marks  on  the  shore  of  the  mainland, 
that  will  be  placed  there  each  season  by  a  fishery  officer. 

Butedale. — Gardner's  Canal. 

Bella  Coola. — North  Bentinck  Arm,  South  Bentinck  Arm  and  Burke  Chan- 
nel down  to  an  imaginary  straight  line  drawn  across  the  entrance  to  Burke 
Channel  from  Edmund  Point  in  a  northerly  direction  to  Walker  Point. 

Dean  Channel. — Dean  Channel  down  to  a  straight  line  drawn  in  a  southerly 
direction  from  Sunny  Island  to  the  opposite  shore. 

Namu. — Fitzhugh  Sound  from  a  straight  line  drawn  across  it  from  the  south 
end  of  Addenbrooke  Island,  northerly  to  a  straight  line  drawn  across  Fisher 
Channel  from  Charlie  Point  in  an  easterly  direction  to  the  opposite  shore,  not 
including  Burke  Channel, 

Rivers  Inlet. — Rivers  Inlet  and  adjacent  waters  between  a  straight  line  drawn 
due  west  from  Canoe  Rocks,  and  one  drawn  easterly  from  Trueman  Point  on 
Calvert  Island,  through  Hanbury  Point  on  Addenbrooke  Island,  to  fishing  bound- 
ary marks  on  the  mainland  shore  that  will  be  placed  there  each  season  by  a 
fishery  officer. 

Smith  Inlet. — Smith  Inlet  and  Smith  Sound  and  adjacent  waters,  between 
straight  lines  drawn  due  west  from  Canoe  rocks  and  Cape  Caution. 
District  No.  3  shall  embrace  the  remainder  of  the  province. 
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District  No.  3  shall  be  subdivided  as  follows: — 

West  Coast  Area.  Embracing  all  the  territorial  waters  of  British  Columbia 
on  the  west  coast  of  Vancouver  Island  between  Beachy  Head  on  the  south  and 
Cape  Scott  on  the  north. 

East  Coast  Area.  Embracing  all  the  territorial  waters  of  British  Columbia 
between  the  east  coast  of  Vancouver  Island  and  the  mainland,  from  Beachy 
Head  at  the  south  end  of  Vancouver  Island  to  an  imaginary  straight  line  drawn 
from  Cape  Scott  to  Cape  Caution  on  the  north,  except  those  portions  thereof  as 
are  specifically  exempted  elsewhere  in  these  regulations. 

Sec.  11. — Export  of  Fish 

1.  No  sockeye  salmon  shall  be  exported  from  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
except  in  a  frozen,  canned,  salted,  smoked  or  cured  condition. 

2.  The  export  of  fresh  herring  from  the  province  of  British  Columbia  is 
prohibited,  or  of  herring  that  have  been  preserved  in  salt  for  a  period  of  less 
than  four  days  of  twenty-four  hours  each,  or  of  herring  of  any  kind  intended 
for  curing,  canning  or  otherwise  preserving  or  converting  into  fresh  meal,  fer- 
tilizer or  oil  outside  the  boundaries  of  Canada. 

Provided  always  that  fresh  herring  taken  in  gill-nets  in  the  waters  of  British 
Columbia,  may  be  exported  in  a  fresh,  unsalted  condition  for  immediate  con- 
sumption; but  the  onus  of  proof  that  such  fish,  so  exported,  were  taken  with 
gill-nets,  shall  rest  on  the  possessor  or  possessors  of  such  fish;  provided  further 
that  fresh  or  frozen  herring  packed  in  boxes  containing  not  more  than  two 
hundred  pounds  may  be  exported. 

3.  The  export  from  Canada  of  clams  in  a  raw  or  fresh  state  taken  in  the 
province  of  British  Columbia  is  prohibited,  except  when  they  are  shipped  in 
packages  each  containing  not  more  than  eighty  pounds  of  clams  in  the  shell. 

Sec.  12. — Fraser  River  Channel 

No  net  shall  be  cast  or  allowed  to  drift  on  the  channel  side,  in  the  Fraser 
River,  within  one  hundred  yards  of  the  line  of  buoys  between  the  lightship  at 
the  Sandheads  and  Steveston;  and  in  any  other  portion  of  the  channel  of  the 
river,  any  net  in  line  water  must  be  hauled  in  to  allow  passage  to  a  steamer1, 
on  the  steamer  giving  notice  to  the  operator  of  such  net  by  four  sharp  whistles, 
of  the  necessity  for  such  net  being  hauled  in. 

Sec.  13. — Grayfish 

The  fee  on  a  license  to  authorize  net  or  hook  and  line  fishing  for  grayfish 
shall  be  one  dollar. 

Sec.  14. — Herring  or  Pilchard 

(1)  (a)  The  use  of  nets,  other  than  gill-nets,  drift-nets,  drag-seines  or  purse- 
seines,  shall  not  be  permitted  in  the  capture  of  herring  or  pilchard. 

(6)  The  length  of  drift-nets  or  gill-nets  shall  not  be  limited  except  when 
operated  in  a  harbour,  when  not  more  than  a  total  length  of  two  hundred 
fathoms,  shall  be  operated  under  any  one  license. 

(c)  The  fee  on  a  heJrring  or  pilchard  drift-net  or  gill-net  license  shall  be 
one  dollar. 

(d)  A  herring  or  pilchard  drag-seine  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  fathoms 
in  length,  and  the  mesh  thereof  shall  be  not  less  than  one  inch  extension 

measure. 

(e)  The  fee  on  a  herring  or  pilchard  drag-seine  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 
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(/)  A  hearing  or  pilchard  purse-seine  shall  not  exceed  two  hundred 
fathoms  in  length,  and  the  mesh  thereof  shall  be  not  less  than  one  inch  extension 
measure. 

(g)  The  fee  on  a  herring  or  pilchard  purse-seine  license  shall  be  five 
dollars. 

2.  In  District  No.  3  no  herring  shall  be  caught  or  killed  by  any  means 
during  the  period  from  twelve  o'clock  midnight  on  the  5th  of  February  to 
twelve  o'clock  midnight  on  the  first  of  May,  in  each  year;  provided  that  if  the 
Chief  Inspector  is  satisfied  that  it  has  been  impossible  during  the  open  season 
to  obtain  the  necessary  quantity  of  herring  for  bait  purposes,  he  may  permit 
the  catching  of  a  sufficient  quantity  during  the  close  season  to  meet  the  bait 
•requirements  only;  provided  further  that  the  Chief  Inspector  shall  have 
authority  to  prohibit  herring  fishing  during  the  spawning  period  in  any  area 
in  Districts  Nos.  1  and  2  when  he  has  definitely  ascertained  that  herring  are 
spawning. 

3.  If  the  captain  of  a  herring  or  pilchard  drag-seine  or  purse-seine  boat 
that  is  being  used  in  operating  a  herring  or  pilchard  drag-seine  is  not  himself 
the  licensee  of  the  said  drag-seine  or  purse-seine,  he  shall  require  a  license 
from  the  Minister  to  authorize  his  operation  of  the  said  drag-seine  or  purse- 
seine;  and  no  othesr  than  a  British  subject  shall  be  eligible  for  such  license. 
The  fee  for  such  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

4.  In  Districts  Nos.  1  and  3  no  one  shall  fish  for  herring  or  pilchard  by 
any  means  from  noon  on  Saturday  of  each  week  to  noon  on  Sunday. 

5.  No  one  shall  fish  herring  by  means  of  purse-seine  or  drag-seine  in  the 
waters  of  Pearl  Harbour  in  the  vicinity  of  Port  Simpson,  unless  it  is  shown  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  District  Inspector  of  Fisheries  that  it  was  impossible 
to  obtain  a  sufficient  quantity  of  herring  elsewhere  for  bait  purposes.  In  such 
case  the  said  inspector  may  authorize  herring  seine  fishing  in  the  said  Pearl 
Harbour  for  such  length  of  time  as  he  considers  to  be  necessary  to  secure  a 
sufficient  supply  of  herring  for  bait  purposes. 

6.  No  herring  pound  shall  be  established  until  the  site  thereof  has  been 
approved  by  the  Inspector  of  Fisheries  for  the  district,  and  no  pound  or  other 
enclosure  for  the  retention  of  live  fish  of  any  variety  is  to  be  established  in  the 
aforesaid  Pearl  Harbour. 

Sec.  15. — Leases  or  Licenses 

1.  (a)  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided  fishing  with  nets  or  other 
apparatus,  and  the  taking  of  abalone  or  crabs,  except  under  license  from  the 
Minister  is  prohibited;  and  in  salmon  fishing  no  one  shall  act  as  a  boat  puller 
or  be  otherwise  employed  in  a  boat  used  in  salmon  drifting,  or  as  a  helper, 
or  in  any  other  capacity  in  operating  a  purse-seine  or  drag-seine  that  is  being 
used  in  salmon  or  herring  fishing  except  under  license  from  the  Minister. 

(b)  No  license  shall  be  granted  to  any  person,  company  or  firm,  unless 
such  person  is  a  British  subject  resident  in  the  province,  or  is  a  returned  sol- 
dier, who  has  served  in  His  Majesty's  Canadian  Navy  or  Army  overseas,  or 
to  such  company  or  firm  unless  it  is  a  Canadian  company  or  firm  or  is  author- 
ized by  the  Provincial  Government  to  do  business  in  the  province. 

(c)  No  license  shall  be  transferred  except  by  special  written  permission 
by  the  Chief  Inspector,  or  by  a  fishery  officer  authorized  by  the  Chief  Inspector 
to  do  so. 

(d)  Before  a  trap-net,  purse-seine  or  drag-seine  fishery  license  shall  be 
granted  the  applicant  therefor  shall  make  a  statutory  declaration  setting 
forth, — 

The  name  or  names  and  nationality,  or  nationality  of  the  owner  or 
owners  of  such  trap-net,  purse-seine  and  of  the  person  or  persons  for 
whose  benefit  such  trap-net,  purse-seine  or  drag-seine  is  to  be  operated. 
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2.  The  Minister  may  cancel  any  license  at  any  time  if  the  operations 
thereunder  have  not  conformed  with  the  law  or  if  the  licensee  refuses  to  com- 
ply with  instructions  of  a  fishery  officer. 

3.  (a)  An  Indian  may,  at  any  time,  with  the  permission  of  the  Chief 
Inspector,  catch  fish  to  be  used  as  food  for  himself  and  his  family,  but  for  no 
other  purpose.   The  Chief  Inspector  shall  have  the  power  in  any  such  permit, — 

(1)  To  limit  or  fix  the  area  of  the  waters  in  which  such  fish  may  be 
caught; 

(2)  To  limit  or  fix  the  means  by  which  or  the  manner  in  which  such 
fish  may  be  caught;  and 

(3)  To  limit  or  fix  the  time  in  which  such  permission  shall  be  opera- 
tive. 

(6)  An  Indian  shall  not  fish  for  or  catch  fish  pursuant  to  the  said  permit 
except  in  the  waters,  by  the  means  or  in  the  manner  and  within  the  time  limit 
expressed  in  the  said  permit,  and  any  fish  caught  pursuant  to  any  such  permit 
shall  not  be  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  and  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the 
said  permit  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  violation  of  these  regulations. 

(c)  Proof  of  a  sale  or  of  a  disposition  by  any  other  means  by  an  Indian  of 
any  fish  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  such  fish  was  caught  by  the  said 
Indian,  and  that  it  was  caught  for  a  purpose  other  than  to  be  used  as  food  for 
himself  or  his  family,  and  shall  throw  on  the  Indian  the  onus  of  proving  that  such 
fish  was  caught  legally  for  commercial  purposes. 

{d)  Any  person  buying  any  fish  or  portion  of  any  fish  caught  under  such 
permit  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  these  regulations,  and  any  person 
buying  any  fish  or  portion  of  any  fish  from  an  Indian,  which  fish  was  caught 
without  a  permit  in  an  area  for  which  permits  are  not  granted,  shall  be  guilty  of 
an  offence  against  these  regulations. 

4.  A  licensee  shall,  at  all  times,  when  engaged  in  fishing,  carry  his  license 
with  him,  and  shall,  on  demand,  by  a  fishery  officer  or  fishery  guardian,  produce 
his  license  to  such  fishery  officer  or  fishery  guardian. 

5.  The  Chief  Inspector  is  hereby  empowered  to  cancel  a  fishery  license  forth- 
with for  a  violation  of  the  regulations  or  condition  of  the  license  by  the  licensee 
or  by  his  representative  who  may  be  operating  under  such  license  for  him. 

Sec.  16. — Cannery  License  Requirements 

Before  a  cannery  license  shall  be  granted  the  applicant  therefor  shall  make  a 
statutory  declaration  setting  forth,  in  the  case  of  an  existing  cannery,  if  it  is 
owned  by  a  company  or  firm,  the  name  of  such  company  or  firm,  whether  it  is  a 
Canadian  company  or  firm,  licensed  to  do  business  in  the  province,  or  if  not 
owned  by  a  company  or  firm,  the  name  or  names  and  nationality  or  nationalities 
of  the  actual  owner  or  owners  of  such  cannery,  and  in  the  case  of  a  new  cannery, 
if  it  will  be  owned  by  a  company  or  firm,  the  name  of  such  company  or  firm  and 
whether  it  is  a  Canadian  company  or  firm  licensed  to  do  business  in  the  province, 
or  if  it  will  not  be  owned  by  a  company  or  firm,  the  name  or  names  and  nation- 
ality or  nationalities  of  the  person  or  persons  who  will  own  such  cannery,  and 
that  in  either  case  the  applicant  or  applicants  have  the  necessary  capital  to  erect 
and  operate  such  cannery. 

Sec.  17. — Marking  of  Boats  and  Nets 

1.  All  nets  and  fishing  boats  shall  bear  numbers  corresponding  with  those 
of  the  licenses  under  which  they  are  operated,  and  each  boat  shall  have  the 
initials  of  the  licensee  and  the  number  of  his  license  painted  on  both  sides  of 
the  bow  (on  the  boat  itself  and  not  on  anything  affixed  thereto,  so  as  to  permit 
it  being  removed  from  the  boat)  in  black  on  a  white  ground,  the  figures  and 
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letters  to  be  not  less  than  six  inches  in  height,  and  each  net  shall  have  its  number 
and  the  initials  of  its  licensee  legibly  marked  on  buoys  of  wood  or  metal,  painted 
white,  and  floating  in  the  water  attached  to  each  end  of  the  net,  and  such  numbers 
and  initials  shall  be  permanently  kept  on  such  boats  and  nets  throughout  the 
fishing  season,  and  shall  be  so  placed  as  to  be  visible  without  taking  up  the  nets, 
and  any  boat  or  net  used  without  such  marks  shall  be  liable  to  seizure  and 
confiscation.  Also  on  each  net  buoy  shall  be  placed  a  flag  the  top  of  which  shall 
be  at  least  three  feet  above  the  surface  of  the  water.  The  dimensions  of  such 
flag  shall  not  be  less  than  eighteen  inches  broad  by  twenty -two  inches  long.  Such 
flags  shall  be  replaced  by  a  lantern  giving  a  white  light  from  one  hour  after 
sunset  until  one  hour  before  sunrise. 

2.  No  licensee  shall  have  the  number  of  his  license  on  more  than  one  boat 
at  the  same  time. 

3.  Also  in  the  case  of  a  salmon  purse-seine  boat,  the  initials  of  the  licensee 
and  the  number  of  his  license  shall  be  painted  on  the  top  of  the  pilot  house  or 
on  a  board  securely  fastened  to  the  top  of  the  pilot  house,  in  such  a  manner  that 
they  will  be  readily  decipherable  from  the  air.  These  initials  and  numbers  shall 
be  painted  in  black  on  a  white  ground  and  the  figures  and  letters  shall  not  be 
less  than  six  inches  in  height. 

Sec.  18. — Other  Fish 

The  annual  fee  for  a  license  for  gill-nets  or  drift-nets,  for  catching  all  kinds 
of  fish  other  than  those  named  in  these  regulations,  shall  be  one  dollar. 

Sec.  19. — Oysters 

Except  from  areas  leased  by  the  provincial  authorities  for  the  culture  and 
cultivation  of  oysters,  no  one  shall  fish  for  or  take  oysters  during  the  months 
of  May,  June,  July  and  August  in  each  year. 

Sec.  20. — Pilchard 

(See  "  Herring  ".) 

Sec.  21. — Prohibitions 

1.  No  salmon  gill-net  or  drift-net  shall  be  cast  from  a  boat  nearer  than  one 
hundred  yards  in  front  of  one  already  in  the  water. 

2.  Except  as  provided  by  paragraph  (6)  of  subsection  2  of  section  24  of 
these  Regulations,  no  sunken  salmon  or  cod  net,  set  salmon  net  or  anchored  sal- 
mon net  shall  be  used  in  rivers  or  in  other  waters  of  the  province. 

3.  The  use  of  floating  salmon  trap-nets  shall  not  be  permissible. 

4.  No  one  shall  use  or  operate  more  than  one  net  under  any  net  license. 

5.  No  one,  other  than  the  licensee,  shall  use  or  operate  a  gill-net. 

6.  No  nets  of  any  kind  shall  be  so  used  as  to  enclose  an  bay,  cove,  creek 
or  inlet;  and  in  all  cases  one-third  of  the  width  of  such  bay,  cove,  creek  or 
inlet  shall  remain  open  and  unobstructed  for  the  passage  of  fish. 

7.  (a)  No  salmon  purse-seine  shall  be  used  in  any  harbour,  nor  in  any 
other  area  in  which  the  Chief  Inspector  forbids  its  use. 

(6)  The  posting  of  a  public  notice  by  the  Chief  Inspector,  once  posted  up 
in  the  salmon  cannery  nearest  to  such  area,  shall  constitute  legal  notice  of  the 
closing  of  such  area  to  purse-seine  fishing  for  the  purposes  of  the  Fisheries  Act. 

8.  No  fishing  boat  shall  carry  a  greater  length  of  net  than  that  permitted 
by  the  license  of  the  licensee  in  charge  thereof,  provided  that  if  a  licensee,  when 
engaging  in  fishing,  finds  a  net,  he  may  take  it  into  his  boat,  but  he  shall  deliver 
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it  to  the  first  fisheries  patrol  boat  that  may  visit  him  or  at  the  cannery  in 
connection  with  which  he  is  fishing,  should  he  visit  such  cannery  before  the 
arrival  of  a  fisheries  patrol  boat.  In  either  instance  he  shall  procure  a  receipt 
for  the  net  on  delivering  it. 

9.  The  use  of  bare,  unbaited  hooks  or  grapnels  (cross  line)  for  the  taking 
of  sturgeon  is  prohibited. 

10.  The  export  of  certain  kinds  of  fish  is  prohibited.   See  section  11. 

11.  The  introduction  of  non-indigenous  or  non-native  fish  alive  into  the 
waters  of  British  Columbia,  except  by  special  permission  of  the  Minister,  is 
prohibited. 

12.  (a)  No  one  shall  fish  with  nets  in  Saanich  Arm,  Vancouver  Island, 
inside  of  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Hatch  Point  to  James  Point,  nor,  except 
with  hook  and  line  for  grayfish,  shall  any  one  fish  with  any  implements  in 
the  said  waters  for  commercial  purposes. 

(6)  No  one  shall  fish  with  nets,  nor  for  commercial  purposes  with  any 
apparatus  in  Cowichan  Bay  or  River  or  in  the  portion  of  the  Satellite  Channel 
that  is  inside  of  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Cape  Keppel  to  James  Point, 
provided  f.hat  during  the  period  that  chum  salmon  are  running,  fishing  with 
nets  for  ?ach  salmon  may  be  permitted  in  Satellite  Channel  and  adjacent  waters 
up  to  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Cherry  Point  to  Separation  Point,  and  to  one 
drawn  from  Separation  Point  to  Musgrave  Point;  but  such  fishing  with  nets 
shall  not  commence  earlier  than  October  first  in  each  year. 

Also  no  one  shall  fish  with  nets  or  live  bait  in  that  portion  of  Sansum 
Narrows,  including  Maple  Bay  and  Burgoyne  Bay,  from  a  straight  line  drawn 
from  Bare  Point  lighthouse  to  a  point  about  half  a  mile  northeast  of  Erskine 
Point,  which  point  is  marked  with  a  fishing  boundary  sign,  to  one  drawn  from 
Separation  Point  to  Musgrave  Point,  provided  that  net  fishing  for  chum  salmon 
may  be  permitted  in  that  portion  of  this  area  that  is  northward  of  a  straight 
line  drawn  from  Graves  Point  to  Erskine  Point  during  the  time  that  these 
fish  are  running  therein. 

13.  (a)  The  retention  of  live  fish  in  crates  or  other  enclosures  is  prohibited 
in  — 

(1)  Vancouver  Harbour,  including  all  bays  and  inlets  thereof,  east- 
ward of  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Point  Gray  to  Point  Atkinson; 

(2)  Victoria  Harbour  inside  of  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Macauley 
Point  to  Clover  Point,  and  including  Victoria  Arm  and  The  Inlet. 

(6)  The  Chief  Inspector  may  prohibit  the  retention  of  live  fish  in  crates 
or  other  enclosures  in  any  area  where  he  finds  the  conditions  are  not  suitable 
for  the  retention  of  fish.  A  public  notice  by  the  Chief  Inspector  of  such 
prohibition  posted  up  once  in  the  Post  Office  for  the  district  shall  constitute 
legal  notice  of  such  prohibition  for  the  purposes  of  the  Fisheries  Act. 

14.  The  use  of  torches,  or  artificial  lights  of  any  kind,  or  of  spears,  jigs, 
or  snares  in  the  capture  of  salmon  or  trout  of  any  kind  or  of  steelhead,  is 
prohibited,  and  no  one  shall  trap  or  pen  fish  on  their  spawning  grounds  or  in 
the  rivers  or  streams  leading  thereto. 

15.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  these  regulations,  no  Indian  or  other 
person  shall  send,  ship,  bring  or  carry  or  cause  to  be  sent,  shipped,  brought  or 
carried,  any  salmon  or  steelhead  trout  from  above  a  tidal  boundary  to  any 
place  below  such  boundary;  provided  that  when  such  salmon  or  steelhead  trout 
is  in  a  cured  condition,  an  Indian  may  bring  below  such  boundary  such  quantity 
thereof  as  he  and  his  family  may  require  for  their  actual  food  purposes,  but 
not  for  sale  or  barter. 

16.  No  one  shall  fish  with  nets  of  any  kind  above  the  rapids  at  the 
entrance  to  Wyclese  Lake,  which  is  tributary  to  Smith  Inlet. 
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17.  No  one  shall  fish  with  nets  in  Quashela  Creek,  nor  in  the  entrance 
thereof  above  a  straight  line  drawn  from  a  fishing  boundary  sign  on  Tenas  Island 
to  the  southwestern  side  of  the  entrance  to  Quashela  Creek;  thence  across  the 
entrance  to  the  said  Quashela  Creek  to  a  fishing  boundary  sign  placed  on  the 
south  shore  of  Smith  Inlet  about  four  hundred  yards  eastward  of  the  eastern 
side  of  the  entrance  to  the  said  Quashela  Creek.  The  said  sign  shall  be  placed 
in  position  by  a  fishery  officer  before  the  beginning  of  each  fishing  season. 

18.  (a)  The  minimum  distance  seaward  from  the  mouth  of  any  creek  or 
stream  where  unusual  conditions  exist,  at  which  salmon  fishing  with  nets  or  by 
trolling  for  commercial  purposes  may  be  conducted  may  be  determined  by  any 
fishery  officer,  and  no  such  fishing  equipment  shall  be  operated,  towed  or 
allowed  to  drift  above  the  line  delimiting  such  distance. 

(b)  In  instances  where  no  unusual  conditions  exist,  the  minimum  distance 
seaward  from  the  mouth  of  a  creek  or  stream  at  which  salmon  nets  or  trolls 
for  taking  salmon  for  commercial  purposes  may  be  operated,  shall  be  one  half 
mile,  and  no  such  net  or  troll  shall  be  operated,  towed  or  allowed  to  drift  inside 
such  distance,  provided  that  this  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  the  Fraser, 
Nimpkish,  Skeena  and  Ecstall  Rivers  in  which  salmon  gill-net  or  drift-net 
fishing  is  permitted. 

19.  In  operating  a  salmon  purse-seine  the  net  may  not  be  transferred  from 
the  purse-seine  boat  proper  to  one  or  more  smaller  boats  to  be  cast  for  fishing 
from  such  smaller  boat  or  boats,  but  it  must  be  so  cast  directly  from  the  purse- 
seine  boat  proper;  but  the  use  of  a  row-boat  to  assist,  the  purse-seine  boat  proper 
in  casting  and  closing  the  purse-seine  for  fishing  is  permissible. 

20.  A  power  boat  or  power  boats  of  any  description  other  than  the  one  from 
which  the  seine  is  directly  cast  shall  not  be  used  in  any  capacity  to  assist  the 
seine  boat  or  in  any  way  operate  the  seine  while  the  net  is  in  the  water. 

21.  A  purse-seine  shall  not  be  used  as  a  set-net,  nor  shall  a  purse-seine  be 
extended  from  the  shore  or  from  an  anchored  boat,  previous  to  being  cast  so 
as  to  enclose  an  area  of  water,  nor  shall  a  purse-seine  be  kept  open  for  any 
time  after  being  cast,  in  the  manner  known  as  an  "open  set." 

22.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  Little  Redfish  (Kokanee)  in  any 
creek  or  stream  up  which  these  fish  ascend  to  spawn. 

23.  No  one  shall  buy,  sell  or  expose  for  sale  any  salmon  that  weighs  less 
than  three  pounds  in  the  round,  or  two  and  one-half  pounds,  dressed,  with  the 
head  on. 

24.  No  one  shall  use  a  drag-seine  or  purse-seine  in  herring  fishing  or  fish- 
ing of  any  kind  in  Nanaimo  Harbour  or  Departure  Bay. 

25.  No  one  shall  wantonly  waste  or  destroy  salmon  or  other  food  fishes 
taken  or  caught  in  any  of  the  waters  of  British  Columbia. 

26.  No  boat  that  is  used  in  buying  salmon  or  in  collecting  or  carrying  salmon 
may  have  any  variety  of  fishing  net  or  web  on  board,  when  it  is  being  so  used. 

27.  No  one  shall  drive  or  attempt  to  drive  salmon  downstream,  or  drive  or 
attempt  to  drive  salmon  outside  the  fishing  limits  provided  by  the  Fishery  Regu- 
lations or  Fishing  Boundary  signs,  about  the  mouth  of  any  salmon  stream. 

28.  No  one  shall  fish  for  salmon  with -nets  in  that  portion  of  Baynes  Sound 
between  an  imaginary  straight  line  drawn  from  Union  Bay  wharf  on  Vancouver 
Island,  to  Beak  Point  at  the  north  end  of  Denman  Island,  and  an  imaginary 
straight  line  from  the  most  easterly  point  of  Deep  Bay  due  north  to  a  fishing 
boundary  sign  placed  on  the  shore  of  Denman  Island  approximately  two  miles 
west  of  Boyle  Point. 
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29.  Fishing  for,  or  catching  salmon  with  a  purse-seine  shall  not  be  permis- 
sible in, — 

(a)  Within  one  nautical  mile  from  the  shores  of  Zayas,  Dundas,  Middle 
Dundas,  South  Dundas  and  Melville  Islands. 

(6)  Portland  Inlet  and  the  Naas  River,  but  not  including  the  follow- 
inf;  Pearce  Canal,  Portland  Canal,  Observatory  Inlet,  Nasoga  Gulf, 
Quinamass  Bay,  Steamer  Passage,  Khutzey  mateen  Inlet,  Union  Bay 
and  Wark  Canal,  with  the  exception  of  its  north  arm  (Quattoon  Inlet). 

(c)  The  Skeena  River  subdivision  as  denned  in  section  10  of  these  regu- 
lations, but  not  including  Prince  Rupert  Harbour,  Morse  Lake,  Shaw- 
atlans  Passage  and  Tucks  Inlet. 

(d)  Gardner  Canal,  North  Arm  of  Kitkatla  Inlet,  Curtis  Inlet,  Mikado 
Bay,  Union  Passage,  Rivers  Bight,  Old  Hartley  Bay  and  the  portion 
of  Kitimat  Arm  north  of  the  most  northerly  point  of  Coste  Island. 

(e)  Griffin  Pass,  Talamoso  Inlet  on  Laredo  Channel,  Qua-qua  Inlet  on 
Swindle  Island. 

(/)  Port  John  Koeye  Bay,  Kismete  Bay,  Cousins  Inlet,  Jenny  Bay,  Elcho 
Harbour,  East  Arm  of  Kwatna  Inlet. 

(g)  Rivers  Inlet  subdivision  as  defined  in  section  10  of  these  regulations, 
until  a  date  fixed  each  year  by  the  Chief  Inspector,  which  date  will 
be  after  the  sockeye  run  is  over. 

(h)  Frederick  Sound  and  Salmon  Arm,  at  the  head  of  Seymour  Inlet,  also 
Drury  Inlet  and  Acteon  Sound. 

(i)  McKenzie  Sound,  until  August  first,  in  any  year. 

(j)  The  portion  of  Knight  Inlet  that  is  easterly  of  Hoeya  Sound. 
(k)  Port  Neville. 

(I)  Loughborough  Inlet,  Phillips  Arm  and  Ramsay  Arm  from  September  first 

inclusive  in  each  year, 
(m)  Deep  water  Bay. 
(n)  Bute  Inlet. 

(o)  Toba  Inlet,  Malaspina  Inlet,  Theodosia  Arm,  Launcelot  Arm  and  Oke- 
over  Arm. 

(p)  In  that  portion  of  Queens  Reach  that  is  north  and  west  of  a  straight 
line  drawn  from  Patrick  Point  to  the  northerly  entrance  of  Deserted 
Bay. 

(q)  The  Saginaw  area  from  a  Fishing  Boundary  sign  placed  on  the  eastern 
shore  of  Agamemnon  Channel,  thence  one  mile  in  a  northern  direction 
from  Saginaw  Creek,  thence  in  a  straight  line  to  Fearney  Point,  thence 
in  a  straight  line  to  Norman  Point,  thence  following  the  shore  line  to  the 
aforesaid  Fishing  Boundary  sign. 

(r)  Within  two  miles  of  the  mouths  of  Oyster,  Black  and  Englishman  Rivers, 
and  French  Creek. 

(s)  The  portion  of  Alberni  Canal  above,  that  is,  east  of  a  straight  line  drawn 
from  Turn  Island  to  Knob  Point  and  thence  to  Ecoole,  and  including 
Uchucklesit  Harbour. 

(t)  Any  portion  of  Fisheries  District  No.  1  as  defined  in  section  10  of  these 
regulations. 

Sec.  22. — Prohibited  Areas 

Fishing  by  means  of  nets  of  any  kind  or  description  is  prohibited  in, — 

(a)  The  waters  of  Victoria  Harbour,  inside  of  an  imaginary  line  drawn  from 
Macaulay  Point  to  Clover  Point,  and  embracing  all  the  waters  of  the 
Harbour  to  Victoria  Arm  and  including  The  Inlet. 

(b)  In  that  portion  of  the  Fraser  River  from  a  point  at  the  tunnel  board, 
marked  with  a  Fishing  Boundary  sign,  on  the  southerly  side  of  the  Fraser  River, 
in  the  vicinity  of  Hell's  Gate  canyon,  approximately  one  thousand  feet  from 
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the  eastern  entrance  of  the  Canadian  National  Railway  tunnel  to  a  point 
approximately  two  hundred  yards  west  of  the  mouth  of  Williams  Creek,  which 
is  about  one-quarter  mile  below  west  of  Hell's  Gate  canyon,  which  point  is 
marked  with  a  Fishing  Boundary  sign.  Any  person  fishing  by  any  means  what- 
ever in  this  portion  of  the  Fraser  River  wiil  be  liable  to  the  penalties  provided 
by  the  Fisheries  Act. 

(c)  In  Ucluelet  Arm,  Barclay  Sound,  for  herring. 

{d)  In  the  waters  of  Discovery  Passage,  at  the  mouth  of  Campbell  River, 
Quathiaski  District,  bounded  on  the  south  by  an  imaginary  line  from  Cape 
Mudge  due  west  to  a  point  on  Vancouver  Island  and  on  the  north  by  an 
imaginary  straight  line  drawn  from  Orange  Point,  due  east  to  a  point  on 
Valdez  Island. 

(e)  Lady  smith  Harbour  (Oyster  Bay)  inside  of  an  imaginary  straight 
line  drawn  southwest  magnetic  from  Sharp  Point  to  a  Fishing  Boundary  sign 
on  the  opposite  shore,  which  sign  shall  be  placed  in  position  by  a  fishery  officer. 

(/)  The  bodies  of  water  known  as  that  portion  of  Scullabuchan,  Salmon  and 
Williams  Creeks,  emptying  into  Lakelse  Lake,  Skeena  River  district,  lying 
within  two  hundred  yards  of  the  mouths  thereof,  and  those  portions  of  Lakelse 
Lake  extending  a  similar  distance  out  from  the  mouths  of  the  above  named 
Creeks  from  the  sixteenth  day  of  July  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  September,  in 
each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

(g)  Juskatla  Inlet,  Queen  Charlotte  Islands. 

Sec  23. — Smelts  and  Sardine 

1.  The  use  of  nets  other  than  gill-nets  or  drift-nets  or  purse -seines  or 
drag-seines  for  the  catching  of  smelts  or  sardines  is  prohibited. 

2.  The  mesh  of  a  smelt  or  sardine  drift-net  or  gill-net  shall  not  be  less 
than  one  inch  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

3.  The  fee  for  a  smelt,  or  sardine  gill-net  or  drift-net  shall  be  one  dollar. 

4.  The  mesh  of  a  smelt,  or  sardine  drag-seine  shall  not  be  less  than  one 
inch,  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

5.  The  fee  for  a  smelt  or  sardine  drag-seine  shall  be  one  dollar. 

6.  A  smelt  or  sardine  purse-seine  shall  not  be  more  than  fifty  fathoms 
in  length,  and  the  mesh  thereof  shall  not  be  less  than  one  inch,  extension 
measure,  when  in  use. 

7.  The  fee  for  a  smelt  or  sardine  purse-seine  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

8.  In  District  No.  1  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  smelts  from 
July  first  to  August  fifteenth,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

Sec.  24. — Salmon 

1.  The  use  of  nets  other  than  drift-nets  or  gill-nets,  set-nets,  drag-seines, 
purse-seines  and  trap-nets  shall  not  be  permitted  in  the  capture  of  salmon. 

2.  (a)  In  Fisheries  District  No.  1  a  gill-net  or  drift-net  for  taking  salmon 
shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  fathoms  in  length,  and  the  depth  or 
vertical  breadth  thereof  shall  not  exceed  sixty  meshes  of  the  size  authorized 
for  the  fishery  being  engaged  in.  In  Fisheries  District  No.  2  such  net  shall  not 
exceed  two  hundred  fathoms  in  length,  and  the  depth  or  vertical  breadth  thereof 
shall  not  exceed  fifty  meshes  of  the  size  authorized  for  the  fishery  being  engaged 
in.  In  Fisheries  District  No.  3  such  net  shall  not  exceed  two  hundred  fathoms 
in  length,  and  the  depth  or  vertical  breadth  thereof  shall  not  exceed  sixty  meshes 
of  the  size  authorized  for  the  fishery  being  engaged  in;  provided  that  the 
Minister  may  authorize  the  use  of  longer  gill-nets  or  drift-nets  for  catching

salmon  on  the  west  coast  of  Vancouver  Island.  During  the  season  of  1928  the 
mesh  of  sockeye  salmon  gill-nets  or  drift-nets  shall  not  be  less  than  five  and 
three-quarter  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use,  except  in  Fisheries  District 
No.  3,  where  the  mesh  of  such  nets  shall  not  be  less  than  five  and  one-quarter 
inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use.  After  the  season  of  1928  there  shall 
be  no  minimum  limit  for  the  mesh  of  sockeye  gill-nets  or  drift-nets.  The  mesh 
of  other  salmon  gill-nets  or  drift-nets  shall  not  be  less  than  six  and  one-half 
inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use,  provided  that  set  nets  with  meshes  of 
not  less  than  five  and  three-quarter  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use, 
may  be  permitted  in  the  Serpentine  and  Nicomeki  Rivers  under  conditions  pre- 
scribed from  time  to  time  by  the  Chief  Inspector.  In  no  instance  shall  any- 
thing be  done  practically  to  diminish  the  size  of  the  mesh  nor  to  increase  the 
depth  beyond  the  vertical  measurement  of  the  number  of  meshes  authorized 
for  use. 

(b)  Set  nets  shall  be  confined  to  the  Serpentine  and  Nicomeki  Rivers  in 
District  No.  1  and  to  the  Tl-ell  River,  Graham  Island,  District  No.  2,  and  to 
the  capture  of  coho  salmon,  and  the  conditions  under  which  they  may  be  used 
shall  be  prescribed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Chief  Inspector. 

(c)  The  fee  for  a  salmon  drift-net  or  gill-net  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

(d)  The  fee  for  a  salmon  gill-net  boat  puller,  engineer  or  assistant  license 
shall  be  one  dollar. 

3.  (a)  A  salmon  drag-seine  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  fathoms  in  length, 
and  one  hundred  and  eighty  meshes  in  depth,  and  the  mesh  thereof  shall  not  be 
less  than  three  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

(6)  The  fee  for  a  salmon  drag-seine  license  shall  be  twenty  dollars. 

4.  (a)  No  salmon  fishing  boat  shall  carry  or  operate  more  than  one  seine 
of  any  description,  and  no  additional  net  of  any  kind  shall  be  carried  on  such 
boat.  No  salmon  purse-seine  shall  exceed  two  hundred  fathoms  nor  be  less  than 
one  hundred  and  fifty  fathoms  in  length,  nor  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty 
meshes  in  width  or  depth  in  any  part.  The  mesh  of  such  seine  shall  not  be 
less  than  three  inches  extension  measure.  No  lead  or  additional  piece  of  net 
shall  be  used  or  attached  to  a  salmon  purse-seine  when  it  is  being  used  in 
fishing.  For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  depth  of  salmon  purse-seines  meas- 
urements will  be  upon  the  basis  of  three  and  one-half  inches  extension  measure, 
but  including  one  knot. 

(b)  No  license  shall  be  issued  to  authorize  the  use  of  a  salmon  purse-seine 
in  any  harbour,  or  any  reserved  area  specified  by  the  Chief  Inspector. 

(c)  The  fee  for  a  salmon  purse-seine  license  shall  be  twenty  dollars. 

(d)  If  the  captain  of  a  salmon  purse-seine  or  drag-seine  boat  that  is  being 
used  in  operating  a  salmon  purse-seine  or  drag-seine  is  not  himself  the  licensee 
of  the  said  purse-seine  or  drag-seine  he  shall  require  a  license  from  the  Minister 
to  authorize  his  operation  of  the  said  purse-seine  or  drag-seine  and  no  other 
than  a  British  subject  shall  be  eligible  for  such  license.  The  fee  for  such  oper- 
ating license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

5.  (a)  A  salmon  trap-net  shall  be  located  on  a  definite  site,  specified  in  the 
license,  and  shall  be  at  least  four  hundred  fathoms  distant  from  the  nearest 
adjacent  trap-net.  The  mesh  of  such  trap-net  shall  not  be  less  than  six  inches, 
extension  measure,  in  the  leader  or  lead,  nor  more  than  two  inches,  extension 
measure,  in  the  heart,  crib  or  pot.   A  salmon  trap-net  shall  be  staked. 

(6)  The  fee  for  a  salmon  trap-net  shall  be  fifty  dollars. 

6.  No  one,  other  than  a  British  subject,  actually  resident  on  either  side  of 
the  Fraser  River,  above,  that  is  east  of  the  New  Westminster  Bridge,  shall  be 
eligible  for  a  license  to  fish  for  salmon  in  that  portion  of  the  Fraser  River  above, 
that  is  east  of  the  New  Westminster  Bridge,  and  no  salmon  fishing  shall  be 
carried  on  in  such  portion  of  the  river  except  under  a  special  license  which  shall 
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have  conspicuously  stamped  across  its  face  the  words  "  This  license  shall  be 
valid  between  New  Westminster  Bridge  and  Mission  Bridge."  Fishing  under 
this  license  shall  not  be  conducted  in  any  other  portion  of  the  river  than  that 
specified. 

7.  (a)  No  one  shall  fish  for  salmon  for  commercial  purposes  by  means  of 
trolling,  except  under  license  from  the  Minister.  Each  person  in  a  boat  that  is 
being  used  in  trolling  for  salmon  shall  be  required  to  have  a  license. 

(b)  The  fee  for  a  salmon  trolling  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

8.  Close  seasons  for  salmon. — No  one  shall  fish  for  or  take  sockeye  salmon 
from  the  first  of  October  in  each  year  to  the  thirtieth  of  June  following,  both 
days  inclusive,  except  in  that  portion  of  British  Columbia  north  of  48.30  parallel 
of  north  latitude  on  the  west  coast  of  Vancouver  Island  and  north  of  49.30 
parallel  in  the  Strait  of  Georgia,  and  in  the  waters  north  thereof,  where  the  close 
season  for  sockeye  salmon  shall  be  from  the  first  of  October  in  each  year  to  the 
nineteenth  of  June  following,  both  days  inclusive,  and  during  such  close  time  no 
salmon  purse-seine,  drag-seine  or  trap-net,  or  no  salmon  gill-net  ox  drift-net 
having  meshes  of  less  than  six  and  one-half  inches,  extension  measure,  shall  be 
used  in  fishing  for  or  catching  sockeye  salmon;  provided  that  the  Chief  Inspector 
may  prohibit  the  use  in  any  area  of  salmon  gill-nets  or  drift-nets  having  meshes 
of  less  than  six  and  one-half  inches,  extension  measure,  at  an  earlier  date  than 
October  first,  should  he  find  that  any  of  the  species  of  salmon  being  caught  in 
such  nets  in  such  area  have  so  far  advanced  towards  spawning  as  not  to  be  in  a 
satisfactory  condition  for  food. 

Provided  further  that  in  the  Nimpkish  River,  Quatsino  Sound,  and  Barclay 
Sound  areas  and  in  Nitinat  Lake,  Vancouver  Island,  sockeye  salmon  fishing  may 
begin  on  June  first  in  each  year. 

9.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  kind  of  salmon  from  the  first  to 
the  thirty-first  day  of  December  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  and  during 
this  close  time  no  salmon  nets  of  any  kind  may  be  placed  in  the  water;  provided 
that  the  Chief  Inspector  may  prohibit  fishing  for  coho,  pink  or  chum  salmon  in 
any  area  at  an  earlier  date  than  the  beginning  of  the  close  time  specified  herein, 
should  he  find  that  any  one  or  more  of  these  species  of  salmon  in  such  area  has 
so  far  advanced  towards  spawning  as  not  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition  for 
food;  provided  also  that  the  Chief  Inspector  may  authorize  fishing  for  steelhead 
and  spring  salmon  or  quinnat  in  any  area  before  the  expiry  of  the  close  time 
therefor,  if  he  has  found  that  the  pink  and  chum  salmon  and  a  sufficient  pro- 
portion of  coho  salmon  have  passed  up  to  the  spawning  grounds  to  seed  them 
adequately. 

Provided  further  that  the  Chief  Inspector  may  authorize  salmon  fishing  to 
begin  at  an  earlier  date  outside  the  territorial  waters  of  Canada  in  which  United 
States  fishermen  operate  so  long  as  no  close  time  is  enforced  on  such  United 
States  fishermen. 

10.  In  the  portion  of  the  waters  between  Vancouver  Island  and  the  main- 
land that  are  southward  of  a  straight  line  drawn  east  and  west  magnetic  from 
Cape  Mudge,  and  eastward  and  northward  of  a  straight  line  drawn  and  south 
magnetic  from  the  Lighthouse  on  Trial  Island,  no  one  shall  fish  for  coho  or  blue- 
back  salmon  by  any  means  from  January  first  to  May  fifteenth,  in  each  year, 
both  days  inclusive,  and  any  such  salmon  that  may  be  accidentally  caught,  while 
fishing  for  other  fish,  in  the  aforesaid  area,  during  the  said  period,  shall  be 
liberated  and  returned  to  the  water  with  as  little  injury  as  possible  by  the  person 
catching  it. 

Size  Limit  for  Salmon 

11.  No  salmon  under  three  pounds  in  weight  shall  be  taken  by  means  of 
nets,  and  if  taken  shall  be  returned  to  the  water  alive,  and  uninjured,  at  the 
place  it  was  taken  by  the  person  catching  it. 
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Sec.  25. — Sturgeon 

1.  (a)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  sturgeon  otherw ise  than  by  angling 

or  with  gill-nets  or  drift-nets. 

(6)  A  sturgeon  gill-net  or  drift-net  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty 
fathoms  in  length  and  the  mesh  thereof  shall  not  be  less  than  twelve 
inches,  extension  measure. 

(c)  The  fee  for  a  sturgeon  gill-net  or  drift-net  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  have  in  possession  any  sturgeon  that 
will  measure  less  than  three  feet  in  length,  measuring  from  the  point  of  the  nose 
to  the  tip  of  the  tail,  and  if  any  such  sturgeon  is  taken  inadvertently,  it  shall  be 
liberated  alive  and  uninjured  at  the  place  it  was  taken  by  the  person  catching  it. 

Sec.  26.— Trout 

1.  (a)  In  the  waters  of  the  mainland  west  of  the  121st  meridian  and  south 
of  a  line  running  due  east  and  west  through  the  town  of  Clinton  no  one 
shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  rainbow  or  cutthroat  trout  from  the  first 
day  of  December  in  each  year  to  the  last  day  of  February  following, 
both  days  inclusive.   Except  as  provided  otherwise  in  this  section  there 
shall  be  no  closed  time  in  these  waters  for  dolly  varden  trout  or  for  other 
char  or  for  steelhead. 
Excepting  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  in  the  waters  of  the  mainland  east 
of  the  121st  meridian  and  in  that  portion  of  the  mainland  lying  north  of  a  line 
running  due  east  and  west  through  the  town  of  Clinton,  no  one  shall  fish  for, 
catch  or  kill  trout  of  any  kind  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  November  in  each  year 
to  the  twenty-third  day  of  May  following,  both  days  inclusive,  in  streams,  and 
from  the  first  day  of  March  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  April,  in  each  year,  both 
days  inclusive,  in  lakes;  provided,  however,  that: — 

(b)  These  closed  seasons  shall  not  apply  to  dolly  varden  trout  or  Kokanee 
(little  redfish)  caught  in  Kamloops,  Okanagan,  Shuswap,  Arrow,  or 
Kootenay  Lakes  or  waters  tributary  thereto. 

(c)  In  the  Kootenay  River  between  Grohman  Creek  and  Castlegar  the  close 
time  for  all  varieties  of  trout  shall  be  from  November  fifteenth  in  each 
year  to  April  thirtieth  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

{d)  In  the  electoral  districts  of  Columbia,  Fernie  and  Cranbrook,  no  one 
shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  variety  of  trout  from  the  fifteenth  day 
of  November  in  each  year  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  April  following,  both 
days  inclusive. 

Provided  that  fishing  for  trout  in  Premier,  Horseshoe,  Smiths,  Rock  and 
Twin  Lakes  may  be  conducted  from  April  fifteenth  to  November  fourteenth,  in 
each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

Provided  further  that  in  Summit  Creek,  Creston  District,  the  close  season 
for  trout  of  all  kinds  shall  be  from  November  fifteenth,  in  each  year,  to  June 
thirtieth  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

(e)  Six  Mile  Lakes  and  Six  Mile  Creek,  knowTi  as  Duhamel  Creek,  con- 
necting the  lakes;  also  Cottonwood  Lakes  and  Cottonwood  Creek  shall 
be  closed  to  all  fishing  excepting  for  the  purposes  of  fish  culture  until 
April  31st,  1931. 

(/)  In  Big  Sheep  and  Little  Sheep  Creeks  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill 
trout  of  any  kind  from  September  fifteenth  to  November  fourteenth,  in 
each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

(g)  In  Rosebud  Lake,  and  in  the  stream  flowing  into  and  out  of  it,  no -one 
shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  trout  of  any  kind  from  the  first  day  of  April 
to  the  thirty-first  day  of  May,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 
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(h)  In  the  non-tidal  waters  of  Vancouver  Island  and  the  islands  adjacent 
thereto,  and  of  those  between  Vancouver  Island  and  the  mainland,  no 
one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  trout  of  any  kind  from  the  fifteenth  day 
of  November  to  the  last  day  of  February,  both  days  inclusive;  provided 
that  there  shall  be  no  close  time  in  these  waters  for  dolly  varden  trout 
or  other  char  or  for  steelhead. 

(i)  In  the  Serpentine,  Nicomekl,  Campbell,  and  Salmon  rivers,  and  their 
tributaries,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  trout  of  any  kind,  includ- 
ing char  and  steelhead,  from  the  first  day  of  April  to  the  thirty-first 
day  of  July  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

(;)  The  close  season  for  all  game  fishing  with  the  exception  of  bass  in  all 
streams  of  the  Okanagan  district,  which  district  shall  include  the  area 
bounded  on  the  east  by  the  121st  meridian,  from  the  International 
Boundary  to  the  main  line  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  on  the 
north  by  the  main  line  of  the  said  railway  to  Revelstoke,  on  the  west 
by  an  imaginery  straight  line  drawn  from  Revelstoke  through  midway 
to  the  International  Boundary  and  on  the  south  by  the  International 
Boundary,  shall  be  from  March  first  to  May  thirty-first,  and  in  the 
case  of  lakes  March  first  to  April  thirtieth  in  ea-ch  year;  except  for 
Mable,  Sugar  and  Echo  Lakes,  in  which  the  close  season  shall  be  from 
January  first  to  May  thirty-first,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

(k)  In  Dennet  and  Monroe  Lakes  in  the  Pitt  River  district  no  one  shall 
fish  by  any  means  until  after  February  first,  1930. 

2.  The  Chief  Inspector  of  Fisheries  may  at  any  time  prohibit  all  trout 
fishing  in  any  lake  or  stream  for  such  time  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
protection  of  the  trout  therein.  A  public  notice  of  such  prohibition  by  the  Chief 
Inspector  that  is  posted  up  once  in  the  Post  Office  for  the  district,  shall  constitute 
a  legal  notice  of  such  prohibition. 

3.  Fishing  by  any  means  in  Violin  Lake,  excepting  for  purposes  of  fish 
culture,  is  prohibited. 

4.  Fishing  by  any  means  in  Sweltzer  Creek,  which  drains  Cultus  Lake, 
Chilliwack  district,  for  a  distance  of  five  hundred  feet  on  either  side  of  the 
traffic  bridge  which  crosses  said  creek,  approximately  half  a  mile  below  Cultus 
Lake,  excepting  for  purposes  of  fish  culture,  is  prohibited. 

5.  In  the  Capilano,  Lynn  and  Seymour  Rivers,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch 
or  kill  fish  of  any  kind  from  December  first  in  each  year,  to  the  last  day  of 
February  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

6.  No  trout  of  any  kind  under  eight  inches  in  length  shall  be  taken  from 
the  water,  and  if  caught  shall  be  immediately  returned  to  the  water  alive  and 
uninjured. 

7.  No  trout  under  three  pounds,  in  the  round,  or  two  and  one-half  pounds 
dressed,  with  the  head  on,  shall  be  bought,  sold  or  exposed  for  sale  in  the  province 
of  British  Columbia,  nor  shall  any  trout  be  bought,  sold  or  exposed  for  sale  in 
British  Columbia  during  the  closed  season  therefor,  provided  that  this  shall  not 
apply  to  dolly  varden  trout.  (In  handling  the  undersigned  fish  care  should  be 
taken  to  see  that  the  hands  are  wet.  Otherwise  the  fish  will  probably  not 
survive.) 

8.  Except  in  the  waters  where  fishing  through  the  ice  is  permitted  under 
section  31  of  these  regulations,  fishing  for  trout  through  the  ice  in  any  of  the 
waters  of  British  Columbia  is  prohibited. 

9.  In  fishing  for  or  catching  trout  in  the  waters  and  tributaries  thereto  of 
Cowichan  Lake,  Cowichan  River,  Koksilah  River  and  Chemainus  River,  Sproat 
Lake,  Sproat  River,  Great  Central  Lake,  Stamp  River,  Somass  River,  Cameron 
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Lake  and  Cameron  River,  Capilano  River  and  Seymour  and  Lynn  Creeks,  the 
use  of  fish  roe  of  any  kind  or  of  any  compound  of  fish  roe  and  oil  or  other  sub- 
stances is  prohibited. 

10.  In  Cherry  Creek  and  its  tributaries,  which  creek  flows  into  the  Kootenay 
River,  and  in  the  portion  of  Mark  Creek,  which  is  a  tributary  of  the  St.  Mary's 
River,'  that  is  above  the  reservoir  dam,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  trout 
until  May  twenty- fourth,  1929. 

11.  In  the  waters  of  Mission  and  Bear  Creeks  tributary  to  Okanagan  Lake, 
no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  fish  of  any  kind,  until  the  opening  of  the  annual 
season  in  the  surrounding  district  in  the  year  1931. 

12.  In  Kathlyn  Lake,  Smithers  district,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill 
trout  from  the  15th  day  of  November  in  each  year  to  the  twenty-third  day  of 
May  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

13.  In  Kathlyn  Lake  in  the  vicinity  of  Smithers,  B.C.,  no  one  shall  fish  for, 
catch  or  kill  in  one  day  by  angling  or  trolling  or  by  both  means  more  than  six 
trout  of  any  species. 

14.  In  the  waters  of  Morrissey  and  Lizard  Creeks,  Fernie  District,  no  one 
shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  trout  of  any  kind  before  the  twenty-fourth  day  of 
May,  1931. 

Provided  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to  the  breeding  or  rearing 
of  trout  of  any  kind  by  private  enterprise  for  commercial  purposes,  and  pro- 
vided further  that  no  one  shall  engage  in  the  breeding  or  rearing  of  trout  for 
commercial  purposes  except  under  permit  from  the  Minister,  and  under  rules 
that  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Minister. 

Sec.  27. — Tidal  Boundaries 

The  tidal  boundary  for  the  purposes  of  the  Fisheries  Act  in  the  Fraser 
River  shall  be  a  line  across  the  river  coinciding  with  Mission  Bridge. 

Sec.  28.— Trawl-Net 

The  mesh  of  the  net  in  an  otter  or  beam-trawl  used  for  catching  soles  and 
flounders  shall  not  be  less  than  four  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

Sec.  29. — Weekly  Close  Times 

1.  In  Districts  Nos.  1  and  3  no  one  shall  fish  for  salmon,  otherwise  than 
by  trolling  from  Saturday  at  six  a.m.  in  each  week,  to  Monday  at  six  a.m. 
following;  provided  that  in  the  portion  of  the  Fraser  River  above  New  West- 
minster Bridge,  no  one  shall  fish  for  salmon  by  any  means  from  Saturday  at 
six  p.m.  in  each  week  to  Monday  at  six  p.m.  following;  provided,  however, 
that  in  extra-territorial  waters  in  which  United  States  purse-seiners  operate, 
and  on  whom  no  close  time  is  enforced,  this  close  period  shall  not  apply  so 
long  as  there  is  no  such  time  applied  to  United  States  purse-seiners  operating 
in  such  waters. 

2.  In  District  No.  2  no  one  shall  fish  for  salmon,  otherwise  than  by 
broiling,  from  Friday  at  six  p.m.  in  each  week  to  Sunday  at  six  p.m.  following. 

3.  During  the  weekly  close  time  for  trap-net  fishing  each  trap-net  shall 
he  closed  by  an  apron  placed  across  the  outer  entrance  to  the  heart  of  the  trap, 
which  apron  shall  extend  from  the  surface  to  the  bottom  of  the  water  and 
.-•hall  be  securely  connected  to  the  piles  on  either  side  of  the  heart  of  the  trap- 
net  fastened  by  rings  not  more  than  two  feet  apart  on  taut  wires  stretched 
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from  the  top  to  the  bottom  of  the  piles,  and  such  apron,  or  the  appliance  by 
which  it  is  raised  and  lowered,  shall  be  provided  with  a  signal  or  flag,  which 
shall  disclose  whether  the  trap-net  is  closed  and  which  shall  be  of  the  form 
and  character  approved  by  the  Chief  Inspector. 

Sec.  30.— Weekly  Close  Time  May  Be  Added  To 

1.  The  Chief  Inspector,  District  Inspector  or  local  fishery  officer  may 
stop  all  salmon  fishing  in  any  portion  of  his  district,  for  such  time  or  from 
time  to  time  in  addition  to  the  weekly  close  time  as  he  deems  necessary  ^  to 
enable  sufficient  salmon  to  pass  to  assure  adequate  seeding  of  the  spawning 
grounds  adjacent  thereto. 

2.  If  the  Chief  Inspector,  District  Inspector  or  local  fishery  officer  for  any 
area  finds  that  sufficient  salmon  are  not  passing  beyond  the  nets  in  such  area 
to  sufficiently  seed  the  spawning  grounds  adjacent  thereto,  he  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  require  and  enforce  such  longer  close  time  any  week  or  from  week  to 
week  in  such  area  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  such  purpose. 

3.  A  public  notice  by  any  of  the  aforesaid  officers  of  such  additional  close 
time  or  close  times,  posted  once  in  the  cannery  or  canneries  adjacent  to  the 
area  or  areas  in  which  an  additional  close  time  or  close  times  are  to  be  made 
effective,  at  least  three  days  in  advance  of  such  additional  close  time  or  dose 
times  shall  constitute  legal  notice  of  such  additional  close  time  or  close  times, 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Fisheries  Act. 

Sec.  31. — Net  Fishing  in  Cektain  Non-tidal  Waters 

1.  Fishing  with  nets  in  non-tidal  waters,  outside  the  Railway  Belt,  specified 
in  this  section  is  permissible  under  license  from  the  Provincial  Commissioner 
of  Fisheries. 

2.  Net  fishing  in  such  waters  shall  be  confined  to  the  use  of  gill-nets  and 
drag-seines. 

3.  In  the  fresh  water  lakes  of  the  Fort  George,  Omineca,  and  Cariboo 
districts,  in  Atlin,  Teslin,  Gladys,  Bennett,  Tagish,  Surprise  and  Tutshi  Lakes 
in  the  Atlin  district,  and  in  Bonaparte  Lake  in  the  Lillooet  district,  gill-nets 
may  be  authorized  for  the  capture  of  whitefish,  char  and  lake  trout  and  fish 
of  all  other  species  except  salmon  and  sturgeon;  provided  that  in  any  of  the 
said  lakes  that  are  less  than  four  miles  in  length,  no  nets  shall  be  used;  and 
provided  further  that  gill-nets  may  be  used  in  Babine,  Fraser  and  Francois 
Lakes  and  the  Nechaco  River,  and  that  portion  of  the  Fraser  River  between 
Prince  George  and  the  head  of  navigation  for  the  capture  of  sturgeon  and  that 
gill-nets  and  drag-seines  may  be  used  for  the  capture  of  little  redfish,  or  so- 
called  kokanee,  in  Okanagan,  Arrow,  Kootenay  and  Christina  Lakes. 

4.  A  gill-net  license  for  the  capture  of  fish  other  than  sturgeon  shall 
authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  yards  in  length  of  gill-net. 
The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  three  inches,  extension  measure 
when  in  use  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

5.  A  gill-net  license  for  the  capture  of  sturgeon  shall  authorize  the  use 
of  not  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  fathoms  in  length  of  gill-net.  The 
mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  twelve  inches,  extension  measure,  when 
in  use,  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents.

8.  The  use  of  gill-nets  or  drag-nets  in  any  lake  in  the  Fort  George,  Omineca, 
Atlin  and  Cariboo  districts  is  prohibited  during  the  months  of  March  and 
April,  and  from  the  first  day  of  July  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  both  days 
inclusive,  in  each  year. 

9.  The  use  of  gill-nets  or  drag-seines  in  Okanagan,  Arrow  or  Kootenay 
Lake  is  prohibited  from  the  first  day  of  January  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  August, 
both  days  inclusive,  in  each  year. 

10.  The  weekly  close  time  for  gill-net  or  drag-seine  fishing  shall  be  from 
Sunday  at  six  o'clock  a.m.  to  Monday  noon,  during  which  time  no  nets  shall  be 
left  or  placed  in  any  of  the  waters  specified  in  this  section.

RULES  FOR  THE  POSSESSION  AND  SALE  OF  TROUT  ARTIFICIALLY 
PROPAGATED  AND  MAINTAINED 

1.  (a)  Any  one  engaging  in  propagating  and  maintaining  trout  may,  upon 
receiving  a  permit  from  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  dispose  of 
such  trout  for  use  as  food  or  for  stocking  purposes,  at  any  season  of  the  year, 
provided  that  each  trout  disposed  of  for  other  than  stocking  purposes,  has 
securely  attached  to  it  a  metal  tag  inscribed  with  the  number  of  his  Permit  and 
the  name  or  abbreviation  for  the  name  of  the  Province  in  which  the  trout  has 
been  propagated  and  maintained. 

(6)  No  tag  shall  be  used  more  than  once. 

(c)  Live  trout  disposed  of  for  stocking  purposes  need  not  be  marked. 

2.  Any  person  may  buy,  sell  or  possess  for  use  as  food  at  any  season  of  the 
year,  trout  that  have  been  artificially  propagated  and  maintained  and  that  were 
disposed  of  under  the  authority  of  the  aforesaid  Permit,  provided  that  each 
trout  has  firmly  attached  to  it  the  tag  described  in  subsection  (a)  of  section  1 
hereof.  Such  tag  shall  be  removed  and  destroyed  by  or  at  the  instance  of  the 
last  purchaser  of  the  trout. 

3.  Every  person  who  receives  a  Permit  as  aforesaid  shall  make  a  written 
report  to  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  during  the  month  of  January 
of  each  year,  which  shall  show, — 

(a)  The  number  of  trout  of  each  species  of  different  ages  that  were  in  the 
ponds  or  other  reserves  of  the  Permittee  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year. 

(6)  The  number  of  eggs  of  each  species  (1)  obtained  during  the  previous 
year  from  fish  in  the  ponds  or  other  reserves  of  the  Permittee,  (2)  from  fish  out- 
side such  ponds  or  other  reserves,  (3)  the  number  of  fry  of  each  species  hatched 
by  the  Permittee,  (4)  the  number  of  each  species  with  the  ages  thereof  obtained 
by  the  Permittee  for  stocking  purposes  from  outside  his  ponds  or  other  reserves, 
(5)  the  number  of  eggs  of  each  species  sold. 

(c)  The  number  of  trout  of  each  species  disposed  of  under  tag  for  food 
purposes. 

4.  Any  violation  of  these  rules  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  provided 

by  the  Fisheries  Act.

In  New  Brunswick,  except  the  islands  in  the  Grand  Manan  Group  in 
the  Province  of  New  Brunswick:  September  15  to  December  31,  both 
dates  inclusive. 
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In  the  islands  in  the  Grand  Manan  Group,  in  the  Province  of  New 
"Brunswick:  October  15  to  January  31,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  Quebec:  September  1  to  December  15,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  Ontario:  September  1  to  December  15,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  the  Northwest  Territories  and  Yukon  Territory:  September  1  to 
December  14,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Ducks,  Geese,  Brant,  Coots 

In  British  Columbia  (Eastern  District) :  September  15  to  December

In  Ontario:  September  1  to  December  15,  both  dates  inclusive,  except 
that  on  Woodcock  the  open  season  shall  be  from  September  15  to  Novem- 
ber 30,  both  dates  inclusive. 
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In  Saskatchewan:  September  15  to  December  31,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  Alberta:  September  15  to  December  14,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  British  Columbia  (Western  District):  October  15  to  January  31, 
both  dates  inclusive. 

In  British  Columbia  (Eastern  District) :  September  15  to  December 
31,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  the  Northwest  Territories  and  Yukon  Territory:  September  1  to 
December  14,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Shore  Birds  or  Waders,  including  only  the  following:  Wilson's  or  Jack-snipe 

In  Manitoba:  September  15  to  November  30,  both  dates  inclusive. 
A  general  proviso  respecting  Indians  and  Eskimos 

Provided,  however,  that  Indians  and  Eskimos  may  take  Scoters  or 
"  Siwash  Ducks  "  for  food  at  any  time  of  the  year,  but  Scoters  so  taken 
shall  not  be  sold. 

Definition  of  districts  in  B.C. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  or  any  other  Regulations,  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia  shall  be  divided  into  two  districts,  to  be  known  as  the  Western  and 
Eastern  Districts. 

Western  District  shall  mean  and  include  all  that  portion  of  the  Province 
situate  and  lying  to  the  west  of  the  summit  of  the  Cascade  Range  and  south 
of  the  Provincial  Electoral  District  of  Atlin,  and  excluding  that  portion  of  the 
Provincial  Electoral  District  of  Lillooet,  situate  and  lying  to  the  east  of  a  line 
drawn  north  and  south,  astronomic,  of  Alta  Lake  Railway  Station  on  the  Pacific 
Great  Eastern  Railway. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  or  any  of  any  other  Regulations,  the  Province 
of  British  Columbia  shall  be  divided  into  two  districts,  to  be  known  as 
the  Western  and  Eastern  Districts. 

Western  District  shall  mean  and  include  all  that  portion  of  the  Prov- 
ince situate  and  lying  to  the  west  of  the  summit  of  the  Cascade  Range

Eastern  District  shall  mean  and  include  all  of  the  remainder  of  the

Close  Season  for  a  period  of  years  on  certain  migratory  game  birds 

5.  A  close  season  shall  continue  until  the  first  day  of  January,  1929, 
on  the  following  migratory  game  birds;  band-tailed  pigeons,  little  brown, 
sand-hill  and  whooping  cranes,  swrans,  curlew,  greater  and  lesser  yellow- 
legs,  black-bellied  and  golden  plover  and  all  shore  birds  (except  Wilson's 
or  Jack-snipe  and  woodcock). 

3.  Section  (2)  of  P.C.  1017  of  June  26,  1926,  is  rescinded  and  the  following 
substituted  therefor — 

Close  Season  on  Wood  Duck  and  Eider  Duck 

6.  A  close  season  shall  continued  on  Wood  Duck  and  Eider  Duck 
until  the  thirty-first  day  of  January,  1928,  except  that  in  the  Provinces 
of  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick,  Prince  Edward  Island,  Yukon  Territory, 
Northwest  Territories  and  that  part  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  lying 
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north  of  the  Quebec,  Cochrane,  Winnipeg  line  of  the  Canadian  National 
Railway,  Eider  Duck  may  be  taken  in  the  open  season  allowed  under 
these  regulations.

sold  during  the  open  season  hereunder;  and  in  the  Northwest  Territories 
and  Yukon  Territory  no  person  shall  sell,  expose  for  sale,  offer  for  sale, 
buy,  trade  or  traffic  in  any  migratory  game  bird,  except  during  the  open 
season  provided  for  such  birds  hereunder. 

Bag  Limits  for  certain  birds 

5.  Section  (5)  of  P.C.  1017  of  June  26,  1926,  is  amended  by  deleting  the 
words — "Greater  and  Lesser  Yellow-legs:  Fifteen  in  the  aggregate"  where  they 
occur  in  this  section,  and  by  deleting  the  words — "And  in  British  Columbia  in 
any  open  season  in  excess  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  Greater  and  Lesser  Yellow- 
legs  in  the  aggregate"  in  the  fifth  paragraph  of  this  section.

WHEREAS  the  Pacific  has  projected  an  extension  of  its 
so-called  Langdon  North  Branch  from  Acme  in  an  easterly 
direction  through  Drumheller  to  a  junction  with  its  so-called 
Swift  Current  Northwesterly  Branch  a  short  distance 
northwest  of  Empress  and  has  constructed  a  portion  of  the 
same; 

AND  WHEREAS  the  National  has  projected  an  extension 
of  its  so-called  Acadia  Valley  Branch  from  Eyre  to  a  junction 
with  its  Saskatoon-Calgary  Branch  at  or  near  Drumheller, 
and  has  constructed  a  portion  of  the  same; 

AND  WHEREAS  the  Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals 
.  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada  did  approve  the  Pacific's 
route  map  showing  the  general  location  of  its  said  extension 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  an  agreement  signed  on 
behalf  of  the  Pacific  and  the  National,  dated  the  9th  day  of 
May,  1919,  and  subject  among  other  things  to  the  provision 
that  the  portion  of  the  line  extending  down  the  valley  of 
the  Red  Deer  River,  and  hereinafter  more  particularly 
defined,  should  be  constructed  as  a  Joint  Section  for  the 
use  of  the  Pacific  and  the  National,  such  Joint  Section  to 
be  constructed  by  such  of  said  companies  as  might  be 
agreed  between  them,  or  in  default  of  agreement,  as  might 
be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners  for 
Canada,  hereinafter  called  "The  Board"; 

AND  WHEREAS  by  its  Order  Number  28496  dated  the 
8th  day  of  July,  1919,  the  Board  did  among  other  things 
approve  the  location  of  the  Pacific's  said  Langdon  North 
Branch  from  a  point  in  Section  22,  Township  28,  Range  19, 
West  of  the  4th  Meridian,  at  mileage  84.0,  to  a  point  in 
Section  5,  Township  25,  Range  14,  West  of  the  4th  Meridian, 
at  mileage  122.74,  as  shown  on  the  plan  and  profile  and 
described  in  the  book  of  reference  referred  to  in  the  said 
Order,  subject  to  and  upon  the  condition  that  the  con- 
struction and  operation  of  the  Joint  Section  hereinafter 
more  particularly  defined  should  be  subject  to  the  terms  of 
a  Joint  Section  Agreement  to  be  made  between  the  Pacific 
and  the  National,  failing  which  the  terms  were  to  be  settled 
by  a  further  Order  of  the  Board; 

AND  WHEREAS  the  parties  hereto  are  desirous  of  settling 
the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  the  said  Joint  Section 
shall  be  constructed,  maintained  and  operated; 

NOW  THEREFORE,  in  consideration  of  the  premises 
and  of  the  mutual  covenants  and  agreements  herein  con- 
tained the  parties  hereto  do  hereby  mutually  covenant  and 
agree  as  follows: — 
Definitions.  1.  (a)  The  words  "  Joint  Section"  wherever  they  occur  in 
this  Agreement  shall  mean  and  include  the  line  of  railway 
which  the  Pacific  proposes  to  construct,  extending  from  the 
junction  with  the  railway  of  the  National  at  a  point  near 
Rosedale  in  the  Southwest  quarter  of  Section  28,  Township 
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28,  Range  19,  West  of  the  Fourth  Meridian,  thence  south- 
easterly crossing  the  Red  Deer  River  following  the  north- 
easterly bank  thereof  to  the  junction  between  the  Pacific's 
paid  branch  and  the  so-called  Acadia  Valley  Branch  of  the 
National  in  the  vicinity  of  Bull  Pound  Creek  in  or  near  the 
Northeast  quarter  of  Section  5,  Township  25,  Range  14, 
West  of  the  Fourth  Meridian,  and  the  right  of  way,  and  all 
bridges,  tracks,  side-tracks,  switches,  station  and  other 
buildings,  erections,  structures  and  appurtenances  of  what- 
ever nature  thereunto  belonging  or  appertaining,  and  all 
such  additional  lands,  railway  facilities  and  appurtenances 
as  may  pursuant  to  paragraphs  7  and  8  hereof,  or  by  mutual 
agreement  between  the  parties  hereto  be  acquired,  set  apart, 
provided  or  constructed  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
parties  hereto  upon  and  under  the  terms  of  this  Agreement. 

A  plan  shall  be  prepared  and  agreed  to  by  the  parties 
showing  the  point  of  connection  between  the  said  railway 
of  the  National  and  the  Joint  Section  at  or  near  Rosedale 
and  the  area  comprising  the  Joint  Section  near  said  point, 
which  area  shall  not  include  the  tracks  to  the  Rosedale 
Mine. 

(b)  The  word  "Board"  wherever  it  occurs  in  this  Agree- 
ment shall  mean  the  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners  for 
Canada. 

(c)  The  word  "National,"  wherever  it  occurs  in  this 
Agreement,  shall  be  taken  to  include  any  Railway  Company 
or  line  now  or  which  may  be  hereafter  operated  as  part  of 
the  System  known  as  "Canadian  National  Railways." 

2.  The  Pacific  shall  acquire  the  necessary  lands  and  ^ 
construct  the  said  line  of  railway,  and  shall  fully  complete  °°ns  mc ' 
the  same  with  the  necessary  stations,  sidings  and  all  tele- 
graph and  other  facilities  and  appurtenances  of  whatsoever 
nature  in  accordance  with  its  usual  branch  line  standards 

and  as  shown  upon  the  location  plan  and  profile  and  de- 
scribed in  the  book  of  reference  approved  by  the  Board 
under  its  said  Order  Number  28496  and  Order  Number 
30492,  or  as  the  same  may  hereafter  be  changed  with  the 
approval  of  the  Board,  as  provided  by  the  Railway  Act, 
1919. 

3.  The  Pacific  shall  erect  and  maintain  as  part  of  the  Jne^egraph 
Joint  Section  a  line  of  poles  for  telegraph  and  telephone  telephone 
wires  for  both  operating  and  commercial  purposes.    Each  lines- 
Company  shall  at  its  own  expense  provide  and  attach  to 

such  poles  its  own  cross  arms  and  pins,  and  string,  operate 
and  maintain  thereon  its  own  telegraph  and  telephone  lines, 
except  that  the  lines  required  in  connection  with  the  oper- 
ation of  the  Joint  Section  shall  be  strung  and  maintained 
by  the  Pacific  as  part  of  the  Joint  Section. 

The  National  shall  give  to  the  Superintendent  of  Tele- 
graphs of  the  Pacific  having  jurisdiction  over  that  portion 
of  its  line  reasonable  notice  of  its  desire  to  do  any  work  on 
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the  poles  of  the  Joint  Section  in  connection  with  the  con- 
struction, maintenance  or  operation  of  the  telegraph  and 
telephone  lines  of  the  National,  and  all  such  work  shall  be 
subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  said  Superintendent  of  the 
Pacific. 

4.  The  Pacific  will  construct  and  during  the  continuance 
of  this  Agreement  maintain  the  connections  of  the  National's 
tracks  with  the  Joint  Section  tracks  at  the  points  of  junction 
referred  to  in  Paragraph  1  hereof  (the  exact  location  of 
such  connections  to  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties  hereto) ; 
such  connections  shall  be  protected  by  such  interlocking 
and  other  protective  appliances,  including  interlocking 
connections  within  the  interlocking  zones  on  the  connecting 
lines  of  the  parties  hereto,  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
agreed  upon  between  the  parties  hereto,  or  ordered  by  the 
Board  or  other  competent  authority,  all  of  which  shall  be 
constructed,  maintained  and  operated  by  the  Pacific  as 
part  of  the  Joint  Section. 

5.  Upon  completion  of  the  Joint  Section  the  parties  hereto 
shall  be  joint  owners  thereof  and  shall  have  joint  and  equal 
rights  in  all  respects  to  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  the  same 
and  every  part  thereof  for  railway  purposes,  upon  and 
subject  to  the  terms,  provisions  and  conditions  of  this 
Agreement. 

6.  The  Pacific  shall,  subject  as  hereinafter  provided, 
have  charge,  supervision  and  control  of  the  Joint  Section, 
and  the  maintenance  and  operation  thereof,  and  shall  main- 
tain and  at  all  times  keep  the  Joint  Section  in  good  condition 
and  repair  and  suitable  for  the  business  of  both  parties 
hereto,  and  shall  do  all  acts  and  things  necessary  and 
proper  for  the  operation  thereof,  and  shall  comply  with  all 
the  regulations  prescribed  by  law  or  by  any  duly  qualified 
public  authority  with  respect  thereto  for  the  safety  of  the 
public  or  otherwise. 

7.  The  Pacific  shall  from  time  to  time  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  this  Agreement  acquire  and  set  apart  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  the  parties  hereto  upon  and  under  the 
terms  of  this  Agreement  such  additional  lands  as  in  the 
opinion  of  the  parties  hereto  may  be  required  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  traffic  and  business  of  the  parties 
hereto  intended  to  be  carried  on  and  done  hereunder  on  the 
Joint  Section,  and  the  cost  or  determined  value  of  such 
additional  lands,  including  all  expenses  of  and  incidental 
to  the  acquisition  and  setting  apart  thereof  shall  from  the 
date  of  such  acquisition  and  setting  apart  be  added  to 
Capital  Account,  and  shall  be  borne  in  equal  shares  by  the 
parties  hereto;  provided  that  should  at  any  time  there  be 
any  dispute  or  difference  of  opinion  between  the  parties 
hereto  as  to  the  necessity  or  expediency  of  acquiring  any 
such  additional  lands,  such  dispute  or  difference  shall  be 
referred  for  settlement  as  provided  in  Paragraph  44  hereof. 
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8.  The  Pacific  shall  from  time  to  time  during  the  con-  Additional 
tinuance  of  this  Agreement  provide  or  construct  upon  any  acl  lties' 
land  which  shall  at  such  time  or  times  be  comprised  in  the 

Joint  Section,  such  additional  railway  facilities  and  appur- 
tenances, including  new  station  and  other  buildings,  as  in 
the  opinion  of  the  parties  hereto  may  be  required  for  the 
operation  and  handling  of  the  traffic  and  business  of  the 
parties  hereto,  and  shall  re-arrange,  rebuild,  alter  or  make 
such  permanent  improvements,  additions  or  extensions  to 
or  substitutions  for  any  railway  facilities  or  appurtenances 
including  buildings  now  or  any  time  hereafter  comprised  in 
Joint  Section,  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  parties  hereto  may 
be  required,  and  shall  provide,  make  and  construct  such 
works  and  things  in  connection  with  the  Joint  Section  or 
any  portion  thereof  as  have  been  or  may  from  time  to  time 
be  ordered  or  required  by  the  Board,  or  any  other  properly 
qualified  authority,  and  the  cost  of  any  and  all  such 
additional  railway  facilities  and  appurtenances,  permanent 
improvements,  buildings  and  rebuildings,  alterations  (not  in 
the  nature  of  repairs),  extensions,  additions,  substitutions, 
works  and  things,  shall  be  added  to  Capital  Account  and 
shall  be  borne  in  equal  shares  by  the  parties  hereto;  pro- 
vided that,  should  at  any  time  there  be  any  dispute  or 
difference  of  opinion  between  the  parties  hereto  as  to  the 
necessity  or  expediency  of  any  work  which  either  party 
may  at  any  time  hereafter  desire  to  have  done  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Paragraph  for  any  of  the  purposes  herein 
referred  to,  such  dispute  or  difference  shall  be  referred  for 
settlement  as  provided  by  Paragraph  44  hereof. 

9.  (a)  Each  party  shall  have  the  right  to  construct,  industrial 
maintain  and  operate  industrial  and  other  sidings  connect-  8ldmgs- 
ing  with  the  Joint  Section. 

(b)  If  both  parties  agree  in  desiring  the  construction  of 
such  siding  or  sidings,  the  same  shall  be  constructed  by  the 
Pacific  and  the  cost  of  construction  thereof  insofar  as  the 
same  shall  be  borne  by  the  parties  hereto  shall  be  added 
to  the  Capital  Account  referred  to  in  Paragraph  36  hereof, 
and  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  operation,  insofar  as  the 
same  shall  be  borne  by  the  parties  hereto,  shall  be  included 
in  the  Maintenance  and  Operation  account  referred  to  in 
Paragraph  37  hereof,  and  shall  in  each  case,  as  between  the 
parties  hereto,  be  borne  accordingly,  and  all  rental  and 
compensation  in  connection  with  the  use  thereof  shall  be 
charged  and  credited  as  hereinafter  provided. 

(c)  If  the  National  shall  construct  such  a  siding  without 
such  agreement  on  the  part  of  the  Pacific,  the  cost  of  con- 
struction, maintenance  and  operation  shall  as  between  the 
parties  hereto  be  borne  solety  by  the  National,  and  the 
Pacific  shall  not  have  the  right  to  use  and  shall  not  use  such 
siding,  but  it  may,  at  any  later  date,  elect  to  use  the  same. 
Upon  such  election  one-half  of  the  cost  of  such  siding  to 
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Pacific  to 
make 

regulations.

the  National  shall  be  paid  to  it  by  the  Pacific,  and  such 
siding  shall  thereupon  become  in  all  respects  part  of  the 
Joint  Section,  and  all  expense  in  connection  therewith 
and  all  rental  or  compensation  for  the  use  thereof  shall  be 
charged  and  credited  as  hereinafter  provided. 

(d)  If  the  Pacific  shall  construct  such  a  siding  without 
such  agreement  on  the  part  of  the  National,  the  cost  of 
construction,  maintenance  and  operation  shall  as  between 
the  parties  hereto  be  borne  solely  by  the  Pacific,  and  the 
National  shall  not  have  the  right  to  use  and  shall  not 
use  such  siding,  but  it  may,  at  any  later  date,  elect  to  use 
the  same.  Upon  such  election  one-half  of  the  cost  of  such 
siding  to  the  Pacific  shall  be  paid  to  it  by  the  National,  and 
such  siding  shall  thereupon  become  in  all  respects  part  of 
the  Joint  Section  and  all  expense  in  connection  therewith 
and  all  rental  or  compensation  for  the  use  thereof  shall  be 
charged  and  credited  as  hereinafter  provided. 

(e)  No  lease  or  agreement  of  either  Company  covering 
the  use  of  any  industrial  siding  that  may  be  used  by  both 
parties  hereunder  shall  contain  any  provision  requiring  the 
routing  of  the  traffic  of  the  industry  served  by  such  siding 
over  the  line  of  one  or  other  of  the  parties  hereto,  or  giving 
any  preference  to  either  one  of  such  parties  in  respect  of 
such  traffic,  and  in  the  event  of  any  such  siding  which  shall 
have  been  constructed  originally  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
one  party  hereto  becoming  a  joint  siding  under  the  pro- 
visions hereof  the  agreement  with  the  industry,  if  any, 
covering  such  siding  shall  be  revised  so  as  to  give  each  of 
the  parties  hereto  equal  rights  therein;  provided  that 
neither  party  shall  have  the  right  hereunder  to  construct 
any  industrial  siding  which  creates  a  hazardous  and  unsafe 
operating  condition,  and  if  a  dispute  shall  arise  as  to  whether 
such  a  condition  would  be  created  by  the  construction  of 
any  such  siding  such  dispute  shall  be  referred  for  settlement 
as  provided  by  Paragraph  44  hereof. 

10.  (a)  The  Pacific  shall  from  time  to  time  make  such 
reasonable  rules  and  regulations  for  the  operation  of  the 
Joint  Section  as  are  customary  among  railroads. 

(b)  All  rules,  regulations  and  train  schedules  shall  be 
equally  just,  fair  and  non-discriminatory  as  between  the 
parties  hereto,  and  each  party  shall  have  in  every  respect 
the  same  rights  and  privileges  in  the  transaction  of  its 
business. 

(c)  All  conductors,  enginemen,  trainmen  and  other 
employees  of  the  National  connected  with  its  trains,  engines 
and  cars,  shall,  while  in  or  upon  the  Joint  Section,  be  sub- 
ject to  the  rules,  regulations  and  orders  hereinbefore  referred 
to,  and  all  trains,  engines  and  cars  shall  move  over  and 
through  the  Joint  Section  under  and  in  accordance  with  the 
orders  of  the  Superintendent,  despatchers  and  other  officers 
of  the  Pacific  having  authority  in  that  behalf  in  matters 
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relating  to  the  movement  of  trains,  or  in  any  way  affecting 
the  safe  and  proper  working  of  the  Joint  Section.  The 
trains  of  the  National  shall  in  every  respect  be  given  by 
the  officers,  agents  and  employees  in  charge  or  control  of 
or  engaged  in  or  upon  the  Joint  Section,  equality  of  right 
and  privilege  with  the  trains  of  a  similar  class  of  the  Pacific. 

(d)  Save  as  herein  otherwise  provided  the  Pacific  shall  Pacific  to 
employ  all  persons  necessary  for  the  operation  of  the  Joint  emp  oy* 
Section.   The  National  shall  have  the  right  to  be  consulted 

in  reference  to  the  number  of  persons  employed  under  this 
clause,  and  their  rates  of  remuneration.  The  Pacific  shall 
require  all  such  employees  to  be  neutral  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties  as  between  the  parties  hereto,  and  to  do  Neutrality, 
the  business  of  the  National  without  discrimination.  Such 
employees  shall  not  solicit  business  or  recommend  the 
routing  of  passengers  or  freight  for  either  party,  but  shall 
in  all  respects  act  with  entire  impartiality  between  the 
parties  hereto.  Upon  request  in  writing  of  the  National  for 
good  cause  shown  the  Pacific  will  remove  from  employment 
in  and  about  the  Joint  Section  any  such  employee  who  may 
be  unsatisfactory  to  the  National. 

(e)  All  freight  and  passenger  traffic  originating  on  the  £a^ionof 
Joint  Section  and  destined  to  points  served  exclusively  by 

the  National,  shall  be  transported  by  that  Company  from 
the  point  of  shipment,  and  similarly,  all  such  traffic  destined 
to  points  served  exclusively  by  the  Pacific  shall  be  trans- 
ported by  that  Company  from  the  point  of  shipment.  The 
routing  of  traffic  for  competitive  points  shall  be  left  entirely 
to  the  judgment  of  the  shipper  or  consignee. 

(f)  Traffic,  passenger  and  freight,  between  points  on  the  Local  traffic. 
Joint  Section  may  be  handled  by  either  party,  but  neither 

party  shall  honour  tickets,  bills  of  lading  or  way-bills  of 
the  other's  issue. 

(g)  In  case  at  any  time  the  National  is  not  satisfied  with  l°f*tgeneT*[ 
the  manner  in  which  the  Pacific  is  conducting  or  super- 
vising the  operation  of  the  Joint  Section  it  may,  by  notice 

in  writing  to  the  Pacific,  require  that  within  sixty  days 
from  the  service  of  such  notice  a  joint  general  agent  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  parties  hereto.  Such  joint  general  agent 
shall  have  supervision  and  control  of  the  operation  of  the 
stations  on  the  Joint  Section,  including  the  distribution  of 
cars  for  all  sidings  tributary  thereto,  and  all  station  em- 
ployees shall,  subject  to  the  other  terms  and  provisions  of 
this  Agreement,  be  under  his  control.  In  the  event  of  any 
dispute  between  such  joint  general  agent  and  any  of  the 
other  officers  having  jurisdiction  over  the  Joint  Section, 
such  matter  shall  in  the  first  place  be  referred  for  adjustment 
to  the  General  Superintendents  of  the  parties  hereto  whose 
districts  shall  include  the  Joint  Section.  In  the  event  of 
such  General  Superintendents  being  unable  to  adjust  such 
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dispute  it  may  be  referred  for  settlement  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  disputes  arising  under  this  Agreement. 
Such  joint  general  agent  shall  be  subject  to  dismissal  upon 
one  month's  notice  signed  by  both  the  said  parties.  A 
successor  of  such  joint  general  agent  may  be  appointed 
and  dismissed  in  similar  manner.  In  the  event  of  the 
parties  not  being  able  to  agree  upon  a  suitable  person  for 
the  position  of  joint  general  agent  either  party  may,  upon 
two  weeks'  notice  in  writing  to  the  other  party,  apply  to 
the  Board  to  name  a  suitable  person  for  such  position.  In 
case  the  parties  hereto  are  not  agreed  as  to  the  advisability 
of  dismissing  such  joint  general  agent  or  in  case  they 
cannot  agree  as  to  the  propriety  of  any  act  or  decision  of 
such  joint  general  agent  as  to  which  either  of  the  said 
parties  may  take  exception,  then  the  question  as  to  whether 
he  should  be  dismissed  or  whether  such  act  or  decision  is 
correct  shall  be  decided  by  the  Board.  The  salary  of  such 
joint  general  agent  shall  be  paid  by  the  Pacific  as  part  of 
the  expense  of  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  Joint 
Section. 

11.  Schedules  showing  the  times  for  the  arrival  and 
departure  of  trains  over  and  upon  the  tracks  in  the  Joint 
Section  shall  be  made  from  time  to  time  by  joint  action  of 
the  proper  officers  of  the  parties  hereto.  In  the  event  of 
any  dispute  or  inability  on  the  part  of  such  officers  to  arrange 
and  agree  upon  said  schedule,  or  as  to  the  speed  of  any 
trains  in  their  movement  in  or  through  the  Joint  Section, 
any  question  so  arising  shall,  if  an  arrangement  cannot  be 
reached,  be  referred  for  settlement  as  provided  by  Para- 
graph 44  hereof. 

12.  Arrangements  may  be  made  from  time  to  time  for 
the  employment  of  the  road  engines  of  either  party  hereto 
for  the  purpose  of  performing  local  switching  at  any  station 
on  the  Joint  Section  for  the  benefit  of  both  parties,  and  for 
determining  the  basis  upon  which  such  switching  shall  be 
performed,  and  the  method  by  which  the  expense  thereof 
and  the  revenue,  if  any,  therefrom  shall  be  apportioned 
between  the  parties  hereto. 

13.  Each  of  the  parties  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  provide 
and  supply  the  passenger  tickets,  baggage  checks  and  other 
forms  and  stationery  required  for  its  own  business,  and 
shall  at  its  own  expense  do  its  own  advertising,  including 
the  advertising  of  its  train  service  in  the  various  munici- 
palities on  the  Joint  Section.  Each  of  the  parties  shall  have 
equal  facilities  and  space  in  the  joint  passenger  stations  for 
advertising  its  train  service  and  other  notices. 

14.  (a)  Should  the  Pacific  fail  to  repair  any  defect  within 
a  reasonable  time  after  the  National  shall  have  notified  the 
Pacific  specifying  the  defect  and  requesting  that  it  be 
repaired,  the  National  shall  have  the  right,  if  it  so  desires, 
to  make  the  necessary  repairs  forthwith,  and  the  Pacific 
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shall  pay  to  the  National  the  cost  thereof,  but  shall  include 
the  amount  thereof  in  operating  expenses  and  apportion  the 
same  as  provided  in  Paragraph  39  of  this  Agreement. 

(b)  The  National  shall  at  all  times  require  its  officers  and  Notice  of* 
employees  to  give  prompt  notice  to  the  Pacific  of  any  defect 
in  the  Joint  Section  which  may  come  to  the  notice  of  any 
such  officers  or  employees,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  National 
be  liable  in  damages  to  the  Pacific,  or  to  any  person  using 
the  Joint  Section  for  the  failure  of  such  officers  or  employees 
to  give  such  notice. 

15.  In  the  event  of  any  engine,  train  or  car  of  the  National  Wrecks, 
being  wrecked  while  upon  any  of  the  tracks  included  in  the 
Joint  Section,  the  wreck  shall  be  picked  up  at  once  and 
removed  by  the  Pacific,  and  the  National,  except  as  herein 
otherwise  provided,  shall  pay  to  the  Pacific  the  whole  cost 

and  expense  of  and  incidental  to  such  service. 

16.  The  express  business  of  the  parties  hereto  and  of  any  Express 
Express  Company  whose  traffic  may  be  carried  on  the  trains  bus,ness- 
of  either  of  them,  shall  be  handled  by  the  employees  of  the 
party  upon  whose  trains  such  traffic  is  carried,  or  of  the 
Express  Company  forwarding  such  traffic,  and  suitable 
space  shall  from  time  to  time  be  provided  therefor  at  or  in 

the  vicinity  of  the  various  stations  on  the  Joint  Section, 
the  location  and  character  of  such  space  to  be  equal  in 
convenience  and  importance  and  relative  in  area  as  between 
the  parties  hereto,  due  regard  being  had  to  the  volume  of 
express  traffic  handled  at  the  various  stations  on  the  Joint 
Section  to  and  from  the  trains  of  each  party.  In  the  event 
of  express  business  being  handled  at  any  station  by  joint 
employees,  the  party  upon  whose  trains  such  express  traffic 
is  carried  shall  as  between  the  parties  hereto  be  responsible 
for  the  payment  of  such  employees  for  such  services  in 
respect  of  the  express  traffic  so  carried  on  its  trains,  and 
shall  make  its  own  arrangements  with  the  Express  Com- 
pany forwarding  such  traffic  in  regard  to  such  payment. 

17.  All  employees  or  agents  collecting  or  receiving  money,  Custody  of 
and  so  far  as  the  custody  of  any  moneys  or  revenues  or  money' 
effects  is  concerned,  shall  be  deemed  the  sole  and  separate 
employees  of  the  party  for  which  they  handle  and  receive 

the  same  and  shall  report  and  remit  directly  to  such  party 
which  may  bond  them  or  require  them  to  furnish  bonds. 
Neither  party  hereto  shall  be  liable  to  the  other  party  on 
account  of  the  handling  of  money,  revenue  or  effects  by 
any  such  employee,  or  on  account  of  the  embezzlement, 
theft  or  loss  of  such  money,  revenue  or  effects. 

18.  All  employees  of  the  Pacific  (other  than  enginemen  Joinf

and  trainmen)  engaged  m  maintaining,  repairing  or  oper- 
ating the  Joint  Section,  or  in  despatching,  giving  orders  for 
or  directing  the  movement  of  trains,  cars  or  engines  therein 
or  thereon,  or  in  the  performance  of  any  other  service  for 
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the  common  benefit  of  the  parties  hereto,  and  enginemen 
and  trainmen  of  any  work  train  while  upon  the  Joint 
Section  and  those  engaged  in  switching  service  hereunder, 
shall,  while  engaged  in  such  work,  be  deemed,  for  the 
purposes  of  this  Agreement,  joint  employees  of  the  parties 
hereto,  but  if  any  persons  above  mentioned  or  referred  to 
are  engaged  partly  in  the  maintenance,  repair  or  operation 
of  the  Joint  Section,  and  partly  in  service  not  connected 
therewith,  then  and  in  such  case  they  shall  be  considered 
as  joint  employees  only  when  engaged  in  any  work  for  the 
joint  use  and  benefit  of  the  parties  hereto  in  connection 
with  the  Joint  Section. 
banJSfto0n'  ^*  ^ave  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  each  of  the 
trains —  parties  hereto  shall  as  between  themselves  be  responsible 
Exceptions.  for  anc[  shau  assume  all  loss,  damage  or  injury  to  person 
or  property  which  may  occur  on  its  engines,  cars  or  trains, 
for  all  such  loss,  damage  or  injury  which  may  be  caused  by 
its  engines,  cars  or  trains  (including  damage  by  fire  origin- 
ating therefrom),  whether  or  not  the  condition  or  arrange- 
ment of  the  Joint  Section  or  lands  owned  or  leased  by  either 
of  the  parties  hereto  contributes  in  any  manner  or  to  any 
extent  to  such  loss,  damage  or  injury,  and  for  all  damage 
to  its  engines,  cars  or  trains  while  on  the  Joint  Section, 
except  in  the  case  of  collision,  in  which  event  the  provisions 
of  Paragraph  21  shall  apply,  and  in  the  case  of  injury  to  or 
death  of  joint  employees,  in  which  event  the  provisions  of 
Paragraph  22  shall  apply;  provided,  however,  that  under 
this  paragraph  neither  party  shall  be  liable  to  reimburse  the 
other  for  any  amount  paid  by  way  of  compensation  for 
injury  to  or  death  of  any  sole  employee  of  such  other  part 
save  only  when  such  injury  or  death  is  due  to  the  negligence 
of  a  sole  employee  or  employees  of  such  first  mentioned 
party. 

injuries  to  20.  When  any  loss,  damage  or  injury  of  whatsoever 
joint  section,  nature,  other  than  such  as  is  referred  to  in  the  next  preceding 
paragraph  hereof,  is  occasioned  to  any  person  who  as  a 
passenger  or  otherwise  is  lawfully  upon  the  Joint  Section  by 
reason  either  directly  or  indirectly  of  the  fact  that  the 
Joint  Section  or  any  part  thereof  is  being  used  by  one  of 
the  parties  hereto  for  the  purpose  of  handling  its  traffic,  all 
responsibility  for  such  loss,  damage  or  injury  shall,  as  be- 
tween the  parties  hereto  be  assumed  and  borne  by  such 
party. 

Collisions.  21.  The  National  and  the  Pacific  expressly  covenant  and 
agree  each  with  the  other  that  in  case  of  a  collision  between 
their  respective  engines,  cars  or  trains  in  or  upon  the  Joint 
Section,  the  party  whose  sole  employee  or  employees  is  or 
are  alone  at  fault,  or  whose  sole  employee  or  employees 
together  with  a  joint  employee  or  employees  is  or  are  alone 
at  fault,  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  and  shall  settle  and 
pay  all  claims  arising  by  reason  thereof,  and  all  loss  and 
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damage  caused  thereby,  and  shall  indemnify  and  save  the 
other  party  harmless  therefrom;  and  in  case  any  such 
collision  is  caused  by  the  fault  of  sole  employees  of  both  of 
said  parties  or  solely  by  the  fault  of  any  joint  employee  or 
employees  of  the  said  parties,  or  in  case  the  cause  of  collision 
is  so  concealed  that  it  cannot  be  determined  whose  em- 
ployee or  employees  were  at  fault,  each  of  said  parties  shall 
Ijcar  and  pay  all  loss,  damage  and  injury  which  its  own 
property,  or  property  in  its  custody,  or  its  passengers  or  its 
employees  or  others  claiming  through  them  may  have 
suffered  by  reason  or  in  consequence  thereof,  and  a  share  of 
all  damage  to  property  jointly  used  hereunder  apportioned 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  39  hereof. 

22.  All  claims  or  suits  or  liabilities  arising  under  any  injuries  t» 
statute  for  the  protection  or  compensation  of  workmen  Employees, 
growing  out  of  injury  to  or  death  of  any  joint  employee, 

and  all  claims  or  suits  or  liabilities  arising  out  of  loss  of  or 
damage  to  property  of  any  joint  employee  in  or  on  the 
Joint  Section  shall  be  settled  and  paid  in  the  first  instance 
by  the  Pacific.  If  such  injury,  death  or  loss  is  caused  by 
the  negligence  of  a  sole  employee  or  employees  of  the 
Pacific  either  alone  or  in  conjunction  with  that  of  a  joint 
employee  or  employees,  no  claim  shall  be  made  therefor 
against  the  National.  If  such  injury,  death  or  loss  is 
caused  by  the  negligence  of  a  sole  employee  or  employees 
of  the  National  either  alone  or  in  conjunction  with  that  of  a 
joint  employee  or  employees,  the  Pacific  shall  forthwith 
render  account  to  the  National  for  the  full  amount  paid  in 
settlement  of  such  claim,  suit  or  liability,  and  the  National 
shall  pay  to  the  Pacific  the  amount  of  such  account  within 
thirty  (30)  days  after  the  receipt  thereof.  If  such  injury, 
death  or  loss  is  caused  accidentally  or  by  the  joint  negligence 
of  the  sole  employees  of  both  parties  hereto,  or  by  the  sole 
negligence  of  joint  employees,  or  in  case  the  cause  of  the 
injury,  death  or  loss  cannot  be  determined,  the  Pacific  shall 
include  the  amount  paid  in  settlement  of  such  suits  or 
claims  in  the  operating  expense  and  the  same  shall  be 
apportioned  and  borne  by  the  parties  hereto  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  39  hereof. 

23.  In  any  case  where  loss,  damage  or  injury  has  resulted  other 
to  any  person  or  property,  and  such  loss,  damage  or  injury  claims 
does  not  fall  within  the  provisions  of  Paragraphs  19,  20,  21 

or  22  hereof,  or  responsibility  therefor  cannot  be  satisfactor- 
ily determined,  then  and  in  all  and  each  of  such  cases  the 
damages  and  costs  or  either  and  all  loss  thereby  caused 
shall  be  charged  to  operating  expenses  and  apportioned  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  39  hereof. 

24.  Each  party  hereto  covenants  and  agrees  that  it  will  indemnity, 
forever  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  other  party,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  from  and  against  all  claims,  liabilities 

or  judgments  by  reason  or  on  account  of  any  injury  to  or 
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death  of  any  person  or  of  any  loss  or  damage  to  property, 
the  liability  for  which  is  herein  assumed  by  such  first  men- 
tioned party  and  such  first  mentioned  party  agrees  to  pay, 
satisfy  and  discharge  any  judgment  that  may  be  obtained 
by  reason  thereof,  and  all  costs,  charges  and  expenses  pay- 
able thereunder. 

25.  In  case  a  suit  or  suits  or  proceedings  shall  be  com- 
menced by  any  person  or  corporation  against  either  party 
hereto,  for  or  on  account  of  any  loss,  damage  or  injury  for 
which  the  other  party  hereto  is  liable  under  the  provision 
of  this  Agreement,  the  party  so  sued  or  proceeded  against 
shall  give  to  the  other  party  reasonable  notice  in  writing  of 
the  pendency  of  such  suit  or  proceeding,  and  thereupon  the 
other  party  shall  assume  the  defence  of  such  suit  or  pro- 
ceeding and  shall  save  and  hold  the  party  so  sued  harmless 
from  all  loss  and  costs  by  reason  thereof.  Neither  party 
hereto  shall  be  bound  by  any  judgment  against  the  other 
party  unless  it  shall  have  had  reasonable  notice  that  it  was 
required  to  defend  and  has  reasonable  opportunity  to  make 
such  defence.  When  such  notice  and  opportunity  have 
been  given  the  party  notified  shall  be  bound  by  the  judg- 
ment as  to  all  matters  that  could  have  been  litigated  in  such 
suit  or  proceeding. 

26.  Neither  party  hereto  shall  under  any  circumstances 
have  any  cause  of  action  against  the  other  for  loss  or 
damage  of  any  kind  caused  by  or  resulting  from  interruption 
or  delay  to  its  business. 

27.  The  parties  shall  settle,  as  between  themselves,  any 
claim  for  loss  or  damage  according  to  the  terms  of  this 
Agreement,  notwithstanding  any  judgment  or  decree  of 
any  court  or  other  tribunal  in  a  proceeding  brought  by 
other  parties. 

28.  In  case  the  parties  cannot  agree  under  which  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Agreement  the  loss,  damage,  injury  or 
expense  hereinbefore  referred  to  shall  be  assumed,  charged 
or  borne,  the  question  as  to  how  the  said  loss,  damage, 
injury  or  expense  was  occasioned  shall  be  referred  for  settle- 
ment in  the  manner  provided  in  Paragraph  44  hereof,  and 
in  all  such  cases  the  award  upon  such  reference  shall  be 
final  in  determining  the  question  in  dispute  and  shall  prevail 
over  any  contrary  finding  of  a  court  or  jury  in  an  action 
instituted  by  any  third  person  or  company  in  which  both 
parties  hereto  are  not  represented  ;  provided,  however, 
that  if  both  parties  are  represented  the  finding  of  such 
court  or  jury  shall  prevail. 

29.  If  and  as  often  as  any  of  the  buildings  or  other 
property  forming  part  of  the  Joint  Section  be  destroyed  in 
whole  or  in  part  by  fire  or  other  casualty,  the  same  shall  be 
rebuilt  or  replaced  without  delay,  either  according  to  its 
former  design  or  such  other  design,  if  any,  as  the  parties 
hereto  may  agree  upon,  and  such  portion  of  the  cost  of  so 
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insure. 


doing  as  is  properly  chargeable  to  maintenance  and  oper- 
ation, less  the  amount  of  the  insurance,  if  any,  which  may 
be  received  in  respect  of  the  damage  or  destruction  thereof, 
shall  be  included  in  the  account  of  Maintenance  and  Oper- 
ation, and  shall  be  apportioned  between  the  parties  hereto 
as  provided  by  Paragraph  39  hereof,  and  the  balance  of 
such  cost  shall  be  included  in  the  Capital  Account,  of  which 
the  National  shall  bear  an  equal  share,  as  provided  by 
Paragraph  36  hereof;  provided,  and  it  is  understood  and  Failure  to 
agreed  that  while  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Pacific  to  insure 
and  keep  insured  in  accordance  with  its  usual  practice 
either  in  its  own  Insurance  Fund  or  with  an  Insurance 
Company  or  Companies  during  the  continuance  of  this 
Agreement  against  loss  by  fire,  all  the  buildings  and  other 
property  forming  part  of  the  Joint  Section,  for  such  amounts 
from  time  to  time  as  will  in  the  opinion  of  its  Insurance 
Commissioner  reasonably  protect  the  same  against  loss, 
no  liability  of  any  kind  shall  rest  upon  the  Pacific  if  such 
intention  to  insure  and  keep  insured  is  not  carried  out, 
whether  by  reason  of  negligence  or  omission  on  the  part  of 
the  Pacific,  its  Insurance  Commissioner,  or  otherwise,  or 
by  reason  of  breach  of  conditions  of  any  policy  or  contract 
of  insurance  which  would  void  the  same  or  give  the  Insur- 
ance Company  a  defence  to  any  action  upon  the  policy  or 
contract. 

30.  Neither  party  shall  be  required  or  be  liable  to  insure  insurance 
any  property  of  the  other  party,  nor  shall  the  operating  J^JJItJf8 
expenses  of  the  Joint  Section  include  any  outlay  on  account 

of  insurance  of  cars,  rolling  stock,  engines  or  other  property 
of  any  kind  of  either  party  or  which  may  be  in  its  charge, 
except  switch  engines  which  may  be  used  in  joint  service. 

31.  In  case  the  parties  hereto  admit  another  Railway  Admission  of 
Company  or  Companies  to  the  use  of  the  Joint  Section  or  railways, 
any  portion  thereof,  the  Pacific  shall  collect  all  moneys  owing 

for  or  on  account  of  or  in  connection  with  such  use  by  any 
other  Railway  Company  and  shall  credit  the  same  in  their 
proper  proportions  to  the  Capital  and  Maintenance  and 
Operation  Accounts  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  the  parties 
hereto  shall  benefit  thereby  accordingly,  but  in  the  event 
of  failure  to  make  collection  in  any  case  the  amount  shall 
be  charged  back  to  the  respective  accounts  to  which  it 
may  have  been  credited. 

32.  Any  lease  to  any  outside  party  of  any  portion  of  the  Leases  to 
Joint  Section,  for  exclusive  occupation  by  such  outside  parties, 
party  shall  be  by  and  in  the  name  of  the  Pacific  as  Lessor 

for  the  benefit  of  the  parties  to  these  presents,  and  the  net 
rentals  and  other  payments  arising  therefrom  shall  be 
credited  in  their  proper  proportions  to  the  Capital  and 
Maintenance  Accounts  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  the 
parties  hereto  shall  benefit  thereby  accordingly,  and  the 
responsibility  for  collecting  such  rentals  shall  be  with  the 
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Pacific,  but  in  the  event  of  failure  to  make  collection  in  any 
case  the  amount  shall  be  charged  back  to  the  respective 
accounts  to  which  it  may  have  been  credited;  provided 
that  no  such  lease  shall  be  made  of  any  portion  of  the  Joint 
Section  which  may  be  required  for  the  use  of  the  parties 
hereto,  or  either  of  them,  under  this  Agreement,  and  that 
before  entering  into  any  such  lease  the  Pacific  shall  obtain 
the  approval  of  the  National  thereto. 
Exclusive  33.  In  the  event  of  either  of  the  parties  hereto  occupying 
b^one^arty.  any  portion  of  the  Joint  Section  for  its  own  exclusive  use, 
otherwise  than  as  specifically  provided  for  in  this  Agree- 
ment, such  party  shall  be  charged  for  such  portion  of  the 
Joint  Section  a  rental  to  be  agreed  upon  between  the 
parties  hereto,  or,  in  default  of  agreement,  to  be  determined 
under  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  44  hereof,  and  such 
rental  shall  be  credited  to  the  Capital  Account  hereinafter 
provided  for,  and  the  parties  hereto  shall  benefit  thereby 
accordingly.

Assignment  35.  Neither  party  shall,  without  the  consent  in  writing  of 
of  nghts.  ^e  other,  assign  or  transfer  any  right  or  interest  under  this 
Agreement,  or  give  or  assume  to  give  to  any  other  company 
or  person  any  right  or  interest  upon  or  in  respect  of  the 
Joint  Section  or  any  part  thereof;  and  any  assignment, 
transfer  or  other  instrument  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
this  Paragraph  shall  be  void  and  of  no  effect ;  provided, 
however,  that  an  amalgamation  with  another  company

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36.  The  Pacific  shall  keep  a  Capital  Account  to  which  Capital 
shall  be  charged  from  time  to  time  all  amounts  expended  by  account- 
it  (less  all  proper  credits)  in  connection  with  the  construction 

of  the  Joint  Section  (including  compensation  for  lands 
taken  or  injuriously  affected  and  the  cost  of  the  telegraph 
pole  line  and  common  wires  required  for  operating  the 
Joint  Section  and  referred  to  in  Paragraph  3  hereof  and  of 
the  track  connections  and  interlocking  appliances  referred 
to  in  Paragraph  4  hereof),  in  acquiring  additional  lands 
and  in  providing,  making  and  constructing  additional  rail- 
way facilities  and  appurtenances,  permanent  improvements, 
buildings  and  rebuildings,  alterations,  extensions,  additions, 
substitutions,  works  and  things  which  may  be  required, 
provided,  made  or  constructed  under  the  provisions  of 
Paragraphs  7,  8  and  9  hereof,  and  generally,  all  such  other 
sums,  if  any,  not  herein  specified,  as  are  properly  chargeable 
to  Capital  as  distinguished  from  Maintenance  Account; 
and  each  and  every  amount  so  expended  shall  bear  interest 
at  the  rate  of  Five  percentum  (5%)  per  annum  from  the 
date  of  its  expenditure  to  the  date  of  payment  by  the 
National  of  its  share,  and  the  National  shall  pay  to  the 
Pacific  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  the  aggregate  of  all 
such  amounts  (including  interest  as  aforesaid)  so  charged 
to  Capital  Account,  which  payments  shall  be  made  monthly 
upon  receipt  of  a  properly  certified  account  showing  the 
amount  payable. 

It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  no  expenses  for  prelim- 
inary work  in  connection  with  the  said  Joint  Section,  such 
as  preliminary  or  trial  line  surveys,  legal  and  other  pro- 
motion expenses  incurred  by  the  Pacific  prior  to  the  date 
hereof  shall  be  included  in  the  amounts  charged  to  Capital 
Account. 

37.  The  Pacific  shall  also  keep  an  account  of  the  expenses  Maintenance 
from  time  to  time  incurred  in  the  maintenance  and  operation  operation 
of  the  Joint  Section,  including  the  telegraph  pole  line  and  the  accounts, 
common  wires  required  for  operating  the  Joint  Section  and 
referred  to  in  Paragraph  3  hereof  and  the  track  connections 

and  interlocking  appliances  referred  to  in  Paragraph  4 
hereof.  Such  expenses  shall  consist  of  and  include  office  and 
management  expenses,  salaries  and  wages  of  officers  and 
employees,  legal  and  other  like  expenses,  supplies,  mainten- 
ance and  repairs  and  upkeep  generally,  including  repairs 
and  upkeep  of  station  and  other  structures,  furniture  and 
equipment,  taxes,  lighting,  heating,  water  supply,  compen- 
sation for  loss,  damage  or  injury  which  is  to  be  borne  jointly 
by  the  parties  hereto  under  Paragraphs  21,  22  and  23  hereof, 
the  cost  of  compliance  by  either  of  the  parties  hereto  with 
any  Order  of  the  Board  or  other  duly  qualified  authority 
respecting  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  Joint 
Section  or  any  portion  thereof,  and  generally  all  such  other 
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expenses,  if  any,  as  are  usually  chargeable  to  maintenance 
and  operation  as  distinct  from  Capital  Account. 
Percentages       38.  It  is  understood  that  in  the  cost  of  carrying  out  any 
supervision,    work  or  the  performance  of  any  service  whether  on  Capital

the  same  month  by  the  engines  and  cars  (both  loaded 
and  empty)  of  both  parties,  an  engine  and  tender  being 
counted  as  two  cars;  provided,  however,  that  the 
amount  payable  by  the  National  each  month  under  the 
provisions  of  this  clause  shall  not  be  less  than  20%  nor 
more  than  80%  of  the  expenses  of  maintenance  and 
operation  for  that  month; 

(c)  The  full  amount  of  all  taxes,  rates  and  assessments 
(if  any)  whether  Governmental,  Municipal  or  other- 
wise charged  against,  payable  upon  or  in  respect  of 
the  Joint  Section  or  any  portion  thereof,  liability  for 
which  shall  or  may  arise  or  be  occasioned  by  reason  or 
as  a  result  of  the  execution  of  this  Agreement,  or  from 
the  joint  ownership,  use  and  enjoyment  by  the  National 
of  the  Joint  Section  or  any  portion  thereof  as  by  this 
Agreement  contemplated. 
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Provided,  and  it  is  hereby  understood  and  agreed,  that 
all  amounts  received  by  either  of  the  parties  hereto  for 
rental  in  respect  of  any  of  the  sidings  used  jointly  under  the 
provisions  of  Paragraph  9  hereof,  and  all  amounts  received 
by  the  Pacific  by  way  of  interest  or  rental  which  under  the 
provisions  of  Paragraphs  31,  32,  33  and  34  hereof  are  to  be 
credited  to  Capital  Account  shall  be  shared  equally  between 
the  parties  hereto;  and  all  amounts  so  received,  which  are 
proper  credits  to  the  Maintenance  and  Operation  Account 
as  distinct  from  Capital  Account,  shall  be  credited  to  the 
said  Maintenance  and  Operation  Account. 

40.  The  Pacific  shall  not  pay  or  be  liable  for  any  mileage  per  diem, 
or  other  compensation  for  or  in  respect  of  any  engine  or  car 
brought  upon  the  Joint  Section  by  the  National  but  the 
National  shall  as  between  the  parties  hereto  pay  and  be 

liable  for  and  hereby  covenants  to  indemnify  the  Pacific 
against  any  claim  or  claims  for  any  such  mileage  or  other 
compensation  for  or  in  respect  of  any  such  engines  or  cars. 

41.  The  Pacific  shall,  as  soon  after  the  first  of  each  Rendering 
month  as  reasonably  possible,  render  to  the  National  a  full  Jg  accounts11* 
and  detailed  statement  showing  the  amounts  payable  by 

that  Company  for  the  preceding  month  by  way  of  or  on 
account  of  insurance  and  expenses  of  maintenance  and 
operation  and  taxes  as  aforesaid,  and  within  thirty  days 
after  the  rendering  of  any  such  statement  the  National 
shall  pay  to  the  Pacific  at  its  office  in  Montreal  the  amount 
shown  by  such  statement  as  payable  by  the  National 
pursuant  to  the  terms  of  this  Agreement. 

42.  Subject  to  the  proviso  hereinafter  contained  the  Inspection 
Pacific  will,  from  time  to  time  and  at  all  times  during  the  of  books- 
continuance  of  this  Agreement,  allow  proper  inspection  by 

the  National  of  all  books,  accounts,  returns  and  vouchers 
for  the  purpose  of  checking  or  verifying  any  account  or 
accounts  rendered  by  the  Pacific  to  the  National  in  pur- 
suance of  this  Agreement,  and  the  National  shall  have  the 
right  from  time  to  time  to  employ  an  auditor  or  auditors  to 
investigate  the  accuracy  of  any  such  account  or  accounts, 
and  the  Pacific  shall  from  time  to  time  afford  all  proper 
facilities  for  such  investigation;  and  neither  the  acceptance 
of  any  such  account  or  accounts  nor  the  payment  thereof 
by  the  National  shall  prejudice  its  rights  to  an  audit  or 
verification;  and  if  upon  any  such  audit  or  verification,  or 
at  any  time,  it  shall  be  found  that  the  National  has  paid  to 
the  Pacific  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  which  it  was  not 
liable  to  pay  under  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement,  it  shall 
be  entitled  to  demand  and  collect  the  same  from  the  Pacific 
and  the  Pacific  will  refund  the  same;  PROVIDED,  HOW- 
EVER, that  such  right  of  inspection  in  respect  of  mainten- 
ance and  operation  charges  shall  be  exercisable  only  within 
one  year  after  the  rendering  of  the  account  or  accounts 
sought  to  be  checked  or  verified,  and  any  account  not  found 
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to  be  incorrect  within  such  period  of  one  year  shall  not 
thereafter  be  subject  to  objection  or  change,  and  further 
that  the  Pacific  shall  not  in  any  account  make  any  charge  in 
respect  of  any  service  performed  or  material  furnished 
hereunder  in  connection  with  maintenance  and  operation 
prior  to  the  period  of  one  year  before  the  rendering  of  such 
account.  The  National  will  furnish  to  the  Pacific  such 
information  respecting  the  cars  of  the  former  handled  over 
the  Joint  Section  as  may  be  necessary  to  apportion  properly 
the  expense  of  the  Joint  Section  and  shall  allow  proper 
inspection  by  the  Pacific  of  the  records  of  the  National  as 
may  be  necessary  to  verify  such  information. 

43.  Each  of  the  parties  hereto  agrees  to  carry  out  and  give 
effect  to  this  Agreement  in  the  most  liberal  and  reasonable 
manner,  and  operate  its  business  so  as  to  afford  facilities 
to  the  other  to  the  fullest  extent  compatible  with  safety  and 
the  convenient  operation  of  the  business  of  both. 

44.  In  case  any  difference  or  dispute  shall  arise  between 
the  parties  hereto  in  respect  of  any  matter  in  this  Agree- 
ment mentioned,  a  settlement  whereof  is  not  otherwise 
herein  provided  for,  it  is  mutually  agreed  by  the  parties 
hereto  that  the  matter  which  may  at  any  time  be  the 
subject  of  controversy  shall  be  promptly  referred  to  and 
determined  by  the  Board,  whose  decision  shall  be  final  and 
binding  upon  the  parties  hereto. 

45.  All  notices  to  be  given  under  this  Agreement  shall  be 
in  writing,  and  may  be  served  either  personally  or  by  mail- 
ing them,  postage  prepaid  and  registered,  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  National  at  Montreal,  Quebec,  and  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Pacific  at  Montreal,  Quebec,  as  the  case  may  be. 

46.  This  Agreement  shall  continue  in  force  for  a  period 
of  twenty-one  years  from  the  date  hereof,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  Pacific  will  join  with  the  National  in  applying 
to  Parliament  for  the  necessary  legislation  confirming  and 
ratifying  this  Agreement  and  making  it  effective  in  per- 
petuity, and  when  so  ratified  and  confirmed,  this  Agreement 
shall  be  and  continue  in  force  in  perpetuity. 

47.  Wherever  in  this  Agreement  it  is  stipulated  that  any- 
thing shall  be  done  or  performed  by  either  of  the  parties, 
it  shall  be  assumed  that  such  party  has  thereby  entered  into 
a  covenant  with  the  other  party  to  do  or  perform  the  same, 
and  that  such  covenant  is  entered  into  not  only  by,  for  and 
on  behalf  of  the  parties  hereto,  but  is  also  entered  into  by, 
for  and  on  behalf  of  their  respective  successors  and  assigns. 
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IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF  this  Agreement  has  been  duly 
executed  by  the  parties  hereto.

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  r.s.,  c.  iso. 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  Paragraphs  (a),  (b)  and  (c)  of  subsection  one  of 
section  forty  of  the  Patent  Act,  chapter  one  hundred  and 
fifty  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1927,  are  repealed 
and  the  following  are  substituted  therefor: — 

"40.  (1)  Every  patent,  except  those  governed  by  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  relating  to  the  granting  of  patents  to 
persons  in  the  public  service,  shall  be  subject  to  the  follow- 
ing conditions: — 

(a)  Every  patentee  shall  satisfy  the  reasonable  require-  Manufacture 
ments  of  the  public  with  reference  to  his  patent  and  to  reqJS^ts! 
that  end  shall  adequately  manufacture  the  patented 

article  or  carry  on  the  patented  process  within  Canada; 

( b )  Any  person  interested  may  present  a  petition  to  the  Petition  to 
Commissioner  alleging  that  the  reasonable  require-  gu^iy! 
ments  of  the  public  with  respect  to  a  patented  invention 

have  not  been  satisfied  or  that  the  patentee  has  failed  to

An  Act  respecting  The  Royal  Military  College  of  Canada, 

[Assented  to  29th  March,  1928.} 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Royal  Military  College  short  title. 
Act. 

2.  (1)  There  shall  be  an  institution  for  the  purpose  of  Estabiish- 
imparting  a  complete  education  in  all  branches  of  military  ment" 
tactics,  fortification,  engineering,  and  general  scientific 
knowledge  in  subjects  connected  with,  and  necessary  to  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  military  profession,  and  for 
qualifying  officers  for  command,  and  for  staff  appointments. 

(2)  Such  institution  shall  be  known  as  "The  Royal  Mili-  Name- 
tary  College  of  Canada/'  and  shall  be  located  in  or  near 
some  one  of  the  garrison  towns  of  Canada,  and  shall  be 
under  the  direction  and  management  of  the  Minister  of 
National  Defence. 

3.  (1)  The  Governor  in  Council  may  make  regulations  Government, 
for  the  government  of  the  College  and  the  administration 

of  its  affairs. 

(2)  Such  regulations  shall  be  published  in  the  Canada  Regulations. 
Gazette  and,  upon  being  so  published,  they  shall  have  the 
same  force  in  law  as  if  they  formed  part  of  this  Act. 

4.  (1)  The  military  and  civil  establishment  of^the  College  staff, 
shall  be  such  as  is  from  time  to  time  authorized  by  the 
Governor  in  Council. 

(2)  All  officers  employed  at  the  College  shall  be  appointed  Officers, 
thereto  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  and  shall  hold  office 
during  pleasure. 

(3)  All  civilians  employed  at  the  College  shall  be  appoint-  civilians, 
ed  in  the  manner  made  and  provided  by  the  Civil  Service 
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Act,  chapter  twenty-two  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada, 
1927,  and  the  regulations  thereunder. 

5.  The  College  shall  be  conducted  under  the  super- 
intendence of  a  Commandant  who  shall  be  a  military  officer 
possessing  special  qualifications  with  regard  to  discipline 
and  the  instruction  required  to  be  given  at  the  College. 

6.  The  pay  and  allowances  and  salaries  of  all  military 
and  civilian  personnel  employed  at  the  College  shall  be 
as  from  time  to  time  authorized  by  the  Governor  in  Council 
and  as  authorized  in  the  manner  made  and  provided  by  the 
Civil  Service  Act,  chapter  twenty-two  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  Canada,  1927,  and  the  regulations  thereunder  respec- 
tively. 

7.  (1)  The  selection  of  cadets  from  each  province  shall 
be  in  order  of  merit  and  the  number  of  cadets  in  attendance 
at  the  College  and  the  conditions  of  entry  shall  be  aa  from 
time  to  time  authorized  by  the  Governor  in  Council. 

(2)  Every  person  who  enters  as  a  cadet  upon  a  course 
of  instruction  at  the  College  shall  sign  a  roll  of  entry  and 
shall  thenceforth  for  the  period  of  his  pupilage  be  subject 
to  military  law. 

8.  The  Minister  of  National  Defence  may  from  time  to 
time  authorize  the  holding  of  special  courses  of  instruction 
at  the  College  for  officers  and  other  ranks  of  His  Majesty's 
Naval,  I^and  and  Air  Forces. 

9.  Every  cadet  shall  be  required  to  furnish  himself  with 
such  books,  apparatus  and  equipment  as  are  not  supplied 
by  the  College,  and  to  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  the  rate 
of  three  hundred  dollars  per  annum  and  such  allowances  as 
are  from  time  to  time  authorized  by  the  Governor  in 
Council  to  meet  the  ordinary  expenses  of  living  and  the 
procuring  of  uniform. 

1©.  The  Royal  Military  College  Act,  chapter  one 
hundred  and  thirty-one  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada, 
1927,  is  hereby  repealed.

1.  Section  eleven  of  the  Trade  Mark  and  Design  Act, 
chapter  two  hundred  and  one  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
Canada,  1927,  is  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following 
paragraphs: —

which  is  considered  by  the  Commissioner  to  be  well  ^e  m.ark 
known  in  Canada  as  the  mark  of  a  national  of  another  JJLS$. ain 
country,  which  by  treaty,  convention  or  agreement 
affords  similar  protection  to  nationals  of  Canada, 
when  such  mark  is  used  for  products  of  the  same  or 
a  similar  kind. 

"(g)  If  the  trade  mark  consists  in  whole  or  in  part  of 
coats-of-arms,  flags,  and  other  state  emblems  of 
countries  which  by  treaty,  convention  or  agreement 
affords  similar  protection  to  nationals  of  Canada, 
official  control  and  guarantee  signs  and  stamps  adopted

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3.  Disputes  have  arisen  between  the  Company  and  some 
of  the  holders  of  the  Debenture  Stock  as  to  the  rights  of 
the  latter  and  more  especially  whether  any  and  if  so  what 
interest  should  have  been  paid  on  the  Debenture  Stock  in 
the  past  and  the  basis  upon  which  the  net  earnings  arising 
from  the  operation  of  the  Company's  lines  of  railway  were 
to  be  ascertained  in  the  future  in  the  circumstances  which 
have  arisen  since  the  execution  of  the  Trust  Deeds. 

4.  As  the  result  of  negotiations  which  have  taken  pface 
between  the  Company  and  a  Committee  representing  the 
holders  of  the  Stock  the  following  arrangement  and  com- 
promise has  been  agreed  to  subject  to  confirmation  as  below 
mentioned : 

5.  The  Debenture  Stock  is  to  become  repayable  at  94 
per  cent  of  par  on  the  6th  May,  1928,  on  which  date  the 
Company  shall  pay  to  the  Trustees  in  England  in  Sterling 
the  amount  necessary  to  redeem  at  the  price  aforesaid  the 
Sterling  Stock  and  shall  pay  to  the  Trustees  in  Canada  in 
Dollars  the  amount  required  to  redeem  at  the  price  aforesaid 
the  Dollar  Stock. 

6.  Against  such  payment  as  aforesaid  and  payment  to

the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: —

An  Act  respecting  the  disposal  of  certain  Canteen  Funds. 

[Assented  to  11th  June,  1928.} 

WHEREAS  by  an  Order  in  Council  of  the  sixth  day  of  Preamble. 
September,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  nineteen 
there  have  been  deposited  with  the  Receiver-General  of 
Canada,  and  kept  in  a  special  account,  with  interest  at 
the  usual  Government  rate,  moneys  which  were  accumulated 
during  the  war  by  certain  Units  of  the  Canadian  Expedi- 
tionary Force  in  Canada,  the  Canadian  Siberian  Forces, 
and  by  the  Forces  stationed  at  St.  Lucia,  resulting  from 
the  profits  of  canteens  and  other  like  institutions  operated 
by  the  several  Units  and  Formations;  and  whereas  the  said 
Order  in  Council  of  the  sixth  day  of  September,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  nineteen,  contains  a  provision  that  the 
moneys  so  deposited  with  the  Receiver-General  of  Canada 
shall  be  subject  to  withdrawal  upon  the  order  of  the  Governor 
in  Council  from  time  to  time  as  the  final  disposition  thereof 
is  decided  upon;  and  whereas  the  Deputy  Minister  of 
Justice  has  advised  that  such  moneys  cannot  be  disposed 
of  without  the  authority  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada 
therefor;  and  whereas  it  is  now  desirable  that  such  moneys 
be  disposed  of:  Therefore,  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons 
of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Canteen  Funds  ( Canada  )  short  title. 
Act. 

2.  In  this  Act  "Canteen  Funds"  shall  mean  the  funds  Definitions, 
deposited  with  and  held  by  the  Receiver-General  of  Canada  "Canteen 
in  a  special  account  together  with  the  interest  thereon  Funds." 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Order  in  Council  of  the 

sixth  day  of  September,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
nineteen,  and  '  'ex-member  of  the  Forces"  shall  mean  an  ^™ember 
ex-member  of  the  Canadian  Expeditionary  Force  or  a  Fords." 
member  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Navy  who  served  during 
the  Great  War.  a.  _ 
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3.  Allotment  of  the  Canteen  Funds  shall  be  made  in 
the  following  manner: — 

(a)  The  sum  of  $5,000  shall  be  held  by  the  Receiver- 
General  of  Canada  until  the  first  day  of  April,  1930, 
and  kept  in  a  special  account  and  credited  with  interest 
at  the  usual  Government  rate  and  shall  be  used  for 
the  purposes  of  paying  any  claims  and  accounts  which 
may  be  outstanding  against  any  of  the  several  Units 
and  Formations  which  had  accumulated  the  said 
Canteen  Funds.  Any  withdrawals  for  the  purpose  of 
the  foregoing  from  the  moneys  so  held  by  the  Receiver- 
General  of  Canada  shall  be  upon  the  authority  of  the 
Governor  in  Council,  and  any  balance  remaining  on 
the  first  day  of  April,  1930,  shall  be  disposed  of  in  such 
manner  as  the  Governor  in  Council  may  direct. 

(b )  The  residue  shall  be  divided  into  ten  different  allot- 
ments in  the  proportion  indicated  by  the  percentages 
for  the  provinces  or  territory  as  stated  in  section  six, 
paragraph  (e),  of  The  Canteen  Funds  Act,  chapter 
thirty-four  of  the  statutes  of  1925. 

4.  The  portion  of  the  Canteen  Funds  so  allotted  to  each 
province  shall  be  handed  over  to  the  provincial  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  province  concerned  or  Board  of  Trustees  for 
the  Yukon  Territory  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  The 
Canteen  Funds  Act,  chapter  thirty-four  of  the  statutes  of 
1925,  and  each  Board  of  Trustees  shall  dispose  of  the 
moneys  so  handed  over  independently  from  the  funds 
administered  by  each  such  Board  under  the  said  The  Canteen 
Funds  Act,  and  in  the  following  manner: — 

(a)  Each  Board  of  Trustees  shall  receive  and  hold  the 
portion  of  the  Canteen  Funds  allotted  to  it,  and  apply 
the  moneys  so  held  for  the  benefit  of  ex-members  of 
the  Forces  and  the  dependents  of  such  ex-members; 

(b )  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  such  Board  of  Trustees 
to  ascertain  by  such  method  as  may  appear  to  it  to  be 
most  feasible  the  manner  in  which  the  moneys  shall  be 
applied,  so  as  to  give  effect  to  the  foregoing,  but  with- 
out restricting  the  powers  of  each  Board  in  determining 
the  manner  in  which  it  shall  dispose  of  the  moneys 
held  by  it.  The  following  general  principles  shall 
govern  in  the  distribution  or  apportionment  by  each 
such  Board : — 

(1)  Any  plans  formulated  should  be  based  on  the 
assumption  that  there  will  be  prospective  beneficiaries 
for  several  years  to  come. 

(2)  That  any  use  of  the  provincial  allotment  for 
relief  purposes  should  be  limited  to  the  class  of  case 
for  which  no  relief  is  then  available  from  governmental 
sources. 
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5.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  make  such  regulations  Regulation*, 
as  are  necessary  to  carry  out  and  give  effect  to  the  purpose 

and  intention  of  this  Act. 

6.  The  expense  incurred  by  each  Board  of  Trustees  in  Expenses 
connection  with  its  administration  of  the  portion  of  Canteen  allotment0 
Funds  allotted  to  it  shall  be  a  charge  against  such  allotment. 

7.  A  report  shall  be  made  as  of  the  thirty-first  day  of  Reports  to 
March  in  each  year  to  the  Minister  of  Pensions  and  Mmister- 
National  Health  by  each  Board  of  Trustees  setting  forth 

the  work  accomplished  during  the  preceding  twelve  months, 
the  amount  expended,  and  the  balance  in  hand.

Republic. 

[Assented  to  11th  June,  1928.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Czechoslovak  Convention  Short  title. 
Act,  1928. 

2.  The  convention  of  the  fifteenth  day  of  March,  One  Convention 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-eight,  entered  into  at  aPProved- 
Ottawa  by  plenipotentiaries  appointed  by  His  Majesty 

and  by  the  President  of  the  Czechoslovak  Republic,  copy 
of  which  is  set  forth  in  the  schedule  of  this  Act,  is  hereby 
approved. 

3.  After  the  said  convention  is  brought  into  force,  and  Extension

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SCHEDULE. 
Convention  of  Commerce 
between 
Canada  and  Czechoslovakia. 

His  Majesty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  Ireland  and  the 
British  Dominions  beyond  the  Seas,  Emperor  of  India,  in 
respect  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  the  President  of 
the  Czechoslovak  Republic,  being  desirous  of  improving 
and  extending  the  commercial  relations  between  Canada 
and  Czechoslovakia,  have  resolved  to  conclude  a  Con- 
vention with  that  object  and  have  named  as  their  respective 
Plenipotentiaries,  that  is  to  say: 

His  Majesty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  Ireland  and  the 
British  Dominions  beyond  the  Seas,  Emperor  of  India,  in 
respect  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada: 

The  Honourable  James  Alexander  Robb,  a  Member  of 
His  Majesty's  Honourable  Privy  Council  for  Canada,  a 
Member  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  Minister  of  Finance 
and  Receiver  General  of  Canada; 

The  Honourable  James  Malcolm,  a  Member  of  His 
Majesty's  Honourable  Privy  Council  for  Canada,  a  Member 
of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  Minister  of  Trade  and  Com- 
merce of  Canada; 

And  the  President  of  the  Czechoslovak  Republic: 

Monsieur  Frantisek  Kveton,  Consul  of  the  Czechoslovak 
Republic,  in  Montreal; 

Who,  after  communicating  to  each  other  their  respective 
full  powers,  found  in  good  and  due  form,  have  agreed  upon 
the  following  articles: 

Article  1. 

Articles  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  Canada  imported 
into  Czechoslovakia  and  articles  the  produce  or  manu- 
facture of  Czechoslovakia  imported  into  Canada  shall  not 
be  subjected  to  other  or  higher  duties  or  charges  than  those 
paid  on  the  like  articles  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  any 
other  foreign  country.  No  prohibition  or  restriction  shall 
be  maintained  or  imposed  on  the  importation  of  any  article 
the  produce  or  manufacture  of  Canada  into  Czechoslovakia 
or  of  any  article  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  Czecho- 
slovakia into  Canada  which  shall  not  equally  extend  to  the 
importation  of  like  articles  being  the  produce  or  manu- 
facture of  any  other  foreign  country.  This  provision  is  not 
applicable  to  articles  which  constitute  a  state  monopoly 
nor  to  the  sanitary  and  other  prohibitions  occasioned  by 
the  necessity  of  protecting  the  safety  of  the  State,  of  persons 
or  of  animals  or  plants. 
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Article  2. 

Articles  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  Canada  exported 
to  Czechoslovakia  and  articles  the  produce  or  manufacture 
of  Czechoslovakia  exported  to  Canada  shall  not  be  sub- 
jected to  other  or  higher  duties  or  charges  than  those  paid 
on  the  like  articles  exported  to  any  other  foreign  country. 
Nor  shall  any  prohibition  or  restriction  be  imposed  on  the 
exportation  of  any  article  from  Canada  to  Czechoslovakia 
or  from  Czechoslovakia  to  Canada  which  shall  not  equally 
extend  to  the  exportation  of  the  like  articles  to  any  other 
foreign  country. 

Article  3. 

Articles  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  Canada  passing 
in  transit  through  Czechoslovakia  and  articles  the  produce 
or  manufacture  of  Czechoslovakia  passing  in  transit  through 
Canada  shall  be  reciprocally  free  from  all  transit  duties 
whether  they  pass  through  direct  or  whether  during  transit 
they  are  unloaded,  warehoused  or  reloaded. 


Article  4. 

It  is  understood  that  in  all  matters  governing  the  import, 
export  and  transit  of  merchandise  Czechoslovakia  grants 
to  Canada  and  Canada  grants  to  Czechoslovakia  the  treat- 
ment of  the  most  favoured  nation. 


Article  5. 

To  enjoy  the  benefit  of  the  tariff  advantages  provided 
for  in  the  foregoing  articles,  without  prejudice  to  the 
stipulations  of  Article  4,  goods  the  produce  or  manufacture 
of  Czechoslovakia  shall  be  conveyed  without  transhipment 
from  a  port  of  Czechoslovakia,  such  being  understood  to  be 
a  port  of  a  foreign  country  in  which  Czechoslovakia  has 
defined  rights  under  treaties  to  which  Canada  is  a  party, 
or  from  a  port  of  a  country  enjoying  the  benefit  of  the 
Preferential  or  Intermediate  Tariff,  into  a  sea  or  river  port 
of  Canada. 

Article  6. 

The  present  Convention,  after  being  approved  by  the 
Parliament  of  Canada  and  by  the  competent  authority  on 
the  part  of  Czechoslovakia,  shall  be  ratified  and  the  rati- 
fications shall  be  exchanged  at  Ottawa  as  soon  as  possible. 
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It  shall  come  into  force  fifteen  days  after  the  exchange  of 
ratifications  and  shall  be  binding  upon  the  Contracting 
Parties  during  four  years  from  the  date  of  its  coming  into 
force.  In  case  neither  of  the  Contracting  Parties  shall 
have  given  notice  to  the  other  twelve  months  before  the 
expiration  of  the  said  period  of  four  years  of  its  intention 
to  terminate  the  present  Convention  it  shall  remain  in 
force  until  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  date  on 
which  either  of  the  Contracting  Parties  shall  have  given 
to  the  other  notice  of  its  intention  to  terminate  it. 

In  witness  whereof  the  respective  Plenipotentiaries  have 
signed  this  Convention  and  have  affixed  thereto  their  seals.

[Assented  to  11th  June,  1928.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  R.s.,c  113. 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows: — 

1.  Subsections  eight  and  nine  of  section  eleven  of  the 
Dominion  Lands  Act,  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirteen  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1927,  are  hereby  repealed 
and  the  following  is  substituted  therefor: — 

"8.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Act,  every  Second 
person  who  has  received  or  receives,  or  has  become  or  homestead- 
becomes  entitled  to  letters  patent  for  a  homestead  by  the 
performance  of  homestead  duties,  with  or  without  payment 
of  purchase  money,  or  by  the  location  of  scrip  thereon,  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  exhausted  his  homestead  right  and  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  obtain  another  entry  for  a  free  home- 
stead ; 

Provided,  however,  that  any  person  who  on  the  first 
day  of  January,  1925,  had  obtained  or  had  become  entitled 
to  letters  patent  for  a  homestead  as  aforesaid,  may  be 
granted  the  right  to  make  entry  for  a  second  homestead, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

The  holder  of  a  pre-emption  or  purchased  homestead 
entry  shall  not  be  permitted  to  abandon  the  same  in  his 
own  favour  or  in  favour  of  a  relative  for  the  purpose  of 
making  entry  for  the  land  as  a  second  homestead  under  the 
provisions  of  this  subsection."

[Assented  to  11th  June,  1928 \ 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

SHORT  TITLE. 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Electricity  Inspection  short  title. 
Act,  1928. 

INTERPRETATION. 

2.  In  this  Act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires: — 

(a)  "broken  seal"  means  a  seal  that  has  been  rendered  "Broken 
ineffective;  8eaU" 

(b)  "contractor"    means   any   company,   commission,  "Con- 
corporation,  municipality  or  person  undertaking  to  tractor-" 
furnish  electrical  energy  to  any  purchaser; 

(c)  "department"  means  the  Department  of  Trade  and  "Depart. 
Commerce ;  ment* 

(d)  "electricity  inspection"  means  any  work  done  under  -Electricity 
the  authority  of  this  Act ;  inspection." 

(e)  "inspector"  means  any  officer  appointed  under  the  "inspector." 
authority  of  this  Act; 

(f)  "meter"   means  an   electric  meter,  and  includes  "Meter." 
every  kind  of  machine,  apparatus  or  instrument  used 

for  making  electrical  measurements,  and  any  device 
utilized  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  basis  of  a 
charge  for  electricity; 

(g)  "Minister"  means  the  Minister  of  Trade  and  Com-  "Minister." 
merce ; 

(h)  "purchaser"  means  any  person  to  whom  electrical  "Purchaser.' 
energy  is  sold. 

UNIT 
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UNIT  OF  SUPPLY. 

Unit  of  3.  (1)  The  commercial  unit  of  electrical  supply  shall  be 

the  kilowatthour  or  such  units  based  upon  the  units  of 

R.s.,  c  56.     electrical  measure  established  by  the  Electrical  Units  Act 
as  are  determined  by  the  National  Research  Council. 

(2)  The  certificate  or  statement  of  accuracy  of  the 
Department  of  any  electricity  measuring  instrument  shall 
take  precedence  over  any  other  certificate. 


REGULATIONS. 

Regulations.  4.  The  Governor  in  Council  may,  from  time  to  time, 
make  such  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  this 
Act,  as  are  necessary  for  giving  effect  to  its  provisions 
and  for  declaring  its  true  intent  and  meaning  in  all  cases 
of  doubt,  and  for  specifying  the  variations  in  the  conditions 
of  supply  within  which  the  readings  of  a  verified  meter 
shall  be  legal.

7.  (1)  Before  commencing  the  supply  of  electricity  for  Certificate  of 
sale  in  any  municipality  or  rural  district  the  contractor  shall  re£lstratlon- 
obtain  from  the  Department  or  from  an  officer  appointed 

for  the  purpose,  a  certificate  of  registration  for  that  munici- 
pality or  rural  district,  or  other  area  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  by  the  Department,  and  shall  pay  the  fees  pre- 
scribed by  the  Governor  in  Council.  Application  for  this 
certificate  of  registration  shall  be  made  on  a  form  supplied 
by  the  Department. 

(2)  Such  certificate  shall  expire  on  the  thirty-first  day  Renewal, 
of  March  in  each  year  and  application  for  renewal  shall  be 
made  on  or  before  that  date  from  year  to  year. 

METERS. 

8.  (1)  If  the  contractor  or  the  purchaser  desires  to  use  a  Verification, 
meter  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the  charge  for 
electrical  service,  every  meter  used  for  such  purpose  shall, 

before  being  put  into  service,  be  verified  by  an  inspector  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  any  regu- 
lations not  inconsistent  therewith  that  may  be  established 
thereunder,  unless  permission  has  been  obtained  from  the 
minister  for  temporary  use  prior  to  verification. 

(2)  Access  to  the  working  parts  or  adjustments  of  Sealing  of 
meters  presented  for  verification  must  be  capable  of  being  me  ra' 
effectively  prevented  by  a  seal  to  be  affixed  by  the  inspector 
at  the  time  of  verification,  with  the  exception  of  such 
meters  as  may  be  approved  by  the  National  Research 
Council  for  use  unsealed. 

9.  No  meter  shall  be  admitted  to  verification  in  Canada  Approval  of 
until  the  type  of  meter  to  which  it  belongs  has  received  the  type 
approval  of  the  National  Research  Council. 

10.  Within   six  years  or  such  lesser  periods  as  the  Re-verifica- 
Governor  in  Council  may  determine  from  each  verification  meters, 
and  sealing  or  stamping  every  meter  shall  be  presented 

by  the  owner  for  re- verification  and  re-sealing  or  re-stamping 
or  for  the  cancellation  of  the  seal  or  stamp  by  an  inspector 
with  the  exception  of  meters  that  have  been  scrapped, 
burnt  or  destroyed. 

11.  A  certificate,  covering  the  verification  of  every  meter,  certificates, 
shall  be  issued  by  the  inspector  in  accordance  with  regu- 
lations made  by  the  Minister. 

12.  No  person,  except  the  owner,  or  an  inspector,  for  a  Right  to 
valid  reason,  shall  break  the  seal  of  any  verified  meter,  and  break  seaL 
no  person  shall  break  the  seal  of  any  meter  the  correctness 
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of  which  is  in  dispute,  except  as  provided  for  in  this  Act 
and  regulations  established  thereunder.  No  meter  on 
which  the  seal  is  broken  shall  be  continued  in  use,  except 
as  may  be  provided  for  by  regulation  of  the  Department. 

13.  In  every  case  the  owner  shall  keep  every  verified 
meter  that  is  in  use  in  good  repair  and  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  due  inspection  and  testing  thereof,  and  except  as 
herein  otherwise  provided,  shall  pay  the  fee  lawfully 
chargeable  for  such  inspection,  and  shall  be  liable  for  all 
penalties  incurred  with  respect  to  such  meter.  He  shall 
keep  a  record  of  all  meters  in  his  possession,  giving  their 
location  and  the  date  of  all  Departmental  tests  made  thereon 
which  record  shall  be  open  to  the  inspector  during  business 
hours  and  from  which  the  inspector  may  make  such  extracts 
as  he  may  require. 

14.  The  contractor  shall  notify  the  District  Inspector 
without  delay  of  any  change  of  location  of  any  meter 
from  one  inspection  district  to  another  and  also  of  the 
number  mark  or  other  description  of  any  meter  that  may 
be  sold,  scrapped,  destroyed,  burnt  or  lost.

Disputed  17.  If  at  any  time  the  contractor  or  purchaser  is  dis- 
meter  tests.  satisfied  with  the  condition  or  registration  of  any  of  his 
meters,  the  inspector  shall,  on  the  request  of  either  party, 
and  upon  deposit  of  the  required  fee,  proceed  as  prescribed 
by  regulations  made  by  the  minister.

19.  (1)  If  on  a  disputed  meter  test,  the  meter  is  found  Rebate, 
to  register  with  an  error  greater  than  that  permitted  by 
regulations  established  under  the  authority  of  this  Act, 

such  error  shall  be  held  to  have  existed  for  a  period  of  three 
months,  or  from  the  date  on  which  the  meter  was  last 
sealed,  if  the  said  sealing  took  place  within  three  calendar 
months  previous  to  the  test,  and  the  contractor  or  the 
purchaser,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
amount  represented  by  the  full  error  of  the  meter.

FEES  AND  STAMPS. 

21.  The  fees  for  the  inspection  and  testing  of  meters,  inspection 
lamps  and  other  electrical  instruments  and  appliances,  fees* 
shall  be  determined  from  time  to  time  by  the  Governor  in 
Council  and  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette,  and  such 

fees  shall  be  regulated  so  that  they  will,  as  nearly  as  may

An  Act  to  amend  the  Exchequer  Court  Act.

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  r.s.,  c.  60. 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows: — 

1.  The  Excise  Act,  chapter  sixty  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  Canada,  1927,  is  amended  by  inserting  the  following 
section  immediately  after  section  nine  thereof: — 

"9a.  (1)  The  rates  and  duties  of  excise  imposed  by  this  Rates 
Act  or  any  other  law  relating  to  excise  as  well  as  the  rates  ^d  pfvab 


and  duties  of  excise  heretofore  imposed  by  any  law  relating  by  ffis 
to  excise  or  inland  revenue  enacted  and  in  force  since  the  Maiest5 
first  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven,  shall  be  binding  and  are  declared  and  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  been  always  binding  and  payable  by  His  Majesty

Commissioners. 


[Assented  to  11th  June,  1928.} 


HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  1027  c.  58 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 


1 .  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Halifax  Harbour  Loan  short  title. 
Act,  1928. 

2.  The  Governor  in  Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  Loan  of 
loan  to  the  Corporation  of  the  Halifax  Harbour  Commis-  ff^^rto 
sioners,  hereinafter  called  "the  Corporation,"  such  SUmS  of  Commis- 
money,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  five  hundred  termini?' 
thousand  dollars,  as  are  required  to  enable  the  Corporation  facilities, 
to  construct  such  terminal  facilities  as  are  necessary  to 
properly  equip  the  port  of  Halifax,  it  being  understood 

that  the  amount  hereby  authorized  to  be  loaned  shall 
meet  the  total  requirements  of  the  said  Corporation  for  Limitation, 
the  said  purposes  for  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  passing 
of  this  Act. 


3.  During  the  period  of  construction  of  the  works  referred  1  n'erest 
to  in  the  preceding  section,  the  interest  payable  on  the  construction 
debentures  deposited  with  the  Minister  of  Finance  and  to  be 
Receiver  General  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  in  respect  capYtai  to 
of  the  construction  of  such  works  shall  be  deemed  to  be  account, 
money  required  to  enable  the  Corporation  to  construct 
the  said  works  and  to  be  a  part  of  the  cost  of  construction 
thereof,  and  the  said  interest  may  be  paid  out  of  the  said 
sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars;  the  period  of  con- 
struction herein  referred  to  shall  begin  on  the  day  when 
the  first  loan  is  made  on  account  of  the  said  construction, 
and  shall  terminate  on  such  date  as  the  Governor  in  Council 
shall  fix  and  determine. 
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4.  No  such  loan  shall  be  paid  in  respect  of  the  construc- 
tion of  terminal  facilities,  unless  such  detailed  plans, 
specifications  and  estimates,  for  the  works  to  be  performed 
by  the  Corporation  and  on  which  the  money  so  to  be 
loaned  is  to  be  expended,  as  are  satisfactory  to  the  Minister 
of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  have  been  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  the  Governor  in  Council  before  any  work 
on  the  same  has  been  commenced. 
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5.  The  Corporation  shall  submit  to  the  Minister  of 
Marine  and  Fisheries,  for  approval,  monthly  applications 
for  loans  on  account  of  the  different  items  of  construction 
of  terminal  facilities,  accompanied  by  statements  showing 
the  total  expenditure  on  these  different  items  in  detail, 
for  the  month  which  the  loan  is  to  cover,  and  any  other 
statements  required  in  such  form  as  the  Minister  shall 
direct;  and  upon  approval  of  the  application,  authority 
for  the  payment  of  the  amount  so  applied  for  may  be 
granted  by  the  Governor  in  Council. 

6.  The  Corporation  shall,  upon  any  loan  being  made, 
deposit  with  the  Minister  of  Finance  and  Receiver  General 
debentures  of  the  Corporation  equal  in  par  value  to  the 
loan  so  made  (which  debentures  the  Corporation  is  hereby 
authorized  to  issue),  and  such  debentures  so  issued  shall  be 
of  such  amounts  as  the  Minister  of  Finance  and  Receiver 
General  determines,  and  shall  bear  date  on  the  day  when 
such  loan  is  made,  and  shall  be  repayable  within  twenty- 
five  years  from  the  date  of  their  issue,  and  in  the  meantime 
shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  centum  per  annum, 
such  interest  to  be  payable  half  yearly  on  the  first  day  of 
July  and  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year. 

7.  The  principal  and  interest  of  the  sums  loaned  to 
the  Corporation  under  the  authority  of  this  Act  shall  be 
payable  by  the  Corporation  out  of  all  its  property  and 
assets  and  out  of  all  its  tolls,  rates,  dues,  penalties  and 
other  sources  of  revenue  and  income,  and  shall  rank  as  a 
charge  thereon  and  have  precedence  in  regard  to  payment, 
next  after  payments  provided  for  in  section  nineteen  of 
chapter  fifty-eight  of  the  statutes  of  1927.

"41.  Whenever  any  person  other  than  a  Canadian 
citizen  advocates  in  Canada  the  overthrow  by  force  or  belong  to° 
violence  of  the  government  of  Great  Britain  or  Canada,  or  JJ^gited 
other  British  dominion,  colony,  possession  or  dependency, 
or  the  overthrow  by  force  or  violence  of  constituted  law 
and  authority,  or  the  assassination  of  any  official  of  the 
Government  of  Great  Britain  or  Canada  or  other  British 
dominion,  colony,  possession  or  dependency,  or  of  any 
foreign  government,  or  shall  by  word  or  act  create  or 
attempt  to  create  riot  or  public  disorder  in  Canada,  or  shall 
by  common  repute  belong  to  or  be  suspected  of  belonging  to 
any  secret  society  or  organization  which  extorts  money 
from,  or  in  any  way  attempts  to  control,  any  resident  of 
Canada  by  force  or  threat  of  bodily  harm,  or  by  blackmail; 
such  person  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  shall  be  considered 
and  classed  as  an  undesirable  immigrant,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  any  officer  becoming  cognizant  thereof,  and  the 
duty  of  the  clerk,  secretary  or  other  official  of  any  munici- 
pality in  Canada  wherein  such  person  may  be,  to  forthwith 
send  a  written  complaint  thereof  to  the  Minister,  giving 
full  particulars."

"(2)  Any  information  or  complaint  with  respect  to  any  information 
offence  against  the  provisions  of  this  section,  whenever  the  witSITthree 
prosecution,  suit  or  proceeding  is  instituted  under  the  years 
provisions  of  the  Criminal  Code  relating  to  summary  con- 
victions, may  be  laid  or  made  within  three  years  from  the 
time  when  the  matter  of  the  information  or  complaint 
arose."

2.  In  this  Act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, —  Definitions. 

(a)  "intoxicating  liquor"  means  any  liquor  which  is,  "intoxicating 
by  the  law  of  the  province  for  the  time  being  in  force,  lic*uor"- 
deemed  to  be  intoxicating  liquor,  and  which  it  is 
unlawful  to  sell  or  have  in  possession  without  a  permit 

or  other  authority  of  the  Government  of  the  province 
or  any  board,  commission,  officer  or  other  governmental 
agency  authorized  to  issue  such  permit  or  grant  such 
authority;

3.  (1)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  other  Act  Importation 
or  law,  no  person  shall  import,  send,  take  or  transport,  forbidden™6 
or  cause  to  be  imported,  sent,  taken  or  transported  into  unless 
any  province  from  or  out  of  any  place  within  or  without  Sh^"1 
Canada,  any  intoxicating  liquor,  except  such  as  has  been  Majesty, 
purchased  by  or  on  behalf  of,  and  which  is  consigned  to  Executive 
His  Majesty  or  the  Executive  Government  of  the  province  Government, 
into  which  it  is  being  imported,  sent,  taken  or  transported,  commission,

The  Government  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
herein  represented  by  the  Honourable  Charles 
Stewart,  Minister  of  Interior  for  the  said  Dominion 
of  Canada,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Canada," 

of  the  first  part, 

The  Government  of  the  Province  of  Ontario, 
herein  represented  by  the  Honourable  William 
Finlayson,  Minister  of  Lands  and  Forests  for  the 
said  Province  of  Ontario,  hereinafter  referred  to 
as  "Ontario," 

of  the  second  part, 

AND 

The  Government  of  the  Province  of  Manitoba, 
herein  represented  by  the  Honourable  John 
Bracken,  Prime  Minister  of  the  Province  of  Mani- 
toba, hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Manitoba," 

of  the  third  part. 

Whereas  the  Crown  in  the  right  of  the  Province  of  Ontario 
is  the  owner  of  the  lands  under  and  bordering  on  Lac  Seul  in 
the  District  of  Kenora  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  and  also 
of  all  ungranted  lands  under  and  bordering  on  the  rivers 
and  waters  flowing  into  and  out  of  said  lake  in  the  Province 
of  Ontario,  and  the  water  powers  and  water  power  sites 
connected  therewith; 

And  whereas  the  Crown  in  the  right  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  is  the  owner  of  all  ungranted  lands  under  the  waters 
of  the  Winnipeg  River  in  the  Province  of  Manitoba  and  the 
water  powers  and  water  power  sites  connected  therewith 
and  has  leased  certain  of  such  power  sites  to  companies  and 
others  who  have  developed  the  same  in  whole  or  in  part; 

And  whereas  there  are  a  number  of  water  powers  and 
water  power  sites  at  the  outlet  of  Lac  Seul  and  upon  the 
English  and  Winnipeg  Rivers  between  that  lake  and  the 
Provincial  Boundary  between  the  Provinces  of  Ontario  and 
Manitoba,  all  of  which  powers  are  vested  in  the  Crown  in 
the  right  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  and  none  of  which  has 
as  yet  been  developed; 

And 
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And  whereas  it  is  desirable  to  construct  a  regulating  dam 
at  Lower  Ear  Falls  at  the  outlet  of  Lac  Seul  for  the  purpose 
of  increasing  the  capacity  of  the  power  plants  already 
erected  and  that  may  hereafter  be  erected  on  the  Winnipeg 
River  in  the  Province  of  Manitoba; 

And  whereas  the  erection  of  a  dam  at  Lower  Ear  Falls  will 
facilitate  the  development  of  power  at  that  point,  and  be 
of  advantage  in  the  development  of  power  at  other  power 
sites  on  the  waters  flowing  out  of  Lac  Seul  between  Lower 
Ear  Falls  and  said  Provincial  Boundary; 

And  whereas  Canada  has  requested  Ontario  to  erect  a 
dam  at  the  location  and  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  has 
offered  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  the  construction 
and  maintenance  of  the  same,  and  Ontario  has  agreed  so  to 
do  subject  to  the  terms,  stipulations,  conditions  and  reserva- 
tions hereinafter  contained; 

Now  therefore  this  Agreement  witnesseth: 

1.  In  this  agreement  unless  there  is  something  in  the 
context  or  subject  inconsistent  therewith  the  expressions 
following  shall  have  the  following  meanings,  namely: 

" Capital  Cost"  shall  mean  and  include: 

(a)  The  cost  of  all  works  of  every  character  and  kind 
whatsoever  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  said 
dam; 

(b)  The  cost  of  acquiring  flooding  privileges  or  other 
necessary  easements; 

(c)  Compensation  for  timber,  buildings  and  improve- 
ments, including  Ontario  Crown  Lands,  Indian  Lands  and 
lands  owned  by  private  individuals  taken  or  in  any  way 
injuriously  affected  in  connection  with  the  proposed  work; 

(d)  Cost  of  surveys  and  all  engineering  work  connected 
with  the  undertaking; 

(e)  Cost  of  providing  means  of  communication  by  tele- 
phone or  otherwise  with  said  dam; 

(f)  Cost  of  providing  the  necessary  transportation 
facilities  required  for  the  construction,  maintenance  and 
operation  of  said  dam; 

(g )  Cost  of  the  necessary  houses  and  buildings  required 
for  those  employed  in  the  care  and  operation  of  said  dam; 

(h)  Cost  of  equipment  for  operating  and  repairing  said 
dam; 

(i)  Interest  during  construction; 

(j)  The  sum  of  $50,000.00  in  respect  of  flooding  Pelican 
Falls  in  Ontario ; 

(k)  All  other  costs  and  expenses  of  every  character  and 
kind  whatsoever,  whether  similar  to  or  different  from  those 
above  enumerated  that  may  properly  be  incurred  in  the 
construction  of  said  work  that  are  usually  or  may  properly 
be  considered  capital. 

"Cost  of  Maintenance"  shall  mean  and  include  all  cost 
and  expenses  necessary  to  keep  said  dam  and  appurtenances 
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thereto  in  good  repair  and  condition  and  fit  for  the  purposes 
of  a  control  or  regulating  dam. 

"Cost  of  Operation"  shall  mean  and  include  salaries  and 
wages  of  men  in  charge  of  said  dam  and  all  costs  and  all 
expenses  in  connection  with  the  operation  thereof  and  the 
control  of  the  water  passing  through  or  over  the  same, 
including  such  remuneration  as  may  be  paid  or  provided  for 
the  members  of  the  Board  of  Control  hereinafter  mentioned. 

"Provincial  Boundary"  shall  mean  the  boundary  between 
the  Provinces  of  Ontario  and  Manitoba. 

"Concurrent  Legislation"  shall  mean  the  Act  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  known  as  "The  Lake  of  the  Woods 
Control  Board  Act,  1921,"  being  Chapter  10  of  11-12 
George  V,  and  the  Act  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  known 
as  "The  Lake  of  the  Woods  Control  Board  Act,  1922,"  being 
Chapter  21  of  12  George  V. 

"Engineer"  shall  mean  an  engineer  or  engineers  appointed 
by  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

"Said  Waters"  shall  mean  waters  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario  flowing  out  of  Lac  Seul,  between  and  including 
Lower  Ear  Falls  and  the  Provincial  Boundary. 

2.  Ontario  shall  construct  a  dam  for  the  purposes  of 
conservation,  regulation  and  power  at  Lower  Ear  Falls  at 
the  outlet  of  Lac  Seul  on  lands  owned  by  the  Crown  in  the 
right  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  which  said  dam  shall  be 
absolutely  owned,  controlled  and  operated  by  Ontario  and 
neither  of  the  other  parties  hereto  shall  have  any  ownership 
in,  title  to  or  authority  or  control  over  it. 

3.  The  said  dam  shall  be  of  concrete  construction  with 
proper  stop  logs  or  other  control  and  so  designed  as  to 
permit  a  storage  range  in  Lac  Seul  of  approximately  twelve 
feet  or  such  reasonable  variation  therefrom  as  the  Engineer 
shall  determine. 

4.  The  said  dam  shall  be  constructed  in  accordance  with 
plans  and  specifications  prepared  by  the  Engineer,  and  a 
certificate  of  the  Engineer  that  said  dam  has  been  con- 
structed in  accordance  with  the  provisions  hereof  shall  be 
conclusive  evidence  of  such  fact.  Upon  the  giving  of  such 
certificate,  Ontario  shall  be  released  from  all  liability  in 
respect  of  such  construction. 

5.  Three-fifths  of  the  capital  cost  of  said  dam  shall  be 
paid  and  borne  by  Canada  and  two-fifths  by  Ontario,  said 
proportions  being  approximately  equivalent  to  the  difference 
in  the  mean  water  elevation  between  said  Provincial 
Boundary  and  Lake  Winnipeg,  and  between  the  present 
mean  water  level  of  Lac  Seul  and  the  said  Provincial 
Boundary. 

6.  All  capital  cost  as  herein  defined  payable  by  Canada 
shall  be  advanced  to  Ontario  monthly  or  otherwise  as  may 
be  agreed  upon  on  certificates  furnished  by  the  Engineer. 

7. 
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7.  After  the  said  dam  has  been  completed  and  put  in 
operation  the  total  interest  on  the  capital  cost  apportioned 
to  and  contributed  by  Ontario  under  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  5  hereof  shall  be  paid  annually  at  the  rate  of 
five  per  centum  per  annum  by  Canada  to  Ontario,  subject 
to  the  provision  in  the  next  succeeding  paragraph  hereof 
contained. 

8.  From  time  to  time  as  the  powers  on  said  waters  are 
developed  and  used  Canada  shall  be  relieved  from  payment 
of  interest  on  that  proportion  of  the  capital  cost  contributed 
by  Ontario  that  the  amount  of  head  so  developed  and  used 
bears  to  the  total  developable  head  on  said  waters;  and 
when  and  so  soon  as  the  total  developable  head  on  said 
waters  shall  have  been  developed  and  used,  Canada  shall 
be  relieved  altogether  from  payment  of  interest  on  Ontario's 
share  of  the  capital  cost.  In  computing  the  developable 
head  at  Lower  Ear  Falls  the  storage  range  provided  by  said 
dam  shall  not  be  taken  into  consideration. 

9.  At  the  end  of  every  five  years  from  the  date  of  the 
completion  of  said  dam  as  fixed  by  the  Engineer  under  para- 
graph 17  hereof,  an  account  shall  be  taken  of  the  interest 
payable  by  Canada  to  Ontario  in  respect  of  Ontario's  share 
of  the  said  capital  cost  and  proper  adjustments  made  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  hereinbefore  set  forth. 

10.  The  cost  of  maintenance  and  operation  of  said  dam 
shall  be  wholly  paid  by  Canada  until  powers  on  said  waters 
have  been  developed  and  put  to  use.  As  such  powers  are 
developed  and  put  to  use,  Ontario  shall  pay  that  proportion 
of  two-fifths  of  the  cost  of  such  maintenance  and  operation 
that  the  head  so  developed  and  used  on  said  waters  bears  to 
the  total  developable  head  thereon.  When  and  so  soon  as 
the  total  developable  head  on  said  waters  has  been  fully 
developed  and  put  to  use,  Canada  shall  bear  three-fifths 
and  Ontario  two-fifths  of  the  cost  of  said  maintenance  and 
operation. 

11.  At  the  end  of  every  five-year  period  an  account  shall 
be  taken  of  the  amount  payable  by  Canada  and  Ontario 
respectively  for  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  operation, 
computed  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  and  proper  adjustments 
made  in  respect  thereof. 

12.  As  soon  as  the  lands  over  which  flooding  or  other 
privileges  are  required  have  been  determined,  Ontario  shall 
withdraw  the  same  from  sale,  location  or  staking  under 
The  Public  Lands  Act  or  The  Mining  Act  of  Ontario  or 
otherwise,  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  limit  or 
restrict  the  right  of  Ontario  to  develop  or  grant  such  lands 
or  utilize  or  deal  with  the  same  in  any  manner  that  may  be 
thought  proper,  provided  the  storage  and  regulation  of 
water  by  said  dam  is  not  improperly  interfered  with. 

13.  Any  capital  cost  incurred  in  the  construction  of  said 
dam  by  reason  of  making  provision  for  works  for  the  develop- 
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ment  of  power,  over  and  above  the  cost  that  would  neces- 
sarily have  been  incurred  in  the  construction  of  said  dam 
for  conservation  and  regulation  purposes  only  shall  be  paid 
by  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

14.  After  said  dam  has  been  completed  the  amount,  if 
any,  payable  by  Ontario  under  the  provisions  of  the  next 
preceding  paragraph  hereof  shall  be  determined  by  two 
engineers,  one  appointed  by  Canada  and  one  by  Ontario. 
Should  the  engineers  so  appointed  fail  to  agree  the  matter 
shall  be  referred  to  an  engineer  to  be  appointed  by  the  Chief 
Justice  of  Ontario  whose  decision  shall  be  final  and  binding 
upon  the  parties. 

15.  Should  said  dam  after  the  completion  thereof  be 
destroyed  by  the  act  of  God,  or  otherwise  without  the 
consent  or  approval  of  Ontario  or  should  it  become  physic- 
ally impossible  for  any  reason  to  operate  the  same  in  the 
manner  intended  all  parties  hereto  shall  be  relieved  from  all 
liability  hereunder,  other  than  and  except  the  liability  of 
Canada  to  pay  to  Ontario  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
then  due  and  payable  by  Canada  to  Ontario  under  the 
provisions  of  this  agreement. 

16.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  by  implication  or 
otherwise  be  considered  as  a  covenant  or  guarantee  by 
Ontario,  with  reference  to  the  level  at  which  said  waters 
will  be  kept  or  the  flow  thereof  or  that  said  dam  will  control 
or  regulate  the  flow  of  said  waters  as  intended  and  neither 
Canada  or  Manitoba  shall  have  any  recourse  or  claim  for 
damages  against  Ontario  by  reason  or  on  account  of  the 
construction  of  said  dam  or  the  operation  thereof  or  any- 
thing done  or  attempted  by  virtue  hereof.  It  being  dis- 
tinctly declared  and  agreed  that  Ontario  shall  incur  no 
liability  whatever  hereunder  either  by  reason  of  negligence, 
non-feasance  or  mis-feasance  of  its  officials,  representatives, 
servants  or  agents  or  otherwise  howsoever. 

17.  The  said  dam  shall  for  the  purpose  of  this  agreement 
be  deemed  to  be  completed  at  a  date  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Engineer,  and  after  such  date  the  provisions  hereof  with 
reference  to  maintenance  and  operation  shall  become 
applicable.  The  fixing  of  such  date  of  completion  shall  not 
interfere  with  the  contribution  to  and  adjustment  of  capital 
expenditure  by  and  between  Canada  and  Ontario  as  herein 
provided  for. 

18.  Notwithstanding  anything  herein  contained  the  Lake 
of  the  Woods  Control  Board,  appointed  under  the  concurrent 
legislation  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  regulate 
and  control  the  outflow  of  Lac  Seul  by  means  of  said  dam 
in  accordance  with  the  principles  laid  down  in  the  con- 
current legislation  relating  to  the  regulation  and  control  of 
the  outflow  of  the  waters  of  Lac  Seul. 

19.  The  members  of  said  Board  of  Control  appointed  by 
Canada  shall  be  paid  such  remuneration  as  may  from  time 
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to  time  be  fixed  by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  for  Canada 
and  the  members  of  said  Board  of  Control  appointed  by 
Ontario  shall  be  paid  such  remunerations  as  may  from  time 
to  time  be  fixed  by  the  Minister  of  Lands  and  Forests  for 
Ontario. 

20.  It  is  understood  and  declared  that  all  contributions 
by  Canada  hereunder,  whether  for  capital  cost,  interest,  or 
cost  of  maintenance  and  operation  are  subject  to  the  right 
of  Canada  to  be  reimbursed  therefor  by  tolls  or  dues  levied 
or  imposed  on  water  powers  developed  or  hereafter  developed 
in  Manitoba. 

21.  When  and  so  soon  as  this  agreement  has  become 
effective  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  paragraph  23 
hereof  Ontario  shall  proceed  with  all  reasonable  and  con- 
venient dispatch  to  make  the  necessary  engineering  investi- 
gations and  studies  to  acquire  the  requisite  rights  and  ease- 
ments and  to  perform  all  other  acts  necessary  for  the 
complete  construction  of  said  dam  and  appurtenances. 

22.  Manitoba  hereby  concurs  in  and  approves  of  all  the 
terms  and  conditions  herein  contained.  It  is  understood 
however  that  neither  this  concurrence  and  approval  nor  the 
execution  of  this  agreement  by  Manitoba  shall  in  any  way 
be  construed  as  an  admission  express  or  implied  in  respect 
to  the  rights  of  the  Province  or  shall  in  any  way  prejudice 
or  affect  those  rights. 

23.  This  agreement  shall  not  become  valid  and  effective 
until  it  has  been  confirmed  by  an  Act  of  the  Parliament  of 
Canada  and  an  Act  of  the  legislature  of  Ontario  nor  until 
the  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  entitled  "The  Lake  of 
the  Woods  Regulation  Act,  1921/'  being  Chapter  38  of 
11-12  George  V  has  been  repealed.  Upon  such  repeal, 
everything  necessary  shall  be  done  to  bring  said  concurrent 
legislation  into  effect.

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Loan  Act,  1928.  short  title. 

2.  The  Governor  in  Council  may,  in  addition  to  the  Loan 
sums  now  remaining  unborrowed  and  negotiable  of  the  authonzed- 
loans  authorized  by  Parliament  by  any  Act  heretofore 
passed,  raise  by  way  of  loan,  under  the  provisions  of 

the  Consolidated  Revenue  and  Audit  Act,  by  the  issue 
and  sale  or  pledge  of  securities  of  Canada,  in  such  form, 
for  such  separate  sums,  at  such  rate  of  interest  and  upon 
such  other  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Governor  in  Council 
may  approve,  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
required,  not  to  exceed  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
million  dollars,  for  paying  or  redeeming  the  whole  or  any 
portion  of  loans  or  obligations  of  Canada  and  also  for 
purchasing  and  withdrawing  from  circulation  from  time  to 
time  unmatured  securities  of  Canada.

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  R.s.,  c.  133. 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1 .  Subsection  ten  of  section  four  of  the  Militia  Pension  Act, 
Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1927,  chapter  one  hundred  and 
thirty-three,  is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted 
therefor: — 

"(10)  If,  by  reason  of  a  position  in  the  public  service  Reservation* 
of  Canada  to  which  any  officer  is  seconded,  he  becomes  [^ated  asy 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  Part  I  of  the  Civil  Service  Super-  deductions. 
annuation  Act,  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1927,  chapter 
twenty-four,  the  reservations  from  his  salary  in  the  public 
service  of  Canada  by  the  said  Part  I  required  to  be  made, 
shall  be  treated  in  all  respects  as  deductions  under  this 
Act,  and  as  satisfying  the  contributions  which  such  officer 
is,  by  the  two  last  preceding  subsections,  required  to  make."

(2)  The  said  section  eight  is  further  amended  by  adding 
thereto  the  following  paragraph : — 

"(g)  Time  served  in  the  Royal  Canadian  Navy  and  the 
Permanent  Active  Air  Force  of  Canada." 

5.  Section  eleven  of  the  said  Act  is  amended  by  adding 
thereto  the  following  subsections: — 

"  (3)  If  an  officer  dies  before  a  period  at  which  a  pension 
might  be  granted  him,  the  Governor  in  Council  may  grant 
to  his  widow,  or,  if  he  leaves  no  widow,  to  his  children  under 
eighteen  years  of  age  at  the  date  of  his  death  a  gratuity 
equal  to  the  amount  of  the  deductions  made  under  sub- 
section one  of  section  ten  of  this  Act  from  such  officer's 
pay  during  his  service. 

"(4)  If  an  officer  dies  leaving  no  widow  or  child  to  whom 
a  gratuity  under  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  subsection 
or  a  pension  or  compassionate  allowance  under  this  Act 
would  be  payable,  but  who  leaves  a  father,  mother,  bro- 
ther, sister  or  child  who,  at  the  date  of  such  officer's  death 
was  wholly  or  partially  dependent  on  him  for  support  the 
Governor  in  Council  may  grant  to  the  person  or  persons  so 
dependent  a  gratuity  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the 
amount  of  the  deductions  made  under  subsection  one  of 
section  ten  of  this  Act  from  the  officer's  pay  during  his 
services."

[Assented  to  11th  June,  1928] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  r.s.,  c.  137. 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  Section  three  of  the  Department  of  National  Revenue 
Act,  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  Canada,  1927,  is  amended  by  adding  thereto 
the  following  subsections, — 

"(4)  The  Minister  may,  after  such  examination  as  he  Minister 
may  prescribe,  select  and  nominate  suitable  persons  for  Senate 
appointment  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  to  posi- 
tions  appertaining  to  any  of  the  following  classes  of  officers, —  °  cer8' 

(a)  Customs  appraisers  of  all  classes  whether  serving 
at  the  various  ports  and  places  of  entry  or  as  Dominion 
appraisers; 

(b )  All  officers  in  the  Customs-Excise  preventive  service; 

(c)  All  officers  assigned  to  duty  as  investigators  of 
values  and  claims  for  drawback. 

If  such  appointment  is  not  made  by  the  Commission  Appointment 
within  fifteen  days  from  the  date  of  notice  to  it  of  such  ofofficers- 
selection  and  nomination,  the  Governor  in  Council  may, 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister  appoint  during 
pleasure  any  such  officer. 

The  officers  so  appointed  by  the  Commission  or  by  Payment  of 
the  Governor  in  Council,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  salanes- 
paid  such  salaries  or  remuneration  in  accordance  with  civil 
service  regulations  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Commis- 
sion or  the  Governor  in  Council  respectively,  and  the 
Minister  may  appoint  the  times  and  manner  in  which  the 
same  shall  be  paid. 
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Provided,  however,  that  the  Minister  may,  after  such 
examination  as  he  may  prescribe,  select  and  appoint  during 
pleasure  and  may  remove  or  suspend  all  masters,  officers 
and  seamen,  and  every  other  person  engaged  or  employed 
on  cruisers  or  other  vessels  used  in  the  Preventive  Service, 
and  all  officers  and  persons  so  appointed  shall  be  paid 
such  salaries  or  remuneration  at  such  time  and  in  such 
manner  as  the  Minister  may  determine. 

Provided,  further,  that  in  the  appointment  of  officers 
under  the  provisions  of  this  subsection,  other  qualifications 
being  equal,  preference  shall  be  given  to  persons  who  have 
been  on  active  service  overseas  on  the  military  forces,  or 
being  resident  or  domiciled  in  Canada  at  the  outbreak  of 
the  war,  served  in  His  Majesty's  forces,  or  who  have  served 
on  the  high  seas  in  a  seagoing  ship  of  war  in  the  naval 
forces  of  His  Majesty  during  the  war,  who  have  left  such 
service  with  an  honourable  record  or  who  have  been 
honourably  discharged. 

"(5)  Whenever  any  officer  in  the  service  of  the  Depart- 
ment may  be  granted  a  period  of  leave  of  absence  with  pay 
on  his  retirement  from  the  service,  he  shall,  in  lieu  of  such 
leave  of  absence  with  pay,  be  paid  out  of  the  Consolidated 
Revenue  Fund,  a  gratuity  equal  to  the  amount  of  pay  which 
he  would  have  received  if  he  had  been  granted  such  leave  of 
absence,  and  the  position  occupied  by  him  shall  become 
vacant  as  from  the  date  of  such  payment. 

"(6)  The  Civil  Service  Commission  may  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Minister  at  any  time  when  deemed  by 
the  Minister  desirable  for  the  betterment  of  the  service, 
transfer  any  Collector  or  Surveyor  of  Customs  and  Excise 
or  any  Appraiser  of  Customs  from  one  position  to  another. 

If  such  transfer  is  not  authorized  or  approved  by  the 
Commission  within  fifteen  days  from  the  date  of  the  Minis- 
ter's recommendation,  the  Governor  in  Council  may  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Minister  authorize  such  trans- 
fer. 

"(7)  The  provisions  of  subsections  four  and  six  of  this 
section  shall  have  effect  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
the  Civil  Service  Act  or  any  other  law."

1928. 

2.  The  following  treaties,  that  is  to  say: —  Treaties 

(i)  the  Treaty  of  Commerce  and  Navigation  between  8anctioDed- 
the  United  Kingdom  and  Spain  signed  at  Madrid  on 

the  thirty-first  day  of  October,  1922,  set  forth  in  Schedule 
I  to  this  Act; 

(ii)  the  Agreement  between  the  United  Kingdom  and 
Spain  regulating  the  treatment  of  companies  signed  at 
Madrid  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  June,  1924,  set 
forth  in  Schedule  II  to  this  Act; 

(iii)  the  Convention  between  the  United  Kingdom  and 
Spain  signed  at  London  on  the  fifth  day  of  April,  1927, 
revising  certain  provisions  of  the  said  treaty  of  October 
thirty-first,  1922,  set  forth  in  Schedule  III  to  this  Act, 

are  hereby  sanctioned  and  declared  to  have  the  force  of 
law  in  Canada. 

3.  This  Act  shall  come  into  force  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  To  come  into 
by  proclamation  of  the  Governor  General  in  Council  proclamation, 
published  in  the  Canada  Gazette.

SCHEDULE  I. 

Treaty  of  Commerce  and  Navigation  between  the 
United  Kingdom  and  Spain. 


Signed  at  Madrid,  October  81,  1922. 


{Ratifications  exchanged  at  Madrid,  April  23,  1924-] 

His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  and  of  the  British  Dominions  beyond 
the  Seas,  Emperor  of  India,  and  His  Majesty  the  King  of 
Spain,  being  desirous  of  further  facilitating  and  extending 
the  commercial  relations  already  existing  between  their 
respective  countries,  have  determined  to  conclude  a  Treaty 
of  Commerce  and  Navigation  with  this  object,  and  have 
appointed  as  their  plenipotentiaries,  that  is  to  say: 

His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  and  of  the  British  Dominions 
beyond  the  Seas,  Emperor  of  India: 

The  Right  Honourable  Sir  Esme  William  Howard, 
K.C.B.,  K.C.M.G.,  C.V.O.,  His  Majesty's  Am- 
bassador  Extraordinary  and  Plenipotentiary  at 
Madrid; 
His  Majesty  the  King  of  Spain: 

His  Excellency  Senor  Don  Joaquin  Fernandez  Prida, 
His  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs,  Senator,  Knight 
Grand  Cross  of  the  Order  of  Leopold  II  of  Belgium; 
who,  after  having  communicated  to  each  other  their  respect- 
ive full  powers,  found  in  good  and  due  form,  have  agreed 
to  the  following  articles: — 

Article  1. 

There  shall  be  between  the  territories  of  the  two  con- 
tracting parties  reciprocal  freedom  of  commerce  and 
navigation. 

The  subjects  of  each  of  the  two  contracting  parties  shall 
have  liberty  freely  to  come,  with  their  ships  and  cargoes, 
to  all  places  and  ports  in  the  territories  of  the  other,  to 
which  subjects  of  that  contracting  party  are  or  may  be 
permitted  to  come,  and  shall  enjoy  the  same  rights,  privi- 
leges, liberties,  favours,  immunities  and  exemptions  in 
matters  of  commerce  and  navigation  as  are  or  may  be 
enjoyed  by  subjects  of  that  contracting  party. 

The  subjects  of  each  of  the  contracting  parties  shall  not 
be  subject  in  respect  of  their  persons  or  property,  or  in 
respect  of  their  commerce  or  industry,  to  any  taxes,  whether 
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general  or  local,  or  to  imposts  or  obligations,  of  any  kind 
whatever,  other  or  greater  than  those  which  are  or  may  be 
imposed  upon  subjects  of  the  other,  or  subjects  or  citizens 
of  the  most  favoured  nation. 

It  is  nevertheless  understood  that  the  treatment  to  be 
accorded  in  the  territories  of  each  contracting  party  to  the 
companies  registered  in  the  territories  of  the  other  shall 
form  the  subject  of  a  separate  special  agreement  between 
the  contracting  parties. 

Article  2. 

The  contracting  parties  agree  that,  in  all  matters  relating 
to  commerce,  navigation  and  industry,  any  privilege, 
favour  or  immunity  which  either  contracting  party  has 
actually  granted  or  may  hereafter  grant,  to  the  ships  and 
subjects  or  citizens  of  any  other  foreign  State,  shall  be 
extended  simultaneously  and  unconditionally  without  re- 
quest and  without  compensation  to  the  ships  and  subjects 
of  the  other,  it  being  their  intention  that  the  commerce, 
navigation  and  industry  of  each  contracting  party  shall  be 
placed  in  all  respects  on  the  footing  of  the  most  favoured 
nation. 

Article  3. 

The  subjects  of  each  of  the  contracting  parties  in  the 
territories  of  the  other  shall  be  at  full  liberty  to  acquire  and 
possess  every  description  of  property,  movable  and  immov- 
able, which  the  laws  of  the  other  contracting  party  permit 
or  shall  permit,  the  subjects  or  citizens  of  any  other  foreign 
country  to  acquire  and  possess.  They  may  dispose  of  the 
same  by  sale,  exchange,  gift,  marriage,  testament,  or  in  any 
other  manner,  or  acquire  the  same  by  inheritance  under 
the  same  conditions  which  are  or  shall  be  established  with 
regard  to  subjects  of  the  other  contracting  party.  They 
shall  not  be  subjected  in  any  of  the  cases  mentioned  to  any 
taxes,  imposts  or  charges  of  whatever  denomination  other 
or  higher  than  those  which  are  or  shall  be  applicable  to 
subjects  of  the  other  contracting  party. 

The  subjects  of  each  of  the  contracting  parties  shall  also 
be  permitted,  on  compliance  with  the  laws  of  the  other 
contracting  party,  freely  to  export  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  their  property  and  their  goods  in  general  without  being 
subjected  as  foreigners  to  other  or  higher  duties  than  those 
to  which  subjects  of  such  party  would  be  liable  under 
similar  circumstances. 

Article  4. 

The  subjects  of  each  of  the  contracting  parties  in  the 
territories  of  the  other  shall  be  exempted  from  all  com- 
pulsory military  service  whatsoever,  whether  in  the  army, 
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navy,  national  guard  or  militia.  They  shall  similarly  be 
exempted  from  all  judicial,  administrative  and  municipal 
functions  whatever,  other  than  those  imposed  by  the  laws 
relating  to  juries,  as  well  as  from  all  contributions,  whether 
pecuniary  or  in  hind,  imposed  as  an  equivalent  for  personal 
service,  and  finally  from  any  military  exaction  or  requisition. 
The  charges  connected  with  the  possession  by  any  title  of 
landed  property  are,  however,  excepted,  as  well  as  com- 
pulsory billeting  and  other  special  military  exactions  or 
requisitions,  to  which  all  subjects  of  the  other  contracting 
party  may  be  liable  as  owners  or  occupiers  of  buildings 
or  land. 

In  the  above  respects  the  subjects  of  each  of  the  con- 
tracting parties  shall  not  be  accorded  in  the  territories  of 
the  other  less  favourable  treatment  than  that  which  is  or 
may  be  accorded  to  subjects  or  citizens  of  the  most  favoured 
nation. 

Article  5. 

The  articles  enumerated  in  the  first  part  of  Schedule  (A) 
to  this  treaty,  produced  or  manufactured  in  His  Britannic 
Majesty's  territories,  from  whatever  place  arriving,  shall 
not,  on  importation  into  Spain,  be  subjected  to  higher 
customs  duties  than  those  specified  in  the  schedule. 

The  articles  enumerated  in  the  second  part  of  Schedule 
(A)  to  this  treaty,  produced  or  manufactured  in  His 
Britannic  Majesty's  territories,  from  whatever  place  arriv- 
ing, shall  not  be  subject  on  importation  into  Spain  to  other 
or  higher  duties  or  charges  than  those  paid  on  the  like 
articles  produced  or  manufactured  in  any  other  foreign 
country.  All  other  articles  produced  or  manufactured  in 
His  Britannic  Majesty's  territories,  from  whatever  place 
arriving,  shall  be  subject  on  importation  into  Spain  to 
duties  no  higher  than  those  prescribed  in  the  second  column 
of  the  Spanish  customs  tariff  in  force  at  any  time,  provided 
that  if  at  any  time  any  benefit  or  advantage  is  conceded 
to  any  foreign  country  in  respect  of  any  specified  article 
which  is  of  interest  to  the  trade  of  His  Britannic  Majesty's 
territories,  the  Government  of  His  Catholic  Majesty  will 
be  prepared  to  extend  such  benefit  or  advantage  to  similar 
articles  produced  or  manufactured  in  His  Britannic  Majesty's 
territories,  on  receiving  an  application  for  such  extension 
from  His  Britannic  Majesty's  representative  at  Madrid. 

It  is  further  agreed  that  the  produce  and  manufactures 
of  His  Britannic  Majesty's  territories  are  entitled  to  any 
advantages  in  respect  of  modifications  in  Dispositions  IV 
and  V  annexed  to  the  Spanish  customs  tariff  which  may  be 
accorded  in  future  by  Spain  to  any  foreign  country. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  para- 
graphs, His  Britannic  Majesty  will  not  be  entitled  to  claim 
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for  raw  materials  or  manufactured  articles  the  produce  of 
the  territories  of  His  Britannic  Majesty  the  benefit  of  any 
special  treatment  which  His  Catholic  Majesty  has  conceded 
or  may  concede  to  the  products  of  Portugal  or  to  those 
originating  in  and  proceeding  from  the  Spanish  zone  of 
Morocco. 

Article  6. 

Articles  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  Spain  imported 
into  His  Britannic  Majesty's  territories,  from  whatever 
place  arriving,  shall  not  be  subjected  to  other  or  higher 
duties  or  charges  than  those  paid  on  the  like  articles,  the 
produce  or  manufacture  of  any  other  foreign  country. 

The  articles  the  produce  of  Spain  enumerated  in  the  first 
part  of  Schedule  (B)  to  this  treaty  shall  not  be  subject  to 
any  customs  duty  on  importation  into  His  Britannic 
Majesty's  territories,  nor  shall  any  prohibition  be  imposed 
on  the  importation  of  these  articles  except  such  prohibitions 
as  it  may  be  found  necessary  to  impose  during  time  of  war. 

The  articles  the  produce  of  Spain  enumerated  in  the 
second  part  of  Schedule  (B)  to  this  treaty  shall  not  be 
subject  on  importation  into  the  territories  of  His  Britannic 
Majesty  to  higher  customs  duties  than  those  in  force  at 
the  date  of  signature  of  this  treaty. 


Article  7. 

No  prohibition  or  restriction  shall  be  maintained  or 
imposed  on  the  importation  of  any  article  the  produce  or 
manufacture  of  the  territories  of  either  of  the  contracting 
parties  into  the  territories  of  the  other,  from  whatever  place 
arriving,  which  shall  not  equally  extend  to  the  importation 
of  the  like  articles  being  the  produce  or  manufacture  of 
any  other  foreign  country. 

The  only  exceptions  to  this  general  rule  shall  be  in  the 
case  of  the  sanitary  or  other  prohibitions  occasioned  by 
the  necessity  of  securing  the  safety  of  persons,  or  of  cattle, 
or  of  plants  useful  to  agriculture,  and  of  the  measures 
applicable  to  the  territories  of  either  of  the  contracting 
parties  to  articles  enjoying  a  direct  or  indirect  bounty  in 
the  territories  of  the  other  contracting  party. 

Article  8. 

Articles  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  the  territories  of 
either  of  the  contracting  parties,  exported  to  the  territories 
of  the  other,  shall  not  be  subjected  to  other  or  higher 
charges  than  those  paid  on  the  like  articles  exported  to 
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any  other  foreign  country.  Nor  shall  any  prohibition  or 
restriction  be  imposed  on  the  exportation  of  any  article 
from  the  territories  of  either  of  the  two  contracting  parties 
to  the  territories  of  the  other  which  shall  not  equally  extend 
to  the  exportation  of  the  like  article  to  any  other  foreign 
country. 

Article  9. 

The  stipulations  of  the  present  treaty  with  regard  to  the 
mutual  accord  of  the  treatment  of  the  most  favoured  nation 
apply  unconditionally  to  the  treatment  of  commercial 
travellers  and  their  samples.  The  chambers  of  commerce 
as  well  as  such  other  trade  associations  and  other  recognized 
commercial  associations  in  the  territories  of  the  contracting 
parties  as  may  be  authorized  in  this  behalf,  shall  be  mutually 
accepted  as  competent  authorities  for  issuing  any  certificates 
that  may  be  required  for  commercial  travellers. 

Articles  imported  by  commercial  travellers  as  samples 
shall,  in  the  territories  of  each  of  the  contracting  parties, 
be  temporarily  admitted  free  of  duty  on  compliance  with 
the  customs  regulations  and  formalities  established  to 
assure  their  re-exportation  or  the  payment  of  the  prescribed 
customs  duties  if  not  re-exported  within  the  period  allowed 
by  law.  But  the  foregoing  privilege  shall  not  extend  to 
articles  which,  owing  to  their  quantity  or  value,  cannot  be 
considered  as  samples,  or  which,  owing  to  their  nature, 
could  not  be  identified  upon  re-exportation. 

The  marks,  stamps,  or  seals  placed  upon  such  samples 
by  the  customs  authorities  of  one  contracting  party  at  the 
time  of  exportation  and  the  officially  attested  list  of  such 
samples  containing  a  full  description  thereof  issued  by  them 
shall  be  reciprocally  accepted  by  the  customs  officials  of  the 
other  as  establishing  their  character  as  samples  and  exempting 
them  from  inspection  except  so  far  as  may  be  necessary 
to  establish  that  the  samples  produced  are  those  enumerated 
in  the  list.  The  customs  authorities  of  either  contracting 
party  may,  however,  affix  a  supplementary  mark  to  such 
samples  in  special  cases  where  they  may  think  this  pre- 
caution necessary. 

Article  10. 

No  internal  duties  levied  for  the  benefit  of  the  State, 
local  authorities  or  corporations  which  affect,  or  may  affect, 
the  production,  manufacture  or  consumption  of  any  article 
in  the  territories  of  either  of  the  contracting  parties,  shall 
for  any  reason  be  a  higher  or  more  burdensome  charge  on 
articles  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  the  other  than  on 
similar  articles  of  native  origin. 
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The  produce  or  manufacture  of  either  of  the  contracting 
parties  imported  into  the  territories  of  the  other,  and 
intended  for  warehousing  or  transit,  shall  not  be  subjected 
to  any  internal  duty. 

Article  11. 

Limited  liability  and  other  companies  and  associations — 
commercial,  industrial  and  financial — already  or  hereafter 
to  be  organized  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  either  high 
contracting  party,  and  registered  in  the  territories  of  such 
party,  are  authorized,  in  the  territories  of  the  other,  to 
exercise  their  rights  and  appear  in  the  courts  either  as 
plaintiffs  or  defendants,  subject  to  the  laws  of  such  other 
party. 

Article  12. 

Each  of  the  contracting  parties  undertakes  to  place  no 
obstacle  in  the  way  of  any  company  (duly  organized  in 
accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  other)  which  may  desire 
to  carry  on  in  its  territories  whether  through  the  establish- 
ment of  branches  or  otherwise,  commercial,  industrial, 
insurance,  banking  or  other  description  of  business  which 
the  subjects  or  companies  of  any  other  foreign  country  are 
or  may  be  permitted  to  carry  on,  and  in  framing  and 
administering  laws  with  regard  to  the  taxation  of  such 
companies  and  branches,  each  contracting  party  will  be 
guided  by  the  principles  embodied  in  the  last  paragraph  of 
article  1  of  this  treaty. 

Article  13. 

1.  The  measures  taken  by  the  contracting  parties  for 
regulating  and  forwarding  traffic  across  their  territories 
shall  facilitate  free  transit  by  rail  or  waterway  on  routes  in 
use  convenient  for  international  transit.  No  distinction 
shall  be  made  which  is  based  on  the  nationality  of  persons, 
the  flag  of  vessels,  the  place  of  origin,  departure,  entry, 
exit  or  destination,  or  on  any  circumstances  relating  to  the 
ownership  of  goods  or  of  vessels,  coaching  or  goods  stock, 
or  other  means  of  transport. 

In  order  to  ensure  the  application  of  the  foregoing  provi- 
sions the  contracting  parties  will  allow  transit  in  accordance 
with  the  customary  conditions  and  reserves  across  their 
territorial  waters. 

2.  Traffic  in  transit  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  special 
dues  in  respect  of  transit  (including  entry  and  exit)  except 
for  such  dues  as  are  intended  solely  to  defray  expenses  of 
supervision  and  administration  entailed  by  such  transit. 
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3.  Neither  contracting  party  shall  be  bound  by  this 
article  to  afford  transit  for  passengers  whose  admission  into 
its  territories  is  forbidden,  or  for  goods  of  a  kind  of  which 
the  importation  is  prohibited,  either  on  grounds  of  public 
health  or  security,  or  as  a  precaution  against  diseases  of 
animals  or  plants. 

4.  For  the  purposes  of  this  article,  persons,  baggage  and 
goods,  and  also  vessels,  coaching  and  goods  stock,  and  other 
means  of  transport  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  transit  across 
the  territory  of  one  of  the  contracting  parties,  when  the 
passage  across  such  territory,  with  or  without  transhipment, 
warehousing,  breaking  bulk,  or  change  in  the  mode  of 
transport,  is  only  a  portion  of  a  complete  journey,  beginning 
and  terminating  beyond  the  frontier  of  the  party  across 
whose  territory  the  transit  takes  place. 

Article  14. 

Each  of  the  contracting  parties  shall  permit  the  impor- 
tation or  exportation  of  all  merchandise  which  may  be 
legally  imported  or  exported,  and  also  the  carriage  of 
passengers  from  or  to  their  respective  territories,  upon  the 
vessels  of  the  other;  and  such  vessels,  their  cargoes  and 
passengers  shall  enjoy  the  same  privileges  as,  and  shall  not 
be  subjected  to  any  other  or  higher  duties  or  charges  than 
national  vessels  and  their  cargoes  and  passengers  or  the 
vessels  of  any  other  foreign  country  and  their  cargoes  and 
passengers. 

Article  15. 

The  provisions  of  this  treaty  relating  to  the  mutual 
concession  of  national  treatment  in  matters  of  navigation 
do  not  apply  to  the  coasting  trade,  in  respect  of  which  the 
subjects  and  vessels  of  the  contracting  parties  shall  enjoy 
most-favoured-nation  treatment. 

British  and  Spanish  vessels  may,  nevertheless,  proceed 
from  one  port  to  another,  either  for  the  purpose  of  landing 
the  whole  or  part  of  their  cargoes  or  passengers  brought 
from  abroad  or  of  taking  on  board  the  whole  or  part  of  their 
cargoes  or  passengers  for  a  foreign  destination. 

It  is  also  understood  that,  in  the  event  of  the  coasting 
trade  of  either  contracting  party  being  exclusively  reserved 
to  national  vessels,  the  vessels  of  the  other  party,  if  engaged 
in  trade  to  or  from  places  not  within  the  limits  of  the 
coasting  trade  so  reserved,  shall  not  be  prohibited  from  the 
carriage  between  two  ports  of  the  former  party  of  passengers 
holding  through  tickets  or  merchandise  consigned  on 
through  bills  of  lading  to  or  from  places  not  within  the  above- 
mentioned  limits  and  while  engaged  in  such  carriage  these 
vessels  and  their  passengers  and  cargoes  shall  enjoy  the 
full  privileges  of  this  treaty. 
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Article  16. 

In  all  that  regards  the  stationing,  loading  and  unloading 
of  vessels  in  the  ports,  docks,  roadsteads  and  harbours  of 
the  territories  of  the  contracting  parties,  no  privilege  or 
facility  shall  be  granted  by  either  party  to  vessels  of  any 
other  foreign  country  or  to  national  vessels  which  is  not 
equally  granted  to  vessels  of  the  other  party. 

Article  17. 

In  regard  to  duties  of  tonnage,  harbour,  pilotage,  light- 
house, quarantine  or  other  analogous  duties  or  charges  of 
whatever  denomination,  levied  in  the  name  or  for  the 
profit  of  the  Government,  public  functionaries,  private 
individuals,  corporations  or  establishments  of  any  kind  the 
vessels  of  either  contracting  party  shall  enjoy  in  the  ports 
of  the  territories  of  the  other  treatment  as  favourable  as 
that  accorded  to  national  vessels  or  the  vessels  of  any 
other  foreign  country. 

Article  18. 

Any  vessel  of  either  of  the  contracting  parties  which  may 
be  compelled,  by  stress  of  weather  or  by  accident,  to  take 
shelter  in  a  port  of  the  other,  shall  be  at  liberty  to  refit 
therein,  to  procure  all  necessary  stores,  and  to  put  to  sea 
again,  without  paying  any  dues  other  than  such  as  would 
be  payable  in  a  similar  case  by  a  national  vessel.  In  case, 
however,  the  master  of  a  merchant  vessel  should  be  under 
the  necessity  of  disposing  of  a  part  of  his  merchandise  in 
order  to  defray  his  expenses,  he  shall  be  bound  to  conform 
to  the  regulations  and  tariffs  of  the  place  to  which  he  may 
have  come. 

If  any  vessel  of  one  of  the  contracting  parties  should  run 
aground  or  be  wrecked  upon  the  coasts  of  the  other,  such 
vessel  and  all  parts  thereof,  and  all  furniture  and  appur- 
tenances belonging  thereunto,  and  all  goods  and  merchan- 
dise saved  therefrom,  including  any  which  may  have  been 
cast  into  the  sea,  or  the  proceeds  thereof,  if  sold,  as  well 
as  all  papers  found  on  board  such  stranded  or  wrecked 
vessel,  shall  be  given  up  to  the  owners  or  their  agents  when 
claimed  by  them.  If  there  are  no  such  owners  or  agents 
on  the  spot,  then  the  same  shall  be  delivered  to  the  British 
or  Spanish  consular  officer  in  whose  district  the  wreck  or 
stranding  may  have  taken  place  upon  being  claimed  by 
him  within  the  period  fixed  by  the  laws  of  the  country,  and 
such  consular  officers,  owners,  or  agents  shall  pay  only  the 
expenses  incurred  in  the  preservation  of  the  property, 
together  with  the  salvage  or  other  expenses  which  would 
have  been  payable  in  the  like  case  of  a  wreck  or  stranding 
of  a  national  vessel. 
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The  contracting  parties  agree,  moreover,  that  merchandise 
saved  shall  not  be  subjected  to  the  payment  of  any  customs 
duty  unless  cleared  for  internal  consumption. 

In  the  case  either  of  a  vessel  being  driven  in  by  stress  of 
weather,  run  aground  or  wrecked,  the  respective  consular 
officers  shall,  if  the  owner  or  master,  or  other  agent  of  the 
owner  is  not  present,  or  is  present  and  requires  it,  be  author- 
ized to  interpose  in  order  to  afford  the  necessary  assistance 
to  their  fellow-countrymen. 

Article  19. 

All  vessels  which,  according  to  the  British  law,  are  to  be 
deemed  British  vessels,  and  all  vessels  which,  according  to 
Spanish  law,  are  to  be  deemed  Spanish  vessels,  shall,  for 
the  purposes  of  this  treaty,  be  deemed  British  or  Spanish 
vessels  respectively. 

Article  20. 

It  shall  be  free  to  each  of  the  contracting  parties  to 
appoint  consuls-general,  consuls,  vice-consuls  and  consular 
agents  to  reside  in  the  towns  and  ports  of  the  territories  of 
the  other  in  which  such  representatives  may  be  admitted 
by  the  respective  Governments.  Such  consuls-general, 
consuls,  vice-consuls  and  consular  agents,  however,  shall 
not  enter  upon  their  functions  until  after  they  shall  have 
been  approved  and  admitted  in  the  usual  form  by  the 
Government  to  which  they  are  sent. 

Consuls-general,  consuls,  vice-consuls,  subjects  of  the 
State  which  appoints  them,  will  be  exempted  from  all 
public  service,  municipal  or  other,  and  in  respect  of  direct 
taxation  of  all  kinds  levied  either  by  the  State  or  the  local 
authorities  will  enjoy  the  treatment  accorded  or  which  may 
be  accorded  to  similar  officials  of  the  most  favoured  nation, 
and  subject  to  the  same  conditions  under  which  such  most 
favoured  nation  enjoys  this  treatment. 

Article  21. 

The  consular  officers  of  each  of  the  contracting  parties 
residing  in  the  territories  of  the  other  shall  receive  from 
the  local  authorities  such  assistance  as  can  by  law  be  given 
to  them  for  the  recovery  of  deserters  from  the  vessels  of 
their  respective  countries. 

Provided  that  this  stipulation  shall  not  apply  to  subjects 
or  citizens  of  the  contracting  party  in  whose  territory  the 
desertion  takes  place. 

Article  22. 

The  subjects  of  each  of  the  contracting  parties  shall  have 
in  the  territories  of  the  other  the  same  rights  as  subjects  of 
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that  contracting  party  in  regard  to  patents  for  inventions, 
trade  marks  and  designs,  upon  fulfilment  of  the  formalities 
prescribed  by  law. 


This  treaty  shall  not  be  deemed  to  confer  any  right  or  to 
impose  any  obligation  in  contravention  of  any  general 
international  convention  to  which  His  Britannic  Majesty 
and  His  Catholic  Majesty  are  or  hereafter  may  be  parties. 


The  stipulations  of  the  present  treaty  shall  not  be  applic- 
able to  any  part  of  His  Britannic  Majesty's  territories 
outside  the  United  Kingdom  unless  notice  is  given  by  His 
Britannic  Majesty's  representative  at  Madrid  of  the  desire 
of  the  Government  of  such  part  of  His  Britannic  Majesty's 
territories  that  the  said  stipulations  shall  be  so  applicable. 

As  regards  the  parts  of  His  Britannic  Majesty's  terri- 
tories to  which  the  stipulations  of  the  present  treaty  shall 
have  been  made  applicable  under  this  article,  either  of  the 
contracting  parties  shall  have  the  right  to  terminate  it 
separately  at  any  time  on  giving  six  months'  notice  to  that 
effect. 


The  present  treaty  shall  be  ratified,  and  the  ratifications 
shall  be  exchanged  at  Madrid  as  soon  as  possible.  It  shall 
come  into  force  immediately  upon  ratification  and  shall  be 
binding  during  three  years  from  the  date  of  its  coming  into 
force.  In  case  neither  of  the  contracting  parties  shall  have 
given  notice  to  the  other,  six  months  before  the  expiration 
of  the  said  period  of  three  years,  of  its  intention  to  terminate 
the  present  treaty,  it  shall  remain  in  force  until  the  expira- 
tion of  six  months  from  the  date  on  which  either  of  the 
contracting  parties  shall  have  denounced  it. 

In  witness  whereof  the  respective  Plenipotentiaries  have 
signed  the  present  Treaty  and  have  affixed  thereto  their 
seals. 

Done  at  Madrid  in  duplicate  this  thirty-first  day  of 
October,  in  the  year  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
twenty- two.

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SCHEDULE  II. 


Agreement  between  the  United  Kingdom  and  Spain 
regulating  the  treatment  of  companies. 


Signed  at  Madrid,  June  27,  19%. 


His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  and  of  the  British  Dominions  Overseas, 
Emperor  of  India,  and  His  Catholic  Majesty  the  King  of 
Spain,  being  agreed  that  it  is  desirable  to  conclude  a 
separate  Agreement  regulating  the  treatment  to  be  accorded 
in  the  territories  of  each  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  to 
the  Companies  registered  in  the  territories  of  the  other, 
have  for  this  purpose  named  as  their  plenipotentiaries: — 

His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  and  of  the  British  Dominions  Overseas, 
Emperor  of  India:  The  Right  Honourable  Sir  Horace 
George  Montagu  Rumbold,  Baronet,  G.C.M.G.,  M.V.O., 
His  Ambassador  Extraordinary  and  Plenipotentiary  at 
Madrid; 

His  Catholic  Majesty  the  King  of  Spain:  His  Excellency 
Senor  Don  Fernando  Espinosa  de  los  Monteros  y  Bermejillo, 
Under-Secretary  in  charge  of  the  Ministry  of  State,  Knight 
of  the  Military  Order  of  Calatrava,  Grand  Cross  of  the 
Orders  of  Leopold  II  of  Belgium,  of  St.  Maurice  and  St. 
Lazarus  and  of  the  Crown  of  Italy,  of  the  House  of  Orange 
of  the  Netherlands  and  of  the  Pontifical  Order  of  St. 
Gregory  the  Great; 

Who,  having  exhibited  their  respective  full  powers, 
found  in  good  and  due  form,  have  agreed  as  follows: — 

Article  1. 

For  the  purposes  of  the  present  Agreement  the  expression 
"Companies  of  a  Contracting  Party"  means  Joint  Stock 
Companies  and  other  associations  engaged  in  commercial, 
industrial,  transport,  insurance,  financial  or  other  description 
of  business,  constituted  and  authorized  in  accordance  with 
the  laws  in  force  in  the  territories  of  that  Contracting 
Party,  and  having  their  central  management  and  control 
situated  in  those  territories. 

Article  2. 

Except  in  so  far  as  modified  by  the  present  Agreement, 
the  Companies  of  either  Contracting  Party  shall  enjoy 
in  the  territories  of  the  other  the  benefits  accorded  to 
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subjects  bv  the  Treaty  of  Commerce  and  Navigation  signed 
at  Madrid"  on  31st  October,  1922. 

Article  3. 

In  particular  it  is  agreed  that  the  Companies  of  one 
Contracting  Party,  when  carrying  on  business  in  the 
territories  of  the  other,  shall  not  be  subject  in  respect  of 
their  property,  business,  trade,  industry  or  any  other 
matter,  to  taxes,  general  or  local,  or  imposts  of  any  kind 
whatever,  other  or  greater  than  those  which  are  or  may 
be  imposed  on  the  Companies  of  the  second  Contracting 
Party. 

Article  4. 

Any  taxes  or  imposts  levied  on  the  Companies  of  either 
Contracting  Party  in  the  territories  of  the  other  shall  be 
strictly  limited — 

(a)  if  levied  on  capital,  to  that  part  of  the  capital  which 
is  effectively  engaged  within; 

(b )  and  if  based  on  volume  of  business  done,  to  the 
business  carried  on  or  controlled  within; 

(c  )  and  if  based  on  profits,  to  profits  arising  from  business 
carried  on  or  controlled  within; 
that  part  of  the  territories  of  the  second  Contracting  Party 
in  which  similar  taxes  or  imposts  are  levied  on  the  Com- 
panies of  that  Party.  Such  taxes  or  imposts  shall  be 
levied  at  rates  not  greater  than  those  applicable  to  the 
Companies  of  that  Party. 

This  Article  in  no  way  affects  the  powers  which,  under 
the  laws  of  either  Contracting  Party  in  force  at  the  date 
of  signature  of  this  Agreement,  the  Administrative  Authori- 
ties possess  for  the  determination  of  the  amount  of  capital 
emoloyed  by  a  foreign  Company,  or  profits  of  the  Company, 
in  the  territory  in  which  the  tax  is  levied,  subject  always 
to  the  provisions  of  Article  5  of  this  Agreement. 

Article  5. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  Article, 
if  the  law  of  either  of  the  Contracting  Parties  requires  as  a 
general  rule,  for  all  classes  of  Companies,  that  the  amount 
of  any  tax  levied  on  Companies  of  the  other  Contracting 
Party  carrying  on  business  in  the  territory  of  the  first 
Party  shall  be  computed  on  a  percentage  of  the  total  profits 
or  total  capital  of  the  Company  as  a  whole,  then  the 
percentage  shall  be  calculated  in  accordance  with  the 
following  provisions : — 

(a)  In  the  case  of  a  deposit  bank  the  percentage  shall 
not  exceed  the  proportion  of  the  total  of  deposit  and 
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current  accounts  in  the  territory  in  which  the  tax  is 
levied  to  the  total  of  deposit  and  current  accounts  of 
the  bank  as  a  whole.  For  this  purpose  a  deposit  bank 
is  understood  to  be  one  whose  principal  liability  as 
shown  in  the  balance-sheet  of  the  bank  as  a  whole 
arises  from  deposits  and  current  accounts  payable  at 
sight  or  within  90  days,  and  whose  principal  assets 
consist  of  bills  discounted  and  commercial  promissory 
notes  and  loans,  all  of  which  are  payable  at  sight  or 
within  90  days,  and  investments  in  public  funds; 

( b )  In  the  case  of  Insurance  Companies  the  percentage 
shall  as  a  general  rule  not  exceed  the  proportion  which 
the  amount  of  the  premiums  attributable  to  the  terri- 
tory in  which  the  tax  is  levied  bears  to  the  total 
premiums ; 

(c)  In  all  other  cases  the  percentage  shall  be  based  on  a 
comparison  of  capital  or  assets  or  turnover  or  profits  or 
the  volume  of  purchases  or  sales,  or  some  combination 
of  these  factors,  but  it  shall  not  exceed  the  proportion 
which  the  figure  calculated  for  the  territory  in  which 
the  tax  is  levied  bears  to  the  corresponding  figure 
calculated  for  the  enterprise  as  a  whole. 

In  the  event  of  a  Company  not  furnishing  within  the 
prescribed  period  and  in  the  proper  form  the  necessary 
particulars  required  by  the  law,  or  furnishing  false  informa- 
tion, or  obstructing  the  Administration  in  the  verification 
of  the  information  furnished,  the  percentage  referred  to  in 
this  Article  shall  be  estimated  by  the  Administrative 
Authorities  at  such  figure  as  appears  to  them  to  be  equitable. 

The  relevant  stipulations  of  this  Article  and  of  the 
preceding  Article  will  be  applied  to  all  assessments  by  the 
Spanish  authorities  on  capital  and  profits  of  British  Com- 
panies for  which  the  percentage  had  not  been  published  by 
the  Administration  in  the  " Madrid  Gazette"  prior  to  1st 
May,  1924.  In  the  latter  case  the  percentage  published 
by  the  Administration  shall  be  regarded  as  final. 


Article  6. 

As  an  exception  to  the  provisions  of  Articles  4  and  5,  it 
is  agreed  that  any  British  bank  having  branches  established 
in  Spain  may  be  subjected,  under  paragraph  (b )  of  dispo- 
sition XI  of  the  3rd  Tariff  of  Article  4  of  the  Spanish  Income 
Tax  Law,  Revised  Text  of  22nd  September,  1922,  to  a  tax 
at  a  rate  not  exceeding  one-fourth  per  mille  on  its  total 
nominal  capital  and  reserves  after  deduction  of  the  amount 
of  such  capital  and  reserves  corresponding  to  the  branches 
in  Spain  calculated  in  accordance  with  the  stipulations  of 
Article  5  of  this  Agreement. 

Article 
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Article  7. 

In  no  case  shall  the  treatment  accorded  by  either  Con- 
tracting Party  to  Companies  of  the  other  be  less  favourable 
in  respect  of  any  matter  whatever  than  that  accorded  to 
the  Companies  of  the  most-favoured  foreign  country. 

Article  8. 

No  charge  shall  be  imposed  and  no  conditions  prescribed 
by  either  of  the  Contracting  Parties  in  respect  of  transac- 
tions with  Companies  of  the  other  Contracting  Party 
carrying  on  business  in  its  territories  other  or  more  burden- 
some than  the  charges  or  conditions  in  respect  of  trans- 
actions with  national  Companies. 

Article  9. 

If  the  law  of  either  Contracting  Party  does  not  provide 
for  appeal  against  the  determination  by  the  taxing  authority 
of  the  percentage  referred  to  in  Article  5  the  assessment 
shall,  before  becoming  effective,  be  communicated  to  the 
Company  in  the  usual  form  and  the  Company  shall  have 
the  right  in  the  prescribed  period  to  submit  to  the  Minister 
of  Finance  any  considerations  which  it  deems  relevant  and 
in  such  a  case  the  Minister,  or  the  Government,  as  the  case 
may  be,  after  full  inquiry  and  after  the  Company  has  been 
heard,  will  give  a  final  decision. 

No  Company  shall  have  the  right  to  contest  the  deter- 
mination of  the  percentage  by  the  taxing  authority  if  it 
has  failed  to  furnish  within  the  time  and  in  the  form  pre- 
scribed the  declarations  and  particulars  required,  by  the 
taxing  authority  in  order  to  establish  the  percentage  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement. 

Article  10. 

The  present  Agreement  shall  come  into  force  immediately 
and  shall  continue  in  operation  until  the  expiration  of 
twelve  months  from  the  date  on  which  either  Contracting 
Party  shall  have  given  notice  to  terminate  it. 

Article  11. 

The  stipulations  of  the  present  Agreement  shall  not  be 
applicable  to  India  or  to  any  of  His  Britannic  Majesty's 
Self-Governing  Dominions,  Colonies,  Possessions,  or  Pro- 
tectorates, unless  notice  is  given  by  His  Britannic  Majesty's 
Representative  at  Madrid  of  the  desire  of  His  Britannic 
Majesty  that  the  said  stipulations  shall  apply  to  any  such 
territory. 
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Article  12. 

The  terms  of  the  preceding  Article  relating  to  India  and 
to  His  Britannic  Majesty's  Self-Governing  Dominions, 
Colonies,  Possessions  and  Protectorates  shall  apply  also 
to  any  territory  in  respect  of  which  a  mandate  on  behalf 
of  the  League  of  Nations  has  been  accepted  by  His  Britannic 
Majesty. 

Article  13. 

As  regards  India  or  any  of  His  Britannic  Majesty's  Self- 
Governing  Dominions,  Colonies,  Possessions  or  Protector- 
ates, or  any  territory  in  respect  of  which  a  mandate  on 
behalf  of  the  League  of  Nations  has  been  accepted  by 
His  Britannic  Majesty,  to  which  the  stipulations  of  the 
present  Agreement  shall  have  been  made  applicable  under 
this  Article,  either  of  the  Contracting  Parties  shall  have  the 
right  to  terminate  it  separately  at  any  time  on  giving 
twelve  months'  notice  to  that  effect. 

In  witness  whereof  the  undersigned  have  signed  the 
present  Agreement  and  have  affixed  thereto  their  seals.

Convention  between  His  Britannic  Majesty  and  His 
Majesty  the  King  of  Spain  revising  certain 
provisions  of  the  Anglo-Spanish  Treaty  of  Com- 
merce and  Navigation  of  October  31,  1922,  and 
Notes  exchanged. 


Signed  at  London,  April  5,  1927. 


His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  and  of  the  British  Dominions  beyond 
the  Seas,  Emperor  of  India,  and  His  Majesty  the  King  of 
Spain,  being  desirous  of  further  facilitating  and  extending 
the  commercial  relations  already  existing  between  their 
respective  countries,  have  resolved  to  revise  certain  of 
the  provisions  of  the  Treaty  of  Commerce  and  Navigation, 
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signed  at  Madrid  on  the  31st  October,  1922,  and  for  that 
purpose  have  appointed  their  plenipotentiaries,  that  is  to 
say:— 

His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  and  of  the  British  Dominions  beyond 
the  Seas,  Emperor  of  India, 
for  Great  Britain  and  Northern  Ireland, 

The  Right  Honourable  Sir  Austen  Chamberlain, 
K.G.,  M.P.,  His  Majesty's  Principal  Secretary  of 
State  for  Foreign  Affairs, 
His  Majesty  the  King  of  Spain, 

His  Excellency  the  Marquess  de  Merry  del  Val, 
Knight  Grand  Cross  of  the  Order  of  Carlos  III, 
G.C.V.O.,  His  Ambassador  Extraordinary  and  Pleni- 
potentiary at  the  Court  of  His  Britannic  Majesty, 
who,  after  having  communicated  to  each  other  their  respec- 
tive full  powers,  found  in  good  and  due  form,  have  agreed 
upon  the  following  Articles: — 


Article  1. 

The  fourth  paragraph  of  Article  1  of  the  Treaty  of  Com- 
merce and  Navigation,  signed  at  Madrid  on  the  31st 
October,  1922,  shall  be  deleted. 

Article  2. 

For  Articles  5  and  6  of  the  Treaty  signed  at  Madrid  on 
the  31st  October,  1922,  and  Schedules  A  and  B  referred  to 
therein,  there  shall  be  substituted  the  following  Articles: — 

"Article  5. 

"Articles  produced  or  manufactured  in  His  Britannic 
Majesty's  territories  from  whatever  place  arriving  shall 
not  be  subjected  on  importation  into  Spain,  that  is  to  say, 
the  territories  of  the  Peninsula,  the  Balearic  Islands,  the 
Canary  Islands  and  towns  under  Spanish  sovereignty  in 
the  North  of  Africa,  to  other  or  higher  duties  or  charges 
than  those  paid  on  the  like  articles  produced  or  manu- 
factured in  any  other  foreign  country. 

"Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  para- 
graph, His  Britannic  Majesty  will  not  be  entitled  to  claim 
for  raw  materials  or  manufactured  articles  the  produce  of 
the  territories  of  His  Britannic  Majesty  the  benefit  of  any 
special  treatment  which  His  Catholic  Majesty  has  con- 
ceded or  may  concede  to  the  produce  or  manufactures  of 
Portugal  or  of  the  Spanish  Zone  of  Morocco. 
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"Article  5  a. 

"Pit  coal  (hullas)  comprised  under  Tariff  heading  31  of 
the  Spanish  Tariff  at  present  in  force  when  originating  in 
and  proceeding  from  Great  Britain  and  Northern  Ireland 
will  benefit  by  a  reduction  of  40  per  cent  on  the  duties  of 
the  Second  Column  of  the  Tariff  which  may  be  in  force  at 
any  time.  This  reduction  will  be  applicable  to  an  annual 
quota  of  750,000  tons. 

"Article  6. 

"Articles  produced  or  manufactured  in  Spain,  that  is  to 
say,  the  territories  of  the  Peninsula,  the  Balearic  Islands, 
the  Canary  Islands  and  towns  under  Spanish  sovereignty 
in  the  North  of  Africa,  from  whatever  place  arriving,  shall 
not  be  subjected  on  importation  into  His  Britannic  Majesty's 
territories  to  other  or  higher  duties  or  charges  than  those 
paid  on  the  like  articles  produced  or  manufactured  in  any 
other  foreign  country. 

"Article  6a. 

"In  order  to  remove  doubts  it  is  hereby  agreed  that  the 
most-favoured-nation  principle  is  to  be  invariably  applied 
(subject  to  the  proviso  in  the  second  paragraph  of  Article  5) 
in  such  manner  that  articles  produced  or  manufactured  in 
the  territories  of  one  of  the  Contracting  Parties  imported 
into  the  territories  of  the  other  shall  not  be  subjected  to 
higher  duties  than  the  lowest  duties  accorded  to  any  similar 
articles  produced  or  manufactured  in  any  other  foreign 
country  whatever  may  be  their  specific  denomination; 
and,  in  this  connection,  it  is  specifically  agreed  that  Spanish 
wines  of  whatever  character  and  by  whatever  name  known 
shall  not  on  their  importation  into  Great  Britain  or  Northern 
Ireland  be  dutiable  under  a  scale  less  favourable,  or  at  a 
higher  rate,  than  the  wines  of  a  similar  character  imported 
in  similar  containers  from  any  other  foreign  country,  and 
shall  not  be  subjected  to  any  Customs  formalities  which 
are  not  applicable  to  such  wines  of  any  other  foreign 
country  as  are  of  the  same  character.  The  above-mentioned 
similarity  of  character  between  still  Spanish  wines  and  still 
wines  of  any  other  foreign  country  shall  be  established 
exclusively  on  the  basis  of  alcoholic  strength." 

Article  3. 

The  following  words  appearing  at  the  end  of  Article  12 
of  the  Treaty  signed  at  Madrid  on  the  31st  October,  1922, 
shall  be  deleted: — 

"and 
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"and  in  framing  and  administering  laws  with  regard  to 
the  taxation  of  such  companies  and  branches,  each  con- 
tracting party  will  be  guided  by  the  principles  embodied  in 
the  last  paragraph  of  Article  1  of  this  treaty." 

Article  4. 

For  Article  24  of  the  Treaty  signed  at  Madrid  on  the 
31st  October,  1922,  there  shall  be  substituted  the  following 
Article  which  shall  apply  to  the  said  Treaty  as  modified 
by  the  present  Supplementary  Convention: — 

"Article  21+. 

"The  stipulations  of  the  present  Treaty  shall  not  be 
applicable  to  any  part  of  His  Britannic  Majesty's  territories 
other  than  Great  Britain  and  Northern  Ireland  unless 
notice  is  given  by  His  Britannic  Majesty's  Representative 
at  Madrid  of  the  desire  of  the  Government  of  such  part  of 
His  Britannic  Majesty's  territories  that  the  said  stipulations 
shall  be  so  applicable. 

"Nevertheless,  goods  produced  or  manufactured  in  any 
such  part  of  His  Britannic  Majesty's  territories  shall 
enjoy  in  Spain,  that  is  to  say,  the  territories  of  the  Peninsula, 
the  Balearic  Islands,  the  Canary  Islands  and  towns  under 
Spanish  sovereignty  in  the  North  of  Africa,  complete  and 
unconditional  most-favoured-nation  treatment  so  long  as 
goods  produced  or  manufactured  in  Spain,  that  is  to  say, 
the  territories  of  the  Peninsula,  the  Balearic  Islands,  the 
Canary  Islands  and  towns  under  Spanish  sovereignty  in 
the  North  of  Africa,  are  accorded  in  such  part  of  His 
Britannic  Majesty's  territories  treatment  as  favourable  as 
that  accorded  to  goods  produced  or  manufactured  in  any 
other  foreign  country  subject,  however,  to  the  reservation 
of  the  right  of  His  Catholic  Majesty  to  accord  special 
treatment  to  the  produce  or  manufactures  of  Portugal  or 
the  Spanish  Zone  of  Morocco. 

"As  regards  the  parts  of  His  Britannic  Majesty's  terri- 
tories to  which  the  stipulations  of  the  present  Treaty  shall 
have  been  made  applicable  under  this  Article,  either  of  the 
Contracting  Parties  shall  have  the  right  to  terminate  it 
separately  at  any  time  on  giving  three  months'  notice  to 
that  effect." 

Article  5. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Article  25  of  the 
Treaty  signed  at  Madrid  on  the  31st  October,  1922,  the 
provisions  of  that  Treaty  which  are  revised  by  the  present 
Convention  shall  cease  to  have  effect  as  from  midnight 
on  the  23rd-24th  April,  1927,  and  the  Treaty  as  modified 
by  the  present  Convention  shall  continue  in  force  until 
the  expiration  of  the  present  Convention. 
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Article  6. 

The  present  Convention  shall  come  into  force  at  midnight 
on  the  23rd-24th  April,  1927,  and  shall  remain  in  force 
until  the  expiration  of  three  months  from  the  date  on  which 
either  of  the  Contracting  Parties  shall  have  denounced  it.

Sir  Austen  Chamberlain  to  tlie  Spanish  Ambassador. 
Your  Excellency,        Foreign  Office,  S.W.  1,  April  4, 1927. 

I  have  the  honour  to  state  that,  it  being  the  desire  of 
His  Britannic  Majesty's  Government  in  Great  Britain  and 
the  Spanish  Government  that  trade  between  the  two 
countries  should  as  far  as  possible  not  be  impeded  by  any 
kind  of  prohibitions  or  restrictions,  His  Britannic  Majesty's 
Government  in  Great  Britain,  so  long  as  the  Anglo-Spanish 
Commercial  Treaty  remains  in  force,  will  in  general  not 
impose  any  prohibitions  or  restrictions  on  importation, 
exportation,  consumption,  storage  or  use,  except  on  one  or 
other  of  the  following  grounds,  it  being  understood  that  such 
exceptional  prohibitions  or  restrictions  are  extended  at  the 
same  time  and  in  the  same  way  to  other  foreign  countries 
in  which  similar  conditions  prevail: — 

(a)  Public  safety; 

(b)  Sanitary  grounds,  or  for  protection  of  animals  and 
plants  against  diseases  and  pests; 

(c)  In  respect  of  weapons,  ammunition  and  war  material 
and,  under  exceptional  circumstances,  also  in  respect 
of  other  materials  needed  in  war; 

(d)  For  the  purpose  of  prohibiting  the  importation  of 
articles  where  such  prohibition  is  imposed  under  the 
Patent  Laws  of  the  respective  countries  or  the  laws 
relating  to  the  marking  of  imported  goods; 

(e )  For  the  purpose  of  extending  to  foreign  goods  prohi- 
bitions and  restrictions  which  are  or  may  hereafter  be 
imposed  by  internal  legislation  upon  the  production, 
sale,  consumption,  or  forwarding  in  Great  Britain  and 
Northern  Ireland  of  goods  of  the  same  kind  produced 
in  Great  Britain  and  Northern  Ireland,  including,  in 
particular,  goods  which  are  or  may  be  the  subject  of 
a  State  monopoly  or  similar  arrangement; 

(f )  For  the  purpose  of  facilitating  Customs  administra- 
tion or  safeguarding  the  revenue; 
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(g )  In  respect  of  synthetic  organic  dye-stuffs  and  colours 
or  colouring  matter  containing  them,  as  well  as  organic 
intermediate  products  used  in  the  manufacture  of  such 
dye-stuffs,  colours  or  colouring  matter,  the  importation 
of  which  is  prohibited  by  virtue  of  the  Dye-stuffs 
(Import  Regulation)  Act,  1920. 

2.  In  the  event  of  His  Britannic  Majesty's  Government 
in  Great  Britain  considering  it  necessary,  on  grounds  other 
than  those  above  enumerated,  to  impose  a  new  prohibition 
or  restriction  on  the  import,  export,  consumption,  storage 
or  use  of  an  article  which  is  of  substantial  interest  to  Spanish 
trade,  they  will  give  the  Spanish  Government  three  weeks' 
notice  of  their  intention,  and  will  give  sympathetic  con- 
sideration to  any  representations  which  may  be  made  by 
the  Spanish  Government  in  respect  of  such  prohibition  or 
restriction. 

3.  In  pursuance  of  the  earnest  desire  of  both  Govern- 
ments to  refrain  from  measures  impeding  the  maintenance 
and  normal  development  of  commerce  between  the  two 
countries,  His  Britannic  Majesty's  Government  in  Great 
Britain  declare  that  any  restriction  adopted  will  be  made 
operative  in  such  a  way  as  to  afford  to  trade  between  the 
two  countries  all  facilities  which  are  compatible  with  the 
object  aimed  at  in  imposing  the  restriction.  In  particular, 
interference  with  the  established  channels  of  import  and 
distribution  will  be  avoided  so  far  as  may  be;  licensing 
formalities  will  be  made  as  little  burdensome  as  possible, 
applications  for  licences  will  be  dealt  with  expeditiously, 
and  any  licences  issued  will  be  given  a  reasonable  period 
of  validity.

I  have  the  honour  to  state  that,  it  being  the  desire  of  the 
Government  of  His  Catholic  Majesty  and  His  Britannic 
Majesty's  Government  in  Great  Britain  that  trade  between 
the  two  countries  should  as  far  as  possible  not  be  impeded 
by  any  kind  of  prohibitions  or  restrictions,  my  Government 
so  long  as  the  Anglo-Spanish  Commercial  Treaty  remains 
in  force  will  in  general  not  impose  any  prohibitions  or 
restrictions  on  importation,  exportation,  consumption,  stor- 
age or  use  except  in  any  of  the  cases  mentioned  below,  it 
being  understood  that  such  exceptional  prohibitions  or 
restrictions  are  extended  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same 
way  to  other  foreign  countries  in  which  similar  conditions 
prevail : — 

(a)  Public  safety; 
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(b )  Sanitary  grounds  or  for  protection  of  animals  and 
plants  against  diseases  and  pests; 

( c )  In  respect  of  weapons,  ammunition  and  war  material 
and,  under  exceptional  circumstances,  also  in  respect 
of  other  materials  which  can  be  utilized  in  war; 

(d )  For  the  purposes  of  prohibiting  the  importation  of 
articles  where  such  prohibition  is  imposed  under  the 
Patent  Laws  of  the  respective  countries  or  the  laws 
relating  to  the  marking  of  imported  goods; 

(e )  For  the  purpose  of  extending  to  foreign  products 
prohibitions  and  restrictions  which  are  or  may  here- 
after be  imposed  by  internal  legislation  upon  the  pro- 
duction, sale,  consumption,  or  forwarding  in  Spain  of 
goods  of  the  same  kind  produced  in  Spain,  including, 
in  particular,  goods  which  are  or  may  be  the  subject  of 
a  State  monopoly  or  similar  arrangement ; 

(f )  For  the  purpose  of  facilitating  customs  administra- 
tion or  safeguarding  the  revenue; 

(g )  Colouring  materials,  the  importation  of  which  into 
Spain  is  subject  to  the  restrictive  provisions  of  the 
Royal  Decree  of  the  9th  March,  1926,  in  connection 
with  explosives  and  the  principle  of  special  protection 
for  this  industry  and  for  national  defence. 

In  the  event  of  my  Government  considering  it  necessary, 
for  reasons  other  than  those  enumerated  above,  to  impose 
a  new  prohibition  or  restriction  on  the  import,  export, 
consumption,  storage  or  use  of  an  article  which  is  of  primary 
importance  to  British  trade,  my  Government  will  notify 
their  intention  to  His  Britannic  Majesty's  Government  in 
Great  Britain  three  weeks  in  advance,  and  will  sympathetic- 
ally consider  any  representations  which  His  Britannic 
Majesty's  Government  in  Great  Britain  may  make  with 
regard  to  such  prohibition  or  restriction. 

In  pursuance  of  the  earnest  desire  of  both  Governments 
to  refrain  from  measures  impeding  the  maintenance  and 
normal  development  of  commerce  between  the  two  countries, 
my  Government  declare  that  any  restriction  adopted  will 
be  applied  in  practice  in  such  a  way  as  to  afford  to  trade 
between  the  countries  all  the  facilities  compatible  with  the 
object  in  view  in  imposing  the  restriction.  In  particular, 
interference  with  the  established  channels  of  import  and 
distribution  will  be  avoided  as  far  as  possible;  the  formali- 
ties relating  to  licences  will  be  made  as  little  burdensome 
as  possible;  applications  for  licences  will  be  dealt  with 
expeditiously,  and  any  licence  granted  will  be  given  a 
reasonable  period  of  validity.

WHEREAS  by  treaties  of  Commerce  and  Navigation  or  Preamble, 
by  agreements  made  by  exchanges  of  notes  between 
the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  and  the 
countries  and  on  the  dates  set  out  in  the  schedule  to  this 
Act,  it  is  provided  that  the  stipulations  of  the  said  treaties 
or  agreements  respectively  shall  not  be  applicable  to  any 
self-governing  Dominion  unless  notice  is  given  of  the  desire 
of  His  Majesty  that  the  said  stipulations  shall  apply  to 
such  Dominion  but  that  nevertheless  goods  of  such  Domin- 
ion shall  enjoy  in  each  of  the  said  countries  respectively 
the  same  treatment  as  would  be  enjoyed  by  similar  goods 
if  produced  in  the  United  Kingdom  so  long  as  goods  pro- 
duced or  manufactured  in  the  respective  countries  are 
accorded  in  such  Dominion  favoured  nation  treatment; 
and  whereas  it  is  desirable  that  Canada  should  have  the 
benefit  of  that  portion  of  each  of  the  treaties  or  agreements

An  Act  to  amend  the  Yukon  Quartz  Mining  Act. 

| Assented  to  11th  June,  1928.} 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  R.  s..  c.  217. 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  Section  ninety-three  of  the  Yukon  Quartz  Mining  Act, 
chapter  two  hundred  and  seventeen  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  Canada,  1927,  is  hereby  repealed  and  the  following  is 
substituted  therefor: — 

"93.  (1)  There  shall  be  paid  to  the  Crown  on  every  Annual 
mine  in  the  Yukon  Territory,  acquired  under  the  provisions  p^bfe  to 
of  this  Act  or  under  the  provisions  of  the  Quartz  Mining;  the  Crown. 
Regulations  preceding  the  said  Act,  an  annual  royalty  on

such  officer  may  descend  all  pits  and  shafts,  and  use  all  such 
tackle,  machinery  and  appliances  belonging  to  the  mine 
as  he  may  deem  necessary  or  expedient,  and  he  shall  have 
free  ingress  and  egress  to,  from  and  over  all  buildings, 
erections  and  vessels  used  in  connection  with  the  mine, 
and  he  shall  be  allowed  to  take  from  the  said  mining  pro- 
perty such  samples  or  specimens  as  he  may  desire,  for  the 
purpose  of  determining  by  assay  or  otherwise  the  value 
of  the  ore,  minerals  or  mineral-bearing  substances  being 
taken  therefrom,  or  any  product  thereof,  and  he  shall  have 
full  and  complete  access  to  all  books  of  account,  corre- 
spondence and  documents  maintained  or  used  for  or  in  con- 
nection with  the  actual  operation  and  business  of  such  mine, 
and  may  examine  the  same  and  take  copies  thereof  or  ex- 
tracts therefrom,  but  any  information  of  a  private  or  con- 
fidential nature  acquired  by  such  officer,  shall  not  be  dis- 
closed to  anyone,  except  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
purposes  of  this  section. 

(11)  If  the  royalty  imposed  by  this  section  is  not  paid  J^aTtotx 
within  the  period  herein  prescribed,  ten  per  centum  shall  Seizor 
forthwith  be  added  thereto,  and  ten  per  centum  shall  be  default- 
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added  at  the  expiration  of  each  year  thereafter  that  the 
royalty  remains  unpaid,  and  the  said  increased  amounts 
shall,  for  all  purposes,  be  and  become  the  royalty  due  and 
payable  under  this  section. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Gold  Commissioner,  or  such 
other  person  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Minister,  to  keep 
a  record  of  all  arrears  or  royalty  due,  with  the  increased 
amounts  from  time  to  time  entered  thereon.

claim,  privilege,  hen,  or  encumbrances  of  any  person, 
whether  the  right  or  title  of  such  person  has  accrued  before, 
or  shall  accrue  after  the  attaching  of  such  lien,  and  its 
priority  shall  not  be  lost  or  impaired  by  any  neglect,  omis- 
sion or  error  of  any  official,  officer  or  person,  or  by  want  of 
registration,  and  the  same  may  be  realized  by  action  for 
sale  of  any  or  all  property,  leases  and  rights,  subject  to 
such  hen. 

(13)  If  the  royalty  imposed  by  this  section  is  not  paid 
when  due,  the  same,  together  with  the  added  percentages, 
may  be  recovered  from  the  owner,  tenant,  lessee,  occupier 
or  operator  of  the  mine,  by  an  action  at  the  suit  of  the 
Minister  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  together 
with  the  costs  of  the  action. 

(14)  In  addition  to  any  other  remedies  for  the  recovery 
of  the  royalty  imposed  by  this  section  an  injunction  or 
order  in  the  nature  of  injunction,  or  the  appointment  of  a 
receiver  with  all  necessary  powers,  or  such  other  relief  or 
remedy  as  may  seem  necessary  or  expedient  for  securing 
payment  of  the  royalty,  may  in  any  case  where  the  royalty 
is  overdue,  or  where  the  payment  of  the  royalty  seems 
endangered,  be  obtained  in  the  Territorial  Court  at  the 
instance  and  in  the  name  of  the  Minister,  to  prevent  the 
removal,  transportation,  or  transmission  of  any  ore,  mineral 
or  mineral-bearing  substance,  or  to  prevent  or  restrict 
mining  operations,  or  to  provide  for  such  operations  or  pro- 
duction upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  seem  proper. 

(15)  Any  action  which  may  be  brought  under  this  Act 
may  be  brought  by  the  Minister  as  plaintiff,  and  it  shall  not 
be  necessary  to  name  the  Minister,  and  the  action  shall  not 
abate  by  reason  of  a  change  in  the  name  of  such  Minister, 
or  by  reason  of  the  office  being  vacant  at  any  time,  but  the 
action  may  proceed  as  though  no  change  had  been  made 
or  no  vacancy  existed. 

(16)  In  case  of  default  of  payment  of  the  royalty  im- 
posed by  this  section,  the  same,  together  with  all  additions 
of  percentages,  double  royalties,  penalties  and  costs,  may 
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be  levied  and  collected  by  distress,  together  with  costs  of 
distress,  upon  the  goods  and  chattels,  wherever  found,  of 
the  person  or  any  person  liable  therefor,  under  warrant 
signed  by  the  Minister,  or  by  the  Gold  Commissioner, 
directed  to  the  sheriff  of  the  Territory,  and  in  such  case  the 
sheriff  shall  realize  the  amount  directed  to  be  realized  by  the 
warrant,  and  all  costs,  by  a  sale  of  such  goods,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  satisfy  the  amount  directed 
to  be  levied  by  such  warrant.

formation,  and  every  mine  in  respect  of  which  such  state- 
ment or  information  is  required  to  be  made  or  furnished, 

shall,  in  case  of  neglect  to  conform  with  the  provisions  of 
the  said  section,  incur  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  per  day 
for  each  day  during  which  default  is  made,  which  penalty 
or  sum  shall  be  added  to  and  become  part  of  the  royalty 
imposed  by  this  section,  and  such  person  and  such  mine  shall 
also  be  liable  to  pay  a  royalty  of  double  the  amount  for 
which  it  would  have  been  liable,  and  any  such  penalty  or 
double  royalty  may  be  recovered  from  any  person  liable 
therefor,  under  an  action  brought  in  the  name  of  the  Min- 
ister, to  be  tried  by  a  judge  of  the  Territory. 

(19)  Such  regulations  as  may  from  time  to  time  appear  Regulations
